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County  Library  Act. 

Librarians  who  have  kept  closely  in 
touch  with  the  development  of  their  work 
as  a  factor  in  our  general  educational  sys- 
tem have  become  conscious  of  a  demand 
that  books  be  supplied  to  the  people  of 
the  county  as  well  as  to  those  of  the  town. 
For  some  years  and  in  several  states  an 
attempt  to  fill  this  need  has  been  made 
through  state  traveling  libraries.  These 
collections  of  books  have  supplied  reading 
matter  in  a  great  number  of  districts 
where  before  their  coming  no  opportunity 
to  use  library  books  existed.  The  work 
has  been  of  importance ;  but  the  inelas- 
ticity of  the  system,  the  great  expense  of 
shipping  from  and  to  a  center  in  a  state 
of  California's  dimensions,  the  inability 
of  readers  to  visit  the  library  and  make 
selections  of  books  suitable  to  personal 
needs,  makes  it  plain  that  some  more  ade- 
quate plan  should  be  hit  upon  at  least  for 
the  more  populous  districts.  The  travel- 
ing libraries  may  still  very  wisely  be  sent 
to  outlying  and  scatteringly  settled  sec- 
tions of  the  state.  During  the  past  ten 
years  a  few  counties  in  different  states  of 
the  Union,  namely,  Ohio,  Maryland,  Ore- 
gon and  more  recently  California,  have 
established  what  is  known  as  county 
libraries  which  serve  the  county  residents 
after  the  model  offered  in  the  larger  cities 
with  their  central  library,  branch  reading 
rooms  and  deposit  stations.  Such  plans 
have  been  found  highly  satisfactory  in 
bringing  to  those  living  in  even  the  re- 
inoter  districts  affected  many  of  the  priv- 
ileges of  reading  and  study  enjoyed  by 
city  dwellers.  The  only  surprising  thing 
is  that  so  far  no  state  has  seen  the  wis- 
dom of  encouraging  by  proper  legislation 
a  much  wider  adoption  of  the  county 
library  system.  California  has  the  dis- 
tinction of  proposmg  in  the  following 
measure  known  as  Assembly  Bill  No.  196 
a  plan  which  will  point  out  clearly  to 
the  people  of  each  county  how  the  educa- 
tional and  recreative  advantages  of  a 
library  may  best  be  attained. 

The  proposed  law  is  so  worded  that  the 
county  supervisors  may  of  their  own 
motion  establish  such  a  system,  or  one 
fourth  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
county  seeing  the  need  of  library  facilities 


may  compel  its  adoption.  Towns  and 
cities  already  having  libraries  are  not 
forced  to  become  a  party  to  the  county 
organization ;  though  they  will  probably 
want  to  do  so  in  order  to  enjoy  the  bene- 
fits of  the  larger  collection  of  books  and 
more  adequate  service  made  possible  by 
a  united  maintenance  fund.  The  act  con- 
templates the  selection  of  some  city 
library  already  organized  as  the  center  of 
the  system  and  provides  that  such  library 
may  under  proper  conditions  receive  the 
county  library  funds  and,  throwing  its 
collection  open  to  the  use  of  the  whole 
county,  expend  them  for  the  benefit  of 
all.  It  may  be  mentioned  that  without 
waiting  for  a  specific  act  but  under  the 
provisions  of  the  general  library  law  the 
board  of  county  supervisors  and  the  city 
library  trustees  of  Sacramento  have 
entered  into  a  contract  such  as  is  men- 
tioned above  and  the  results  are  highly 
satisfactory. 

The  wisdom  of  making  three  members 
of  the  board  of  supervisors  a  committee  of 
general  supervision  for  the  county  library, 
instead  of  selecting  private  citizens  for 
this  work,  is  obvious  when  one  considers 
that  the  former  have  influence  and  a  vote 
in  the  distribution  of  the  county  funds. 
The  committee  selects  the  librarian  who 
is  then  responsible  for  the  work.  In  order 
that  the  system,  however,  may  be  effective 
it  is  necessary  that  it  be  directed  by  some 
one  who  has  made  library  work  his  busi- 
ness ;  hence  the  law  requires  that  the 
county  librarian  be  a  person  of  known 
executive  and  educational  ability  along 
the  special  lines  of  library  organization, 
administration  and  service.  His  tenure  of 
office  is  made  reasonably  sure  and  he  is 
left  free  to  devote  himself  entirely  to  the 
business  for  which  he  was  appointed. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  act  is  the 
further  welding  together  of  the  separate 
and  distinct  library  units  of  the  state  into 
such  a  well  articulated  and  smoothly 
working  system  that  the  book  needs  of 
every  citizen  may  be  promptly  filled,  that 
the  rare  or  required  book  wherever  fovmd 
may  go  without  delay  where  it  will  be  of 
use.  To  thai  end  the  state  librarian  as 
the  head  of  the  organization  is  given 
powers  of  general  supervision  similar  to 
those   exercised  so   effectively  in   the  case 
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of  the  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
over  tlie  scliools,  the  autliority  to  call  for 
annual  reports  and  statistics,  and  to  call 
conventions  of  county  librarians  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  better  methods  of 
work  and  of  service.  Such  a  plan  will 
not  only  bring  reading  matter  to  the 
adults  of  the  county  but  will  also  be  of 
immeasurable  benefit  in  making  the  school 
children  acquainted  with  libraries,  in  fur- 
nishing them  loooks  which  will  more  ade  ■ 
quately  supplement  their  courses  of  study 
and  in  encouraging  in  them  habits  of 
reading  and  study  which  will  enable  them 
to  continue  their  education  long  after 
their  school  days  have  ended. 

AN  ACT 

To  Pbovide  County  Libeaey  Systems. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California, 
represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors 
of  the  several  counties  shall  have  power 
to  establish  and  maintain,  within  their 
counties,  county  library  systems  in  the 
manner  and  with  the  functions  prescribed 
in  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  may  establish  and  maintain 
such  a  county  library  system  of  their 
own  motion ;  but  they  shall  be  obliged  to 
establish  such  a  system,  and  to  make  rea- 
sonable provision  for  its  maintenance, 
within  one  year  after  they  have  been 
requested  to  do  so  in  a  petition  signed  by 
not  less  than  one  fourth  of  the  electors 
whose  names  are  on  the  great  register  in 
force  on  the  day  when  such  petition  is 
filed  with  the  said  county  board. 

Sec.  3.  Within  thirty  days  after  an 
ordinance  establishing  a  county  library 
has  been  passed,  the  city  board  of  trus- 
tees, common  council,  or  other  legislative 
body  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  in 
the  county,  having  a  public  library,  may 
notify  the  board  of  supervisors  that  such 
city  or  town  does  not  desire  to  participate 
in  the  countj'  library  system,  and  there- 
after such  city  or  town  and  its  inhabitants 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
such  county  library  system,  and  the  prop- 
ertj'  within  such  city  or  town  shall  not 
be  taxed  for  county  library  purposes. 
But  such  notice  may  at  any  time  be  with- 
drawn by  such  city  or  town. 

Sec.  4.     The    county    library    shall    be 


under  the  general  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  three  selected  annually  by  the 
county  board  of  supervisors  from  among 
its  own  members.  The  said  committee 
shall  elect  a  county  librarian,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  sub- 
ject to  prior  removal  for  cause,  after  a 
hearing,  by  the  library  committee.  The 
cause  of  such  removal,  together  with  all 
proceedings  therefor,  shall  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  such  committee.  The 
said  county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resi- 
dent of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the 
State  of  California  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion. Prior  to  entering  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  such  county  librarian  shall 
file  with  the  county  clerk  the  usual  oath 
of  office  and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  with 
sufficient  sureties,  approved  by  a  judge 
of  the  superior  court,  in  such  sum  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  county  board. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
the  office  of  county  librarian,  unless  he 
has  received,  prior  to  his  election,  from 
the  state  librarian,  or  from  the  librarian 
of  the  University  of  California,  or  the 
Leland  Stanford  Jr.  University,  a  certifi- 
cate to  the  effect  that  in  the  opinion  of 
such  librarian  he  is  well  qualified  for  the 
office.  If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  law  in  this  state  a  system  of 
certification  of  qualified  librarians,  each 
county  librarian  elected  thereafter  for  a 
first  term  must  hold  a  proper  certificate 
provided  by  such  system,  in  place  of  the 
certificate  above  mentioned  in  this  section. 
The  salary  of  the  county  librarian  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors prior  to  his  election  at  not  less  than 
the  salary  provided  by  law  for  the  county 
superintendent  of  schools.  He  shall  also 
be  allowed  his  actual  and  necessary  ex- 
penses incurred  in  traveling  on  the  busi- 
ness of  his  office. 

Sec.  6.  The  library  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors, as  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to 
make  general  rules  and  regulations  regard- 
ing the  policy  of  the  county  library,  and 
to  determine  the  number  and  kind  of 
employees  of  such  library.  But  the 
appointment  and  dismissal  of  such  em- 
ployees, and  the  management  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  library,  including  the  deter- 
mination of  what  books  shall  be  purchased, 
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shall  be  entirely  within  the  power  of  the 
county  librarian. 

Sec.  7.  The  county  librarian  shall, 
subject  to  the  general  rules  adopted  by 
the  library  committee,  build  up  and  man- 
age, according  to  accepted  principles  of 
library  management,  a  library  for  the  use 
of  the  people  of  the  county.  He  shall 
cooperate  in  every  expedient  manner  with 
the  librarians  of  other  public  libraries 
within  the  county,  including  the  county 
law  library,  and  render  such  assistance 
to  all  as  will  tend  to  increase  their  effi- 
ciency, and  may  establish  delivery  stations 
and  branch  libraries  within  the  county. 
For  this  purpose,  he  may  employ  such 
assistants  as  may  be  authorized  by  the 
library  committee ;  provided,  that  where 
such  services  are  rendered  to  a  library 
belonging  to  any  municipal  corporation 
not  taxed  for  the  county  library  system, 
such  services  shall  be  paid  for  at  a  fair 
rate  of  compensation  by  such  library,  pay- 
able into  the  county  librarj-  fund  estab- 
lished by  this  act. 

Sec.  S.  The  county  library  systems  of 
the  state  shall  be  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  state  librarian,  who  shall 
from  time  to  time,  either  personally  or  by 
one  of  his  assistants,  visit  the  libraries  in 
each  county  and  inquire  into  their  condi- 
tion. The  actual  expenses  of  such  visits 
shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  state  library 
fund.  The  state  librarian  may  annually 
call  a  convention  of  county  librarians,  to 
assemble  at  such  time  and  place  as  he 
shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  questions  pertaining  to  the 
supervision  and  administration  of  the 
public  libraries,  the  laws  relating  thereto, 
and  such  other  subjects  affecting  the  wel- 
fare and  interest  of  the  county  libraries 
as  shall  properly  be  brought  before  it.  It 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  the  county 
librarians  to  attend  and  take  part  in  the 
proceedings  of  such  convention  when  it  is 
called.  The  actual  expenses  of  the  county 
librarians  attending  the  convention  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  county  library  fund. 

Sec.  9.  The  county  librarian  shall  on 
or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each 
year,  report  to  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors on  the  condition  of  his  library  sys- 
tem for  the  year  ending  June  30th  pre- 
ceding. Such  reports  shall,  in  addition  to 
other    matters    deemed    expedient    by    the 


county  librarian,  contain  such  statistical 
and  other  information  regarding  the 
county  library  system  as  may  be  deemed 
desirable  by  the  state  librarian.  For  this 
purpose  the  state  librarian  may  send  to 
the  several  county  libraries  instructions  or 
question  blanks,  so  as  to  obtain  the  mate- 
rial for  a  comparative  study  of  library 
conditions  in  the  state.  At  the  time  of 
making  his  annual  report,  the  county 
librarian  shall  send  a  copy  thereof  to  the 
state  librarian. 

Sec.  10.  The  county  libraries  estab- 
lished under  this  act  shall  be  free  to  the 
use  of  the  public;  provided,  that  only  resi- 
dents of  the  county  outside  of  cities  and 
towns  not  taxed  for  county  library  pur- 
poses shall  have  the  privilege  of  drawing 
books  therefrom  for  use  outside  of  the 
rooms  of  the  library.  Persons  violating 
any  of  the  reasonable  rules  established  by 
the  library  authorities  may  be  excluded 
from  the  use  of  the  library. 

Sec.  11.  The  county  board  of  super- 
visors, after  a  county  library  has  been 
established,  shall  annually  levy  in  addi- 
tion to  all  other  taxes  levied  by  them,  a 
tax  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  prop- 
erty for  and  maintaining  the  county 
library.  County  bonds  may  be  issued,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  section  40SS  of 
the  Political  Code,  for  the  erection  and 
equipment  of  library  buildings  and  the 
purchase  of  land  therefor.  The  county 
board  of  supervisors  is  authorized  to  re- 
ceive, on  behalf  of  the  county,  any  gift; 
bequest  or  devise  for  the  county  library. 
The  title  to  all  the  property  belonging  to 
the  county  library  shall  be  vested  in  the 
county.  All  funds  of  the  county  library 
system,  whether  derived  from  taxation  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the 
county  treasurer.  They  shall  constitute  a 
separate  fund,  called  the  county  library 
fund,  and  shall  not  be  used  for  any  pur- 
poses except  those  of  the  county  library 
system.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  said  county  library  fund,  except  on 
an  order  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the 
library  committee,  and  countersigned  by 
the  county  librarian  or  his  assistant.  The 
said  chairman  shall  sign  no  order  upon 
the  library  fund,  until  a  proper  voucher 
for  the  claim  upon  Avhich  such  order  is 
based  is  filed  and  until  such  claim  has 
been    duly    audited    and    allowed    by    the 
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library  committee.  The  fact  that  such 
claim  has  been  audited  and  allowed  shall 
be  endorsed  upon  the  voucher  and  attested 
by  the  signatures  of  at  least  two  members 
of  the  committee. 

Sec.  12.  Instead  of  establishing  a  sep- 
arate county  library,  the  county  board  of 
supervisors  may  enter  into  a  contract  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  section 
with  any  city  or  incorporated  town  main- 
taining a  free  public  library ;  and  the 
board  of  library  trustees  or  other  authori- 
ties in  charge  of  such  free  public  library 
of  any  such  city  or  town  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  make  such  a  contract.  The  said 
contract  may  provide  that  the  public 
library  of  such  city  or  town  shall  assume 
the  functions  of  a  county  library  Avithin 
the  county  with  which  such  contract  is 
made,  as  provided  in  this  act.  The  county 
board  of  supervisors  may  agree  to  pay 
annually  into  the  library  fund  of  such 
city  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 
Either  party  to  such  contract  may  ter- 
minate the  same  by  giving  six  months' 
notice  of  intention  to  do  so. 

Sec.  13.  After  a  county  library  sys- 
tem has  been  established,  it  shall  not  be 
discontinued  except  by  the  two  thirds  vote 
of  the  electors  of  the  county  voting  at  a 
special  election  called  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  determining  whether  such  library  shall 
be  discontinued.  Such  election  shall  be 
carried  on  substantially  in  the  manner 
now  prescribed  for  the  election  on  the 
issuing  of  county  bonds. 

Sec.  14.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Teachers'  Institutes  and  Library 
Funds. 

A  little  thought  will  convince  all  con- 
cerned that  transferring — at  the  option  of 
the  county  superintendent — the  teachers' 
library  and  fund  to  the  county  library  will 
be  of  great  benefit ;  the  money  will  still 
go  towards  the  building  up  of  a  profes- 
sional collection  of  books  and  the  teacher 
will  furthermore  have  access  to  the  books 
on  many  related  subjects  found  in  the  gen- 
eral library  which  he  could  not  hope,  with 
limited  funds,  to  put  on  his  own  shelves. 
No  one  is  more  conscious  than  the  teacher 
of  the  necessity,  when  best  results  are 
expected,  of  ready  access  to  a  large,  well 
selected  store  of  reading  matter  not  only 
for  himself  but  also  for  his  charges.     This 


measure  then  is  clearly  a  step  towards 
more  perfect  organization  and  worthier 
results ;  it  has  the  support  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  as  in  fact 
do  all  the  bills  introduced  this  session 
which  effect   library  and   school  interests. 

AN  ACT 

To  Amend  Section  1565  of  the  Polit- 
ical Code,  Referring  to  Teachers' 
Institute  and  Library  Funds. 

The   people    of   the   State    of    California, 
represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do 
'  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1565  of  the  Polit- 
ical Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof  a  new  sentence,  so  as  to 
make  the  section  read  as  follows : 

Section  1565.  Except  for  a  temporary 
certificate,  and  except  as  provided  in  sub- 
division second  of  section  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  three  of  the  Political 
Code,  every  applicant  for  a  teachers'  cer- 
tificate, or  for  the  renewal  of  a  certificate, 
upon  presenting  his  application,  shall  pay 
to  the  county  superintendent  a  fee  of  two 
dollars,  to  be  by  him  immediately  depos- 
ited with  the  county  treasurer,  to  the 
credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
teachers'  institute  and  library  fund.  All 
funds  so  credited  shall  be  drawn  out  only 
upon  the  requisition  of  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools  upon  the  county  aud- 
itor, who  shall  draw  his  warrant  in  pay- 
ment of  the  services  of  instructors  in  the 
county  teachers'  institute ;  provided,  they 
be  not  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
county  in  which  such  institute  is  held ; 
and  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  a 
library  for  the  use  of  the  teachers  of  the 
county.  At  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
teachers'  institute  and  library  fund  shall 
be  expended  for  books.  The  county  super- 
intendent shall  take  charge  of  the  teach- 
ers' library,  prepare  a  catalog  of  its 
contents,  and  keep  a  correct  record  of 
books  taken  therefrom  and  returned  there- 
to. Whenever  in  a  county  there  is  a 
county  library,  the  county  superintendent 
may  transfer  to  such  county  library  the 
books  and  other  property  and  the  funds 
available  for  books  under  this  section, 
and  thereupon  the  county  library  shall 
administer  the  teachers'  library  as  part 
of  itself,  but  all  funds  received  from  the 
county   superintendent  shall  be  expended

exclusively  for  the  purchase  and  mainte- 
nance of  books  of  professional  interest  to 
teachers. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

School  Libraries. 

School  libraries  which  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  become  a  part  of 
the  county  library  system  will  lose  noth- 
ing tliereby.  The  teacher  already  with 
more  duties  than  time  to  fill  them  will  be 
relieved  of  the  work  and  care  incident  to 
organizing  and  caring  for  a  collection  of 
books ;  the  pupils  will  not  only  be  given 
the  help  of  an  attendant  who  is  skilled  to 
some  degree  in  library  methods  but  they 
will  also  be  given  access  to  the  stores  of 
books  contained  in  the  central  county 
libi-arj'.  By  judicious  circulation  and 
shifting  the  books  at  any  one  branch  need 
never  become  stale  to  its  readers  ;  and  the 
school  itself  because  of  the  branch  library 
which  serves  the  whole  community  will 
increase  in  importance  and  interest,  will 
become  more  fully  the  center  of  intellec- 
tual life  of  the  district.  This  act  like  the 
preceding  one  looks  toward  a  concentra- 
tion of  library  activity  and  funds  and  with 
the  least  waste  and  duplication  to  the 
supplying  to  each  person,  old  or  young, 
the  reading  matter  that  he  needs. 

AN  ACT 

To  AiiEND  Sections  1715  and  1716  of 

THE  Political  Code,   Relating  to 

School  Libeaeies. 

The   people   of   the   State   of   California, 

represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do 

enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1715  of  the  Polit- 
ical Code  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

Section  1715.  Libraries  may  be  main- 
tained under  the  control  of  the  district 
board  of  trustees  or  city  board  of  educa- 
tion, and  in  such  case  shall  be  open  to 
the  use  of  the  teachers,  pupils  and  all  resi- 
dents of  the  district.  Wherever  practica- 
ble, the  library  shall  be  kept  open  during- 
vacation  and  non-school  days.  Whenever 
the  county  in  which  a  district  is  situated, 
shall  maintain  a  county  library,  the  board 
of  school  trustees  or  city  board  of  educa- 
tion may  agree  with  the  proper  authori- 
ties of  such  county  to  make  the  school 
library  a  branch  of  such  county  library. 


In  such  event,  such  board  of  school  trus- 
tees or  city  board  of  education  shall  turn 
over  the  books  and  other  property  of  the 
district  library  to  the  county  library,  and 
shall  annually  transfer  to  such  county 
library  its  library  fund,  as  soon  as  it  is 
available,  to  be  kept  and  expended  as 
other  funds  of  such  county  library  are. 
The  said  county  library  shall  thereupon 
make  such  district  library  a  branch 
library,  managed  and  maintained  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  and  regulations  estab- 
lished by  the  authorities  of  the  main 
library. 

Sec.  2.  Section  1716  of  the  Political 
Code  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Section  1716.  The  board  of  school 
trustees  of  a  district  maintaining  its  own 
library  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
teacher  or  other  proper  person  librarian 
of  the  district  library.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  such  librarian,  to  manage  such 
library  as  efficiently  as  possible,  and 
whenever  expedient  request  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  some  person  experienced  in 
the  art  of  managing  libraries.  Whenever 
a  district  library  shall  have  become  a 
branch  library  as  provided  in  section  1715 
of  this  code,  the  provisions  of  sub-section 
2  of  section  1712,  and  of  section  1717  of 
this  code  shall  not  apply  to  them ;  but  in 
all  such  cases  the  county,  or  city,  or 
county  and  city,  superintendent  of  schools 
may  draw  a  warrant  for  the  whole 
amount  of  the  district  library  fund,  pay- 
able to  the  proper  authorities  of  the 
county  library,  upon  the  filing  with  him 
of  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  district,  or  city  board 
of  education,  embodying  the  agreement 
made  with  such  county  library,  which 
copy  shall  be  duly  certified  as  correct  by 
the  clerk  of  the  district,  or  other  proper 
officer. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Public  Libraries  Act. 

In  the  light  of  the  past  eight  years'  ex- 
perience certain  clianges  seem  wise  in  the 
Public  Libraries  Act  which  was  approved 
March  23,  1901.  Local  conditions  vary  so 
widely  that  a  tax  levy  bringing  in  a  suffi- 
cient income  in  one  section  may  not  be 
sufficient  in  another.     In  general  it  is  best 
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to  leave  as  far  as  possible  to  local  judg- 
ment the  fixing  of  the  amount  of  money 
which  may  be  expended  for  educational 
purposes.  No  library  has  ever  yet  found 
itself  embarrassed  by  an  overly  large  in- 
come ;  most  libraries,  on  the  other  hand, 
are  sadly  hampered  in  fulfilling  their  mis- 
sion because  of  too  limited  funds.  Hence 
it  seems  best  to  repeal  the  tax  limit  sec- 
tion of  the  act  and  leave  the  whole  matter 
to  be   settled  according  to   local  need. 

The  indeflniteness  of  the  method  for 
the  disbursement  of  the  library  fund  has 
caused  some  confusion  which  by  the  pro- 
posed amendment  is  instantly  dispelled. 
The  board  of  library  trustees  which  is 
responsible  for  the  management  of  the 
librarj'  should  also  be  solely  responsible 
for  its  funds.  The  change  which  fixes  the 
matter  of  disbursement  of  funds  upon  the 
library  board  and  upon  no  other  depart- 
ment of  municipal  government  prevents 
misunderstanding. 

AN  ACT 

To  Amend  an  Act  Approved  March  23, 
1901,  AND  Entitled  "An  Act  to 
Provide  for  the  Establishment 
AND  Maintenance  of  Public  Libra- 
ries Within  Municipalities." 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California, 
represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  An  act  approved  March 
23,  1901,  and  entitled  "An  act  to  provide 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of 
public  libraries  within  municipalities"  is 
hereby  amended  by  changing  sections 
seven,  eight,  and  striking  out  sections 
thirteen  and  fourteen  thereof,  so  as  to 
make  said  act  read  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Tlie  common  council,  board 
of  trustees,  or  other  legislative  body  of 
any  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the  State 
of  California,  may,  and  upon  being  re- 
quested to  do  so  by  one  fourth  of  the  elec- 
tors of  such  municipal  corporation  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided,  must,  by 
ordinance,  establish  in  and  for  said  munici- 
pality a  public  library ;  provided,  there  be 
none  already  established  therein. 

Sec.  2.  The  request  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  section  may  be  by  a  single  peti- 
tion, or  by  several  petitions ;  provided, 
that  such  several  petitions  be  substan- 
tially in  the  same  form,  and  that  such 
single  petition  has,  or  such  several  peti- 
tions in  the  aggregate  have,  the  signatures 
of  the  requisite  number  of  electors. 


Sec.  3.  Such  public  library  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  designated  as  the 
board  of  library  trustees,  consisting  of  five 
members,  to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees  or  other 
executive  head  of  the  municipality,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  legislative 
body  of  said  municipality.  Such  trustees 
shall  severally  hold  oiEce  for  three  years, 
serving  without  compensation ;  provided, 
that  the  members  of  the  first  board  ap- 
pointed shall  so  classify  themselves  by  lot 
that  one  of  their  number  shall  go  out  of 
office  at  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year, 
two  at  the  end  of  one  year  thereafter,  and 
the  other  two  at  the  end  of  two  years 
thereafter.  Men  and  women  shall  be 
equally  eligible  to  such  appointment,  and 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same 
manner. 

Sec.  4.  Boards  of  library  trustees  shall 
meet  at  least  once  a  month  at  such 
times  and  places  as  they  may  fix  by  reso- 
lution. Special  meetings  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  three  trustees,  by  written 
notice  served  upon  each  member  at  least 
three  hours  before  the  time  specified  for 
the  proposed  meeting.  A  majority  of  the 
board  shall  constittite  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  Such  boards 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent, who  shall  serve  for  one  year  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed,  and  in 
his  absence  shall  select  a  president  pro 
tern.  Such  boards  shall  cause  a  proper 
record  of  their  proceedings  to  be  kept. 

Sec.  5.  Boards  of  library  trustees  shall 
have  power : 

First — To  make  and  enforce  all  rules, 
regulations  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the 
administration,  government  and  protection 
of  the  libraries  under  their  management, 
and  all  property  belonging  thereto. 

Second — To  administer  any  trust  de- 
clared or  created  for  such  libraries,  and 
receive  by  gift,  devise,  or  bequest  and 
hold  in  trust  or  otherwise,  property  sit- 
uated in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  and 
where  not  otherwise  provided,  dispose  of 
the  same  for  the  benefit  of  such  libraries. 

Third — To  prescribe  the  duties  and 
powers  of  the  librarian,  secretary  and 
other  officers  and  employees  of  any  such 
libraries ;  to  determine  the  number  of  and 
appoint  all  such  officers  and  employees, 
and  to  fix  their  compensation,  which  said 
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oflBcers  and  employees  shall  hold  their 
offices  or  positions  at  the  pleasure  of  said 
boards. 

Fourth — ^To  purchase  necessary  books, 
journals,  publications  and  other  personal 
property. 

Fifth — To  purchase  such  real  property, 
and  erect  or  rent  and  equip,  such  build- 
ings or  building,  room  or  rooms,  as  may 
be  necessary,  -when  in  their  judgment  a 
suitable  building,  or  portion  thei'eof,  has 
not  been  provided  by  the  legislative  body 
of  the  municipality  for  such  libraries. 

Sixth — To  require  the  secretary  of  state 
and  other  state  officials  to  furnish  such 
libraries  with  copies  of  any  and  all  re- 
ports, laws  and  other  publications  of  the 
state  not  otherwise  disposed  of  by  law. 

Seventh — To  borrow  books  from,  lend 
books  to  and  exchange  the  same  with  other 
libraries,  and  to  allow  non-residents  to 
borrow  books  upon  such  conditions  as  they 
may  prescribe. 

Eighth — To  do  and  perform  any  and  all 
other  acts  and  things  necessary  or  proper 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  Boards  of  library  trustees 
shall,  on  or  befox-e  the  last  day  of  July  in 
each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  legislative 
body  of  their  municipality,  giving  the  con- 
dition of  the  library  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June  preceding,  together  with  a  state- 
ment of  their  proceedings  for  the  year 
then  ended,  and  forward  a  copy  thereof  to 
the  state  library  at  Sacramento. 

Sec.  7.  The  legislative  body  of  any 
municipality  in  which  a  public  library  has 
been  established  in  accordance  with  this 
act,  shall  in  making  the  annual  tax  levy 
and  as  part  thereof,  if  the  maintenance  of 
the  library  has  not  been  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  levy  a  tax  for  the  pui-pose  of 
maintaining  such  library  and  purchasing 
property  necessary  therefor,  which  tax 
shall  be  in  addition  to  other  taxes,  the 
levy  of  which  is  permitted  in  the  munici- 
pality. 

Sec.  8.  The  revenue  derived  from  said 
tax,  together  with  all  money  acquired  by 
gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be 
apportioned  to  a  fund  to  be  designated 
the  library  fund,  and  be  applied  to  the 
purposes  herein  authorized.  If  such  pay- 
ment into  the  treasury  should  be  incon- 
sistent   with   the   conditions   or   terms    of 


any  such  gift,  devise,  bequest,  the  board 
shall  provide  for  the  safety  and  preserva- 
tion of  the  same,  and  the  application 
thereof  to  the  use  of  the  library,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
such  gift,  devise  or  bequest.  Payments 
from  this  fund  shall  be  made  upon  war- 
rants issued  after  due  audit  by,  and  an 
order  from,  the  library  trustees,  which 
warrants  shall  be  signed  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  said  board  of  library 
trustees.  The  treasurer  of  the  munici- 
pality shall  pay  such  warrants  without 
any  further  order  or  warrant  from  any 
other  authority. 

Sec.  9.  Every  library  established  un- 
der this  act  shall  be  forever  free  to  the 
inhabitants  and  non-resident  taxpayers  of 
the  municipality,  subject  always  to  such 
rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  as  may  be 
made  by  boards  of  library  trustees ;  and 
provided,  that  for  violations  of  the  same 
a  person  may  be  fined  or  excluded  from 
the  privileges  of  the  library. 

Sec.  10.  Boards  of  library  trustees  and 
the  legislative  bodies  of  neighboring  munic- 
ipalities or  boards  of  supervisors  of 
the  counties  in  which  public  libraries  are 
situated,  may  contract  for  lending  the 
books  of  such  libraries  to  residents  of 
such  counties  or  neighboring  municipali- 
ties, upon  a  reasonable  compensation  to 
be  paid  by  such  counties  or  neighboring 
municipalities. 

Sec.  11.  The  title  to  all  property  ac- 
quired for  the  purposes  of  such  libraries, 
when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of 
its  acquisition,  or  otherwise  designated, 
shall  vest  in  the  municipalities  in  which 
such  libraries  are,  or  are  to  be,  situated, 
and  in  the  name  of  the  municipal  corpora- 
tions may  be  sued  for  and  defended  by 
action  at  law  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  12.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  free  public  libraries  and  read- 
ing rooms,  approved  April  twenty-six, 
eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed ;  provided,  that  as  to  existing  libra- 
ries this  act  is  to  be  deemed  a  continua- 
tion thereof,  and  such  libraries  shall  be 
governed  hereby  accordingly ;  provided, 
however,  that  this  act  shall  have  no  appli- 
cation to  any  library  established  or  gov- 
erned by  the  provisions  of  a  city  charter, 
and  the  provisions  of  any  city  charter 
shall  in  no  manner  be  affected  by  this  act. 
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Sec.  13.  Any  ordinance  establishing  a 
library  adopted  under  the  provisions  of 
section  one  of  this  act  may  be  repealed  by 
the  body  which  adopted  the  same  upon 
being  requested  to  do  so  by  one  fourth  of 
the  electors  of  such  municipal  corpora- 
tions, in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
two  of  this  act,  and  upon  the  repeal  of 
such  ordinance  such  library  shall  be  dis- 
established in  such  municipal  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent with  this  act  are  hereby  modi- 
fied in  accordance  with  this  act. 


School  of  Library  Training. 

The  school  established  to  give  some 
special  sort  of  professional  or  trade  train- 
ing has  become  a  deservedly  fixed  insti- 
tution in  the  commonwealth.  For  many 
j^ears  the  state  has  been  spending  its 
money  to  train  lawyers,  doctors,  teachers, 
engineers,  mechanics  and  farmers :  such 
expenditure  has  been  considered  alto- 
gether worth  while  because  it  enables  the 
young  man  and  the  young  woman  to  get 
his  education  at  home,  because  it  keeps 
at  home  money  which  would  otherwise 
have  been  spent  for  training  abroad  and 
because  it  enables  communities  and  insti- 
tutions in  the  state  to  have  a  personal 
knowledge  and  acquaintance  with  the  pro- 
fessional man  or  woman  whose  services 
they  may  require. 

For  all  of  these  reasons  money  cannot 
be  better  expended  in  an  educational  way 
than  in  the  establishment  of  a  school  in 
which  to  train  the  state's  library  workers. 
So  long  ago  as  1889  the  state  of  New  York 
began  the  pioneer  work  of  training  libra- 
rians and  its  students  have  been  called  to 
posts  of  duty  in  every  section  of  the 
United  States.  Foreign  countries  send 
their  young  men  and  women  to  the  state 
school  at  Albany  and  like  her  sister  states, 
California  too  has  sent  her  proportion. 
Later  the  state  of  Illinois  established  such 
a  school ;  but  even  Illinois  is  too  far  to 
require  a  resident  of  this  state  to  travel 
before  he  can  get  instruction  in  his  future 
occupation.  From  a  monetary  standpoint 
alone  the  saving  in  traveling  expenses 
would  make  a  library  school  worth  while. 
But  when  one  considers  the  necessity  of 
the  library  in  our  present  scheme  of  edu- 
cation the  need  assumes  much  larger  pro- 
portions. California  and  the  Pacific  coast 
require  more  and  better  librarians  and 
they  ought  to  give  their  own  citizens  a 
more  even  chance  to  compete  with  the 
trained  workers  of  other  stales. 


AN  ACT 

To  Provide  fob  a  School  of  Libhaey 
Training. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California, 
represented  in  senate  and  assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  trustees  of 
the  state  library  are  hereby  authorized  to 
establish  a  school  of  library  training. 

Sec.  2.  The  sum  of  seven  hundred 
dollars  a  month  shall  be  set  aside  out  of 
the  fees  received  each  month  by  the  secre- 
tary of  state  and  constitute  a  fund  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  to  be  disbursed  by 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  state  library 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  state  library 
fund  is  disbursed. 

Sec.  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in 
conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately. 

State  Library  Fund. 

The  work  already  begun  by  the  State 
Library  can  not  be  effectively  carried  on 
without  a  larger  maintenance  fund.  At 
the  present  time  each  department  of  the 
library  is  in  need  of  more  assistants  ;  the 
people  of  the  state  are  asking  that  library 
activities  be  fostered,  that  information, 
books  and  collections  of  books  be  sent 
them  for  study  and  recreation :  the  State 
Library  is  willing  to  do  all  in  its  power 
to  answer  all  such  calls  but  feels  that  if 
satisfactory  progress  is  to  be  made  a, 
more  adequate  income  must  be  assured. 
It  is  imperative  that  the  library  be  en- 
abled to  buy  the  books  required  by  its 
users.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
the  California  State  Library  is  doing  more 
effective  work  on  a  comparatively  smaller 
income  than  any  similar  institution  in  this 
country.  Such  is  an  enviable  record  and 
one  that,  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  and 
for  the  reputation  of  the  state  as  a  leader 
in  educational  activities,  ought  to  be  main- 
tained. With  increased  demands,  and 
newer  lines  of  work  to  be  developed  this 
is  scarcely  possible  unless  a  larger  fund 
be  found. 

The  law  department  of  the  library  has 
been  heavily  drawn  upon  during  the  past 
two  and  a  half  years.  Many  law  subjects, 
owing  to  modern  industrial  and  financial 
development,  have  been  very  copiously  ex- 
panded ;  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  such 
topics  it  is  necessary  to  buy  an  increased 
number  of  volumes.  As  the  foremost  law 
library  on  the  coast  it  is  our  duty  to  have 
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on  the  shelves  all  the  books  for  which 
there  is  a  legitimate  demand.  It  is  like- 
wise desirable  that  digests,  synopses,  book- 
lists on  local  subjects  be  prepared  for  the 
business  men  and  attorneys  of  the  state, 
that  reviews  of  legislation  and  briefs  be 
prepared  for  the  use  of  state  and  munici- 
pal officers  and  that  additions  be  made  to 
the  legislative  reference  staff  to  assure 
prompter  and  fuller  service. 

The  growing  demand  from  students, 
debaters,  high  schools  and  study  clubs  for 
material  covering  their  various  fields  of 
investigation  and  study  makes  larger  ex- 
penditures for  books  in  the  general  depart- 
ment of  the  library  necessary.  That  these 
books  once  acquired  and  that  some  back 
accessions  not  yet  fully  dealt  with  may 
be  put  in  readiness  for  use  it  is  important 
that  more  assistants  in  the  reference  and 
catalog  departments  be  employed. 

So  far  the  library  has  been  most  fortu- 
nate in  accumulating  material  relating  to 
California  history  and  development.  Com- 
plete files  of  many  of  the  more  important 
newspapers  have  been  collected  and  are 
consulted  for  information  nowhere  else 
obtainable,  not  only  by  our  own  citizens 
but  by  visitors  who  come  across  the  conti- 
nent for  that  purpose.  Californians  have 
been  generous  in  giving  manuscripts, 
books,  diaries,  old  maps,  photographs,  but 
time  after  time  we  see  valuable  material 
going  from  tlie  original  owners  into  pri- 
vate and  out-of-state  collections  because 
we   lack  sufficient  funds  to  purchase. 

Since  the  library  entered  into  what  is 
known  as  the  extension  phase  of  the  work, 
gi-eat  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
library  development  of  the  state.  The 
traveling  collections  of  books  have  gone  to 
every  corner  of  the  commonwealth  and 
have  furnished  an  intellectual  stimulus  to 
many  communities  which  hitherto  had 
been  practically  without  reading  matter. 
No  fewer  than  thirty-five  towns  have  been 
assisted    in    establishing    public    libraries 


and  assistance  has  been  given  many  others 
to  make  their  collections  of  greater  ser- 
vice to  their  users.  The  publication  of  the 
quarterly  journal  "News  Notes  of  Califor- 
nia Libraries"  has  been  of  great  service 
in  keeping  the  libraries  of  the  state  in 
touch,  in  giving  them  new  ideas  and  in 
enabling  them  to  do  their  work  more 
effectively.  The  blind  persons  of  the  state 
have  been  fui'nished  with  literature.  The 
time  has  come  when  new  books,  especially 
for  the  traveling  libraries,  ought  to  be 
brought  into  the  system ;  the  old  ones 
have  been  widely  read  and  despite  con- 
stant repairs  are  becoming  badly  worn. 
In  order  to  keep  a  reader's  interest  new 
collections  should,  from  time  to  time,  be 
made  up.  It  is  desired  that  the  library 
may  at  least  be  permitted  to  keep  the 
pace  that  has  been  struck. 

AN  ACT 

Amending  Section  2300  of  the  Polit- 
ical Code,  Relating  to  the  State 
LiBKAEY  Fund. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California, 
represented  in  senate  and  assemhly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  2300  of  the  Polit- 
ical Code  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows  : 

Section  2300.  Five  thousand  dollars  of 
the  fees  collected  by  the  secretary  of  state 
each  month  and  paid  by  him  into  the 
state  treasury  shall  constitute  the  state 
library  fund. 

Sec.  2.  So  much  of  section  416  of  the 
Political  Code  as  is  inconsistent  with  this 
act,  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in- 
consistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  effect  im- 
mediately.

First  District  Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  First  District  of  the 
California  Library  Association  was  held 
at  the  Oakland  Free  Library  on  the  eve- 
ning of  November  6,  1908.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  president,  Miss 
Stella  Huntington.  The  first  paper  "The 
State  Library  for  the  Blind"  was  read 
by  Miss  Mabel  R.  Gillis  of  the  California 
State  Library.  Miss  Gillis  gave  a  very 
interesting  account  of  the  work  the  State 
Library  is  doing  for  blind  readers.  The 
work  was  started  in  1904,  when  the  at- 
tention of  the  State  Library  Trustees  was 
called  to  the  need  for  such  a  library  by 
the  fact  that  the  San  Francisco  Reading 
Room  for  the  Blind  was  continually  re- 
ceiving requests  for  books  from  blind  out- 
side of  the  city,  requests  which  it  could 
not  fill.  The  matter  was  discussed  at 
the  meeting  of  the  State  Library  Trus- 
tees and  it  was  unanimously  decided  to 
establish  the  State  Library  for  the  Blind. 
The  Library  sent  out  cards  asking  the 
blind  what  books  they  preferred .  and 
what  kind  of  type  they  read  before  order- 
ing their  books,  so  that  when  the 
books  were  received  they  were  really  the 
very  ones  the  blind  had  requested.  No 
guarantor  for  the  blind  is  required,  the 
Library  wishing  to  make  it  as  easy  as 
possible  for  the  blind  borrower  to  get 
books.  Any  blind  person  in  California 
may  borrow  books  for  the  asking.  Em- 
bossed books  marked  "Free  reading  mat- 
ter for  the  blind"  are  sent  free  through 
the  mail  from  a  library  to  an  individual 
and  vice  versa,  so  there  is  no  expense  for 
the  borrower.  The  number  of  books  a 
borrower  maj^  have  out  at  one  time  is 
not  limited,  the  Library  trying  to  keep 
the  reader  supplied  with  as  many  books 
as  he  cares  to  read.  Many  people  think  a 
teacher  is  necessary  before  the  blind  can 
learn  the  different  types  or  indeed  learn 
to  read  one,  but  although  the  State  Li- 
brary believes   that  home  teaching  is  the 


ideal  method,  their  experience  has  been 
that  most  blind  persons  can  learn  to  read 
without  a  teacher  if  funds  do  not  permit 
having  one.  The  Library  sends  out  an 
alphabet,  reading  cards  and  primer,  ex- 
plaining by  letter  in  which  order  they 
should  be  taken  up.  Sometimes  the  read- 
ers need  a  little  encouragement,  but  gen- 
erally they  have  no  trouble.  It  seems  as 
if  every  public  library  should  do  some- 
thing for  the  blind  of  the  city  in  which 
it  exists.  A  reading  room  with  alphabets 
and  magazines  could  be  carried  on  for  one 
year  under  ten  dollars,  as  follows  :

The  address  of  firms  furnishing  all 
magazines,  books,  etc.,  mentioned  are 
listed,  and  copies  of  the  list  may  be  had 
by  anyone  interested.  "That  there  is  a 
demand  for  embossed  books  in  California 
is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  State  Li- 
brary now  has  an  even  three  hundred 
borrowers,  and  that  the  demand  is  grow- 
ing is  shown  by  the  increase  in  circula- 
tion, 331S  books  having  been  loaned  in 
the  last  year  against  2706  volumes  the 
year  before."  Miss  Gillis  showed  samples 
of  the  different  kinds  of  type  used. 

The  next  paper  was  by  Miss  H.  L. 
Young  of  the  San  Francisco  Reading 
Room  and  Library  for  the  Blind,  which 
was  the  first  one  established  west  of  the 
Mississippi.  Miss  Young  laid  special  em- 
phasis on  home  teaching  for  the  blind.. 
The  different  kinds  of  print,  or  point, 
used  were  explained,  and  their  compara- 
tive merits  considered.  The  Act  of  Con- 
gress permitting  books  to  be  sent  free- 
through  the  mails  was  mentioned.  Sev- 
eral Eastern  libraries  were  briefly  re- 
viewed. The  Home  Teaching  Society  of 
Philadelphia,  established  in  1882,  was  the 
first  to  circulate  books  in  embossed  type. 
The  work  for  the  blind  in  San  Francisco 
was  commenced  by  Mrs  De  Greayer.  In 
April,  1906,  there  were  334  books  in  the- 
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San  Fraucisco  Library  for  the  Blind,  and 
V2o  names  on  the  register.  Now  there 
are  .oO  names  enrolled,  20  of  these  being 
cardholders.  There  is  great  need  of  more 
books.  An  account  of  the  process  of  man- 
ufacture was  given.  The  American  Print- 
ing house  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  is  the  prin- 
cipal place  in  America  where  raised  type 
books  are  made.  The  books  do  not  wear 
out,  but  they  mould.  Mr  Greene  said 
that  books  for  the  blind  in  France  and 
England  are  not  so  well  made  as  ours, 
but  are  much  cheaper. 

Binding  of  newspapers  was  the  next 
topic  under  consideration.  Mr  Clark  led 
the  discussion.  Lie  spoke  of  the  old 
methods,  and  compared  them  with  the 
present  as  in  use  at  Stanford  University, 
viz.,  to  put  a  month's  file  of  papers  in  a 
leatheroid,  or  rope  manila  cover.  This  is 
a  tough  material  and  quite  satisfactory, 
and  the  binding  costs  about  50  cents  a 
volume.  Other  librarians  testified  that 
they  had  not  yet  found  a  satisfactory  way 
of  binding  papers.  Mr  Watson  said  they 
use  now  at  the  San  Francisco  Public  Li- 
brary, a  "brief"  paper  cover,  which  is 
better  than  the  regular  duck  binding 
formerly  used.  Mr  Greene  read  a  letter 
from  Mr  Garnett,  Assistant  Curator  of 
the  Academy  of  Pacific  Coast  History,  in 
which  he  said  they  are  using  a  Swedish 
paper  known  as  Kraft  manila,  which  is 
very  tough. 

■  The  members  adjourned  to  view  the 
Loan  Exhibition  of  Paintings  upstairs, 
and  spend  a  social  hour.  The  evening 
was  one  of  the  pleasantest  we  have  had 
this  year.

The  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  the 
Alameda  Public  Library  on  Friday  even- 
ing, January  1.5,  1909.  The  program 
will  include  a  paper  on  Book-plates,  by 
Sheldon  Cheney,  and  a  discussion  of  pro- 
posed library  legislation  by  J.  L.  Gillis 
and  C.    S.   Greene. 

Second  District  Meeting. 

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  Second  District 
of  the  California  Library  Association  was 
held'  at  Los  Gatos,  December  12,  1908,  in 
the  attractive  library  building.  The  meet- 
ing was  called  to  order  by  the  president, 
Miss  Mary  Barmby,  at  1 :30  P.  M.  After 
the  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting,  Charles  S.  Greene  of  the  Oak-- 
land  Free  Library  gave  a  talk  on  the  pro- 
posed library  legislation.  There  are  three 
bills  which  have  been  prepared  to  be 
brought  before  the  Legislature.  The  first 
is  to  increase  the  State  Library  appro- 
priation. At  present  it  is  receiving  $3,500 
a  month  and  is  spending  more,  so  that  its 
surplus  is  all  gone.  The  aim  of  the  new 
law  is  to  have  the  appropriation  large 
enough  to  enable  it  to  keep  up  its  en- 
larged activities.  The  second  bill  is  one 
providing  for  a  "county  system"  of  libra- 
ries. This  is  bound  to  be  the  next  step 
in  library  development.  Sacramento 
County  has  already  made  the  move,  with- 
out waiting  for  the  law.  The  idea  is  not 
to  make  it  compulsory  on  the  counties  but 
to  allow  the  authorities  to  give  a  certain 
amount  of  the  money  from  taxes  to  estab- 
lish a  county  library.  This  would  give 
to  all  county  people  the  same  advantages 
as  those  living  in  town.  The  law  has 
been  very  carefully  drawn,  with  no  at- 
tempt to  make  it  compulsory.  That  may 
come  later.  All  it  asks  now  is  that  the 
authorities  be  allowed  to  use  the  money. 
The  bill  includes  school  libraries,  and  has 
the  support  of  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction  as  an  educational 
measure.  The  third  bill  to  be  introduced 
is  concerned  with  the  establishment  of  a 
library  school.     The  only  way  of  getting 
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library  work  recognized  as  a  profession, 
said  Mr  Greene,  is  to  raise  the  standard 
of  requirements.  The  public  money  ought 
to  be  safeguarded,  and  the  only  way  of 
doing  so  is  to  demand  trained  help.  This 
can  not  be  done  until  there  is  some  means 
of  furnishing  it.  The  library  school 
would  be  like  the  normal  school  for  teach- 
ers. The  plan  of  the  C.  L.  A.  Committee 
on  Library  Training  School,  of  which  Mr 
Greene  is  a  member,  is  that  at  first  only 
a  high  school  diploma  be  required  for  en- 
trance. Libraries  will  have  to  grow  be- 
fore more  could  be  asked  in  California. 
Later  a  university  degree  may  be  re- 
quired, as  at  AlbanJ^  In  regard  to  the 
location  of  the  school,  the  committee 
realized  that  the  training  must  of  neces- 
sity be  largely  laboratory  work  and  that 
the  school  should  therefore  be  connected 
with  a  large,  well-organized  library, 
affording  ample  opportunity  for  reference 
work  and  able  to  furnish  the  necessary 
equipment  in  the  way  of  books,  etc.  The 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  seemed  to 
meet  the  requisite  conditions,  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  trustees  the  school 
will  be  located  there. 

Mr  Greene's  talk  was  followed  by  a 
general  discussion.  The  questions  brought 
out  the  point  that  the  proposed  law 
makes  no  standard  of  entrahce.  All  de- 
tails are  left  to  the  future  head  to  plan. 
The  bill  merely  asks  the  Legislature  for 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a  library  school  in  San  Francisco. 

The  question  was  asked  if  any  town 
already  having  a  library  would  be  taxed 
for  both  its  own  and  the  county  tax.  The 
whole  aim  of  the  new  bill,  Mr  Greene 
replied,  is  not  to  interfere  with  anything 
already  established.  To  the  question, 
would  the  State  Library  continue  its 
loans,  the  answer  was  that  the  county 
libraries  would  be  centers  for  the  loans 
and  that  the  State  Library  would  be  all 
the  better  able  to  loan  to  the  county  libra- 
ries if  the  expense  of  the  traveling 
libraries  were  taken  by  the  counties. 

Leon  Tuttle  of  Palo  Alto  gave  an  in- 
teresting talk  on  Pictures.  After  some 
introductory  remarks  on  pictorial  art  in 
general,  Mr  Tuttle  said  that  he  had  been 
able  to  secure  some  Japanese  photographs 
by  Herbert  Pouting  which  had  recently 
been    exhibited    at    the    Arts    and    Crafts 


Society  in  Berkeley.  These  are  remark- 
able pictures  of  the  "inner  life  and  craft 
of  the  Japanese  people.  The  pictures  of 
the  porcelain  painter,  the  ivory  carver 
and  the  potter  all  give  the  very  atmos- 
phere of  the  workshop,  forcing  us  to  feel 
the  infinite  patience  of  the  Japanese.  Mr 
Ponting's  pictures  mark  the  rapid  growth 
of  photography  and  prove  that  the  same 
amount  of  artistic  training  and  genius 
may  go  to  a  photograph  as  to  the  making 
of  a  picture  with  the  brush." 

After  the  meeting  adjourned,  those  in 
attendance  were  taken  to  the  History 
Club  house  where  an  informal  reception 
was  held.

The  Fall  meeting  of  the  Third  District 
of  the  California  Library  Association  was 
held  at  St.  Helena,  October  10,  190S.  The" 
meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  presi- 
dent, Sara  F.  Cassiday,  at  10 :30  A.  M. 
for  the  round  table  talk.  The  first  sub- 
ject, "Library  discipline,"  was  principally 
discussed  by  Miss  Barnett  of  Santa  Rosa 
and  Miss  Cassiday  of  Petaluma  and  sev- 
eral good  points  were  brought  out.  The 
next  subject  was  "What  magazines  should 
we  file?"  C.  B.  Seeley  of  Napa  spoke  of 
the  good  work  being  done  in  Napa  by 
having  duplicate  copies  of  magazines  and 
allowing  them  to  circulate  as  books. 

In  the  matter  of  collecting  French  and 
German'  books.  Miss  Barnett  reported 
that  the  Santa  Rosa  Library  had  ordered 
some  German  books  and  would  have  them 
on  the  shelves  soon,  while  Miss  Cassiday 
reported  that  the  Petaluma  Library  had 
placed  seventy  bound  German  books  on 
the  shelves  and  had  thirty-four  German 
books    to    be    bound,     also    three    bound 
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French  books  and  sixteen  French  books 
to  be  bound,  and  that  the  trustees  intend 
to  add  to  the  list  after  the  first  of  the 
year. 

At  noon  all  adjourned  to  the  City  Hall 
where  the  Ladies'  Improvement  Club 
served  a  delicious  lunch  and  a  very  pleas- 
ant hour  was  spent  with  the  members 
of  the  club   and  library  trustees. 

The  afternoon  session  opened  with  a 
paper  by  Mrs  R.  H.  Pratt  of  St.  Helena 
on  "The  influence  of  public  opinion  on 
the  library."  Miss  Barnett  read  a  paper 
prepared  by  Mrs  Martin  Singer  of  Peta- 
luma,  "What  the  public  library  has  been 
to  me,"  showing  how  the  library  had 
helped  tli'^  wriicL  tc  a  broader  and  clearer 
outiook  upon  ihe  world. 

Mrs  Calderwood,  of  "old  Sonoma,"  gave 
an  outline  of  the  work  which  the  Women's 
Improvement  Club  of  that  place  has  done 
in  starting  a  library.  Beginning  with 
only  thirteen  volumes,  to-day  their  little 
library  numbers  about  900  volumes.  It 
is  open  every  evening  from  7  to  9  o'clock, 
and  is  in  charge  of  one  of  the  club  mem- 
bers.

Sixth  District  Meeting. 

The  second  meeting  for  1908  of  the 
Sixth  District  of  the  California  Library 
Association  was  held  at  Colton,  October 
19,  in  the  basement  of  the  Public  Library. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the 
District  President,  Miss  Nellie  M.  Russ. 
Rev.  Dr  Murkett  of  Colton  gave  the 
address  of  welcome,  to  which  Miss  Russ 
responded.  The  reading  of  the  minutes 
of  the  June  meeting  and  the  roll  call  fol- 
lowed.     Owing    to    the    absence    of    State 


Librarian  J.  L.  Gillis  who  was  to  have 
given  an  address,  the  morning  session  ad- 
journed. Lunch  was  furnished  at  the 
Anderson  hotel  by  the  Colton  library 
board. 

In  the  afternoon  the  general  theme  for 
discussion  was  Cooperation  between  the 
public  library  and  the  city  officials. 
Judge  B.  F.  Bledsoe,  president  of  the  San 
Bernardino  Library  Board,  was  the  first 
speaker.  Among  the  points  he  made  were 
that  a  public  library  should  be  puhlic, 
should  offer  books  to  individuals,  to  clubs 
or  associations,  and  to  schools,  and  that 
the  best  library  has  fewest  rules ;  that 
the  levy  for  the  library  should  be  ex- 
clusive of  the  dollar  limit  and  that  ap- 
pointments should  be  based  on  merit  and 
on  no  other  consideration. 

Lyman  Evans,  district  attorney  of  Riv- 
erside County,  followed  with  "The  ques- 
tion from  an  official's  standpoint."  He 
urged  that  the  library  board  and  the  libra- 
rian be  in  close  touch  with  the  city  offi- 
cials. Efficiency  of  the  staff  should  be 
maintained  by  demanding  at  least  high 
school  training  for  applicants.  Every 
public  library  should  have  a  municipal 
department.  There  should  be  on  file  char- 
ters of  other  cities  of  like  size,  together 
with  prohibition  and  other  ordinances, 
electric  light  and  auditors'  reports.  Mr 
Evans  emphasized  the  need  of  books  that 
appeal  to  business  men  and  men  of  affairs, 
such  as  congressional  debates  on  tariff 
and  Philippine  questions,  books  of  statis- 
tics, mechanical  and  electrical  books.  Im- 
press on  the  city  officials  what  the  library 
is  good  for,  and  especially  how  it  may 
benefit  the   officials  themselves. 

Miss  Eleanor  Symmes  read  a  paper  on 
"Books  of  especial  interest  to  the  munici- 
pal section."  Mr  Clark,  city  clerk  of 
Redlands,  in  a  few  words  dwelt  on  the 
necessity  of  segregating  the  material  of 
interest  to  city  officials. 

"Unbound  material :  what  to  get,  and 
how  to  get  it"  was  presented  by  Miss 
M.  E.  Prentiss,  library  organizer.  Two 
good  journals  are  Municipal  engineering 
and  Municipal  journal  and  engineer.  The 
sociological  department  of  the  State  Li- 
brary (in  News  Notes  of  California  Lihra- 
ries)  frequently  tells  of  things  which  may 
be  had  free.  Two  copies  of  pamphlets 
should    be    sent    for,    only    one    of    which 
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should  be  loaned  ontside  the  libi'aiy. 
Trade  circulars  received  by  the  city  clerk 
might  be  filed  and  indexed  at  the  library 
in  order  to  make  them  more  available. 

Miss  Kumli,  library  organizer,  told  how 
to  care  for  unbound  material.  Pamphlets 
may  be  bound  or  put  into  manila  covers 
or  Gaylord  binders.  If  put  in  the  Gay- 
lord  binder,  accession,  classify,  letter  and 
catalog  as  books.  Do  not  classify  un- 
bound pamphlets,  but  assign  a  subject 
heading  pencilled  on  top,  with  the  num- 
ber in  the  order  in  which  the  pamphlet  on 
this  subject  is  received.  Provide  folders 
and  mark  with  the  name  of  the  subject 
assigned  followed  by  a  simple  table  of 
contents  consisting  of  the  number  in  the 
order  received  followed  by  the  name  of 
the  pamphlet.  Clippings  may  be  mounted 
on  manila  paper  and  treated  in  the  same 
way.  An  index  to  the  material  in  pam- 
phlet boxes  should  be  kept. 

Miss  Grace  M.  White  read  a  paper  on 
^'Use  of  government  and  state  documents 
in  municipal  reference  work."  Miss  Ger- 
trude Darlow's  paper  on  "Periodicals" 
followed.  Miss  Russ  then  gave  the  sub- 
stance of  some  replies  received  from  the 
mayors  of  cities  of  the  district  and  from 
John  A.  Goodrich  in  response  to  the 
query  "How  the  public  library  may  best 
assist  its  city  officials." 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  the 
Coltou  library  trustees  and  to  the  Board 
of  Trade  expressing  the  appreciation  of 
all  present  of  the  hospitable  manner  in 
Avhich  they  had  been  entertained.

Law  Department. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books, 
and  private  individuals  are  accorded  the 
same  privilege  upon  presentation  of  an 
order  signed  by  a  Supreme,  Appellate  or 
Superior  Judge.  Books  may  be  kept  three 
weeks,  and  will  be  once  renewed  for  two 
weeks.  All  books  are  subject  to  recall, 
if  required  by  a  state  officer. 

The  Law  Department  is  now  completely 
accessible  again.  The  books  which  had 
been  stored,  comprising  chiefly  the  session 
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laws  of  the  various  states,  prior  to  the 
latest  revisions  ;  older  text-books,  includ- 
ing many  dating  back  to  the  eighteenth 
and  seventeenth  centuries ;  a  mass  of 
Spanish  and  French  law  books,  mostly 
of  the  older  kind ;  the  collection  of  trials 
(including  two  editions  of  the  British 
State  Trials),  and  a  large  amount  of  mis- 
cellaneous material,  are  back  on  the 
shelves. 

The  text-books  ha^e  been  re-arranged, 
putting  all  books  belonging  to  the  follow- 
ing classes  together :  Institutional  works, 
jurisprudence  and  history,  international 
law,  military,  ecclesiastical,  admiralty 
law ;  waters,  taxation,  railways,  probate, 
pleading  and  practice, '  medical  jurispru- 
dence, municipal,  patents,  copyright  and 
trade-marks ;  mining  and  public  lands ; 
insurance,  evidence,  domestic  relations, 
criminal  law,  corporations,  constitutional 
law,  bankruptcy,  banks.  The  text-books 
not  contained  in  this  classification,  or 
dealing  with  more  than  one  subject,  re- 
main in  their  old  order  according  to  au- 
thors. 

It  is  already  apparent  that  the  new  ar- 
rangement is  a  great  improvement. 

Sociological  Department. 

The  Sociological  Department,  which 
includes  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau, 
aims  to  furnish  information  on  all  sub- 
jects connected  with  the  administration 
of  public  affairs  to  officials,  both  state 
and  local,  as  well  as  to  all  others  inter- 
ested. 

The  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  is 
now  located  in  a  large  room  adjoining  the 
Law  Department,  where  the  large  collec- 
tion of  pamphlet  material  has  been  made 
thoroughly  accessible  for  the  first  time  in 
two  years.  As  the  Legislature  is  now  in 
session,  the  department  is  exceedingly 
busy. 

This  is  the  season  when  the  depart- 
ments and  officers  make  their  biennial  or 
annual  reports  in  most  of  the  states.  The 
smaller  libraries,  which  may  be  interested 
in  some  particular  subject,  should  send 
for  such  reports  as  contain  information 
for  their  readers. 

One  of  the  most  convenient  series  of 
reading  lists  ever  published  is  that  of 
"Stiuly  Outlines"  issued  by  the  Wisconsin 
Free  Library  Commission.  It  contains 
pamphlets  on  travel  in  various  countries.

Senator  Walter  F.  Price,  of  Santa 
Rosa,  is  distributing  a  very  handsome 
illustrated  pamphlet  on  the  Armstrong- 
redwood  grove,  which  he  will  try  to  have 
the  State  acquire  as  a  park. 

The  Legislative  Reference  Department 
has  recently  published  two  bulletins,  one 
on  Drawing  Legislative  Bills,  and  an- 
other on  River  Improvement  Laws  in 
Other  States  and  Countries. 

Reference  Department. 

The  use  of  the  Reference  Department 
of  the  State  Library,  since  its  re-opening 
on  Nov.  4,  1908,  has  exceeded  expectation. 
Approximately  1200  books  have  been 
loaned,  two  thirds  of  the  number  having 
been  sent  out  of  town.  Five  Study  Club 
libraries  are  in  use  in  Bakersfield,  Bishop, 
Campbell,  Napa  and  Salinas.  Local  pa- 
trons of  the  main  reading  room  are 
increasing  in  number  each  week.  In  addi- 
tion to  book  loans  the  department  has 
sent  out  many  letters  to  public  libraries, 
schools,  and  residents  all  over  the  state 
in  answer  to  requests  for  brief  informa- 
tion on  various  subjects. 

The  rules  and  regulations  in  regard  to 
borrowing  books  are  not  given  here,  as 
they  are  stated  in  full  in  the  July  1908 
number  of  J^etvs  Notes  of  California  Li- 
braries and  repeated  as  to  the  most  essen- 
tial points  in  the  October  number  of  the 
same  publication. 

A  circular  is  in  preparation,  which  out- 
lines the  kind  of  work  which  the  depart- 
ment aims  to  do,  and  will  be  sent  on  ap- 
plication. 

Catalog  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines : 
the  cataloging  of  the  regular  additions  of 
new  books,  and  the  recataloging  of  much 
material  needing  a  fuller  treatment  than 
it  has  heretofore  received. 

During  the  last  three  months  the  cata- 
logers  have  been  occupied  with  the  cur- 
rent additions  and  the  recataloging  of 
books  in  the  art  collection.  As  most  of 
the  art  books  were  unclassified  it  was 
found  on  removing  to  the  new  quarters 
that  it  was  necessary  to  classify  and  cata- 
log them  if  they  were  to  be  made  available 
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for  reference  purposes.  It  is  possible  to 
secure  printed  cards  for  only  a  small  pro- 
portion of  the  art  books  and  this,  together 
with  the  unwieldy  size  of  many  of  them, 
makes  the  work  progress  slowly. 

During  October,  November  and  Decem- 
ber 10G7  volumes  were  cataloged,  adding 
2904  cards  to  the  catalog. 

California  Department. 

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of  books 
on  the  history  and  description,  resources 
and  industries  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  California  autliors  in  all  depart- 
ments of  literature.  These  are  made  ac- 
cessible by  means  of  a  card  catalog.  Full 
names  and  biographical  sketches  of  Cali- 
fornia authors,  artists,  musicians,  pioneers 
and  early  settlers  are  being  secured,  to- 
gether with  their  photographs.  The  col- 
lection of  bound  periodicals  is  quite  large. 
The  Department  also  contains  about  4000 
bound  volumes  of  newspapers,  a  file  of 
which  is  being  indexed  with  reference  to 
the  history  of  the  State.  Students  will  be 
assisted  in  their  work. 

Pioneers  and   Early  Settlers. 

Colonel  William  Wirt  Gift  was  a  very 
striking  figure  in  early  California  history. 
His  daughter,  Mrs  Rachel  Gift  Wood  has 
filled  out  his  biographical  card,  and  has 
supplemented  this  brief  sketch  with  most 
interesting  reminiscences  in  which  she 
gives  a  charming  picture  of  the  day-by- 
day  life  of  the  times  in  which  her  father 
was  a  prominent  leader. 

Mrs  Wood  has  also  furnished  reminis- 
cences of  her  husband,  William  Field 
Wood.  Mr  Wood  came  to  the  State  in 
1S50,  and  opened  stores  in  Yreka,  Shasta, 
Scott  River  and  Red  Bluff.  He  was  asso- 
ciated with  John  Tomilsou  in  these  enter- 
prises, and  many  thrilling  incidents  are 
narrated  in  connection  with  their  life  in 
these  then  remote  localities. 

Dr  Obed  Harvey  arrived  in  California 
at  an  early  date,  and  his  life  was  one  of 
public  interest  from  the  time  of  his  ar- 
rival until  his  death  which  occurred  Jan- 
uary 17,  1894.  Dr  Harvey  was  not  only 
identified  with  everj'  movement  inaugur- 
ated for  the  advancement  of  his  profes- 
sion, but  served  his  State  in  both  houses 
of  its  legislative  body. 

Many  early  settlers  will  remember  the 
wreck  of  the  "Central  America."  Dr 
Harvey  was  a  passenger  on  the  ill-fated 


steamer  at  the  time  she  went  down  off 
Cape  Hatteras.  After  floating  on  a  piece 
of  wreckage  for  nine  hours  he  was  rescued 
by  the  bark  "Ellen." 

The  town  of  Gait  was  located  by  Dr 
Harvey  and  it  was  there,  as  a  physician 
and  land  owner,  that  he  lived  and  died. 

Captain  George  Coffin  left,  at  his  death, 
a  manuscript  account  of  his  trip  to  Cali- 
fornia in  1849,  and  of  his  subsequent 
wanderings. 

This  manuscript  has  been  recently  pub- 
lished by  his  son,  Gorham  B.  Coffih,  under 
the  title,  "A  pioneer  voyage  to  California 
and  round  the  world."  His  California  ex- 
periences are  charmingly  told  and  are  of 
value  to  the  student  of  life  as  it  existed 
in  the  days  of  '49. 

Other  interesting  biographies  are  those 
of  Capt.  William  John  Bryan,  Charles  E. 
Howard,  Capt.  Thomas  Gray,  George  M. 
Gleason  and  Nathaniel  S.  Howard.

Extension  Department. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  Department  was  estab- 
lished in  1903  and  began  work  in  Decem- 
ber of  that  year  by  sending  out  traveling 
libraries  to  communities  without  library 
facilities.  The  Department  now  has  four 
separate  divisions:  (1)  Traveling  Libra- 
ries; (2)  Study  Club  Libraries ;  (3)  Pub- 
lic Libraries;   (4)  Books  for  the  Blind. 

Traveling    Libraries   Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  live  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  m9,y  be  retained  an 
additional  three  months.  Circular  and 
application  blank  are  sent  on  request. 
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The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  423* 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  state  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows :  Alameda  6, 
Alpine  1,  Amador  3.

Study  Club  Division. 

Study  Club  libraries  are  loaned  to  any 
registered  club  on  the  application  of  two 
resident  taxpayers.  These  libraries  are 
sent  out  to  encourage  the  foundation  and 
maintenance  of  clubs  for  systematic  study. 
There  are  no  registration  fees,  but  for 
I  each  study  club  library  the  fee  of  $1.50 
■  for  each  25  (or  less)  books  must  be  paid 
'  in  advance  toward  expense  of  service. 
This  fee  entitles  the  club  to  one  ship- 
ment (to  and  from),  express  free.  A 
study  club  library  may  be  kept  three 
months,  and  by  special  permission  the 
time  may  be  extended.  The  circular  and 
registration-application  blank  will  be  sent 
on  request. 

These  libraries  are  now  being  sent  out 
from  the  Reference  Department,  as  all  of 
the  books  are  at  present  taken  from  the 
general  collection.  As  the  demand  grows, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  start  a  special  col- 
lection for  this  purpose.

The  public  library  is  the  natural  out- 
growth of  the  traveling  library.  Where 
the  demand  for  books  is  greater  than  can 
be  met  by  the  50  books  of  the  traveling 
library,  a  town  is  ready  for  a  library  of 
its  own. 

Since  November,  1905,  two  library 
organizers  have  been  kept  in  the  field  to 
encourage  the  establishment  of  libraries, 
to  visit  those  already  established  and  to 
give  advice  and  assistance  to  public  libra- 
ries throughout  the  state  in  regard  to 
library  methods,   library  buildings,   etc. 
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The  annual  reports  of  all  libraries  in 
the  state  are  also  kept  on  file  in  this 
division. 

This  division  is  also  making  a  collec- 
tion of  the  floor  plans  and  exterior  and 
interior  views  of  California  Library  build- 
ings and  of  all  publications  of  California 
libraries.  As  soon  as  the  collection  is 
fairly  complete,  it  will  be  listed  in  the 
News  Notes  of  California  Libraries.

[Amendment  approved  April  12, 1909.] 
The   people    of   the   State   of    California, 
represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  common  council,  board 
of  trustees,  or  other  legislative  body  of 
anj'  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the  State 
of  California,  may,  and  upon  being  re- 
quested to  do  so  by  one  fourth  of  the 
electors  of  such  municipal  corporation  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  must, 
by  ordinance,  establish  in  and  for  said 
municipality  a  public  library;  provided, 
there  be  none  alreadj^  established  therein. 
"^  Sec.  2.  The  request  referred  to  in 
the  preceding  section  may  be  by  a  single 
petition,  or  by  several  petitions  ,  provided, 
that  such  several  petitions  be  substanti- 
ally in  the  same  form,  and  that  such  sin- 
gle petition  has,  or  severa^  such  petitions 
in  the  aggregate  have,  the  signatures  of 
the  requisite  number  of  electors. 
"f  Sec.  3.  Such  public  library  shall  be 
managed  by  a  board  designated  as  the 
board  of  library  trustees,  consisting  of 
five  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
mayor,  president  of  the  board  of  trustees 
or  other  executive  head  of  the  munici- 
pality, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
legislative  body  of  said  municipality.

An  Act  to  allow  unincorporated  towns

[Approved  April  12,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California, 
represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  ao 
enact  as  folloics: 

Section  1.  Any  unincorporated  town 
or  village  of  this  State  may  establish, 
equip  and  maintain  a  public  library  for 
the  dissemination  of  a  knowledge  of  the 
arts,  sciences  and  general  literature,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  Upon  the  application,  by  peti- 
tion, of  fifty  or  more  taxpayers  and  resi- 
dents of  said  town  or  village  to  the  board 
of  supervisors  in  the  county  in  which  said 
town  or  village  is  located,  praying  for  the 
formation  of  a  library  district,  and  setting 
forth  the  boundaries  of  the  said  proposed

In  any  library  district  formed  K^fi 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  which  to)i:, 
is  now  maintaining  a  public  library,  or 
which  shall  have  petitioned  for  and  has 
been  granted  permission  to  establish,  and 
intends  to  maintain  a  public  library  in 
accordance  with  this  Act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  of  library  trustees 
therein,  to  furnish  to  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  wherein  said  library 
district  is  situated,  each  and  every  year, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September, 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  leasing  tem- 
porary quarters ;  purchasing  a  suitable 
lot :  of  procuring  plans  and  specifications 
and  erecting  a  suitable  building ;  of  fur- 
nishing and  equipping  the  same,  and  of 
fencing  and  ornamenting  the  grounds,  for 
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the  accommodation  of  the  public  library, 
and  of  conducting  and  maintaining  the 
same  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year,  or  for 
any  or  all  of  said  purposes ;  provided, 
lioivever,  that  the  board  of  library  trus- 
tees, may,  when  in  its  judgment  it  is 
deemed  advisable,  and  upon  the  petition 
of  fifty  or  more  taxpayers  residing  within 
said  library  district,  must,  call  an  elec- 
tion and  submit  to  the  electors  of  the  said 
library  district  whether  the  bonds  of  said 
library  district  shall  be  issued  and  sold 
for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act. 

Sec  13.  When  such  estimate  '  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  any  county  in  which  a  pub- 
lic library  district  has  been  established, 
the  said  board  of  supervisors,  must,  at 
the  time  of  levying  county  taxes,  levy  a 
special  tax  upon  all  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty within  the  limits  of  the  said  library 
district,  sufficient  in  amount  to  maintain 
the  said  public  library,  or  to  purchase  the 
site,  erect  and  equip  the  building,  im- 
prove the  grounds  or  building,  or  for  any 
or  all  of  the  purposes  of  this  Act.  The 
taxes  so  levied  shall  be  computed,  entered 
upon  the  tax  roll,  and  collected  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  taxes  are  com- 
puted, entered  and  collected. 

Sec.  14.  The  revenue  derived  from 
said  tax,  together  with  all  money  acquired 
by  gift,  devise,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  for 
the  purposes  of  the  library,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of 
the  library  fund  of  the  district  wherein 
said  tax  was  collected,  subject  only  to  the 
order  of  the  library  trustees  of  said  dis- 
trict. If  such  payment  into  the  treasury 
should  be  inconsistent  with  the  terms  or 
conditions  of  any  such  gift,  devise,  or  be- 
quest, the  board  of  library  trustees  shall 
provide  for  the  safety  and  preservation  of 
the  same,  and  the  application  thereof  to 
the  use  of  the  library,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  gift,  de- 
vise or  bequest. 

Sec.  15.  Every  library  established  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
forever  free  to  the  inhabitants  and  non- 
resident taxpayers  of  the  library  district, 
subject  always  to  such  rules,  regulations, 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  made  by  the  board 
of  library  trustees ;  also  provided,  that 
for  violations  of  the  same  a  person  may 
be  fined  or  excluded  from  the  privileges 
of  the  library. 


Sec.  1G.     Boards    of    library    trustees  May  lena  i 
and  the  boards  of  trustees  of  neighboring  neighbor-  \ 
library  districts,  or  the  legislative  bodies  dlauues 
of    neighboring   municipalities,    or   boards  ^^3,,.)^^^ 
of  supervisors   of   the   counties  in   which 
public    libraries    are    situated,    may    con- 
tract to  lend  the  books  of  such  libraries  to 
residents  of  such  counties  or  neighboring 
municipalities,  or  library   districts  ;   upon 
a  reasonable  compensation  to  be  paid  by 
such  counties,  neighboring  municipalities, 
or  library  districts. 

Sec.  17.  The  title  to  all  property  ac-Titiet,, 
quired  for  the  purposes  of  such  libraries, 
when  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  of 
its  acquisition,  or  not  otherwise  desig- 
nated, shall  vest  in  the  district  in  which 
such  libraries  are,  or  are  to  be  situated. 
Every  library  district  must  be  designated 

by  the  name  and  style  of 

library   district,    (using   the   name   of   the 

district) ,  of   county,    (using 

the  name  of  the  county  in  which  said 
district  is  situated)  ;  and  in  that  name 
the  trustees  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
may  hold  and  convey  property  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  such  district.  A  number 
must  not  be  used  as  a  part  of  the  desig- 
nation of  any  library  district. 

Sec.  is.  An  election  for  library  trus-  Election 
tee  must  be  held  in  each  library  district,  trustees. 
annually ;  at  the  public  library,  if  there  is 
one,  and  if  there  is  none,  at  the  place  to 
be  designated  by  the  board  of  trustees; 
for  the  election  of  one  library  trustee, 
who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  dat- 
ing from  the  first  day  of  July  next  suc- 
ceeding his  election,  or  until  his  successor 
shall  be  elected,  or  appointed  and  quali- 
fied.

If 
he  takes  the  oath  prescribed  in  this  sec- 
tion, his  vote  must  be  received,  otherwise 
his  vote  must  be  rejected. 

Sec.  26.  A  poll  and  tally  list  must  be 
kept  and  must  be  returned  to  the  board 
of  library  trustees. 

Sec.  27.  The  officers  of  election  must 
publicly    canvass    the    votes    immediately 


after  closing  the  polls,  and  make,  sign, 
and  deliver  certificates  of  election  to  the 
person  elected,  which  must,  with  the  oath 
of  office  of  the  person  so  elected  attached, 
be  forwarded  to  the  county  clerk  and  filed 
in  his  office. 

Sec.  2S.  The  board  of  trustees  of  any  B.n„i

purposes,  and  for  refunding  any  out- 
standing valid  indebtedness,  evidenced  by 
bonds  or  warrants  of  the  district. 

Sec.  29.     Such  election  must  be  called  ^yV""^

4.  The  amount  and  denomination  of  the 
bonds,  the  rate  of  interest  and  the  num- 
ber of  years,  not  exceeding  forty,  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  said  bonds  are  to 
run.

Deposit  of  Newspaper  Files  in  Libraries. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  deposit  of  certain 
newspaper  files  kept  in  recorders'  offices, 
in  free  puhlic  libraries. 

[Approved  March  19, 1909] 
The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  rep- 
resented  in   Senate   and   Assembly,    do 
enact  as  follotvs: 

Section  1.     The  county  boards  of  su-  Deposit 
pei'visors    of    the    several    counties    maypa^eTrin 
authorize    the    recorders    of    their    several  Hbra,^jes. 
counties   to   deposit  with   any  free  public 
library  maintained  at  the  county  seat  such 
newspaper    files,    or    portions    thereof,    as 
may  be  in  the  custody  of  such  recorders 
by    virtue    of   an   Act   approved   April    8, 
1862,  and  entitled  "An  Act  for  the  pur- 
chase   and    preservation    of    public    news- 
papers, printed  and  published  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  this  State,"  or  bj'  virtue 
of  any  other  Act. 

Sec.  2.  Before  making  such  deposit,  Agree- 
the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  obtain  required, 
from  the  board  of  trustees  or  other  au- 
thorities in  charge  of  such  free  public 
library  an  agreement  that  they  will  prop- 
erly preserve  and  care  for  such  newspaper 
files,  and  make  them  accessible  to  the 
public. 
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COUNTY  LIBRARY  SYSTEM. 


An  Act  to  provide  county  library  systems. 

[Approved  April  12,  1909.] 

The  people  of  the  State  of  California,  rep- 
resented in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors 
of  the  several  counties  shall  have  power 
to  establish  and  maintain,  within  their 
counties,  county  library  systems  in  the 
manner  and  with  the  functions  prescribed 
in  this  Act. 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  may  submit  the  question  of 
establishing  a  county  library  system  to  a 
vote  of  the  electors  of  such  county  in  the 
following  manner : 
Vote  on  They  shall,  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
uieut  oV  before  the  annual  election  of  school  trus- 
iXa^.  tees,  send  notices  to  the  board  of  trustees 
of  each  school  district  in  the  county,  de- 
claring that  a  vote  on  the  question  of 
establishing  a  county  library  will  be 
taken  at  the  coming  election  of  school 
trustees.  The  trustees  shall  post  such  no- 
tice in  three  public  places  within  the  dis- 
trict. The  board  of  supervisors  shall 
thereupon  prepare  two  sets  of  ballots,  one 
reading  "for  a  county  library"  and  the 
other  "against  a  county  library,"  and 
send  a  sufficient  number  of  them  to  the 
board  of  school  trustees  in  each  school 
district  in  the  county.  These  ballots  shall 
be  kept  on  nand  at  the  place  where 
said  election  is  held,  and  each  elector  vot- 
ing at  such  election  may  use  one  of  these 
ballots  to  express  his  wishes  regarding 
the  establishing  of  a  county  library.  Such 
election  for  the  establishment  of  a  county 
library  shall  be  conducted  substantially  in 
the  manner  prescribed  for  the  election  ot 
school  trustees,  except  that  the  result 
shall  be  certified  to  the  county  board  of 
supervisors,  instead  of  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools. 
Vote  in  In  cities,  where  no  election  for  school 
trustees  is  held  on  the  day  when  such 
elections  ai'e  held  in  other  school  districts 
of  the  county,  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors may  order  a  special  election  on  the 
question  of  establishing  a  county  library, 
to  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  in  the 
school  districts  outside  of  such  city,  and 
be  conducted  substantially  as  elections 
for  the  issue  of  county  bonds  are  now  con- 
ducted. 


After  the  certificates  of  the  election 
officers  have  been  received  by  the  county 
board  of  supervisors,  the  said  board  shall 
canvass  and  declare  the  result,  and  there- 
after if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  are 
for  a  county  library,  must  pass  an  ordi- 
nance establishing  a  county  library  as 
herein  provided. 

Sec.  3.  Not  less  than  five  days  before 
any  election  regarding  the  establishing  of  a 
county  library,  as  provided  in  section  two 
of  this  Act,  the  board  of  trustees,  common 
council,  or  other  legislative  body  of  any 
incorporated  city  or  town  in  the  county, 
or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any  library 
district,  may  notify  the  board  of  super- 
visors that  such  city,  town,  or  library  dis- 
trict, does  not  desire  to  participate  in  the 
county  library  system,  and  thereafter  such 
city,  town,  or  library  district  shall  not 
participate  in  such  election,  and  its  inhab- 
itants shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  such  county  library  system  when  estab- 
lished, and  the  property  within  such  city. 
town,  or  library  district  shall  not  be  taxed 
for  county  library  purposes.  But  such 
notice  may  at  any  time  be  withdrawn  by 
such  city,  or  library  district. 

Sec.  4.  The  county  library  shall  be 
under  the  general  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  three  selected  annually  by  the 
county  board  of  supervisors  from  among 
its  own  members.  The  said  committee 
shall  elect  a  county  librarian,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  sub- 
ject to  prior  removal  for  cause,  after  a 
hearing,  by  the  library  committee.  The 
cause  of  such  removal,  together  with  all 
proceedings  therefor,  shall  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes  of  such  committee.  The  said 
county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of 
the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
California  at  the  time  of  his  election. 
Prior  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  such  county  librarian  shall  file  with 
the  county  clerk  the  usual  oath  of  office 
and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  with  sufficient 
sureties  approved  by  a  judge  of  the 
Superior  Court,  in  such  sum  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  county  board. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
the  office  of  county  librarian,  unless  he  has 
received,  prior  to  his  election,  from  the 
State  Librarian,  or  from  the  librarian  of 
the  University  of  California,  or  the  Leland 
Stanford  Junior  University,  a  certificate  to 
the  effect  that  in  the  opinion  of  such  libra- 
rian he  is  well  qualified  for  the  office.     If 
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at  any  time  there  shall  be  established  by 
law  in  this  State  a  system  of  certification 
of  qualified  librarians,  each  county  libra- 
rian   elected    thereafter   for   a   first    term 
must  hold  a  proper  certificate  provided  by 
such   system,    in   place   of   the   certificate 
above  mentioned  in  this  section.

.;if       Sec.   7.     The     county     librarian     shall, 
subject    to    the   general    rules    adopted   by 
the  library  committee,  build  up  and  man- 
age,   according    to    accepted    principles    of 
library  management,  a  library  for  the  use 
of    the    people    of    the    county.      He   shall 
^'"'-cooperate  in  every  expedient  manner  with 
the    librarians    of    other    public    libraries 
within    the   county,    including    the   county 
law  library,  and  render  such  assistance  to 
all  as  will  tend  to  increase  their  efficiency, 
and   may   establish   delivery   stations   and 
branch  libraries  within  the  county.

TEACHERS'  LIBRARIES. 


POLITICAL   CODE. 

§  1565.  Except  for  a  temporary  cer- 
tificate, every  applicant  for  a  teacher's 
certificate,  or  for  the  renewal  of  a  cer- 
tificate, upon  presenting  his  application, 
shall  pay  to  the  county  superintendent  a 
fee  of  two  dollars.  All  money  so  received 
by  the  county  superintendent  shall  imme- 
diately be  deposited  by  him  in  the  county 
treasury.  The  county  treasurer  shall 
credit  one  half  of  all  moneys  so  received 
to  a  separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the 
teachers'  institute  fund  and  the  other 
half  to  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  teach- 
ers' library  fund.  The  teachers'  institute 
fund  may  be  expended  in  payment  of  the 
.services  of  such  instructors  in  the  county 
teachers'  institute  as  are  not  teachers  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  county  in  which 
such  institute  is  held.  For  this  purpose 
warrants  may  be  drawn  by  the  auditor 
upon  the  request  of  the  county  superintend- 
ent. The  teachers'  library  fund  may  be 
expended,  in  a  similar  manner  for  the 
establishment  of  a  teachers'  library  and 
for  the  transportation  of  library  books, 
and  other  reading  matter  of  the  teachers' 
library,  to  and  from  the  various  schools 
of  the  county.  The  county  superintend-  May 
ent  may  act  as  librarian  thereof,  but  pa't'"! 
whenever  in  any  county  there  is  a  county  i7i'"a*y 
library,  the  county  superintendent  may  ^J'**™'- 
require  the  county  treasurer  to  credit  all 
moneys  paj-able  to  the  teachers'  library 
fund  to  the  county  library  fund,  and  may 
transfer  to  the  county  library  all  books 
and  other  property  belonging  to  the  teach- 
ers' library,  and  thereupon  the  county 
library  shall  administer  the  teachers'  li- 
brary as  part  of  itself ;  but  all  funds  re- 
ceived from  the  county  superintendent  in 
accordance  with  this  section  shall  be  ex- 
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pended  exclusively  for  the  purchase  and 
maintenance  of  books  of  professional  inter- 
est to  teachers.  [Amendment  approved 
February  20,  1909.]

shall  be  purchased.

trustee  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year. 
In  every  county  where  there  are  more 
than  three  judges  of  the  superior  court, 
the  judges  of  such  county  shall  elect  three 
of  their  number  to  serve  as  such  trustees, 
and  otherwise  said  board  shall  be  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section.  In  all  counties 
where  there  are  less  than  three  judges  of 
the  superior  court,  the  board  shall  be  con- 
stituted as  provided  in  this  section,  save 
that  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  ap- 
point sufiicient  members  of  the  bar  to 
make  up  the  requisite  number  of  trustees. 
:.£.  §4194.  The  office  of  trustee  shall  be 
honorary,  and  without  salary  or  other 
compensation. 

§  4195.  Such  board  of  trustees,  by  a 
i  of  majority  vote  of  all  their  members,  to  be 
'^'  recorded  in  the  minutes,  with  the  ayes  and 
noes  at  length,  shall  have  power : 

First — To  make  and  enforce  all  rules, 
regulations,  and  by-laws  necessary  for  the 
administration,  government,  and  protec- 
tion of  such  librarj',  and  all  property  be- 
longing thereto,  or  that  may  be  loaned, 
devised,  bequeathed,  or  donated  to  the 
same. 

Scco7id — To  remove  any  trustee,  except 
an  ex-ofiicio  trustee,  who  may  neglect  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, or  who  may  absent  himself  from  such 
meetings,  and  fill  all  vacancies  that  may 
from  any  cause  occur  in  the  board. 

Third — To  define  the  powers  and  pre- 
scribe the  duties  of  any  and  all  ofiicers, 
determine  the  number,  and  elect  all  neces- 
sary subordinate  officers  and  assistants, 
and  at  their  pleasure  remove  any  officer  or 
assistant. 

Fourth — To  purchase  books,  journals, 
publications,  and  other  personal  property. 

Fifth — To  order  the  drawing  and  pay- 
ment, upon  properly  authenticated  vouch- 
ers, duly  certified  by  the  president  and 
secretary,  of  money  from  out  of  the  law 
library  fund,  for  any  liability  or  expendi- 
ture herein  authorized,  and  generally  do 
all  that  may  be  necessaiy  to  carry  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Sixth — To  fix  the  salaries  of  the  libra- 
rian, secretary,  and  other  subordinate  offi- 
cers and  assistants. 

Scrcnth — To  contract  with  any  existing 
law  library  association  to  make  use  of  its 


library  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  law 
library,  under  proper  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, either  by  lease  or  such  other  contract 
as  may  best  carry  the  purposes  of  this 
article  into  effect. 

§  4196.     The  orders  and  demands  of  the  Duties  ot 

auditor 

trustees  of  any  such  public  law  library,  andtieas- 
when  duly  made  and  authenticated  as  ""^'^' 
above  provided,  shall  be  verified  and 
audited  by  the  auditing  officer,  and  paid 
by  the  treasurer  of  such  county  out  of  the 
liorai-y  fund  properly  belonging  thereto, 
of  which  full  entry  and  record  shall  be 
cept  as  in  other  cases. 

8  4197.  The  said  board  of  trustees,  on  Annual 
or  before  the  first  Monday  in  December  of  trustees, 
each  year,  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  their  county, 
giving  the  condition  of  their  trust,  with 
full  statements  of  all  their  property  and 
money  received,  whence  derived,  how  used 
and  expended,  the  number  of  books,  peri- 
odicals, and  other  publications  on  hand  ; 
the  number  added  by  purchase,  gift,  or 
otherwise  during  the  year ;  the  number 
lost  or  missing,  and  such  other  informa- 
tion as  might  be  of  interest.  A  financial 
report,  showing  all  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  money,  shall  also  at  the  same 
time  be  made  by  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  duly  verified  by  his 
oath. 

§4198.     The    board    of    supervisors    ofLibiaiy 
any  such  county  shall  provide  a  library- 
room  for  the  use  of  such  library,  whenever 
such    room    may    be    demanded    bj'    such 
board  of  trustees. 

§  4199.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  Meetings. 
meet  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  and 
at  such  other  times  as  they  may  appoint, 
at  a  place  to  be  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  a  majority  of  all  their  number 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  business. 
They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  officers, 
as  president  of  their  board.  They  shall 
elect  a  secretaiy,  who  shall  keep  a  full 
statement  and  account  of  all  property, 
money,  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  a 
record  and  full  minutes,  in  writing,  of  all 
their  proceedings.  They  may  appoint  a 
librarian.  The  secretary  maj'  certify  to 
such  proceedings,  or  any  part  or  portion 
thereof,  under  his  hand,  verified  by  an 
official  seal,  adopted  and  provided  by  the 
trustees  for  that  purpose. 

§  4200.     Said  libraries  shall  be  free  to  who 
the  judiciary,   county   officials,   and  mem-  to  privi- 
bers  of  the  bar  of  said  county,  and  to  all  """  °  ' 
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inhabitants  of  said  county  ;  but  the  board 
of  trustees  may  provide  that  no  books 
shall  be  removed  from  said  libraries,  ex- 
cept by  the  judiciary,  county  officials,  and 
members  of  the  bar,  without  the  payment 
of  such  dues  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
ordain,  and  under  such  rules  or  regula- 
tions as  may  be  by  them  provided. 

§  4201.  The  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  transmit  to 
the  county  clerk  of  each  county  of  the 
State,  for  the  use  of  said  library,  a  copy 
of  each  and  every  publication  vsrhich  may 
hereafter  be  made  by  this  State,  and 
especially  a  copy  of  each  report  of  the 
decisions  of  the  supreme  court,  district 
courts  of  appeal,  and  of  the  statutes  of 
this  State ;  and  also  a  copy  of  all  such 
reports  and  statutes  heretofore  published. 

§  4202.  The  librarian  of  the  supreme 
court  library  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  distribute  among  the  law  libra- 
ries herein  provided  for  such  duplicates  of 
books  as  may  be  in  State  Library,  and  not 
needed  for  its  own  purposes. 

§  4203.  Wherever  a  law  library,  and  a 
board  of  trustees  to  govern  the  same,  is  in 
existence  under  the  provisions  of  any  law, 
in  any  county,  or  city  and  county,  in  this 
State,  this  article  shall  not  be  considered 
a  repeal  of  any  legislation  under  which 
such  library  is  established  and  now  gov- 
erned, but  shall  be  deemed  to  confer  upon 
such  library  the  benefits  of  section  forty- 
one  hundred  and  ninety ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  it  shall  be  discretionary  with 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  to 
provide  by  ordinance  for  the  application 
of  the  provisions  of  this  article  to  such 
county. 

§  4204.  Whenever  the  board  of  super- 
visors in  any  county  in  this  State  which 
shall  have  adopted  the  provisions  of  this 
article  and  have  established  a  law  library, 
desire  to  discontinue  such  law  library, 
they  shall  by  ordinance  declare  their  in- 
tention so  to  do,  and  shall  provide  in  such 
ordinance  that  the  books  already  in  the 
library  shall  be  transferred  to  and  kept  in 
the  chambers  of  the  judges  of  the  superior 
court  of  such  county ;  and  all  moneys  on 
hand  in  the  library  fund  of  such  county 
shall  be  by  the  same  ordinance  transferred 
to  the  school  fund  of  such  county,  and  the 
office  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  such  law 
library  shall  be  abolished.  After  such  an 
ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the  county 
clerk  of  such  county  shall  not  collect  the 
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fees  provided  for  in  section  four  thousand 
one  hundred  and  ninety. 

§  4221a.  The  boards  of  supervisors  of  Addition 
the  several  counties  of  this  State 
hereby  authorized  at  their  discretion  to  set 
apart  each  month  from  the  fees  collected 
by  the  county  clerks  in  addition  to  fund 
now  provided  for  by  law,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  dollars  in  any  one  month, 
to  be  paid  by  the  county  clerk  into  the 
"law  library  fund"  designated  in  section 
four  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety  of 
this  code  and  when  so  paid  into  said  fund 
the  same  shall  constitute  a  part  thereof 
and  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  as 
said  fund  is  now  used.

§  2314.  The  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a 
librarian  for  the  Supreme  Court  library, 
who,  under  their  direction,  shall  conduct 
its  affairs  and  be  responsible  for  its  care. 
He  shall  receive  the  salary  provided  for  in 
section  seven  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of 
this  Code.  [Amendment  approved  March 
27,  1897.] 

§  2315.  Books  may  be  taken  from  this 
library  by  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court.  At  the  request  of  a  counselor  of 
the  court,  the  bailiff  must  take  from  the 
library  to  the  courtroom  books  for  use  in 
the  argument  of  any  cause. 

§  2316.  The  Supreme  Court  library  fund 
consists  of  fees  collected  by  the  clerk  of 
the  court,  as  provided  in  Section  753  of 
this  Code,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the 
court.  Upon  its  order  the  controller  must, 
without  the  approval  of  any  board,  draw 
his  warrant  upon  the  treasurer  for  the 
amount  specified,  and  in  favor  of  the  per- 
son designated  in  such  order,  which  war- 
rant must  be  paid  out  of  such  fund. 

§  753.  All  fees  collected  by  him  [clerk 
of  Supreme  Court]  must  be  paid  into  the 
State  treasury,  eighty  per  cent  thereof  tO 
the  credit  of  the  general  fund,  and  twenty 
per    cent    thereof    to    the    credit    of    the 
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Supreme    Court    library    fund.       [Amend- 
ment approved  March  26,  1878.]

§  343.  The  number  and  designation  of 
the  civil  executive  officers  are  as  follows : 
*  *  *  *  -  gyg  trustees  of  the  State 
Library ;  a  State  Librarian  ;  two  deputies 
for  the  State  Librarian. 

§  2292.  The  State  Library  is  under  the 
control  of  a  board  of  trustees  consisting  of 
five  members,  holding  their  offices  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  appointed  by  the 
Governor  in  the  following  manner,  to  wit : 
Three  trustees  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
full  term  of  four  years,  from  and  after  the 
twenty-eighth  day  of  February,  nineteen 
hundred  and  two ;  and  two  trustees  shall 
be  appointed  for  the  term  of  two  years 
from  and  after  said  date.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  the  terms  of  office  of  the  trustees 
appointed  as  above  provided,  their  suc- 
cessors shall  thereafter  be  appointed  for 
the  full  term  of  four  years.  Appointments 
to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  removal  shall  be  for  the  unex- 
pired term  only.  [Amendment  February 
25,  1899.] 

§  2293.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the 
board  are  as  follows  : 

1.  To  make  rules  and  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  law,  for  its  government 
and  for  the  government  of  the  library ; 

2.  To  appoint  a  librarian,  who  must 
designate  one  of  his  deputies  as  chief 
deputy ; 


3.  Whenever  necessary,  to  authorize  the 
librarian  to  appoint  an  additional  deputy 
and  other  assistants ; 

4.  To  sell  or  exchange  duplicate  copies 
of  books  ; 

5.  To  keep  in  order  and  repair  the 
books  and  property  in  the  library  ; 

6.  To  draw  from  the  State  treasury  at 
any  time,  all  moneys  therein  belonging  to 
the  library  fund ; 

7.  To  prescribe  rules  and  regulations 
permitting  persons  other  than  those  named 
in  section  twenty-two  hundred  and  ninety- 
six,  to  have  the  use  of  books  from  the 
library ; 

8.  To  collect  and  preserve  statistics  and 
other  information  pertaining  to  libraries, 
which  shall  be  available  to  other  public 
libraries  within  the  State  applying  for  the 
same ; 

9.  To  make  to  the  Governor,  biennially, 
a  report  of  its  transactions ; 

10.  To  establish,  in  their  discretion,  de- 
posit stations  in  various  parts  of  the 
State,  under  the  control  of  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  State  Library  ;  Tprovided, 
that  no  books  shall  be  kept  permanently 
away  from  the  main  library,  which  may 
be  required  for  official  use.  [Amendment 
approved  March  18,  1909.] 

§  2294.     The    librarian    holds    his    office  i 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  unless  sooner 
removed  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  all   the 
trustees. 

§  2295.     It  is  the  duty  of  the  librarian :  "^ 

1.  To  be  in  attendance  at  the  library 
during  office  hours. 

2.  To  act  as  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings.

8.  To  distribute  to  the  State  University, 
to  the  Leland  Stanford  Jr.  University,  to 
each  incorporated  college  in  the  State,  to 
each  public  library  therein,  and  to  such 
other  literary  and  scientific  institutions 
therein  as  his  judgment  may  dictate,  one 
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copy  each  of  all  official  State  publications, 
including  the  laws,  journals  and  appendices 
of  the  Legislature,  and  to  establish  and 
maintain  with  similar  public  institutions 
of  the  general  government,  the  other  states, 
and  foreign  countries,  a  system  of  ex- 
change of  such  State  publications  for  like 
official  publications  and  other  valuable 
works.  The  State  Librarian  is  empow- 
ered to  make  requisition  upon  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  a  sufficient  number  of 
such  State  publications,  to  enable  him  to 
carry  out  the  requirements  of  this  sub- 
division. 
y  §  2296.  Books  may  be  taken  from  the 
library  by  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
during  the  sessions  thereof,  and  by  other 
State  officers  at  any  time. 
Books  §  2297.     Books  taken  by  members  of  the 

members  Legislature  must  be  returned  at  the  close 
°ature'.^'  of  the  session ;  and  before  the  controller 
draws  his  warrant  in  favor  of  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  for  his  last  week's 
salary,  he  must  be  satisfied  that  such 
member  has  returned  all  books  taken  by 
him  and  paid  for  any  injuries  thereto. 

§  2298.  The  controller,  when  notified 
by  the  State  Librarian  that  any  officer  or 
employee  of  the  State  for  whom  he  draws 
a  warrant  for  salary  has  failed  to  return 
any  book  taken  by  him  (or  for  which  he 
has  given  an  order)  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  rules,  or  the  time  within 
which  it  was  agreed  to  be  returned,  and 
which  notice  shall  give  the  value  thereof, 
must,  after  first  infonning  said  officer  or 
employee  of  such  notice,  upon  failure  by 
him  to  return  the  said  book,  deduct  from 
the  warrant  for  the  salary  of  said  officer 
or  employee,  twice  the  value  of  such  book, 
and  place  the  amount  so  deducted  in  the 
state  library  fund.

DISTRIBUTION   OF  STATE  PUBLI- 
CATIONS. 


1.  By  State  Librarian. 

§  409.  All  reports  and  other  publica- 
tions of  state  officers,  commissions  and  de- 
partments, except  the  laws,  resolutions 
and  journals  of  the  legislature,  shall  be 
delivered  by  the  state  printer  to  the  state 
librarian,  except  that  twenty-five  per  cent 
of  the  whole  number  of  reports  or  other 
publications  shall  be  delivered  to  the  offi- 
cer, commission  or  department  issuing 
them.  The  librarian  shall  immediately 
distribute  the  same  as  follows : 

1.  To  the  library  of  congress,  three 
copies. 
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2.  To  the  State  Library  or  other  library 
or  department  in  each  State,  authorized  to 
receive  them,  one  copy. 

3.  To  the  librarians  of  the  University  of 
California  and  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior 
University,  one  copy  each. 

4.  To  each  member  of  congress  from 
California,  to  each  of  the  United  States 
district  judges  in  this  State,  to  each  of  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court,  the  district 
courts  of  appeal  and  the  superior  courts  of 
this  State,  one  copy. 

5.  To  the  chief  of  each  administrative 
department  of  the  State  government,  and 
to  each  of  his  deputies,  one  copy. 

6.  To  the  lieutenant  governor,  each 
member  of  the  legislature,  the  secretary  of 
the  senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  assembly, 
one  copy  each. 

7.  To  each  public  library,  and  each 
library  connected  with  an  incorporated 
college  or  other  educational,  scientific,  lit- 
erary or  art  institution  in  this  State, 
which  may  apply  to  be  put  on  the  mailing 
list  for  all  or  a  portion  of  the  State  pub- 
lications, one  copy. 

All  copies  left  on  hand  after  distribution 
as  above  shall  be  sent  to  any  person  ap- 
plying therefor,  except  those  publications 
required  by  law  to  be  sold  which  shall  be 
sold  as  heretofore.  Provided,  that  no  per- 
son shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  copy 
of  each  publication.  [Amendment  ap- 
proved March  20,  1909.] 

2.  By  Secretary  of  State. 

§  410.  The  laws,  resolutions  and  jour- 
nals of  the  legislature  shall  be  delivered  by 
the  state  printer  to  the  secretary  of  state, 
who  shall  immediately  distribute  them  as 
follows : 

1.  To  the  library  of  congress,  three 
copies. 

2.  To  the  State  Library  or  other  library 
or  department  in  each  State,  authorized  to 
receive  them,  two  copies. 

3.  To  the  librarians  of  the  University  of 
California  and  the  Leland  Stanford  Junior 
University,  two  copies  each. 

4.  To  each  United  States  senator  and 
each  member  of  congress  from  California, 


to  each  of  the  United  States  district 
judges  in  this  State,  to  each  of  the  judges 
of  the  supreme  court,  the  district  courts  of 
appeal,  and  the  superior  courts  of  this 
State,  one  copy. 

5.  To  the  chief  of  each  administrative 
department  of  the  State  government,  and 
to  each  of  his  deputies,  one  copy. 

6.  To  the  lieutenant  governor,  each 
member  of  the  legislature,  the  secretary  of 
the  senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  assembly, 
one  copy  each. 

7.  To  each  public  library,  and  each 
library  connected  with  an  incorporated  col- 
lege or  other  educational,  scientific,  lit- 
erary or  art  institution  in  this  State, 
which  may  apply  to  be  put  on  the  mailing 
list  for  all  or  a  portion  of  the  State  pub- 
lications, one  copy. 

8.  To  the  State  Library,  fifty  copies,  or 
so  many  more  as  the  state  librarian  may 
require  for  exchange  purposes. 

9.  Of  the  laws  alone,  to  the  county  clerk 
of  each  county,  in  the  cheapest  and  most 
expeditious  manner,  to  be  by  the  sheriff 
distributed  under  the  direction  of  the 
clerks,  one  copy  for  the  board  of  supervis- 
ors, one  copy  to  each  county  officer  and 
each  justice  of  the  peace  and  police  judge ; 
and  of  the  journals,  three  copies  of  each 
house,  to  each  county  clerk  for  the  use  of 
the  county. 

The  secretary  of  state  must  also  dis- 
tribute of  the  bound  volumes  of  the  deci- 
sions of  the  supreme  court,  and  of  the  dis- 
trict courts  of  appeal,  as  soon  as  he  re- 
ceives them : 

1.  To  each  State,  two  copies. 

2.  To  the  library  of  congress,  the  su- 
preme court  library  and  the  district  courts 
of  appeal  libraries,  two  copies  each. 

3.  To  each  department  of  this  State, 
and  to  each  of  the  United  States  district 
judges  of  this  State,  supreme,  district 
courts  of  appeal  and  superior  judges  of 
this  State,  one  copy. 

4.  To  each  district  attorney  and  county 
clerk,  one  copy. 

5.  To  the  reporter  of  the  decisions,  ten 
copies. 

6.  To  the  State  Library,  ten  copies.

It  is  hoped  that  before  long  the  book- 
list will  be  printed  also  on  cards,  so  that 
it  may  not  be  necessary  to  cut  and  mount 
the  proof  sheets  in  order  to  have  a  card 
file  for  reference  purposes.  This  request 
has  also  been  made  of  the  A.  L.  A.  Pub- 
lishing Board,  Nina  E.  Browne,  Sec,  34 
Newbury  st.,  Boston.  No  action  has  as 
yet  been   taken  in  this  matter. 

The  Library  Register. 

On  account  of  the  many  inquiries  ad- 
dressed to  the  State  Librarian  for  sta- 
tistics on  California  librarians,  it  was 
decided  to  keep  at  the  State  Library  a 
register  of  all  library  workers  in  Cali- 
fornia, and  in  a  separate  file  to  keep  a 
register  of  all  librarians  outside  the  state 
who  have  expressed  a  wish  to  come  to 
California. 

The  card  register  blanks  were  sent  to 
the  California  libraries  in  March,  and  up 
to  the  present  the  complete  staff  of  only 
about  75  libraries  has  sent  in  complete 
information. 

In  explaining  the  uses  of  this  register 
Mr  Gillis,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
C.  L.  A.,  gave,  among  many  others,  the 
following :  Recently  he  had  received  a 
letter  from  Mr  George  F.  Bowerman, 
librarian  of  the  Washington,  D.  C,  Public 
Library,  who  as  chairman  of  the  A.  L.  A. 
Committee  on  Pensions  has  been  sending 
out  a  questionaire.  This  committee  de- 
sires to  find  out  the  number  of  librarians 
in  the  United  States,  what  their  ages, 
present  salaries,  average  salaries  during 
the  past  five  years  and  years  of  service 
are.  This  information,  once  in  hand,  will 
be  given  over  to  an  actuary  who  will  be 
able  to  figure  out  the  foundation  neces- 
sary to  give  each  librarian  a  pension, 
under  stated  conditions.  Finally,  it  is 
doubtless  the  intention  to  lay  the  whole 
matter  before  Mr  Carnegie,  and  ask  him 
to  consider  the  question  of  a  pension  fund 
for  librarians.  Such  an  undertaking 
would  be  greatly  facilitated  could  each 
state  library  or  library  commission  fur- 
nish the  information  for  its  own  state. 
Consequently  the  California  State  Library 
feels  altogether  justified  in  its  endeavor 
to  learn  more  about  the  library  workers 
of  the  state. 

It  is  requested  that  every  library 
worker  fill  out  one  of  these  card  register 
blanks    fully,    and    that   those    who   have 
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sent  incomplete  information  write  for  new 
blanks.  The  State  Library  will  furnish 
the  library  register  blanks  to  any  one 
requesting  them. 

It  is  also  desirable  that  every  one  send 
a  photograph  to  file  with  the  card. 

The  State  Library  also  wishes  to  keep 
a  register  of  library  workers  in  California 
from  the  state's  earliest  library  history, 
and  the  addresses  of  any  former  libra- 
rians should  be  sent  to  the  State  Libra- 
rian.

Constitution  of  the  California  Li- 
brary Association. 

Sectiox  1.  This  organization  shall  be 
called  the  California  Library  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  promote 
the  welfare  of  libraries,  and  bring  them 
into  closer  relations  with  the  public. 

Sec.  3.  Any  trustee,  librarian  or  other 
person  engaged  in  library  administration, 
may  become  a  member  of  the  Association 
by  paying  the  annual  fee.  Other  persons 
interested  in  library  or  allied  educational 
work  may  in  the  same  manner  become 
members,  on  receiving  the  affirmative  vote 
of  the  majority  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Persons  who  have  rendered  im- 
portant services  to  library  interests,  or 
to  the  cause  of  education  in  general,  may, 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  be  elected  to  honorary  mem- 
bership in  the  Association. 

Sec.  4.  Annual  dues  shall  be  one 
dollar  for  individuals  and  five  dollars  for 
libraries  and  other  institutions,  payable 
in  advance  in  January.  Numbers  shall 
be  assigned   to   members  in   the  order  of 


their  joining.  Any  member  owing  more 
than  two  years'  dues  shall,  after  thirty 
days'  written  notice  from  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  be  dropped  from  the  rolls. 
Any  individual  member  may  become  a 
life  member,  exempt  from  dues,  upon 
payment  of  twenty  dollars.  All  funds 
received  from  life  memberships  shall  be 
placed  at  interest  and  the  interest  only 
expended.  Library  membership  shall  en- 
title the  trustees  thereof  to  all  privileges 
of  membership  in  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  The  officers  of  the  Association 
shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
District  Presidents  (as  appointed  by  the 
President),  and  a  Secretary-Treasurer. 
In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  office  except 
that  of  President  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee may  designate  some  person  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  the  same  2)f'o  tempore. 

Sec.  6.  The  above  officers,  excepting 
District  Presidents,  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  last  regular  session  of  the 
annual  meeting,  to  hold  office  for  one  year 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected.  Past 
Presidents  of  the  Association  shall  con- 
stitute a  Nominating  Committee.  At  the 
call  of  the  President  they  shall  meet  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing and  make  nominations  for  all  elective 
offices.  One  nomination  shall  be  made 
for  each  office,  but  upon  petition  of  five 
members  for  each  name  so  placed,  addi- 
tional names  of  candidates  must  be  placed 
upon  the  official  ballot,  which  shall  be 
publicly  posted.  Three  members  of  the 
Nominating  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

Sec.  7.  The  President  shall  preside  at 
the  regular  annual  meeting  and  at  such 
other  special  meetings  as  may  be  called. 
He  shall  perform  the  duties  generally 
pertaining  to  his  office.  He  shall,  at  the 
annual  meeting,  make  an  annual  report 
on  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  shall  arrange  the  program 
for  the  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  8.  The  Vice-President  shall  act 
as  President  during  absence  or  incapacity 
of  the  latter. 

Sec.  9.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
keep  the  minutes  of  the  general  meetings 
and  of  those  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  business 
transacted ;  shall  give  due  notice  of  any 
election,  appointment,  meeting,  or  other 
business  requiring  the  personal  attention 
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of  any  member,  and  shall  have  charge  of 
the  books,  napers  and  correspondence. 

Sec.  10.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall 
keep  a  full  and  accurate  record  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements,  with  date, 
purpose,  and  amount :  shall  collect  dues 
and  pay  bills  authorized  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  make  statement  of 
his  accounts  annually  and  at  such  other 
times  as  the  Association  may  require. 
He  shall  assign  a  serial  number  to  each 
member,  shall  enter  same  upon  receipts 
for  dues,  and  shall  notify  members  of 
delinquencies. 

Sec.  11.  The  following-  standing  com- 
mittees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  soon  after  the  annual  meeting  as 
possible :  An  Executive  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary-Treasurer,  and  six  other  mem- 
bers, which  shall  be  a  general  advisory 
committee  to  the  President  and  the  As- 
sociation, and  shall  also  authorize  ex- 
penditures ;  a  committee  of  three  on  Pub- 
lications :  a  committee  of  three  on  Reso- 
lutions, to  which  all  resolutions  shall  be 
referred ;  a  committee  of  two  on  Audit, 
which  shall  examine  the  Treasurer's 
books  and  report  thereon  at  the  annual 
meeting.  The  President  may  appoint 
such  other  special  committees  as  he  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  necessary. 

Sec.  12.  District  Presidents  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  annual  meeting. 
These  shall  be  selected  with  a  view  to 
covering  the  whole  of  the  State,  and  the 
President  shall  indicate  for  each  a  dis- 
trict which  he  shall  be  expected  to  rep- 
resent. The  District  Presidents  shall  ar- 
range for  and  hold  quarterly  meetings  in 
their  respective  districts,  and  shall  en- 
deavor to  enlist  the  interest  and  the 
membership  in  the  association  of  all  the 
library  workers  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts. They  shall  render  annual  reports 
to  the  President  and  shall  appoint  Secre- 
taries to  make  reports  of  their  meetings. 

Sec.  1.3.  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  shall  take  place  at  such  place 
and  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
President  and   the   Executive   Committee. 

Sec.  14.  Fifteen  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

Sec.  15.  Special  meetings  shall  be 
called  by  the  President,  on  request  of  ten 
or    more    members ;    prorided.    that    five 


days'  previous  notice  be  duly  given,  and 
that  only  business  specified  in  the  call 
shall  be  transacted.  The  President  and 
the  Executive  Committee  may  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Association  at  such  times 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Sec.  16.  This  Constitution  may  be 
amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion, notice  of  the  proposed  amendment 
having  been  given  in  writing  at  a  pre- 
vious meeting.  A  majority  vote  of  those 
present  shall  be  required.

Exhibits. 

At  the  Free  Library  there  was  an  ex- 
hibit of  choice  specimens  of  book-plates 
prepared  by  the  California  Book-phite 
Society  to  illustrate  Mr  Brewer's  paper  on 
book-plates.  For  the  work  of  preparing 
this  exhibit  the  Association  was  indebted 
to  Sheldon  Cheney,  secretary  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Book-plate  Society.  There  was 
also  an  exhibit  of  bindings  prepared  by 
M.  .7.  Ferguson,  showing  some  work  of 
California  amateur  and  professional  bind- 
ers, some  styles  of  commercial  binding 
especially  adapted  to  library  uses,  and  a 
few  bindings  by  noted  binders.  The  ex- 
hibit was  not  large,  but  was  well  balanced 
and  was  viewed  with  much  interest. 
Among  those  showing  their  work  were 
Miss  Anne  H.  Johnson  of  Berkeley,  Miss 
Rosa  Taussig,  Miss  Octavia  Holden  and 
her  pnpil  Miss  Stull  of  San  Francisco, 
Mrs  N.  E.  Wiuslow  of  Ferudale,  Miss 
Jessie  Wier  of  Barlow  Medical  Library, 
Los  Angeles,  John  Griesinger  of  Los 
Angeles,  and  M,  J.  Ferguson  of  the  State 
Library.  Books  bound  by  F.  Bedford, 
Riviere  and  Son,  Cedric  Chivers.  and  the 
R.  H.  Hunting  Company  were  also  shown. 
Lauren  W.  Ripley  sent  an  exhibit  of  a 
library  of  50  books  with  blanks  and  forms 
used  in  county  extension  work  in  Sacra- 


mento Coimty,  and  from  the  State  Li- 
brary there  was  an  exhibit  of  books  for 
the  blind,  showing  the  diiferent  types  in 
use.  April  17th  the  Oakland  Free  Li- 
brary held  its  annual  "wild-flower  day" 
and  the  flora  of  the  Bay  region  was  well 
represented. 

Trustees    Section, 

The  meeting  of  the  Trustees  section 
was  held  on  the  afternoon  of  April  15th, 
President  Harry  P.  Carlton  presiding,  and 
Dr  Charles  H.  Miller  of  San  Leandro 
acting  as  secretary.  Prof.  Leon  J. 
Richardson  of  Berkeley  spoke  on  Book- 
buying,  and  emphasizing  the  fact  that 
libraries  could  not  deal  to  advantage  with 
book  agents  and  canvassers.  He  thought 
the  rule  of  25  per  cent  fiction  to  75  per 
cent  of  works  of  "proven  worth"  should 
be  followed  as  closely  as  possible.  J.  A. 
Morrow  and  C.  S.  Greene  thought  the 
librarian  should  make  the  book  lists,  sub- 
ject to  revision  if  desired  by  the  book  com- 
mittee. W.  F.  Hyde  spoke  of  the  ad- 
vantage that  the  booklovers  library  had 
been  to  Palo  Alto.  Mr  Gillis  spoke  on 
the  subject  of  "Cold  Cash"  and  empha- 
sized three  points  :  first,  get  a  good  man- 
ager ;  second,  stipport  the  management ; 
third,  last  and  all  the  time,  conduct  a 
campaign  on  every  available  line,  educa- 
tional and  otherwise,  so  that  the  manage- 
ment will  not  lack  for  funds.  Library 
trustees  should  begin  agitation  for  an  in- 
crease in  the  next  appropriation  imme- 
diately upon  the  completion  of  the  budget 
each  year.  Vincent  Neale  thought  that 
Mr  Gillis  put  the  cart  before  the  horse, 
that  if  the  money  was  forthcoming  a  good 
manager  could  easily  be  found.  Prof. 
Richardson  asked  Mr  Gillis  how  much 
money  in  his  opinion  a  library  in  a  city 
of  100,000  inhabitants  should  have.  Mr 
Gillis  replied  that  this  depended  entirely 
upon  the  activities  of  the  library  and  Mr 
Greene  said  that  each  library  must  be  a 
law  unto  itself  and  could  only  be  guided 
by  the  local  demand.  Mr  Hyde  spoke  on 
the  subject  of  "The  pay  of  the  librarian 
in  small  libraries"  and  thought  it  should 
be  equal  to  that  of  teachers.  The  follow- 
ing officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing 
year :  President.  Wm.  F.  Hyde  of  Palo 
Alto  ;  Vice-president,  Prof.  L.  J.  Richard- 
son ;  Secretary,  Mrs  I.  N.  Chapman. 
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Social  Features. 

On  the  evening  of  April  15th  the  trus- 
tees and  staff  of  the  Oakland  Free  Library 
gave   an  informal   reception  to   the  Asso- 
ciation.     A    pleasing    innovation    was    a 
program  given  entirely  by  members  of  'he 
Association,    each   district   contributing   a 
number.      Miss     Humphreys,     the     Vice- 
President,  who  presided,  gave  by  way  of 
introduction  some  amusing  limericks  hav- 
ing   as    their    subject    certain    prominent 
members  of  the  Association.     Miss  L.  G. 
Doyle  of  Vallejo,   representing  the  Third 
District  then  sang  d'Hardelot's  "Because," 
to  which  she  was  obliged  to  respond  by  an 
encore,  "I  love  you  truly"  by  Bond.     M'ss 
Margaret  Dold   of  Chico   recited   for  the 
Ninth  District  Riley's  "Bear  story,"  giv- 
ing as   an   encore   a   little  poem   by   Paul 
Lawrence  Dunbar.     The   Second  District 
was  represented  by  Miss  Ruth  Royce  of 
San    Jose    who    read    an    original    poem 
describing  the  various  towns  in  the  district. 
The  poem  was  illustrated  by  a  map  and 
each  place  mentioned  was  represented  by 
a   banner   appropriately   decorated.      Miss 
Sarah  Bedinger,  President  of  the  Fourth 
District,    gave    an    amusing    anecdote    in 
German  dialect,  and  Miss  M.  L.  Sutliff  of 
the  Fifth  District  read  some  Irish  poems 
by  "Moira  O'Neill."     Miss  N.  M.   Russ, 
representing    the    Sixth    District,    read    a 
poem,  "The  sample  life,"  written  by  Miss 
Gertrude  Darlow  of  the  Los  Angeles  Pub- 
lic   Library.      The    Seventh    and    Eighth 
Districts    were    not    represented    on    the 
program,  but  sent  greetings  through  their 
presidents.     The  last  number  represented 
the    First    District    and    was    a    singing 
school   conducted   by   Dr   H.    P.    Carlton. 
The    first   song,    the    different   stanzas    of 
which   were   contributed   by   the   different 
libraries  in  the  district,  was  sung  to  the 
tune  of  "Every  little  bit"  and  the  second 
to    "Drink    it   down."      Dr    Carlton    then 
sang  some  solos  which  were  heartily  ap- 
preciated   by    the    audience.      Punch    and 
cakes  were  served  by  the  hosts  and  alto- 
gether the  evening  was  most  enjoyable. 

Friday  morning  was  spent  in  Berkeley 
as  the  guests  of  the  Berkeley  Public  Li- 
brary and  the  Library  of  the  University 
of  California.  The  Public  Library  was 
first  visited  and  then  the  new  building  of 
the  Doe  Library,  the  Bacon  Library,  the 
Bancroft  Library  and  the  Greek  Theatre. 
The  guests  then  assembled  at  the  Basket 


Ball  court  where  an  appetizing  luncheon 
was  served  by  the  staffs  of  the  Public 
Library  and  the  University  Library.  Ad- 
dresses of  welcome  were  made  by  Prof. 
Leon  Richardson,  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Berkeley  Public  Library, 
and  by  Prof.  Adolf  Miller,  chairman  of  the 
Book  Committee  of  the  University  Li- 
brary. 

Friday  evening  many  of  the  members 
enjoyed  the  hospitality  of  the  public  libra- 
ries of  San  Leandro  and  Alameda.  The 
trip  was  made  in  a  special  car  through 
the  kindness  of  Carl  Warnecke  of  the 
Library  Bureau. 

Saturday  afternoon  the  Ebell  Club  of 
Oakland  invited  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  their  friends  to  tea.  The 
beautiful  rooms  of  the  clubhouse,  the 
music,  and  the  gracious  hospitality  of  the 
hostesses  combined  to  make  the  occasion 
a  most  enjoyable  one. 

The  annual  dinner  was  held  in  the  at- 
tractive rooms  of  the  Home  Club  ;  about 
130  guests  were  present.  After  dinner 
speeches  were  made  by  the  Rev  Charles  R. 
Brown,  Ex-Gov.  George  C.  Pardee.  Miss 
Helen  E.  Haines,  and  Charles  S.  Greene, 
President  Gillis  acting  as  toast  master. 
Letters  of  regret  were  received  from  Gov- 
ernor Gillett,  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler, 
David  Starr  Jordan,  Rev  and  Mrs  W.  A. 
Brewer,  John  Graham  Brooks.  J.  V.

Miscellaneous. 

An  invitation  to  attend  the  meeting  of 
the  Washington  Library  Association  in 
Seattle,  June  Sth-lOth,  was  received  from 
the  secretary,  Franklin  F.  Hopper.  The 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Long  Beach 
Public  Library  sent  an  invitation  to  the 
California  Library  Association  to  hold  its 
next  annual  meeting  at  Long  Beach,  and 
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Miss  Kyle  presented  a  similar  invitation 
from  Riverside.  The  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Association  presented  a  letter  to  the 
American  Library  Association  urging  that 
that  body  hold  its  meeting  for  1910  in 
California,  suggesting  Pasadena  as  a  suit- 
able place.  This  letter  was  approved  by 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Association. 

Reports  of  Officers. 

President's  Report. 

The  work  of  the  California  Library  As- 
sociation has  been  greatly  delayed  and 
interrupted  during  the  past  year,  by  rea- 
son of  extra  work  caused  by  the  removal 
of  the  State  Library  back  into  the  Capitol 
Building,  and  by  the  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. We  have  not  accomplished  what 
we  expected  to  and  our  advance  has  not 
been  as  great  as  it  should  have  been.  This 
refers  particularly  to  the  head  officers  of 
the  Association  and  does  not  apply  to  the 
districts.  We  intended  to  try  to  induce 
the  remainder  of  the  public  libraries  and 
the  individual  workers,  who  are  not  now 
members  of  the  Association,  to  join  and 
thus  strengthen  us  numerically  and  finan- 
cially ;  but  we  had  not  had  the  time  to 
do  it,  and  so  it  remains  for  the  coming 
year's  work. 

A  large  correspondence  has  been  car- 
ried on  with  the  districts  and  all  sorts  of 
information  furnished,  and  encouragement 
given  the  district  officers  and  others  in- 
terested. The  Committees  appointed  for 
the  year  will  make  their  reports  at  this 
meeting,  showing  the  results  of  their 
labors,  and  from  what  I  know  of  these  re- 
ports. I  should  say  that  considerable  time 
and  study  had  been  given  the  subjects 
under  consideration.  Those  members  who 
have  so  willingly  taken  up  these  investiga- 
tions are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
Association,  and  as  President,  I  hereby  de- 
sire to  express  our  appreciation  of  their 
efforts  and  satisfaction  with  their  work. 

The  District  Presidents  are  as  usual 
successful  with  their  work,  carrying  it  on 
intelligently,  industriously  and  conscien- 
tiously, holding  the  meetings  in  some 
districts  under  the  most  discouraging  con- 
ditions, having  in  many  instances  to 
contend  with  long  distances  and  poor 
transportation  facilities ;  but  the  meetings 


have  been  held  and  an  interest  in  library 
affairs  created  and  stimulated.  Nineteen 
district  meetings  and  one  meeting  of  the 
entire  Association  were  held,  all  of  which 
have  been  very  fully  reported  in  'News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries  which, 
through  the  courtesy  of  the  State  Library, 
is  mailed  to  each  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Secretary-Treasurer  will  show 
in  her  report  how  the  finances  of  the  As- 
sociation stand.  I  believe  they  are  satis- 
factory. 

Since  the  last  report  we  have  added  to 
our  membership  40  individuals  and  7 
libraries,  making  a  total  of  260  indi- 
viduals and  48  libraries.  While  this  shows 
but  a  small  net  gain  in  individual  mem- 
bership it  is  because  of  the  fact  that  there 
have  been  many  resignations,  due  to 
change  of  work  and  of  residence,  and  two 
deaths  during   the  year. 

The  attendance  at  this  meeting  is  not 
as  large  as  it  should  be,  due  largely  to 
lack  of  time  on  the  part  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  to  give  attention  to  the 
question  of  attendance.  There  are  114 
public  libraries  in  California  and  45  of 
them  are  represented  at  this  meeting  as 
follows :  37  by  librarians ;  4  by  assist- 
ants ;  4  by  trustees,  and  a  large  number, 
of  course,  by  librarians,  assistants,  and 
trustees.  Of  the  institutions  other  than 
public  libraries  the  following  are  repre- 
sented here :  Academy  of  Pacific  Coast 
History,  Booklovers'  Library,  California 
State  Library,  Chico  Normal  School,  Le- 
land  Stanford  Jr.  University,  Mills  Col- 
lege, Pacific  Unitarian  School  for  the 
Ministry,  Pomona  College,  St.  Matthew's 
School,  San  Francisco  Call  Library,  San 
Francisco  Chapter  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Banking,  San  Francisco  Mechan- 
ics'-Mercantile  Library,  San  Francisco 
Normal  School,  San  Francisco  Reading 
Room  and  Library  for  the  Blind,  San 
Jose  Coffee  Club,  San  Jose  Normal  School, 
University  of  California,  U.  C.  College  of 
Dentistry,  Wells-Fargo  Library,  also  Ore- 
gon Library  Commission  and  Portland 
Library  Association. 

In  closing  I  desire  to  thank  all  those 
who  have  assisted  so  loyally  in  making  the 
work  of  the  Association  successful,  and 
once  more  to  express  our  appreciation, 
and  to  commend  our  efficient  and  tireless 
Secretary-Treasurer,   Miss  Haines.

Resolutions. 

Mrs  Charles  F.  Schwan,  chairman. 

The  only  member  of  the  Committee 
present  at  the  last  session  of  the  meeting 
was  Miss  Gertrude  Doyle,  and  the  Presi- 
dent appointed  Melvin  G.  Dodge  chair- 
man and  Ernest  Bruncken  to  act  with  her. 
They  submitted  the  following  resolutions, 
all  of  which  were  adopted  by  unanimous 
vote : 

Whereas,  The  1909  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  California  Library  Association  has 
been  to  the  members  present  a  source  of 
inspiration  and  edification ; 

Resolved.  That  we  hereby  express  our 
thorough  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  our 
President  and  those  who  at  his  request 
have  planned  and  labored  to  make  the 
meeting  a  success ;  especially  thanking 
those  speakers.  Miss  Marvin  and  Miss 
Isom  from  our  sister  state  of  Oregon ; 
Miss  Eddy  of  Elk  Grove  ;  Mr  Brewer,  as 
representing  the  California  Book-plate  So- 
ciety (not  forgetting  the  generous  work  of 
Mr  Sheldon  Cheney,  who  arranged  the 
book-plate  exhibit,  and  Professor  Burk- 
halter)  ;     and    Professor    .lohu     Graham 
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Brooks,  whose  words  of  saneness  and 
soundness  have  deeply  impressed  us ;  and 

Whereas,  The  California  Librarj^  As- 
sociation has  been  so  hospitably  received 
and  generously  entertained ; 

Resolved,  That  the  Association  extends 
heartiest  thanks  to  the  trustees  and  staff 
of  the  Oakland  public  library ;  to  the 
libraries  of  Berkeley.  Alameda,  San  Lean- 
dro,  and  the  University  of  California ;  to 
the  Library  Bureau ;  to  the  people  of 
Oakland,  especially  those  of  the  Ebell 
club,  and  the  Home  club,  and  those  who 
in  "Evening  Dress"  have  pledged  us  an 
hour's  departure  from  the  usual  Library 
Association  program ;  and 

Whereas,  We  have  been  deeply  touched 
by  the  words  of  congratulation  and  en- 
couragement which  have  been  accorded  us 
by  Miss  Helen  E.  Haines  and  other  vis- 
itors, and  also  by  other  evidences  that  our 
officers  are  leading  us  the  right  way  of 
helpfulness  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  this 
great  State  of  California  ; 

Resolved,  That  we,  as  librarians  and 
members  of  the  California  Library  Asso- 
ciation, pledge  ourselves  anew  to  all  that 
may  make  for  the  best  education  of  our 
California  boys  and  girls,  young  or  old. 

Relation  Between  School  and  Libraries. 

Charles  S.  Greene,  chairman. 
To   the   California   Teachers'   Association 
and  the  California  Lihrary  Association: 

The  only  change  in  the  personnel  of  the 
Committee  is  the  substitution  of  Miss 
Jane  L.  Shepax-d,  of  the  A.  K.  Smiley 
Public  Library  of  Redlands,  for  Miss 
INIary  L.  Jones,  whose  work  at  Bryn 
Mawr  College  took  her  away  from  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  Committee  has  not  been  active  for 
two  reasons.  One  that  it  has  been  wait- 
ing for  the  completion  of  the  work  of  the 
committee  on  List  of  Books  suitable  for 
School  Libraries,  appointed  at  the  same 
time  as  our  Committee.  That  list  is  prom- 
ised shortly.  When  it  is  complete,  it  will 
fall  into  our  hands,  we  take  it,  to  see 
what  can  be  done  to  make  the  list  at 
least  a  permissive  state  list.  That  is,  to 
make  it  lawful  for  any  teacher  to  buy  for 
her  school  library  books  on  that  list,  as 
well  as  those  on  the  county  list  of  her 
particular  county.  Possibly  some  counties 
would  adopt  the  list  bodily  as  the  one 
from   which   selections   must  be   made   in 


that  county.  This  can  not  be  even  at- 
tempted however,  until  the  list  is  in  such 
shape  that  copies  of  it  are  available  for 
distribution  to  the  counties  and  to  those 
interested  in  the  matter. 

The  other  reason  why  the  Committee 
has  been  rather  inactive  is  that  it  is  cog- 
nizant of  the  plan  devised  by  Mr  Gillis  of 
the  State  Library  and  Mr  Hyatt  to  pre- 
sent to  the  coming  Legislature  a  scheme 
of  County  Libraries,  which  would  include 
in  them  as  a  part  of  themselves  a  system 
of  traveling  libraries  in  the  schools  of  the 
county.  Should  that  scheme  prevail,  as 
we  hope  it  will,  it  will  profoundly  modify 
the  work  of  this  Committee. 

We  present  these  considerations,  not  by 
way  of  apology  or  excuse,  but  simply  as 
reasons  why  we  have  deliberately  re- 
frained from  proceeding  on  the  lines  pre- 
viously marked  out.  We,  however,  have 
not  been  quite  idle. 

Miss  Vandergaw,  early  in  the  year,  at 
my  request,  wrote  to  all  the  counties  in 
California  for  their  lists  of  library  books 
for  the  schools.  Of  the  5S  counties.  35 
sent  printed  lists,  five  wrote  that  they  had 
no  county  list  at  the  present  time,  but 
are  either  making  new  ones  or  revising 
old  ones,  and  IS  counties  did  not  answer 
at  all. 

Miss  Huntington  has  been  examining 
these  lists  with  care,  and  reports  on  them  : 
''These  county  lists  are  so  differeut,  both 
in  book  selection  and  in  the  foi'm  in  which 
they  are  gotten  out,  that  it  would  be  an 
almost  endless  task  to  compile  a  list  of 
books  from  them.  Of  them  all,  the  list 
of  books  from  Alameda  County  stands 
easily  at  the  head.  It  was  very  carefully 
prepared  and  is  both  graded  and  classi- 
fied, gives  author,  title,  date,  publisher, 
and  price.  Most  of  the  books  are  de- 
scribed in  a  brief  note,  so  that  the  teacher 
far  from  book  stores  and  unable  to  ex- 
amine the  books  would  still  be  able  to 
order  the  books  that  were  needed  in  her 
school  and  to  suit  the  needs  of  her  chil- 
dren. The  Committee  would  like  to  sug- 
gest that  any  county  planning  to  revise  its 
list  would  find  much  help  from  the  Ala- 
meda Countj'  list  of  books  for  school 
libraries,  1907." 

A  step  that  remains  to  be  taken  in  the 
matter  of  county  lists  on  the  present  plan 
is  for  some  county  board  to  go  further 
than  the  Alameda  list  has  done  and  to  in- 
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dicate  to  the  teachers  what  discounts  they 
should  get  from  the  list  prices  and  where 
the  discounts  can  be  had.  Oregon  does 
this  as  a  state  matter  through  its  Library 
Commission,  and  as  a  result  the  Oregon 
district  school  libraries  can  make  their 
money  go  from  40  to  50  per  cent  farther 
than  California  districts  can.  Any  county 
in  California  could  nearly  equal  this  by 
getting  competitive  bids  on  the  supply  for 
the  whole  county,  from  dealers  in  the 
county,  in  the  larger  counties  and  from  a 
state-wide  competition  where  they  must 
perforce  go  outside  of  the  county.  It 
should  be  carefully  indicated  in  the  county 
list  when  the  money  for  school  libraries  is 
available  and  teachers  instructed  to  make 
up  their  lists  for  the  year  at  that  time, 
in  order  that  the  dealer  need  not  fear 
having  to  wait  for  his  pay  and  make  that 
an  excuse  for  a  high  price. 

The  Sub-committee  on  Country  Schools 
reports  as  follows :  "The  Model  Library 
which  was  on  exhibition  at  Santa  Cruz 
last  year  has  been  used  during  the  year  at 
the  meeting  of  the  California  Library  As- 
sociation in  San  .Jose,  at  the  Alameda 
County  Teachers'  Institute,  at  the  Sonoma 
County  Institute  and  at  the  Santa  Rosa 
Public  Library.  The  model  library  is 
now  in  the  State  Library  at  Sacramento 
and  is  available  for  county  institutes  at 
any  time,  the  county  paying  the  express 
charges.  Address  Miss  Stella  Hunting- 
ton, State  Library,  Sacramento.  It  is 
proposed  that  a  graded  and  annotated  list 
of  the  books  in  the  model  library  and  Mr 
Barker's  book  list,  presented  to  the  Asso- 
ciation last  year,  be  compiled.  The  Com- 
mittee would  like  to  know  if  the  Associa- 
tion would  consider  such  a  list  valuable 
and  worth  the  time  and  trouble  necessary 
to  prepare  it." 

In  this  request  of  the  Sub-committee, 
the  Committee  joins  heartily.  The  list 
should  be  printed,  and  we  would  like  au- 
thority from  the  Association  to  have  it 
done.  It  will  serve  as  a  model  in  form, 
if  not  in  content,  that  will  greatly  im- 
prove the  county  lists. 

A  second  request  that  the  Committee 
makes  of  the  Association  is  that  they  will 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  proposed 
county  library  law,  and  if  they  deem  it 
good,  support  it  collectively  by  resolu- 
tion and  individually  with  legislators. 

The  third  question  is  the  continuance 
of  the  Committee.     We  believe  it  should 


be  done,  with  such  change  in  its  personnel 
as  the  incoming  administrations  of  the 
California  Teachei's'  Association  and  the 
California  Library  Association  shall  de- 
sire. 

Note  :  This  report  was  first  made  to 
the  California  Teachers'  Association  in  De- 
cember, 1908. 

List  of  Books  for  Children. 

A.  C.  Babkee,  chairman. 

Mr  Barker  reported  verbally  that  prog- 
ress had  been  made  on  the  preparation  of 
the  List  of  books  for  children  and  renewed 
his  recommendation  that  the  list  be 
printed  by  the  California  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation to  serve  as  a  basis  for  a  purchas- 
ing list  for  school  libraries. 

Co-operation  Among  Libraries. 

John  E.  Goodwin,  chairman. 

The  Committee  on  Cooperation  among 
Libraries  is  divided  into  four  sections, 
each  with  its  own  chairman.  The  sub- 
committees reported  as  follows : 

Periodical   Purchase  and   Exchange. 

Mrs  Henrietta  M.  Faulder,  chairman. 

The  Committee  finds  that  while  libra- 
rians are  not  only  willing,  but  anxious, 
to  part  with  duplicate  periodicals,  of 
which  there  seems  to  be  a  never-failing 
supply,  the  work  of  listing  their  "avail- 
able-for-exchange"  duplicates  would  neces- 
sitate the  expenditure  of  considerable  time 
and  labor,  with  the  possibility  of  such  list 
being  out  of  date  almost  as  soon  as  com- 
pleted. A  list  of  the  library's  "wants," 
however,  could  be  easily  made.  The  nearer 
home  librarians  can  have  those  wants  sup- 
plied, the  lower  will  be  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation, and  the  more  economically  can 
files  be  completed. 

With  these  facts  in  mind,  the  committee 
offers  the  following  suggestions,  believing 
that  one  or  other  might  be  worked  out 
into  a  practical  plan  :  1.  Let  an  exchange 
be  established  in  each  of  the  nine  Asso- 
ciation districts  in  this  manner  :  As  soon 
as  librarians  are  ■  notified  of  a  district 
meeting,  let  them  send  to  tlie  secretary  of 
the  district  a  list  of  the  duplicate  maga- 
zines in  which  they  are  particularly  strong, 
e.g.  "Pomona.  Century,  Harper's,  Mc- 
Clure."  This  would  indicate  that  Pomona 
could  supply  a  large  proportion  of  the  re- 
quests for  the  periodicals  named.  Let 
these  lists  be  arranged  sj'stematically,  and 
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at  the  meeting-  be  posted  in  a  prominent 
place,  that  attending  librarians,  who  must 
have  with  them  their  own  list  of  "wants," 
could  note  at  what  libraries  they  would  be 
likely  to  find  their  wants  supplied.  They 
could  then  apply  directly  to  those  libra- 
ries. This  plan  would  entail  but  little  la- 
bor on  the  secretary,  and  the  chances  are 
that  many  of  the  desired  periodicals  could 
be  located  near  home.  For  those  not  so 
easily  found,  application  must  be  made  to 
the  State  Library.  In  this  way  the  cen- 
tral exchange  will  learn  what  each  district 
needs,  and  could  publish  such  list  in  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries. 

2.  Let  each  library  list  its  wants.  Most 
librarians  have  this  already  done  for  their 
own  use.  It  would  entail  simply  the 
copying.  Let  them  also  mention  their  du- 
plicate strength,  e.g.  "Pomona.  Century, 
Harper,  McClure."  Let  the  lists  be  sent 
to  the  State  Library  exchange.  If  the 
central  bureau  then  chose  to  compare 
wants  and  strength,  the  corresponding 
cards  might  be  sent  to  the  libraries  con- 
cerned, as  has  been  done  in  the  past.  Or 
the  list  of  wants  might  be  published  in 
News  Notes,  and  separately,  the  lists  of 
long  runs.  Each  person  interested  could 
do  his  own  collating. 

When  it  is  finally  learned  what  are  the 
"wants"'  of  the  California  libraries  gen- 
erally, that  can  not  not  be  supplied  in 
California,  the  central  exchange  could  pur- 
chase such  periodicals  from  eastern  deal- 
ers, and  at  least  get  them  into  the  state 
at  a  minimum  cost. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that  as  a  rule,  no  charge  be  made 
for  magazines  supplied  to  fill  the  wants  of 
other  libraries  in  our  own  state. 

Book  Selection  and  Buying  and  Inter- 
Library    Loans. 

Lal'ke.x  W.  Ripley,  chairman. 

No  work  has  been  undertaken  this  year, 
as  our  recommendations  of  last  year 
seemed  to  cover  the  field  as  far  as  rec- 
ommendations can,  and  the  resources  of 
the  Association  this  year  did  not  warrant 
any  expenditure  toward  developing  any  of 
the  work  suggested.  We  therefore  can 
only  repeat  such  suggestions  for  coopera- 
tive work  as  were  made  last  year,  and,  in 
addition,  to  call  the  attention  of  librarians 
to  the  efforts  being  made  by  the  A.  L.  A. 
committee  on  book-binding  to  secure  from 


publishers  improved  strength  in  bindings. 
The  efforts  of  that  committee  toward  this 
desired  end  will  be  assisted  if  libraries 
show  their  appreciation  by  buying  re- 
inforced bindings  when  they  are  offered 
by  the  publishers.  The  firm  of  H.  R. 
Huntting  Company,  Springfield,  Mass.,  is 
offering  a  well  selected  line  of  standard 
books  in  an  almost  indestructible  binding 
of  good  appearance  at  reasonable  prices, 
and  shows  a  willingness  to  add  to  the  line 
in  keeping  with  the  demand.  Samples  of 
this  work  are  included  in  the  exhibit  on 
binding.  The  firm  of  H.  W.  Wilson  Com- 
pany, Minneapolis,  is  prepared  to  accept 
orders  for  a  select  catalog  of  fiction  to  be 
printed  in  such  quantities  and  with  such 
number  of  titles  as  libraries  may  desire, 
at  low  prices.  This  is  a  venture  in  co- 
operation deserving  attention. 

Binding    and    Other    Workroom    Problems. 

KiEKE  H.  Field,  chairman. 

In  our  last  report  attention  was  called 
to  the  necessity  of  having  a  commodious 
and  well-appointed  workroom.  JMany  li- 
brary buildings  have  been  erected  in  Cali- 
fornia during  the  past  few  years,  where 
the  building  fund  has  been  provided  by 
gift,  conditioned  upon  the  purchase  of  the 
building  site  by  the  citizens  of  the  town 
where  it  is  located.  Frequently  small  par- 
cels of  land,  often  corner  lots,  have  been 
secured.  As  a  consequence  no  provision 
has  been  made  for  laud  sufficient  to  per- 
mit an  enlargement  of  the  building.  It  is 
evident  that  California  will  have  a  large 
population.  Public  libraries  are  becoming 
a  part  of  our  system  of  education,  and 
must  constantly  increase  in  popularity, 
usefulness  and  size. 

Workrooms  will  need  to  be  enlarged. 
The  necessity  of  having  an  ample  site  for 
the  library  building  is  obvious,  and  should 
be  given  careful  consideration  by  all 
library  trustees,  and,  particularly,  by  com- 
mittees intrusted  with  plans  for  new 
buildings. 

It  would  be  an  aid  to  the  solution  of 
workroom  problems  in  the  smaller  libraries 
if  groups  of  libraries  located  in  the  same 
section  would  organize  joint  committees. 
These  committees  could  be  composed  of  the 
librarian  and  one  trustee  of  each  library. 
It  is  suggested  that  these  joint  committees 
come  together  for  an  hour  at  each  quar- 
terly meeting  of  the  different  districts  of 
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the  California  Librai-y  Association.  Dur- 
ing the  first  half  of  this  hour  the  whole 
committee  could  convene  for  a  systematic 
exchange  of  ideas  and  methods.  The  re- 
maining half  hour  to  be  occupied  by  the 
librarians  alone  for  an  informal  talk  upon 
their  work,  similar  to  the  "round  tables" 
held  by  the  librarians  in  New  York  State. 
Such  subjects  as  book  bindings,  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  maps,  furniture,  and 
material  generally  could  be  taken  up. 
Samples  of  supplies  and  of  binding  might 
be  shown. 

This  might  also  lead  to  the  appointment 
of  a  purchasing  agent  to  buy  for  the  joint 
account  of  one  or  several  groups  of 
libraries.  Possibly  a  buying  agent  in  New 
York  or  Chicago  might  be  selected.  If 
there  were  a  binder  employed  by  the  group, 
he  could  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
joint  committee.  Under  the  present  plan, 
small  libraries  are  paying  too  much  for 
books  and  supplies,  and  money  could  be 
saved  by  cooperation. 

In  the  matter  of  binding  the  small 
libraries  everywhere  are  at  a  great  disad- 
vantage, and  the  problems  appear  to  be 
difficult  for  all  libraries  in  the  West. 
Prices  are  <3ften  exoibitant  and  the  work 
not  durable. 

We  heartily  endorse,  after  having  satis- 
fied ourselves  by  experience,  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  A.  L.  A.  Committee  on  book 
binding  that  the  small  libraries,  as  well 
as  the  large  ones,  take  advantage  of  the 
reinforced  bindings  that  publishers  are 
now  offering.  The  cooperation  of  libraries 
is  necessary  to  make  it  advantageous  to 
the  publishers  to  carry  out  the  ideas  of 
the  committee.  The  weight  of  testimony 
is  entirely  in  favor  of  these  special  bind- 
ings, and  we  recommend  a  very  general 
trial  of  them.  The  slight  additional  cost 
is  small  compared  with  the  money  and 
time  expended  in  rebiuding  a  cheaper  book. 
And  in  most  cases  a  book  specially  bound 
from  the  publisher's  sheets  will  last  as 
long  as  it  is  sanitary  to  keep  the  book  in 
circulation.  Small  libraries  ai-e  treated 
in  a  shabby  manner  by  binders,  who  delay 
their  work  unreasonably,  attending  to  it 
only  when  not  otherwise  employed.  Joint 
committees  should  protest  against  such 
neglect,  and  by  combination  prevent  it. 
The  librarian,  or  one  of  the  staff,  should 
know  as' much  as  possible  about  the  me- 
chanical  details   of  bookmaking.      If  pos- 


sible, specifications  should  be  made  for 
binding  each  lot  and  class  of  books,  and 
the  binder  should  realize  that  his  work  is 
scrutinized  and  thoroughly  understood.  It 
would  undoubtedly  be  profitable  for  even 
a  small  library  to  expend  at  least  .$2;")  in 
having  some  member  of  its  staff  taught 
repairing  and  the  first  lessons  in  plain 
binding.  The  committee  again  urges  that 
a  group  of  smaller  libraries  will  find  it 
to  their  advantage  to  employ  a  binder, 
located  at  a  central  point.  It  is  also  be- 
lieved that  a  distinct  saving  could  be 
made  by  installing  in  each  library  a  lim- 
ited amount  of  machinery  such  as  is  found 
in  a  bindery,  to  be  used  in  repairing  books. 
In  this  way  professional  methods  may  be 
substituted  for  the  usual  makeshift  and 
temporary  methods.  In  the  dry  climate 
of  portions  of  California  leather  bindings 
soon  crack.  If  not  handled  much,  such 
binding  should  once  or  twice  a  year  be 
oiled.  Use  castor  oil  and  paraffin  wax  on 
a  flannel  cloth,  and  especially  rub  the 
backs  and  joints.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  League  of  Library  Commis- 
sions is  preparing  a  pamphlet  on  mending 
and  binding,  which  will  undoubtedly  be 
exceedingly  helpful  to  all  library  workers. 
A  valuable  assistance  in  cataloging  has 
been  offered  recently  by  a  well-known 
firm,  the  H.  W.  Wilson  Co..  which  has 
taken  definite  steps  toward  making  coop- 
erative cataloging  an  accomplished  fact. 
A  catalog  of  juvenile  books  and  one  of  a 
selected  list  of  fiction  are  now  offered. 
Small  libraries  may  check  their  fiction 
and  juvenile  titles,  and  have  their  cata- 
logs, any  number  desired,  made  up  from 
linotype  slugs  kept  at  headquarters.  A 
central  catalog  in  type  is  maintained.  The 
cost  is  moderate  and  catalogs  may  be 
made  up  at  any  time.  This  method 
should  be  encouraged,  that  the  firm  may 
be  induced  to  add  other  lists  to  this  cen- 
tral catalog.  The  usefulness  of  this  cata- 
log is  augmented  by  brief  annotations  for 
books  of  special  value  and  interest. 

Bibliographic  Work. 

EuDOEA  Gaeoutte,  chairman. 

The  work  of  indexing  California  maga- 
zines is  almost  completed  and  we  hope  to 
have  the  publication  in  the  hands  of  the 
members  of  the  California  Library  Asso- 
ciation some  time  during  the  coming  sum- 
mer. 
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The  following  public  librai-ies  have  com- 
pleted the  volumes  assigned  to  them  and 
have  returned  the  cards  filled  out  in  a 
most  satisfactory  manner :  Alameda,  Co- 
vina,  Los  Angeles,  Oakland,  Orange,  Pasa- 
dena, Pomona,  Redlands,  San  Diego,  San 
Francisco,  San  Jose,  Stockton,  Whittier ; 
also  the  following  libraries  :  Leland  Stan- 
ford Junior  University,  Los  Angeles  Nor- 
mal School,  Mills  College,  San  Francisco 
Normal  School,  San  Jose  Normal  School. 

The  remaining  libraries  report  as  fol- 
lows :  La  Jolla  Public,  one  volume  com- 
pleted ;  Palo  Alto  Public,  work  progress- 
ing;  Sacramento  Public,  "Argonaut''  in- 
dexed from  1901  to  date ;  University  of 
California,  nine  volumes  completed  and 
work  on  the  remaining  five  volumes  almost 
finished. 

The  California  State  Library  will  un- 
dertake the  editing  of  the  publication,  and 
will  also  index  such  numbers  as  were  miss- 
ing from  the  files  of  the  libraries  doing 
the  work.  The  publication  when  com- 
pleted will  be  an  author  and  subject  in- 
dex to  California  magazines,  and  will  in- 
clude a  list  of  pseudonyms  of  California 
authors. 

Pictures  for  Libraries. 

Anna  McC.  Beckley,  chairman. 

During  the  year  the  Association  struck 
off  100  copies  of  the  "List  of  books  valu- 
able in  the  study  of  art,"  to  be  sold  at  ten 
cents  each.  36  of  these  lists  are  still  on 
hand.  The  annotated  list  of  500  pictures 
was  printed  as  Publication  No.  9,  "C.  L.  A. 
Picture  list."  The  work  on  this  publica- 
tion was  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Chairman,  and  much  of  the  work  of  revis- 
ing the  material  for  the  press  was  done  by 
Miss  Mary  M.  Bevans,  a  member  of  the 
Committee.  1000  copies  were  printed  and 
a  copy  was  sent  free  to  each  member  of 
the  Association.  600  copies  were  placed 
in  the  care  of  the  Chairman  in  the  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library  for  sale  at  25 
cents  each,  with  a  discount  of  10  per  cent 
on  orders  of  ten  or  more  copies.  To  mem- 
bers of  the  Association  the  price  for  addi- 
tional copies  is  15  cents  each.  The  Li- 
hran/  Journal.  Puhlic  Libraries  and  the 
A.  L.  A.  Booldist  gave  satisfactorj'  no- 
tices of  the  Picture  List.  The  sale  has 
been  slow  but  fairly  satisfactory.

Library,  noted  in  the  introduction  to  the 
C.  L.  A.  Picture  List,  has  been  prepared, 
and  the  Chairman  would  be  glad  to 
receive  criticisms  and  suggestions  of 
changes.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  has  on 
file  a  copy  of  the  classification,  which  will 
be  loaned  on  request.

Anna  K.  Fosler,  chairman. 

The  California  poppy  design  given  here- 
with, which  was  selected  by  the  Commit- 
tee and  worked  out  by  Shreve  and  Com- 
pany, proved  to  be  very  popular.  The 
first  installment  of 
50  pins  was  sold  at 
the  meeting.  It 
was  decided  by  vote 
at  the  last  session 
of  the  meeting  that 
pins  should  be  sold 
only  upon  an  order 
from  the  Secretary- 
Treasurer.  Mem- 
bers may  secure 
pins  by  first  re- 
questing an  order 
from  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and  then 
sending  the  order,  together  with  $2. .50,  to 
Shi-eve  and  Company,  San  Francisco, 
stating  which  style  of  pin  is  desired,  stick 
pin  or  clasp  pin.  The  firm  writes  that 
"all  of  our  pins  are  equipped  with  a 
safety  catch." 

Statistics  of  Library  Associations. 

SrsAN  T.  Smith. 

Not  satisfied  with  the  library  progress 
already  effected  by  the  California  Library 
xA.ssociation,  Mr  Gillis  appointed  a  Com- 
mittee to  investigate  the  work  of  other 
state  associations  and  report  the  results 
as  compared  with  California. 

In  order  to  secure  the  necessary  data  a 
circular  of  questions  relating  to  every  pos- 
sible phase  of  library  association  work 
was  sent  to  all  of  the  state  associations  in 
the  United  States  and  to  those  of  the  prov- 
inces of  Canada.  Replies  were  received 
from  21  states  and  the  province  of  On- 
tario. In  our  consideration  of  these  sta- 
tistics allowance  must  be  made  for  the  fact 
that  they  are  for  the  year  1907. 

The  results  of  the  investigation  are  in- 
teresting but  somewhat  contrai-y  to  an- 
ticipation. Instead  of  gathering  from 
them  suggestions  and  schemes  for  extend- 
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ing  the  usefulness  of  the  California  Li- 
brary Association,  it  was  discovered  that 
California  is  in  a  promoter  class,  almost 
entirely  by  itself.  With  few  exceptions 
other  state  associations  seem  to  exert  lit- 
tle influence  in  the  community,  the  mem- 
bership is  small  and  the  meetings'  poorly 
attended.  Florida,  Oregon  and  Pennsyl- 
vania reported  that  no  statistics  were 
available,  as  scarcely  any  interest  was 
taken  in  the  association. 

Statistics  regarding  membership  in  the 
different  associations  are  as  follows :  11 
report  librarians  as  members  of  the  asso- 
ciation ;  10  report  assistants  as  members ; 
12  report  trustees  as  members ;  4  report 
libraries  as  members.

The  associations  are  about  equally  di- 
vided as  to  dues,  the  amount  being  either 
.$1.00  or  50  cents.  Of  the  four  associa- 
tions having  library  memberships,  three 
have  $1.00  dues,  Ontario's  are  $2.00.  The 
latter  was  the  only  one  to  report  the  num- 
ber of  memberships,  which  is  50. 

Three  state  associations  are  divided 
into  districts  as  follows :  Ontario  has 
eight  districts,  each  holding  four  meetings 
a  year,  no  report  as  to  ofScers  or  fees ; 
Iowa  is  divided  into  six  districts,  each 
holding  three  meetings  a  year,  no  fees  are 
charged,  but  each  district  has  a  chair- 
man who  cooperates  with  the  officers  of 
the  association ;  New  York  has  29  dis- 
tricts for  institutes  or  round  tables  in 
charge  of  a  local  librarian,  who  has  all 
the  trouble,  worry  and  responsibility  of 
working  up  the  meetings  but  leaves  the 
glory  to  a  leader  appointed  by  the  asso- 
ciation. 467  were  in  attendance  at  these 
meetings  in  1907. 

Four  associations  report  affiliation  with 
other  library  clubs.  Illinois  is  affiliated 
with  the  Chicago  Library  Club.  The 
Maine  Library  Club  holds  one  of  its  two 
meetings  at  the  same  time  as  the  associa- 
tion, though  there  is  no  supervision  by 
the  association.  The  dues  of  this  club  are 
only  25  cents  a  year,  but  there  seems  to 
be  difficulty  in  collecting,  as  the  Secretary 


emphasizes  the  number  of  paid  up  mem- 
bers. New  York  has  tried  to  affiliate  with 
the  numerous  local  clubs,  but  without 
success.  The  Tennessee  public  school  as- 
sociation, literary  clubs  and  women's  clubs 
cooperate  with  the  association  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

Eight  associations  issue  publications, 
e.g.,  handbooks,  bulletins,  circulars,  his- 
tories of  the  association,  etc.,  all  of  which 
are  paid  for  out  of  the  association  funds. 
Massachusetts,  in  addition  to  a  handbook, 
issues  catalog  cards  to  Massachusetts 
public  documents,  and  lists  of  photo- 
graphs and  photograph  dealers.  Ontario 
has  issued  "Lists  of  best  books,"  "Lists 
for  juveniles,"  "Proceedings"  and  a  quar- 
terly bulletin  which  the  government  pays 
for.  This  seems  to  be  the  only  associa- 
tion which  receives  any  help  or  encour- 
agement from  the  government. 

All  but  three  of  the  associations  meet 
annually,  the  length  of  the  session  varj^- 
ing  from  one  to  thi-ee,^  days.  New  York 
meets  for  a  week  every  fall,  the  librarians 
planning  their  vacations  for  that  time. 
South  Dakota  held  three  meetings  in 
1907. 

Attendance  statistics  are  not  accurate, 
as  in  most  instances  a  number  present 
were  not  members  and  not  all  the  mem- 
bers signed  the  register  from  which  the 
reports  were  made.  They  are  as  follows : 
Connecticut,  255  ;  Illinois,  SO  ;  Iowa,  150  ; 
Maine,  200  (56  only,  members)  ;  New 
York,  157 ;   Ontario,   75. 

Good  traveling  facilities  and  a  railroad 
rate  are  reported  by  eight  associations. 
No  rate,  but  fair  traveling  facilities  by 
four.  With  the  exception  of  North  Da- 
kota, Oregon,  and  Texas,  the  distances 
are  not  conspicuously  great  as  compared 
with  California.  Connecticut's  complaint 
that  when  meetings  are  held  in  one  cor- 
ner of  the  state,  it  is  impossible  to  go 
back  and  forth  to  the  other  corner  the 
same  day  hardly  counts  with  us,  when 
some  of  our  members  travel  600  miles  to 
attend  the  meetings. 

In  four  states  the  expenses  of  the  li- 
brarian are  not  paid ;  in  11  some  are 
paid ;  in  one  all  are  paid. 

Library  instruction  is  given  in  eight 
states,  either  at  the  annual  meetings  or  by 
means  of  round  tables  as  in  New  York. 
Iowa  has  a  summer  school  under  the 
supervision   of   the   association. 
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As  to  the  cooperation  of  the  associa- 
tions and  the  libraries,  Ontario  and  Illi- 
nois prepare  lists,  manage  institutes  and 
direct  legislation.  Few  are  engaged  in 
any  activities  aside  from  the  regular  asso- 
ciation work.  Connecticut  is  preparing  a 
Bibliography  of  material  about  Connecti- 
cut. Illinois  is  investigating  library 
methods  in  Normal  schools  and  state  insti- 
tutions. Ontario  is  constantly  urging  and 
suggesting  advancement,  and  supports  the 
Inspector  of  public  libraries  in  his  work. 

California  certainly  does  not  lose  any- 
thing by  a  comparison  with  these  statis- 
tics. There  are  114  public  libraries  in  the 
state.  The  individual  membership  of  the 
association  is  260,  the  library  member- 
ship 48,  and  the  dues  $1.00  and  .$.5.00, 
respectively. 

The  library  field  is  divided  into  nine 
districts,  each  holding  two  live,  enthusi- 
astic, well  attended  meetings  a  year  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Association,  but 
independent  as  to  President,  Secretary, 
arrangement  of  programs,  etc.  The  at- 
tendance at  the  last  annual  meeting  was 
approximately  127.  Traveling  facilities 
are  good  and  a  special  one  and  one-third 
rate  is  secured.  In  most  cases  the  ex- 
penses of  the  delegates  are  paid  by  their 
libraries. 

The  Association  does  away  with  formal 
discussions  of  time-honored  subjects  by 
acting  suggestions,  instead  of  talking 
them  all  day  long.  For  example :  "Rela- 
tion between  schools  and  libraries"  is 
placed  on  a  working  basis,  by  means  of 
exhibits  of  a  model  school  library  at 
teachers'  institutes :  "Pictures  for  libra- 
ries," are  named  in  the  C.  L.  A.  Pic- 
ture list ;  "Cooperation  among  libraries" 
is  already  secured  by  means  of  inter- 
library  loans.  The  California  Library 
Association  is  affiliated  with  the  Califor- 
nia Teachers'  Association,  and  is  rep- 
resented at  the  annual  meeting  of  that 
body. 

Last  year  the  Association,  with  a  very 
small  fund  in  the  treasury,  published  the 
"Handbook  and  proceedings  of  the  an- 
nual meeting"  and  the  "C.  L.  A.  Picture 
list,"  prepared  by  Miss  Beckley.  The 
activities  in  which  the  Association  is  en- 
gaged have  already  been  mentioned.  The 
President  has  appointed  committees  which 
are    engaged    in    promoting    growth    by 


methods  that  have  been  tried  and  found 
practical. 

But  lest  you  are  content  to  sit  back 
in  smug  complacency,  confident  that 
the  California  Library  Association  has 
reached  the  zenith  of  library  progress, 
let  me  point  out  the  remarkable  work  of 
those  states,  notably  Ohio,  Oregon  and 
Wisconsin  who  have  offered  no  statistics 
because  a  Library  Commission  has  done 
the  promoting  accomplished  in  other 
states  by  the  associations.  Compared 
with  them  we  are  pioneers.  In  order  to 
reach  their  level  we  must,  in  some  way, 
increase  our  income  and  the  interest  in 
the  Association.  Since  the  present  policy 
of  conducting  the  work  of  the  iVssociation 
has  been  responsible  for  its  rapid  growth, 
it  is  recommended  that  that  policy  be  en- 
dorsed by  being  continued.  In  order  to 
increase  interest  and  income  and  continue 
the  policy  on  a  larger  scale  the  member- 
ship list  will  have  to  be  enlarged.  With 
this  in  view,  it  is  suggested  that  an 
amendment  be  made  to  the  constitution, 
allowing  a  graded  system  of  dues  for 
libraries  and  librarians,  and  an  asso- 
ciate membership  for  unsalaried  library 
workers. 

To  explain  more  fully :  many  librarians' 
receive  small  salaries  and  to  them  a  fee 
of  $1.00  is  a  great  deal.  Why  not  make 
the  dues  .50  cents  for  all  librarians  hav- 
ing a  salary  of  $.50.00  and  under,  $1.00 
for  all  of  $100.00  and  under,  $1.50  for 
$150.00  and  under,  and  so  on.  Applying 
the  same  to  the  libraries  as  regards  in- 
come, $5.00  for  libraries  with  an  income 
of  $5,000  and  under,  $10.00  for  $10,000, 
etc. 

There  are  many  library  workers  who 
are  giving  their  services  to  the  cause,  as 
Secretaries  of  traveling  libraries,  those  in 
charge  of  deposit  stations  of  the  county 
libraries,  teachers  managing  school  li- 
braries, etc.  It  is  recommended  that  all 
of  the  unsalaried  library  workers  be  con- 
sidered associate  members,  receive  notices 
of  meetings  and  some  of  the  association 
privileges.  For  all  others  interested  but 
not  actively  engaged  in  library  work,  the 
fee  might  be  the  lowest  decided  on  foi' 
salaried  workers.  It  seems  as  if  this 
method  would  bring  in  many  more  mem- 
bers, thereby  materially  increasing  the 
income  and  making  more  extensive  ac-  > 
tivities  possible. 
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Public  Library  Activities. 

Antoinette  M.  Humpheeys,  chairman. 

The  work  of  the  Committee,  as  set 
forth  by  President  Gillis,  was  to  discover 
what  our  public  libraries  are  doing  and 
what  they  ought  to  be  doing. 

In  general  you  know  what  they  are  do- 
ing, that  they  are  trying  by  every  method, 
of  which  their  librarians  can  think  to 
reach  the  public,  but  the  question  is,  are 
they  doing  it?  And  when  we  consider 
that  they  reach  only  about  one  fourth  of 
the  population  of  their  towns  we  are  forced 
to  shake  our  heads.  There  are  some  peo- 
ple who  are  born  with  the  library  habit, 
but  the  majority  of  men  lack  the  library 
bump  just  as  they  lack  the  bumps  of  or- 
der or  system  or  punctuality. 

We  all  deplore  the  fact  that  more 
women  than  men  frequent  the  library, 
and  it  seems  evident  that  a  librarian  now 
must  become  a  real  fisher  of  men,  that  they 
especially  must  have  the  library  habit  de- 
veloped. 

However,  in  this  report  we  are  to  con- 
sider the  public  regardless  of  sex  and 
find  out  how  the  library  can  better  serve 
its  town.  A  great  deal  has  been  written 
and  said  about  cooperation  between  the 
library  and  the  schools,  the  library  and 
the  public,  etc.,  but  I  want  to  emphasize 
the  relation  and  cooperation  between  the 
librarian  and  the  public,  and  by  librarian 
I  mean  assistants  as  well. 

We  may  have  a  fine  building,  with  thou- 
sands of  valuable  books  and  the  most  per- 
fect system  of  classification  and  delivery 
that  Mr  Dewey  or  Mr  Dana  could  devise, 
yet  fail  to  make  it  stand  for  anything 
else  than  a  book  mausoleum.  Why?  Be- 
cause it  lacks  the  vital  spark  called  per- 
sonality. Every  time  you  give  out  a  book, 
give  something  of  yourself.  If  j'ou  seem 
interested  in  Mrs  Jones  you  may  find  out 
that  her  oldest  son  is  a  born  electrician 
and  yet  has  never  seen  the  electrical  books 

in  the  library.    When  Mr comes 

in,  you  needn't  seem  officious,  but  by  call- 
ing his  attention  to  a  certain  book  you 
may  open  the  way  to  his  recommending  it 
to  every  friend  he  has. 

Sometimes  it  seems  as  if  librarians 
were  so  bent  upon  keeping  the  building 
quiet  that  they  are  afraid  to  break  the 
solemn  silence  with  a  smile,  but  you  will 
find  that  that  library  is  most  popular  in 
which  there  is  reasonable  freedom  and  an 


air  of  cordiality.  Hotels  have  found  a 
host  or  hostess  a  valuable  help  and  so 
might  a  library.  In  fact,  I  know  of  one 
librarian  whose  board  members  felt  so 
strongly  on  this  point  that  they  desired 
her  to  meet  the  people,  and  stipulated  that 
she  make  the  library  an  attractive  and 
hospitable  place. 

In  a  large  library  the  heads  of  depart- 
ments should  take  the  place  of  the  libra- 
rian in  this  matter.  Suppose  you  don't 
get  time  to  do  all  you  had  planned  for  the 
daj^,  you  have  been  of  help  to  several  peo- 
ple who  in  turn  will  tell  some  other 
people  what  a  delightful  place  the  library 
is  and  how  at  home  they  feel  in  it.  Isn't 
that  good  advertising?  Don't  tell  me  that 
posters  will  take  the  place  of  a  smile  and 
that  lists  in  the  newspaper  will  carry  as 
much  weight  as  the  personal  recommen- 
dation of  one  who  is  credited  with  having 
"read  all  the  books  in  the  library." 

Another  thing,  have  .you  ever  heard  any 
one  say,  "Oh,  I  hate  to  stay  any  length 
of  time  in  a  library,  it's  so  stuffy,,  they 
never  air  it  out?"  Well,  I  have,  and  the 
morning  after  there  has  been  a  nice  little 
heart-to-heart  talk  with  the  janitor.  Now 
that  is  merely  an  incident,  but  it  leads 
up  to  this  point,  we  as  a  Committee  can 
tell  you  what  we  find  libraries  of  other 
states  doing  and  we  can  air  our  own 
opinions,  but  you  must  study  your  own 
conditions,  investigate  the  actual  needs  of 
the  people  in  your  town,  and  wake  up  to 
your  own  importance  as  a  factor  for  good. 

The  work  of  the  Committee  was  ap- 
portioned to  the  other  members  as  follows  : 
Children's  work  and  schools,  Mrs  Alice  G. 
Whitbeck ;  Special  collections  and  ex- 
hibits. Miss  Victoria  Ellis ;  Lecture 
courses  and  cooperation  with  town  enter- 
prises. Miss  .Jean  D.  Baird ;  Reference, 
Miss  Sarah  M.  .Jacobus. 

From  their  excellent  reports  I  can  give 
only  a  summary,  but  they  will  be  kept 
on  file  hy  the  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
may  be  borrowed  on  application. 

Mrs  Whitbeck  says :  "Some  time  last 
year  an  article  was  printed  in  the 
Library  journal  called  'Growing  tendency 
to  over-emphasize  the  children's  side,'  by 
Caroline  Matthews  of  Boston,  in  which 
she  records  her  impressions,  points  of 
view  and  conclusions  as  an  outsider. 
While  many  of  her  observations  may  be 
true    regarding   the    'rural    libraries,'    and 
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while  she  maj'  have  found  much  to  criti- 
cise in  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and 
New  Hampshire,  the  states  which  she 
mentions  particularly  as  studying,  still 
the  broad  and  sweeping  statement — 'I 
gi-ew  to  have  a  horror  of  children's  rooms 
— as  distinct  from  children's  depart- 
ments. Intellectually,  physically  and 
morally  I  believe  them  harmful.  Neither 
can  I  see  their  necessity,'  is  a  sad  com- 
mentary on  the  hard  work  of  many  ear- 
nest librarians." 

^Irs  Whitbeck  wrote  to  16  library  com- 
missioners for  names  of  libraries  doing 
good  work  with  children.  After  reading 
the  replies  43  libraries  were  selected  and 
a  printed  form  sent  to  each.  Responses 
were  received  from  3G. 

"Of  the  libraries  answering,  all  but  two 
had  separate  rooms  with  one  or  more  at- 
tendants. The  greatest  possible  difference 
in  numbers  of  hours  open  was  shown.  Ten 
libraries  opened  from  nine  o'clock  to  five, 
six,  seven,  eight,  and  nine  in  the  evening. 
It  is  hard  to  see  why  a  children's  room 
should  be  open  earlier  than  one  in  the  aft- 
ernoon unless  so  planned  that  it  is  impos- 
sible to  shut  it  off  from  the  main  room. 
A  number  opened  at  eleven  in  the  morn- 
ing, or  one  and  two  in  the  afternoon.  Still 
others  opened  in  three  shifts,  morning, 
afternoon  and  evening.  Holidays,  vaca- 
tions and  Sundays  came  in  for  still  dif- 
ferent hours,  all  of  which  seems  unneces- 
sarily complicated.  The  greatest  uni- 
formity was  shown  in  the  age  limit.  23 
libraries  had  no  age  limit  whatever;  two, 
ability  to  write  name ;  two,  in  third  grade 
and  over :  one,  ability  to  read  pledge ;  and 
one,  12  years.  The  question  of  periodicals 
brought  the  most  interesting  comparison 
and  the  full  list  is  worth  repeating.  Only 
20  liliraries  reported  fully.  St.  Nicholas 
was  found  on  all  lists ;  Youth's  com- 
panion on  28;  American  hoy  on  12;  Lit- 
tle folks  on  15 ;  CasseU's  little  folks  on 
four;  Popular  mechanics  on  eight;  Bird- 
lore  on  five ;  Our  clumh  animals  on  four ; 
World's  chronicle  on  six ;  Electrician  and 
mechanic  on  four;  Children's  magazine 
on  four  ;  Collier  s  on  two  ;  Outing  on  two  ; 
Technical  world  on  two;  Outlook,  Les- 
lie's. Amateur  work.  Pathfinder.  Well- 
spring.  Bog's  workshop.  Philatelic  tcest. 
Christian  endeavor  world,  Foricard, 
Recreation,  Masters  in  art,  Every  other 
Sunday,    Success,    and    Union    signal    on 


one.  Twenty-seven  libraries  allowed  two 
books  to  be  drawn  at  once,  one  fiction  and 
one  non-fiction ;  two  allowed  one  fiction 
and  any  number  of  non-fiction ;  and  one 
regulated  the  non-fiction  by  distance  from 
the  library.  The  variations  to  this  two- 
book  rule  were  one  book  from  the  sixth 
grade  and  below  and  two  for  the  seventh 
and  above  ;  one  for  children  under  12  and 
two  for  those  over ;  and  one  for  children 
in  grammar  grades  and  two  for  those  in 
high  school.  In  the  matter  of  selection  of 
books  21  libraries  reported  that  they  must 
depend  chiefly  on  reliable  lists,  preferably 
A.  L.  A.  Booklist  and  Carnegie  Library  of 
Pittsburg  monthly  bulletin.  Five  libraries 
are  able  to  see  the  books  first  and  two 
report  that  all  books  are  read  first. 
Only  nine  libraries  ever  had  an  exhibit  of 
any  kind  and  but  two  had  museum  cabi- 
nets in  the  room.  The  question  of  bulletin 
work  brought  out  some  interesting  an- 
swers. Twenty  disposed  of  the  question 
with  'Not  worth  while' ;  'No  time' ;  'Not 
valuable  enough.'  A  few  thought  that 
they  were  useful  for  holidays,  anniver- 
saries, etc.  While  a  few  answered  very 
decidedly  that  they  made  the  room  more 
attractive,  were  helpful  to  the  children, 
and  had  proven  their  worth.  Only  eight 
libraries  reported  that  they  did  not  have 
a  story  hour  and  did  not  consider  it  ad- 
visable. Two  had  given  it  no  trial.  Eight- 
een had  conducted  story  hours  and  thought 
it  well  worth  while.  The  most  ambitious 
library  in  this  line  being  in  Nebraska 
where  they  had  two  a  day  on  Saturdays 
for  two  different  sets  of  children,  repeat- 
ing the  same  stories  in  the  afternoon  hour. 
There  are  many  arguments  on  both  sides 
of  the  question ;  however,  it  does  not  seem 
quite  just  that  it  should  be  discussed  by 
those  who  have  not  given  it  a  fair  trial 
and  who  have  not  been  witness  to  the 
keen  pleasure  expressed  in  70  to  100  little 
faces  Saturday  after  Saturday." 

Looking  forward  to  having  a  story  hour 
period  introduced  into  the  schools,  Mrs 
Whitbeck  has  recently,  by  request  of  the 
Superintendent  of  schools,  given  two  lec- 
tures and  sample  stories  with  a  suggestion 
as  to  the  grading  of  the  stories  to  be  told 
in  each  school. 

"As  a  result  of  the  lectures  five  teachers 
who  are  located  in  two  of  the  schools  the 
farthest  away  from  the  library  volun- 
teered to  give  a  Saturday  morning  story 
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to  children  of  their  schools,  one  teacher 
carrying  a  series  through  the  four  Satur- 
days in  the  month.  None  of  the  children 
attending  this  story  hour  are  able  to  get  to 
the  library  on  account  of  the  distance. 
Twenty-three  libraries  answered  emphat- 
ically that  discipline  is  not  a  factor  in 
their  work  at  all,  but  the  concensus  of 
opinion  seems  to  be  'Allow  children  as 
much  freedom  as  possible  consistent  with 
the  rights  of  others,  and  don't  nag.'  An 
item  of  interest  connected  with  the  larger 
boys  and  girls,  is  the  custom  that  prevails 
in  some  places  of  setting  aside  a  number 
of  books  for  boys  and  girls  over  fourteen. 
In  Portland  they  have  now  a  collection 
of  a  thousand  so  set  aside  in  charge  of  a 
young  assistant  who  can  help  and  recom- 
mend to  the  young  people.  It  includes 
standard  novels  and  the  experiment  has 
been  reported  as  worth  while.  The  li- 
brary in  Davenport,  Iowa,  made  a  start 
with  cutting  out  pictures  from  old  maga- 
zines until  a  collection  of  about  a  thou- 
sand were  accumulated.  These  were 
mounted  and  form  the  nucleus  of  a  grow- 
ing collection  to  send  to  schools." 

Mrs  Whitbeck  closes  by  giving  a  list 
of  bibliographic  aids  for  the  children's 
librarian. 

A  synopsis  of  Miss  Ellis's  report  shows 
"that  the  Plainfield  (N.  J.)  Public  Li- 
brary makes  a  specialty  of  lists  for  spe- 
cial classes  of  workers ;  such  as  'Best 
books  for  steam  engineers,'  'A  dozen  good 
books  for  teachers,'  etc.  They  make  sure 
of  these  lists  reaching  the  persons  for 
whom  they  were  intended  by  sending 
copies  directly  to  the  factories  and  schools. 
Another  set  of  lists  would  include  'Good 
stories  for  summer  reading';  'Some  good 
essays' ;  'Fairy  tales  for  children',  etc. 
More  or  less  extensive  lists  on  these  and 
similar  heads  could  be  compiled  by  even 
a  small  library.  Perhaps  the  most  help- 
ful lists  are  those  which  reach  the  hands 
of  the  working  classes  and  relate  to  topics 
of  vital  interest  to  them,  e.g.  Books  on 
carpentry  ;  Home  decoration  ;  and  lists  on 
various  trades,  which  may  be  published  in 
the  local  paper.  In  making  book  collec- 
tions and  arranging  exhibits  it  is  well  to 
consider  local  conditions.  .  For  instance, 
in  a  coast  town  a  shell  collection,  an 
aquarium,  or  a  collection  of  books  rela- 
ting to  marine  topics  would  be  of  great 
interest   and   value,    whereas   in   an   agri- 


cultural district  they  would  prove  practi- 
cally worthless.  Among  the  libraries 
which  have  done  the  best  work  along  the 
lines  of  book  collections  and  exhibits  we 
find  Newark,  N.  J.,  under  the  direction 
of  John  Cotton  Dana.  During  the  year 
1907  this  library  gave  exhibits  of  Ameri- 
can history  materials,  jewelry,  painting, 
cartoons,  forestry,  drawing  school  work, 
T.  W.  C.  A.,  art,  manual  training,  New- 
ark history  and  printing.  They  have  also 
had  some  splendid  exhibits  of  Japanese 
prints  and  fine  book  bindings.  Exhibits 
of  this  nature  are  frequently  loaned  to 
other  libraries  and  are  thus  brought 
within  reach  of  a  large  number  of  people. 
In  190.5  the  Newark  library  opened  a 
science  museum  devoted  to  minerals, 
plants  and  similar  objects ;  this  has  been 
maintained  as  a  permanent  department. 

"During  the  same  year  Wadsworth 
Athenaeum,  Hartford,  Conn.,  gave  an 
illustrated  lecture  on  bookbinding,  illus- 
trated by  the  finest  specimens  of  bindings 
in  the  Watkinson  collection.  This  ex- 
hibit also  contained  facsimiles  of  famous 
bindings  and  designs  covering  the  past 
three  centuries.  Pratt  Institute  has  an 
annual  exhibit  of  Christmas  books.  These 
are  shown  in  two  sections,  adult  and  ju- 
venile. They  have  of  late  years  made  ar- 
rangements with  three  local  dealers  to 
have  in  stock  the  books  shown  in  the 
exhibit,  to  insure  to  the  public  an  oppor- 
tunity of  purchasing  such  books  as  they 
selected  from  the  collection.  A  very  in- 
teresting exhibit  was  that  prepared  by 
the  New  York  Public  Library  to  com- 
memorate the  centenary  of  the  birth  of 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne,  and  opened  in  the 
Lenox  building.  This  was  a  free  exhi- 
bition of  his  works  in  their  original 
editions,  manuscript  writings  by  him,  por- 
traits, views  of  his  haunts  and  homes 
and  books  about  him.  The  collection,  con- 
tained an  absolutely  complete  series  of 
Hawthorne  first  editions.  Plainfield  (N. 
J.)  Public  Library  has  given  rather  a 
unique  exhibit  devoted  to  books  of  inter- 
est to  women,  cookery,  domestic  science, 
household  matters,  etc.  The  books  were 
displayed  on  four  tables  devoted  respec- 
tively to  cookery,  food  values ;  domestic 
science  and  servants ;  home  nursing,  do- 
mestic and  school  hygiene,  physical  cul- 
ture ;  kindergarten  methods  and  games. 
Charts    showing    food    values    and    quan- 
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tides  were  displayed  on  the  walls,  and 
each  table  was  in  charge  of  women  es- 
pecially interested  in  the  subject.  Rock- 
ford  (111.)  Public  Library  recently  had 
an  interesting  exhibit  of  Japanese  prints. 
A  collection  of  Indian  or  Aztec  curios 
would  be  very  interesting  to  the  residents 
of  the  Southwest  and  Pacific  coast.  We 
find  in  one  of  the  branch  libraries  of  New 
York  that  collections  of  books  on  various 
topics  have  been  arranged  after  this  man- 
ner :  Each  subject  is  given  a  separate 
nook  or  alcove  and  made  conspicuous  in 
ksome  pronounced  manner.  Near  the  books 
[on  fish  and  fishing  is  placed  a  large 
iquarium  of  running  water ;  a  case  of 
lounted  birds  is  placed  near  the  shelves 
Containing  books  on  birds ;  a  small  tele- 
scope, a  tellurian,  a  planetary,  and  an 
oil  painting  of  an  eclipse  are  shown  near 
the  astronomy  shelves.  Over  the  collec- 
{tion  of  books  on  Japan,  Russia,  Corea 
md  China  are  arranged  national  flags. 

"The  Los  Angeles  Public  Library  under 
the  direction  of  Charles  F.  Lummis  is  en- 
gaged in  preparing  a  most  interesting  and 
profitable  autograph  collection.  The  Long 
Beach  (Cal. )  Public  Library  has  a  very 
well  chosen  shell  collection  composed 
chiefly  of  shells  found  along  the  coast  of 
Southern  California.  A  few  years  ago 
this '  library  opened  an  art  exhibit,  the 
pictures  shown  being  loaned  from  art 
dealers'  collections.  An  interesting  and 
profitable  feature  of  the  Oakland  library 
is  the  annual  wild  flower  day  which  is 
celebrated  in  April." 

Miss  Baird  reports  on  Lectures  and 
Cooperation  that  in  California  "Alameda 
has  the  honor  of  opening  the  first  room  in 
connection  with  the  library,  where  a  man 
can  go  to  spend  an  evening,  smoke  his 
pipe,  play  a  game  of  chess  and  checkers 
with  a  friend  or  read  the  news  of  the 
day.  This  idea  seems  a  departure  from 
the  usual  one  of  a  reading  room  where  a 
man  can  read  but  cannot  enjoy  the  free- 
dom which  he  would  find  in  the  room 
described  above.  A  library,  in  a  town  in 
which  there  is  no  hall  where  a  club  or 
society  can  hold  a  meeting,  can  if  it  has 
an  extra  room  or  two,  make  itself  valu- 
able to  the  community  by  allowing  such 
meetings  to  take  place  at  the  library. 
This  is  the  case  in  one  of  our  California 
towns,  and  the  librarian  reports  that  one 
night   there    were    five    meetings    in    full 
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swing  at  the  library.  The  only  thing 
necessary  is  the  consent  of  the  trustees, 
and  these  trustees  are  so  interested  that 
they  buy  books  which  will  be  helpful  to 
these  organizations.  In  this  way  the 
library  becomes  the  social  center  of  the 
small  town  and  its  citizens  take  a  per- 
sonal pride  in  it.  Many  of  the  Eastern 
libraries  are  adopting  the  free  lecture 
plan.  Probably  the  Grand  Rapids  Public 
Library  is  doing  as  much  as  any  of  these, 
in  this  line.  They  expect  to  give  about 
sixty  free  lectures  this  winter.  These  lec- 
tures cover  a  wide  range  of  subjects  and 
are  well  advertised  by  printed  notices  sent 
out  announcing  the  subject,  the  name  of 
the  lecturer,  some  items  of  interest  about 
him  and  the  date  of  the  lecture.  Then  on 
the  back  of  these  notices  is  printed  a  list 
of  the  books  which  are  in  the  library  on 
the  subject.  These  lectures  are  given  at 
the  main  library  and  also  the  branches, 
and  the  interest  taken  is  so  great  that  in 
many  cases  the  seating  capacity  is  in- 
adequate. Many  of  the  lectures  are  illus- 
trated ones  on  such  interesting  subjects 
as  'Forecasting  the  weather,'  'Psychology 
as  applied  to  every  day  life,'  'The  friendly 
moon,'  'Grand  canyon  of  the  Colorado,' 
etc.  Several  lectures  have  been  given  by 
local  men  on  subjects  which  were  of  gen- 
eral interest,  such  as  'The  history,  manu- 
facture and  uses  of  coal  gas,'  by  the  Vice- 
president  and  general  manager  of  the  Gas 
company,  and  another  on  'Electricity'  by 
some  one  connected  with  the  Electric 
light  company.  Another  library  which 
has  tried  the  lecture  plan  is  the  Black- 
stone  Memorial  Library  of  Branford, 
Conn.  The  librarian  reports  that  they 
had  the  lectures  with  a  few  concerts  dur- 
ing the  winter.  The  lectures  were  given 
in  groups  of  five,  one  set  before  Christ- 
mas and  the  other  after  New  Year.  The 
small  sum  of  50  cents  was  charged  for 
the  course,  and  the  school  children  could 
earn  a  ticket  by  selling  ten.  In  Evans- 
ton,  111.,  they  have  in  their  new  building 
a  room  in  the  basement  which  they  call 
their  Club  room.  In  this  room,  the 
librarian  expects  to  reach  a  class  of  older 
boys  who  are  not  in  school,  by  having 
some  form  of  evening  work.  They  also 
have  a  small  room  in  which  they  have 
already  given  a  number  of  lectures." 

Miss  Jacobus  in  reporting  on  Reference 
work  says  that  the  first  need  is  plenty  of 
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up-to-date  statistical  material.  "Have 
your  book  committee  authorize  you  once 
for  all  to  purchase  the  new  editions  as 
issued.  It  will  save  your  time  and  theirs, 
and  give  you  the  annuals  a  month  or  two 
sooner.  Of  periodicals  get  sets  of  local 
value  whether  Poole  sets  or  not.  Get  all 
you  can  about  your  immediate  vicinity. 
Our  California  periodicals,  for  example, 
while  often  worth  little  elsewhere,  can  not 
be  spared  here.  For  scientific  and  techni- 
cal information,  depend  largely  on  peri- 
odicals. The  latest  is  to  be  had  therein. 
So,  buy  as  freely  as  may  be  of  good  tech- 
nical periodicals,  whether  indexed  in  the 
general  indexes  or  not,  and  let  books  of 
this  class  be  secondary.  Get  all  state 
documents.  You  will  find  them  indespen- 
sable.  As  for  U.  S.  documents,  I  am 
heretical.  For  years  I  have  been  told 
that  'the  public  documents  are  a  mine  of 
valuable  information.'  For  years  I  have 
tried  to  use  them.  I  am  coming  to  the 
conclusion  that  while  for  exhaustive  stu- 
dents they  are  requisite,  for  the  average 
seeker  they  do  not  give  information  in 
the  shape  most  readily  assimilated.  They 
are  a  mine,  it  is  true,  but  the  ore  is  difii- 
cult  to  reduce.  The  'World's  almanac'  and 
the  like  are  built  for  the  man  in  the 
street,  but  government  reports  are  not, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Congressional 
Record  and  the  publications  of  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  and  the  Department  of 
Agriculture.  Wyer's  list  contains  19  sets. 
I  would  get  even  of  these  only  the  sets  I 
had  proved  the  need  of  in  my  community, 
and  then  would  add  a  few  single  papers 
of  local  value.  With  all  your  getting,  get 
indexes.  Get  all  general  indexes  to  peri- 
odicals, to  scientific  sets  and  serials.  The 
'A.  L.  A.  index  to  general  literature'  no 
one  will  foiget.  Get  bibliographies  and 
lists  issued  by  other  libraries,  and  make 
a  point  of  watching  for  new  ones.  Get 
the  Library  of  Congress  lists. 

"Get  pictures,  globes,  trade  catalogs, 
museum  material,  only  after  the  forego- 
ing lines  are  well  filled  out.  Items  in  this 
group  require  much  room  and  special  care 
to  be  of  any  use.  Wait  till  the  depart- 
ment is  otherwise  well  organized.  Learn 
to  subtract  as  well  as  add.  Clear  out 
all  the  fiotsam  and  jetsam,  gifts,  oddities, 
useless  documents.  Keep  the  reference 
department  in  a  small  library  compact 
and  modern,  the  only  ticket  to  admission 


being  utility.  Having  acquired  the  books, 
study  them.  Learn  their  possibilities. 
Full  many  a  gem  of  purest  ray  is  hidden 
in  your  collection.  Locate  them  all. 
Study  the  idiosyncrasies  of  the  bibliog- 
raphies, and  arrange  everything  so  you 
can  use  it  swiftly.  Bear  in  mind  that 
persons  come  and  go,  but  the  institution 
continues,  and  have  library  possessions  so 
that  anybody  can  find  them.  If  you  can 
not  devote  the  whole  time  of  one  person, 
you  can  at  least  have  all  serious  work, 
the  making  of  lists,  and  all  research  in 
fields  even  slightly  unfamiliar,  referred  to 
one  person  for  revision.  However  you 
manage  the  specializing,  do  not  let  search- 
ers be  disappointed  because  of  the  inef- 
ficiency of  your  staff.  There  is  just  one 
adequate  excuse  for  not  supplying  refer- 
ence aid,  and  that  is,  nothing  in  the 
library  on  the  subject.  Given  the  books 
and  the  workers,  how  shall  you  serve  your 
patron?  First,  make  the  information  fit 
the  inquirer.  Do  not  give  scientific  dis- 
quisitions to  a  housemother  with  a  club 
paper  to  write.  Do  not  insult  an  expert 
with  a  sketchy  magazine  article.  Here 
is  where  you  must  mix  with  brains. 
Refer  questions  beyond  your  resources  to 
the  experts  of  the  town.  Make  of  them 
a  consulting  staff,  and  thereby  obtain  a 
reliable  answer  for  your  querist.  This 
serves  a  double  purpose.  It  aids  the 
patron,  and  it  secures  by  its  subtle  flat- 
tery another  friend  to  the  library.  When- 
ever the  briefest  list  is  prepared,  date  it 
and  preserve  it  for  future  use.  A  vertical 
file  is  the  handiest  way  of  keeping  these." 
In  closing  this  report,  I  beg  to  advise 
that  you  look  over  the  separate  reports,, 
for  they  are  full  of  suggestive  thoughts. 

Distribution  of  State  Documents. 

Charles  F.  Lummis,  chairman. 

During  the  Thirty-eighth  Session  of  the 
Legislature  a  law  was  enacted  which 
places  the  distribution  of  State  documents 
in  the  hands  of  the  State  Librarian  mainly, 
and  of  the  Secretary  of  State ;  the  former 
sending  ovTt  everything  except  the  laws, 
resolutions  and  journals  of  the  Legisla- 
ture and  the  reports  of  the  Supreme  Court 
and  District  Courts  of  Appeal,  which  are 
taken  care  of  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 
The  public  libraries,  upon  request,  may 
receive  all  State  publications  except  the 
Court  reports.  No  library,  however,  need 
receive  anything  not  wanted. 
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Uniform  Business  Methods. 

Maegaeet  Dold,  chairman. 

To  the  questionnaire  which  was  sent  out 
during  the  past  year  to  all  California  pub- 
lic libraries,  94  replies  were  received.  The 
year's  work  on  this  problem  has  made  it 
clear  to  the  Committee  that  it  is  difficult 
of  solution,  as  many  of  the  libraries  seem 
to  have  already  adopted  the  method  best 
suited  to  meet  their  needs.  In  order  to 
show  the  methods  in  use  we  will  present  a 
brief  digest  of  the  reply  blanks.  This  data 
will  show  that  while  no  two  libraries  agree 
on  all  points,  there  is  a  general  trend 
toward  uniformity. 

69  libraries  report  that  their  support 
comes  from  a  special  tax  levied  for  library 
purposes ;  25  answer  that  it  comes  from 
the  general  fund ;  while  only  six  have  out- 
side help  in  addition  to  the  regular  sup- 
port. 

There  seems  to  be  divided  divergence  of 
opinion  as  to  a  stated  time  for  depositing 
fines  and  petty  receipts  with  the  treasurer. 
Some  reply  that  this  is  a  monthly  trans- 
action, others  that  it  is  attended  to  quar- 
terly. One  or  two  of  the  larger  libraries 
add  it  to  the  daily  routine,  and  a  few  give 
the  unsatisfactory  reply  "whenever  sev- 
eral dollars  have  accumulated."'  In  spite 
of  the  irregularity,  the  fact  remains  that 
the  money  is  turned  over  to  the  proper  au- 
thority at  some  time,  and  a  record  of  it  is 
kept  by  either  the  librarian  or  the  secre- 
tary, usually  the  former.  As  to  the  draw- 
ing of  money,  this  is  done,  with  but  few 
exceptions,  by  means  of  a  warrant  which 
is  usually  signed  by  president  or  secre- 
tary of  the  library  board.  In  some  in- 
stances the  warrant  order  is  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary,  turned  over  to 
the  city  clerk,  who  draws  the  warrant 
proper.  About  three  fourths  of  the  libra- 
ries require  bills  to  be  presented  on  a 
printed  demand.  Some  trustees  are  very 
exacting  and  demand  an  itemized  list, 
while  others  are  satisfied  if  the  bill  is  at- 
tached to  a  blank  demand.  The  same  lack 
of  exactness  is  noticeable  in  regard  to  the 
demand  being  sworn.  The  auditing  is 
done  in  various  ways.  In  the  large  libra- 
ries there  is  usually  a  regular  finance 
committee,  while  the  small  library  relies 
upon  the  president,  secretary,  the  entire 
board,  or  the  librarian.  As  fines  never  ex- 
ceed a  few  cents,  it  is  not  deemed  neces- 
sary, by  the  majority,  to  give  receipts  for 


such  trifling  sums.  However,  one  librarian 
states,  "Receipts  are  given  for  everything 
— no  matter  how  trifling  the  sum."  If 
checking  is  required  it  is  done  by  means 
of  the  Librarian's  cash  book,  or  cash  slips. 
Generally  we  find  that  the  payment  of 
petty  accounts  is  not  taken  from  the  gen- 
eral fund,  but  the  librarian  is  allowed  use 
of  the  fines,  etc.,  for  the  contingent  fund, 
lu  some  instances  this  is  allowed  by  the 
city  charter.  Occasionally  the  librarian 
advances  the  money,  and  reimburses  her- 
self at  the  time  of  the  next  monthly  meet- 
ing. Only  a  limited  number  of  libraries 
report  that  the  librarian  presents  receipts. 
They  nearly  all  agree  that  the  sums  in- 
volved in  the  transaction  are  too  small  to 
warrant  the  step. 

On  one  point  only  is  there  a  marked  de- 
gree of  uniformity.  To  the  question, 
"Does  the  secretary  of  the  library  board 
keep  accounts  showing  total  expenditures" 
for  salaries,  -rents,  books,  etc.,"  the  reply 
in  every  case  was  in  the  affirmative. 
Usually  a  list,  or  record,  of  all  warrants, 
numbered  consecutively,  is  kept,  showing 
the  heads  of  accounts  for  which  warrants 
are  drawn.  The  secretary  also  ascertains 
from  the  city  clerk,  or  auditor,  the  con- 
dition of  the  library  fund,  but  it  is  done  at 
his  own  convenience  monthly,  quax'terly, 
or  "whenever  he  happens  to  take  a  no- 
tion to  do  so,"  as  one  response  stated. 
Only  the  larger  libraries  realize  the  im- 
portance of  having  their  books  experted 
annually.  The  question  seems  to  have 
come  as  a  new  idea  to  some,  causing  a 
realization  of  the  fact  that  library  rec- 
ords are  really  city  records.  One  library 
states  "As  each  month  clears  up  all  ac- 
counts and  neither  librarian  nor  secre- 
tary handles  money  except  petty  accounts, 
there  is  no  need  for  experting." 

The  foregoing  shows  that  all  are  fol- 
lowing along  broad,  general  lines,  but 
there  is  decided  disparity  of  opinion 
which  leads  the  Committee  to  think,  that' 
while  to  all  outward  appearances  the  pre- 
vailing conditions  seem  the  same,  they, 
nevertheless,  differ  materially ;  therefore 
a  definite  decision  as  to  methods  of  doing 
the  same  thing  in  the  same  way  would 
require  very  careful  consideration. 

The  Committee  is  inclined  to  believe 
that  possibly  many  libraries  would  re- 
luctantly consider  a  change  in  their  meth- 
ods. Any  measure  pertaining  to  regular 
librai-y   work,   where   a  standard   of  uni- 
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fovmity  must  be  maintained,  is  a  very 
different  matter ;  but  in  financial  affairs 
many  seemingly  desire  to  be  self-govern- 
ing, vp'hile  others  are  open  to  conviction. 
Hence,  the  Committee  feels  that  until 
further  action  has  been  taken  in  the  mat- 
ter it  is  advisable  to  make  only  sugges- 
tions of  a  preliminary  nature. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  every  expenditure, 
even  the  smallest  sum,  should  show  au- 
thorization on  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  library  board.  It  is  desirable 
that  a  regular  demand  be  presented  be- 
fore any  money  is  paid  out  of  the  library 
fund,  but  in  case  it  is  necessary  to  paj' 
the  bill  before  the  regular  monthly  meet- 
ing, the  receipted  bill  should  be  attached 
to  the  demand.  Section  S  of  our  library 
law  states  that  all  money  received  from 
whatever  source  must  be  turned  into  the 
city  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  library 
fund.  Hence,  in  addition  to  the  taxes, 
all  fines,  subscriptions,  etc.,  received  by 
the  librarian  should  be  deposited  and  a 
record  of  same  should  show  on  the  sec- 
retary's books.  This  depositing  of  fines 
and  petty  receipts  necessarily  causes  the 
contingent  fund  to  be  drawn  on  by  means 
of  warrant.  Whether  this  may  be  done 
conveniently  in  the  small  library  where 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  are  very 
small,  is  a  question. 

It  was  the  intention  of  your  Commit- 
tee to  make  up  a  set  of  model  forms  of 
librarian's  records.  These  were  to  in- 
clude a  simple  inexpensive  way  of  record- 
ing fines,  which  would  meet  the  approval 
of  the  most  exacting  auditor,  a  model  for 
the  librarian's  cash  book,  very  simple  in 
form,  and  possibly  a  model  for  a  monthly 
report  from  the  librarian  to  the  board. 
However,  after  considerable  correspond- 
ence we  realized  that  such  work  could  not 
be  done  satisfactorily  without  meetings  of 
the  Committee,  and  the  idea  was  aban- 
doned. 

There  is  much  to  be  done  before  a  line 
of  procedure  can  be  outlined,  and  we  hope 
that  it  will  be  deemed  wise  to  appoint 
another  Committee  who  will  take  up  this 
matter  and  carry  it  on. 

Library  Training  School. 

J.  L.  GiLLis,  chairman. 

The  Committee  on  Library  Training 
School  reported  its  efforts  to  secure  the 
passage  of  a  bill  through  the  38th  session 
of  the  Legislature   to  provide  means  for 


the  establishment  of  a  library  school 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Library. 
Failing  to  accomplish  this,  the  Committee 
took  up  the  matter  with  the  University 
of  California,  from  which  no  definite 
promise  has  been  received.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  the  University  may  start 
the  school  within  the  next  two  years.*

Dear  Sir  :  The  California  Library  As- 
sociation had,  April  15  to  17,  what  is 
doubtless  tlie  most  profitable  and  pleasant 
conference  in  its  history.  Those  about  the 
Bay,  who  are  especially  interested  in 
library  work,  showed  tlie  visitors  every 
courtesy  and  attention ;  throughout  the 
series  of  meetings,  professional  and  social, 
tliere  was  an  air  of  unrestraint  and  free- 
dom which  aided  materially  in  bringing 
out  points  worthy  of  note  and  considera- 
tion. 

I  am  sure  that  I  am  expressing  the 
feeling  of  all  tliose  present  when  I  tell  you 
of  my  own  disappointment  in  your  inabil- 
ity to  be  with  us.  But  in  behalf  of  the 
Association  I  wish  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation for  the  cordial  welcome  and  hos- 
pitality accorded  us  by  members  of  your 
faculty  and  library  staff  on  the  occasion 
of  our  visit,  April  16th,  to  the  University 
of  California.  All  examined  with  pleasure 
tlie  new  library  building  whose  construc- 
tion is  progressing  so  satisfactorily ;  and 
noted  with  deep  professional  interest  that 
part  of  the  building,  wliich,  as  Mr.  Rowell 
remarked,  was  quite  probably  being  re- 
served for  the  accommodation  of  a  library 
school.  You  are  possibly  aware  of  the  at- 
titude of  the  legislative  committees  before 
wliich  we  recently  presented  the  reasons 
why  such  a  school  should  be  founded ; 
tliat  is,  that  the  work  of  the  school  could 
be  carried  on  best,  both  from  the  stand- 
point of  students  and  also  of  state,  at  the 
State  University.  Everyone  directly  con- 
nected with  library  activities  in  California 
— I  might  say  on  the  Pacific  coast — would 
hail  with  pleasure  and  enthusiasm  any  an- 
nouncement you  might  make  regarding 
the  early  establishment  of  such  a  school. 
And  further,  in  behalf  of  the  C.  L.  A.  and 
of  the  State  Library,  I  beg  to  offer  any 
possible  assistance  wliich  may  aid  in 
reaching  this  so  desirable  end. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  be  as- 
sured that  when  the  training  school  is  es- 
tablished much  talent  will  be  found  among 
the  members  of  the  C.  L.  A.  and  of  the 
State  library  staff,  ready  to  give  special 
lectures  and  instruction  along  certain 
special  lines.

Library  Conditions  in  Oregon. 

Cornelia  Marvin. 

The  charm  of  the  speaker's  personality 
is  necessarily  lost  in  the  following  brief 
outline  of  her  address,  which  was  given 
informally  from  rough  notes.  Miss  Mar- 
vin began  by  describing  the  political  con- 
ditions in  Oregon,  which  she  called  a 
"political  experiment  station."  Anj'  voter 
may  find  himself  called  upon  to  record  on 
a  ballot  six  feet  long  his  opinion  as  to  the 
desirability  of  woman  suffrage,  state 
ownership  of  railroads,  state  insurance 
and  kindred  subjects.  As  a  natural  con- 
sequence the  young  men  demand  informa- 
tion on  such  questions,  and  it  has  been 
the  aim  of  the  Oregon  Library  Commis- 
sion to  supply  sociological  material  to  all 
parts  of  the  state.  The  welfare  of  the 
state  depends  directly  upon  the  intelli- 
gence of  the  voters,  and  the  state  is  begin- 
ning to  awaken  to  its  duty  of  educating 
the  people.  Oregon  has  a  scattered  popu- 
lation, with  no  free  libraries  outside  of 
Portland.  The  problem  of  the  Commis- 
sion has  been  to  get  books  to  all  the  peo- 
ple, and  it  has  adopted  a  system  Of  travel- 
ing libraries  as  the  best  solution.  The 
Library  Commission  was  formed  with 
large  powers  but  little  money.  It  has 
worked  with  other  educational  agencies 
in  the  state,  the  schools,  the  teachers"  in- 
stitutes, the  granges  and  the  farmers'  in- 
stitutes. Debate  libraries  have  been 
formed  and  an  Oregon  state  debaters' 
league  organized.  These  debate  libraries 
are  in  constant  demand.     As  far  as  the

limited  funds  of  the  Commission  would 
permit,  state  legislative  reference  work 
has  been  done. 

In  closing,  Miss  Marvin  spoke  of  the 
recent  English  criticism  of  American  libra- 
ries. She  said  that  in  the  important 
reports  of  the  Commission  on  Country 
Life  and  of  the  Pittsburg  Survey  the  pub- 
lic library  had  scarcely  been  mentioned  as 
an  economic  factor,  and  she  thought  that 
something  is  wrong  if  in  any  community 
the  library  is  not  felt  as  a  positive  force 
in  the  betterment  of  the  condition  of  the 
people. 

Recent  California  Library  Legislation 
and  Its  Significance. 

Milton  J.  Ferguson. 

During  the  38th  session  of  the  Califor- 
nia Legislature  17  library  bills  were  in- 
troduced. That  number  does  not,  however, 
include  city  charter  measures  which,  of 
course,  all  contain  sections  relating  to 
libraries.  Of  that  total  two  were  vetoed 
by  the  Governor,  but  in  a  later  form  met 
his  approval ;  three  died  in  committees 
for  reasons  not  made  public ;  one  was  I'e- 
fused  passage  on  the  third  reading  in  the 
Assembly  ;  the  remaining  11  passed.  With 
the  exception  of  one  bill,  those  lost  were 
not  of  greatest  importance ;  and  except 
that  one  may  be  dismissed  without  fur- 
ther mention. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  234,  introduced  by 
Mr  Johnson  of  Sacramento,  set  aside  out 
of  the  fees  receive^  each  month  by  the 
secretary  of  state  the  sum  of  $700  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  a  school  for  library 
training  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Library.  The  need  for  such  a  school  is 
urgent.  A  point  in  the  development  of 
libraries  of  this  state  has  been  reached 
where  it  is  imperative  that  means  be  fur- 
nished for  teaching  library  methods.  The 
executive  committee  of  the  C.  L.  A.  did 
everything  possible  in  bringing  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature  the  various  rea- 
sons why  the  comparatively  small  sum 
should  be  granted.  The  librarians  of  San 
Francisco  Public  Library,  Stanford  Uni- 
versity, the  State  University  and  others 
appeared  before  committees.  The  bill 
passed  the  Assemblj',  but  died  in  a  Senate 
Committee,  not  because  the  legislators  did 
not  see  the  merit  in  it,  but  because  other 
demands  on  a  limited  treasury  had  to  be 
met. 
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Assembly  bill  234  is  dead.  The  demand 
for  a  library  school  remains,  more  insist- 
ent if  possible  than  ever.  Those  interested 
in  the  work  must  continue  their  efforts  to 
secure  adequate  library  training  in  this 
state  until  they  meet  with  success.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Legislature  who  favored  the 
idea  still  thought  our  schools  already  estab- 
lished ought  to  offer  this  instruction.  It 
is  possible  that  the  universities  may  be 
able  to  undertake  the  work ;  if  not,  then 
two  years  hence  the  Legislature  meets 
again.  The  State  Library  wants  our  peo- 
ple to  be  able  to  get  library  training  at 
home,  let  who  will  undertake  the  work  of 
giving  instruction. 

Senate  Bill  No.  234,  introduced  by  Sen- 
ator Curtin  of  Sonora,  adds  a  new  sec- 
tion to  the  Political  Code  relating  to  the 
law  library  fund.  It  provides  that  boards 
of  supervisors  may  at  their  discretion  set 
aside  from  the  fees  collected  by  county 
clerks  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $30  in  any  one 
month  as  an  addition  to  the  law  library 
fund.  It  may  be  worth  mentioning  that 
this  fund  is  made  up  of  the  fees  of  one 
dollar  payable  upon  the  commencement  in 
or  removal  to  the  superior  court  of  any 
civil  action.  The  additional  sum  will  en- 
able these  libraries  to  secure  better  at- 
tendants and  more  books.  Little  atten- 
tion heretofore  has  been  given  to  the 
county  law  libraries  by  any  one  except 
those  of  the  legal  profession.  Their  de- 
velopment of  late  years  has  been  worthy 
of  notice ;  and  much  good  maj-  be  done 
through  a  better  understanding  of  their 
problems  and  needs. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  1431,  introduced  by 
Mr  Hans  of  Fruitvale,  Alameda  County, 
allows  unincorporated  towns  and  villages 
to  establish,  equip  and  maintain  public  li- 
braries. The  measure,  which  covers  ten 
pages  of  print,  goes  very  fully  into  the 
details  of  carrying  on  the  work.  Prac- 
tically the  same  privileges  are  extended 
to  the  unincorpoi-ated  districts  which  in- 
corporated towns  now  have.  Bonds  may 
be  voted  to  the  extent  of  five  per  cent  of 
the  taxable  property  of  the  district,  and 
a  tax  levy  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
library  may  be  made.  The  plan  is  a  new 
one  in  California,  and  is  in  the  nature  of 
an  experiment  which  librarians  will  watch 
with  interest. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  233,  introduced  by 
Mr   Johnson   of   Sacramento,   makes   cer- 


tain amendments  .  to  the  Municipal  li- 
brary act  of  1901,  which  in  the  light  of 
experience  the  authorities  of  the  State 
Library  deemed  wise.  Section  seven  of 
the  original  law  limited  the  tax  levy  for 
library  purposes  to  one  mill  on  the  dollar 
in  municipalities  of  the  first,  second  and 
third  classes  and  to  two  mills  in  munici- 
palities of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
classes.  The  amount  of  money  which 
should  be  spent  for  educational  purposes 
varies  in  different  parts  of  the  state. 
Where  property  is  valuable  a  small  tax 
rate  will  bring  in  a  sufficient  maintenance 
fund  for  this  work ;  where  property  is 
not  especially  valuable  the  reverse  is  true, 
though  the  need  for  books  in  the  latter 
locality  may  be  far  more  urgent.  In  gen- 
eral it  would  seem  wisest  to  leave  to  each 
section  of  the  state  to  decide  for  itself 
how  much  money  shall  be  raised  for  its 
library.  None  will  ever  be  burdened  with 
an  inexhaustible  fund.  Consequently  all 
reference  to  a  maximum  tax  levy  was 
eliminated.  The  Legislature  restored  this 
part  of  the  section,  but  raised  the  limit  to 
two  mills  on  the  dollar  in  municipalities 
of  the  first  three  classes  and  to  three  mills 
in  municipalities  of  the  remaining  three 
classes. 

Section  eight  of  the  law  of  1901  did 
not  define  in  an  unmistakable  manner  the 
method  by  which  warrants  were  to  be 
drawn  against  the  library  fund.  As  a 
result  occasional  misunderstanding  has 
arisen  between  city  boards  and  library 
boards  as  to  which  should  allow  bills. 
The  amendment  to  this  section  very 
plainly  states  that  payments  from  the  li- 
brary fund  shall  be  made  upon  warrants 
issued  after  due  audit,  and  an  order  from 
the  library  trustees ;  and  the  treasurer  of 
the  municipality  shall  pay  such  warrants 
without  further  order  or  warrant  from 
any  other  authority.  The  library  board  is 
responsible  for  the  management  of  its  in- 
stitution and  paying  bills  is  a  part  of  its 
work  which  can  not  well  be  done  by  other 
authorities  or  boards. 

Another  amendment  offered  to  the  mu- 
nicipalities library  act  did  away  with  all 
reference  to  the  disestablishment  of  libra- 
ries. The  reason  for  this  change  was 
that  so  far  no  community  in  California 
which  has  once  enjoyed  the  privileges  of 
a  free  library  has  been  willing  to  forego 
advantages  of  reading  and  study  :    hence

the  section  was  dead  law  in  fact.  The 
Legislature  was  uot  in  favor  of  eliminat- 
ing the  section,  but  did  change  the  law  so 
that  now  51  per  cent  of  the  electors,  in- 
stead of  the  former  one  fourth,  is  neces- 
sary for  disestablishing  a  library. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  1254,  introduced  by 
^Ir  Beardslee  of  San  Joaquin,  authorizes 
newspaper  files  collected  in  recorders'  of- 
fices to  be  deposited  in  free  public  libra- 
ries. It  was  known  that  at  Stockton, 
for  example,  rather  valuable  files  of  old 
newspapers  collected  under  authority  of 
an  act  approved  in  1862  were  stored 
away  in  the  office  of  the  County  Recorder. 
By  turning  these  papers  over  to  any  free 
library  at  the  county  seat  willing  to  un- 
dertake their  proper  care,  matter  of  his- 
torical value  and  interest  would  be  made 
accessible  to  the  public. 

The  following  bills  taken  together  form 
the  body  of  law  which  in  California  gov- 
erns what  has  been  called  our  new  library 
system.  An  attempt  has  been  made  to 
bring  the  library  units  of  the  state  into  a 
compact,  harmonious,  effective  machine 
for  the  purpose,  more  quickly,  more  fully 
and  more  cheaply  of  supplying  all  the 
people  of  the  state  with  the  books  which 
may  be  of  service  to  them.  In  order  to 
do  this  several  new  features  have  been  in- 
troduced and  some  which  have  been  tried 
elsewhere  have  been  enlarged  until  they 
have  a  state-wide  significance. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  235,  introduced  by 
Mr  Johnson  of  Sacramento,  increases  the 
State  Library  fund  from  $3500  to  .$5000 
per  month.  The  reasons  for  this  increase 
are  good.  The  State  Library,  as  the  head 
of  a  rapidly  developing  library  system, 
had  more  demands  than  could  be  met  un- 
der the  old  order  of  things.  More  books 
and  information  were  asked  for  by  out- 
lying communities,  other  libraries,  busi- 
ness men.  lawyers,  farmers,  students  and 
others  than  could  well  be  supplied.  Each 
department  of  the  Library  was  increasing 
its  range  of  usefulness  and  developing 
plans  more  fully  to  reach  out  wherever 
service  could  be  done.  These  facts,  plainly 
and  without  the  least  exaggeration,  were 
submitted  to  the  legislative  committees ; 
the  argument  was  considered  strong  and 
without  a  dissenting  voice  the  bill  was 
promptly  passed  and  as  promptly  received 
the  Governors  approving  signature.  Con- 
sequently, if  the  State  Librarv  has  done 


well  in  the  past,  its  authorities  promise 
with  this  more  liberal  support  to  do  bet- 
ter in  the  future. 

Senate  Bill  No.  977,  introduced  by  Sen- 
ator Bills  of  Sacramento,  increases  the 
salary  of  the  State  Librarian  from  $3000 
to  $3600  per  year. 

Senate  Bill  No.  762,  introduced  by  Sen- 
ator Black  of  Santa  Clara,  amends  Sec- 
tion 2293  of  the  Political  Code  relative 
to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  State  Library.  The  Board 
may  at  its  discretion  establish  deposit  sta- 
tions in  various  parts  of  the  state  under 
control  of  an  officer  or  employee  of  the 
State  Library  ;  provided  that  books  which 
may  be  required  officially  shall  not  be  per- 
manently kept  away  from  the  main 
library.  The  Trustees  already  doubtless 
had  this  power  in  some  degree ;  the 
amendment  permits  without  doubt  the 
sending  out  of  collections  of  books  which 
might  be  of  very  great  value  to  certain 
organizations,  groups  of  students  or  sec- 
tions of  the  state.  Any  change  in  the 
law  which  allows  a  freer  and  fuller  use 
of  the  resoui-ces  of  the  State  Library  by 
the  people  of  the  state  is  a  step  in  the 
way  of  building  up  a  successful  library 
system. 

Senate  Bill  No.  1245,  introduced  by 
Senator  McCartney  of  Los  Angeles,  re- 
lates to  the  distribution  of  state  publica- 
tions. In  times  past  the  matter  of  send- 
ing out  state  documents  has  been  left  al- 
most entirely  to  the  department,  officer  or 
commissions  under  which  they  were  pre- 
pared. As  a  result  libraries  which  wanted 
a  complete  collection  of  this  material  were 
forced  to  carry  on  a  correspondence  with 
a  comparatively  large  number  of  officers, 
and  they  could  never  be  sure  of  getting 
everj'thing  that  might  come  out.  State 
documents  published  primarily  for  the  use 
of  the  whole  state  should  first  of  all  be 
put  into  public  libraries,  rather  than  into 
the  hands  of  individuals,  so  that  in  years 
to  come  each  city  and  section  of  the  coun- 
try may  have  the  readiest  access  to  this 
valuable  material. 

The  new  law  provides  that  the  State 
Printer  shall  deliver  to  the  State  Libra- 
rian 75  per  cent  of  all  state  publications, 
except  the  laws,  resolutions  and  journals 
of  the  Legislature,  which  are  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  institutions  and  officers, 
including   public   libraries,   named   in    the 
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act.  After  this  is  done,  then  remaining 
copies  of  publications,  except  those  which 
by  law  are  required  to  be  sold,  may  be 
given  to  persons  applying  for  them ;  but 
not  more  than  one  copy  of  each  publica- 
tion may  be  given  to  one  person. 

The  laws,  resolutions  and  journals  of 
the  Legislature  are,  as  heretofore,  to  be 
distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
certain  named  institutions  and  oflBcers, 
including  again  public  and  college  libra- 
ries. Of  these  the  State  Library  is  to  re- 
ceive 50  copies  or  so  many  more  as  may 
be  required  for  exchange  purposes. 

The  court  reports  are  likewise  to  be 
distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to 
a  limited  class  of  persons  and  offices.  No 
provision  is  made  for  sending  a  copy  of 
the  reports  to  public  libraries.  The 
county  law  libraries  are  taken  care  of 
under  the  provisions  of  section  4201  of 
the  Political  Code,  which  directs  that  the 
Secretary  of  State  send  them  all  state 
publications,  and  especially  a  copy  of  the 
reports  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  -of  the 
District  Courts  of  Appeal. 

This  law  not  only  simplifies  the  dis- 
tribution of  state  publications  so  far  as 
public  libraries  are  concerned,  but  it  en- 
ables the  State  Library  to  build  up  an  ex- 
change list  of  great  value. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  196,  introduced  by 
Mr  Sackett  of  Ventura,  provides  a  county 
library  system ;  this  is  a  piece  of  con- 
structive library  legislation  which  is  be- 
lieved to  be  the  most  important  single 
act  to  be  found  on  the  statute  books  of 
any  state.  It  has  certain  features  never 
before  actually  put  into  practice  any- 
where ;  it  has  others  which  though  tried 
locally  have  never  before  been  given  a 
state  wide  significance.  The  measure  is 
short,  covering  as  it  does  but  a  little  more 
than  four  printed  pages.  It  does  not  go 
with  great  detail  into  the  work  of  running 
county  libraries,  but  very  wisely  limits 
itself  to  a  broad  foundation  upon  which 
each  countj'  may  build  a  stable  structure 
with  such  variations  as  may  appeal  to 
local  need. 

.  In  its  original  form  the  bill  provided 
that  county  libraries  might  be  established 
by  the  boards  of  supervisors  of  their  own 
motion,  or  upon  request  of  one  fourth  of 
the  electors  on  the  great  register.  This 
section  was  amended  by  the  Legislature 
and  the  law  as  passed  places  the  decision 


of  having  a  county  library  with  the  elect- 
ors at  the  time  of  the  annual  election  of 
school  trustees.  In  some  respects  this  is  an 
improvement  in  the  bill  is  first  conceived, 
for  it  unmistakably  calls  the  attention 
of  the  people  to  an  educational  question 
of  importance  to  the  whole  county ;  and 
it  offers  an  opportunity  for  such  thorough 
publicity  that  when  the  library  is  estab- 
lished its  development  may  be  expected  to 
be  all  the  more  rapid.  Incorporated  cities 
and  towns  already  maintaining  libraries 
are  not  forced  to  become  a  part  to  the 
county  system ;  not  less  than  five  days 
before  the  election  their  boards  of  trus- 
tees may  give  public  notice  of  their  inten- 
tion to  remain  apart.  In  such  cities  no 
election  on  the  question  is  held,  and  no 
tax  levy  for  maintenance  of  the  county 
library  is  made. 

Much  thought  was  given  to  the  com- 
position of  the  governing  board  for  the 
county  library.  Under  the  municipal 
library  system  almost  invariably  the  mem- 
bers of  the  library  board  are  individuals 
selected  because  of  marked  success  in 
their  own  fields  of  activity,  because  of 
their  broad  mindedness  and  because  of 
their  interest  in  things  educational.  With 
such  boards  phenomenal  growth  and  de- 
velopment might  well  be  expected.  Such, 
however,  is  not  usually  the  case.  And  the 
reason  is  not  because  the  boards  neglect 
their  duty  or  are  inefiicient.  The  reason 
is  very  simple :  it  takes  money  to  make 
any  sort  of  business  successful.  Boards 
of  library  trustees  have  only  an  advisory 
voice  in  disposing  of  public  funds.  And 
so  many  other  voices  are  so  much  louder 
and  so  much  nearer  that  the  library  is 
easily  overlooked  by  city  councils.  The 
remedy  for  such  a  difficulty  is  likewise 
simple  :  make  the  library  a  department  of 
the  county  government  in  charge  of  a 
committee  chosen  from  the  supervisors 
themselves,  so  that  they  will  know  the 
needs  of  the  institution  and  its  advantages 
to  the  people  just  as  they  know  the  needs 
and  the  advantages  of  every  other  depart- 
ment of  the  county  government.  This  is 
exactly  what  is  done  in  this  law.  A  com- 
mittee of  three  chosen  annually  by  the 
supervisors  from  among  their  own  num- 
ber manages  the  affairs  of  the  library, 
and  elects  a  librarian  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause. 

It  is  a  good  feature  of  the  system  that 
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the  librarian  is  not  elected  by  popular 
vote,  that  he  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the 
county  or  even  of  the  state  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  and  that  he  must  be  master  of 
his  profession  to  such  a  degree  as  to  be 
able  to  induce  the  librarian  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California,  the  Leland  Stanford 
Junior  University  or  the  State  Librarian 
to  certify  that  he  is  well  qualified  for  the 
office.  We  have  heard  much  about  the 
certification  of  librarians  but  this  is  the 
first  law  on  the  subject  actually  found 
among  the  statutes  of  any  state.  The  bill 
as  originally  introduced  fixed  the  libra- 
rian's salary  as  not  less  than  that  paid 
the  county  superintendent  of  schools ;  this 
was  changed  and  a  definite  sum  substi- 
tuted. In  counties  of  the  first  to  tenth 
classes  the  salary  is  $2400 ;  of  the  11th 
to  29th,  $2000  ;  of  the  30th  to  40th.  $1500  : 
of  the  41st  to  54th,  $1000  ;  of  the  55th  to 
58th,  $750. 

While  the  library  committee  is  author- 
ized to  make  general  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  institution  and  determining 
the  number  and  kind  of  employees,  the 
appointment  and  dismissal  of  employees, 
the  selection  and  purchase  of  books  and 
the  actual  management  of  the  business  of 
the  library  are  left  wholly  to  the  county 
librarian.  This  we  believe  is  as  it  should 
be :  It  puts  the  responsibility  and  the 
labor  of  building  up  an  eifective  organiza- 
tion for  each  county  into  the  hands  of 
one  person.  He  is  given  full  power  to 
cooperate  with  other  librarians.  He  may 
establish  branches  and  deposit  stations 
wherever  in  his  county  they  seem  needed. 
Specific  mention  is  made  of  the  cdlintj- 
law  library  which  could  very  easily  be- 
come an  active  part  of  the  system. 

The  county  libraries  of  the  state  are 
placed  under  the  general  supervision  of 
the  State  Librarian,  who.  either  person- 
ally or  vicariously,  must  from  time  to  time 
visit  the  libraries  of  each  county  and  in- 
quire into  their  working  and  conditions. 
He  may  likewise  call  an  annual  conven- 
tion of  county  librarians  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  any  and  all  questions  perti- 
nent to  their  professional  undertakings. 
What  is  more,  the  law  requires  county 
librarians  to  be  present  at  such  conven- 
tions and  to  take  part  in  them :  and 
wisely  enough  the  law  allows  the  county 
librarians  their  actual  expenses  while  per- 
forming this  duty.     The  State  Librarian 


gathers  statistics  from  the  annual  reports, 
which  must  come  to  him  from  within  the 
state ;  he  gets  information  from  his  rela- 
tions with  the  other  libraries  of  the  nation. 
As  the  head  of  the  system  of  California 
libraries  he  is  in  the  most  advantageous 
position  to  use  such  data  to  the  further 
upbuilding  and  strengthening  of  the  indi- 
vidual libraries. 

The  county  library  is  supported  by  an 
annual  tax  not  to  exceed  one  mill  on  the 
dollar  of  assessed  valuation.  Bonds  may 
also  be  voted  for  the  purpose  of  purchas- 
ing a  building  site  and  the  erection  and 
equipment  of  library  buildings,  not  for  the 
central  library  only,  but  also  for  its 
branches.  Here  it  may  be  added  that  the 
State  Librarian  has  been  in  communica- 
tion with  Mr  Andrew  Carnegie  who  has 
expressed  his  willingness  to  assist  counties- 
as  he  has  municipalities  in  the  matter  of 
buildings. 

No  law  to  encourage  the  building  of  a 
united  library  system  would  be  wisely 
drawn  if  it  sought  to  overlook  or  eliminate 
altogether  any  existing  library  either  large 
or  small.  Hence,  instead  of  beginning  at 
the  very  bottom  and  constructing  a  county 
system  aneAv.  where  conditions  are  favor- 
able, this  measure  contemplates  the  as- 
sumption of  the  functions  of  a  county 
library  bj'  some  town  or  city  library  al- 
ready in  existence.  The  board  of  super- 
visors may  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
board  of  library  trustees  of  a  municipality 
to  such  end.  This  latter  plan  has  already 
been  adopted  in  Sacramento  County,  and 
is  being  managed  by  Mr  Ripley,  the  head 
of  the  Sacramento  Public  Library. 

The  county  library  act  is  a  piece  of 
constructive  legislation  designed  to  do  for 
all  the  residents  of  the  county  just  what 
the  city  library  with  its  branches  does  for 
the  city  residents.  This  system  is  even 
better  than  the  municipalities  library 
plan,  because  it  operates  with  a  larger 
unit,  draws  its  support  from  a  larger 
source  of  revenue,  and  does  away  with 
useless  duplication,  which  at  the  present 
time  saps  the  strength  of  the  smaller  indi- 
vidual libraries.  After  four  years  of  ex- 
tension work  the  State  Library  is  con- 
vinced that  those  parts  of  the  state  which 
lack  library  facilities  can  be  reached  much 
more  quickly  and  economically  from  58 
distributing  points  than  from  one.  The 
reasons   for  this   are   many :    first,   in   the 
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county  system  the  distributing  center  is 
within  comparatively  easy  reach  of  all 
users ;  books  may  be  sent  from  it  to  the 
farthest  deposit  station  in  a  few  hours ; 
the  cost  of  transportation  is  much  less ; 
the  wear  on  the  books  themselves  is 
greatly  reduced ;  and  finally,  no  one  cen- 
ter, such  as  the  State  Library,  could  ever 
hope  to  receive  a  sum  of  money  sufiicient 
adequately  to  reach  all  the  residents  of 
a  state  of  the  great  length  and  breadth 
of  California. 

In  the  end  it  is  altogether  possible  that 
the  municipal  library  as  such  will  give 
way  to  the  county  system ;  and  one  gen- 
eral tax  instead  of  many  local  ones  will 
be  levied  to  support  the  united  libraries 
of  this  larger  unit,  the  county.  There  is 
no  reason  why  this  should  not  be ;  for  the 
interests  of  the  people  of  a  county  are 
not  separated  by  the  imaginary  lines 
drawn  round  about  towns  and  cities,  but 
are  in  common.  The  little  town  with  its 
little  library  will  profit  immeasurably  by 
becoming  a  part  of  the  county  system,  be- 
cavise  it  will  have  access  to  a  store  of 
books  otherwise  entirely  beyond  its  reach. 
The  large  town  with  its  large  library  will 
likewise  be  strengthened  and  enriched  by 
the  union. 

The  strength  of  any  combination  in- 
creases with  the  number  of  interests 
pooled ;  hence  wherever  possible  existing 
library  laws  have  been  so  modified  as  to 
form  a  part  of  the  larger  plan. 

Assembly  Bill  No.  246,  introduced  by 
Mr  Sackett  of  Ventura,  refers  to  teachers' 
institutes  and  library  funds.  One  half  of 
the  .$2.00  fee  collected  from  appplicants 
for  a  teacher's  certificate  goes  into  what 
is  called  a  teachers'  library  fund,  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  purchase  of  books  on 
pedagogical  subjects.  This  law  has  been 
changed,  permitting  the  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  in  counties  having  a 
county  library  to  turn  this  fund  over  to 
the  library.  The  money  must,  however, 
be  spent  for  books  of  special  interest  to 
teachers.  Hence,  in  counties  where  ad- 
vantage is  taken  of  this  law,  we  may  ex- 
pect to  find  strong  pedagogical  collections. 
Under  the  county  system  teachers  will 
have  the  privilege  of  calling  not  only  for 
educational  works  but  also  for  any  other 
books  which  they  may  want  and  which 
they  continually  need. 

Assembly  Bill   No.   19S,   introduced   by 


Mr  Sackett  of  Ventura,  makes  a  similar 
change  in  the  law  relating  to  school  libra- 
ries. The  board  of  school  trustees  or  city 
board  of  education  may  turn  over  to  the 
county  library  system,  the  books  in  the 
school  collection  and  the  annual  school 
library  fund.  Thereupon  the  school  library 
becomes  a  branch  of  the  county  library 
and  is  managed  and  maintained  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
latter.  The  school  library  will  have,  in 
that  case,  a  great  store  of  books  to  draw 
upon,  and  it  will  furnish  not  only  such 
reading  matter  as  may  supplement  the 
pupil's  studies,  but  also  the  reading  mat- 
ter of  general  cultural  value  to  him.  Fur- 
thermore, the  school  library  as  a  branch 
of  the  county  system  will  distribute  books 
to  parents  and  others  round  about.  The 
result  will  be  that  the  school  and  school 
library  will  become  a  much  more  im- 
portant center  of  the  community,  educa- 
tionally and  socially,  than  it  is  at  the 
present  time. 

The  educators  of  this  state  readily  con- 
cede that  the  school  library  system,  for 
the  most  part,  is  a  flat  failure.  The  greater 
share  of  the  .$100,000  or  moi-e  spent  an- 
nually in  California  through  school  libra- 
ries is  wasted.  On  the  other  hand  fully 
SO  per  cent  of  the  pupils  who  enter  the 
primary  grade  never  reach  the  high  school. 
No  effort  is  being  made  by  the  govern- 
ment of  the  commonwealth  to  reach  that 
great  body  of  persons.  Here  is  a  glorious 
opportunity  for  the  library,  which  as  a 
part  of  the  county  system  will  be  placed 
in  every  schoolhouse  of  the  land,  to  get  so 
closely  in  touch  with  all  the  pupils  that 
when  one  must  needs  drop  out  he  will 
continue  his  education  through  reading. 
The  state  is  suffering  an  immense  eco- 
nomic waste  in  this  respect  which  our 
state  superintendent  of  public  instruction 
and  others  believe  can  be  largely  elimi- 
nated through  the  county  library  system. 

By  way  of  summary,  what  do  we  have"? 
First,  the  laws  found  everywhere  govern- 
ing municipal  libraries.  Second,  a  law 
permitting  the  establishment  of  libraries 
in  unincorporated  towns  or  districts. 
Third,  a  county  library  law  which  en- 
courages the  bringing  together  into  a  com- 
pact system  of  the  disunited  libraries  of 
each  county,  and  the  establishing  of 
branches  and  deposit  stations  where  none 
existed   before.      Fourth,   a   state   library 
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as  the  head  of  the  whole  library  organ- 
ization, closely  in  touch  with  school,  mu- 
nicipality and  county,  so  organized  as  to 
be  able  readily  to  lend  books,  informa- 
tion and  assistance  wherever  most  re- 
quired. The  State  Library  will  contine 
as  heretofore  to  send  out  traveling  collec- 
tions to  communities  lacking  all  library 
facilities,  and  to  lend  to  libraries  and  in- 
dividuals those  books  which  can  not  be 
readily  purchased  and  are  not  of  everyday 
need.  Its  resources  will  be  released  not  to 
a  lesser,  but  to  a  greater  work.  With  such 
a  system  working  harmoniously  for  the 
best  educational  interests  of  the  state,  it 
can  be  seen  that  with  less  expense,  less 
loss  of  time  than  heretofore,  more  people 
will  be  reached  with  the  books  which  be- 
long to  them.  The  library  will  more  fully 
become  a  strong  factor  in  our  system  of 
education. 

Address. 

John  Grahaji  Brooks. 

Mr  Brooks's  address  was  given  without 
notes  and  it  is  i'mpossible  in  a  brief  outline 
to  give  an  adequate  impression  of  the  in- 
spiring qualities  of  his  talk.  He  spoke 
first  of  his  unfailing  interest  in  the  work 
of  the  librarian,  and  referred  to  his  ex- 
perience as  a  library  trustee  in  Brook- 
line,  ^lassachusetts.  He  then  dwelt  on 
the  menaces  to  a  free  intellectual  life  in 
this  country,  and  especially  on  the  power 
of  the  monopolies  over  the  press,  the 
school,  the  pulpit,  the  bench,  and  political 
life.  He  said  that  it  is  part  of  the  libra- 
rian's duty  to  free  the  people  from  this 
domination  Ijy  the  dissemination  of  good 
literature.  He  spoke  hopefully  of  the 
signs  of  better  things  as  evidenced  in  the 
secret  ballot  and  the  direct  primary. 
While  we  have  in  America  the  worst  press 
in  the  world,  we  have  also  the  best.  The 
muckraker  has  done  his  part  in  calling 
the  attention  of  the  people  to  the  evils  of 
our  public  life,  and  now  a  new  type  of 
literature  is  in  demand.  As  examples  of 
this  type  Mr  Brooks  mentioned  "De- 
mocracy and  social  ethics"  and  "Newer 
ideals  of  peace''  by  Jane  Addams.  "The 
coming  people"  by  C.  F.  Dole,  "The  Citi- 
zen's part  in  government"  by  Elihu  Root 
and  the  series  of  articles  in  the  American 
magazine.  "The  old  order  changeth"  by 
William  Allen  White.  In  concluding,  the 
speaker  expressed  his  belief  that  the  edu- 


cation of  the  future  would  be  of  the  kind 
that  would  make  for  good  citizenship,  and 
in  this  education  the  public  library  should 
play  its  part. 

County  Library  System  in  Multnomah 
County,  Oregon. 

Mary  F.  Isom. 

In  the  state  of  Oregon,  where  the  county 
is  the  unit  of  government,  the  county 
library  seems  as  natural  and  inevitable  as 
the  county  court  or  the  public  school  sys- 
tem. It  is  in  truth  the  economic  and  sat- 
isfactory method  of  book  distribution.  If 
there  are  objections  on  the  score  of  too 
much  centralization,  they  are  more  than 
met  by  the  recognition  of  the  greater  op- 
portunities a  large  book  collection  affords 
and  the  better  and  more  methodical  serv- 
ice a  large  library  is  able  to  give.  More- 
over, it  is  quite  possible,  as  is  the  case 
with  the  reading  rooms  of  Multnomah 
County,  to  ask  direct  contributions  from 
the  immediate  community,  thus  insuring 
that  local  interest  and  pride  which  the  mere 
support  by  taxation  is  not  so  apt  to  en- 
courage. Contrast  the  small  community 
library  with  its  constant  struggle  for 
funds,  its  scarcity  of  new  books,  its  hap- 
hazard care,  with  a  library  of  the  same 
size  administered  from  a  well-organized 
center  under  the  constant  inspection  of 
some  one  whose  duty  it  is  to  promote  its 
welfare,  its  custodian  trained  and  in- 
structed, its  books  changing  upon  the 
shelves  as  their  usefulness  is  exhausted, 
surely  the  county  library  needs  no  defense. 

Multnomah  County  is  a  narrow  strip 
of  land  lying  along  the  Columbia  river 
some  fifty  miles  in  length,  in  some  por- 
tions only  three  or  four  in  width.  Ex- 
ceedingly beautiful  country  it  is,  of  hills 
that  are  almost  mountains,  fertile  valleys, 
deep  canyons,  forests  and  rivers,  most  pic- 
turesque, and  for  that  very  reason  offer- 
ing problems  to  the  road-maker  which 
have  not  yet  all  been  solved.  On  the  east 
an  electric  line  connects  the  villages  of 
Troutdale  and  Gresham  with  Portland ; 
much  of  the  western  end  of  the  county 
is  unbroken  wilderness.  It  is  this  king- 
dom that  the  Portland  Library  Associa- 
tion was  called  upon  to  inhei-it,  and  for 
the  past  four  years  it  has  been  exploiting 
its  new  possessions  and  endeavoring  in 
various  ways  to  make  itself  a  necessity  to 
the  country  people.  And  now  as  one  rides 
about  the  countv  east  and  west,  north  and 
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south,  every  few  miles  there  may  be  seen 
a  small  blue  sign  with  silver  letters  "Pub- 
lic Library  station,"  sometimes  tacked  to 
a  tree  in  front  of  a  schoolhouse,  some- 
times disputing  the  honors  with  Uncle 
Sam's  flag  on  top  of  a  rural  free  delivery 
box,  more  often  of  course  attached  to  the 
porch  of  a  country  store.  In  the  most  un- 
expected places  and  on  some  of  the  most 
out  of  the  way  country  roads  the  Library 
has  found  many  of  its  most  appreciative 
patrons. 

The  county  department  has  gradually 
developed  four  distinct  lines  of  work, 
which  by  one  way  or  another  have  em- 
braced all  the  interests  of  the  county, 
work  with  the  schools,  with  the  granges, 
with  the  reading  rooms,  and  with  the  de- 
posit stations.  That  with  the  schools  was 
the  first  undertaken,  as  perhaps  work  with 
children  always  offers  the  path  of  least  re- 
sistance. While  the  bill  creating  the  Li- 
brary a  county  institution  was  still  hot  from 
the  Legislature  the  county  superintendent 
of  public  instruction  was  interviewed 
and  his  cooperation  secured,  and  shortly 
after  the  first  school  box  Avas  shipped  to 
a  country  district.  There  are  now  some 
3000  volumes  in  the  school  collection ; 
these  are  apportioned  among  the  sixty 
schools,  according  to  their  size,  packed  in 
boxes  holding  20,  30  or  60  volumes  and 
shipped  by  boat,  by  train,  or  by  farm 
wagon  during  the  last  days  of  September. 
An  annual  tour  of  inspection  by  motor 
car  is  made  early  in  October,  and  the 
books  carried  to  the  most  inaccessible 
schools.  The  experiences  of  this  motor 
car  coasting  down  corkscrew  hills  over 
roads  of  ruts  and  holes,  climbing  painfully 
up  again  while  its  occupants  hold  their 
breath  for  fear  of  meeting  a  farmer's 
team,  fording  apparently  impassable 
swamps  or  threading  its  way  over  partly 
cleared  land  seeking  a  wood  road  so  faintly 
marked  that  only  instinct  could  find  it, 
might  make  the  bravest  heart  quail,  but  it 
is  the  best  means  of  advertising  the  Li- 
brary that  has  ever  been  invented.  These 
annual  trips  are  real  events  in  school  cir- 
cles. The  schoolrooms  are  often  decorated 
with  ferns  and  flowers  in  honor  of  the  day, 
and  the  school  directors  and  parents  gather 
to  greet  the  "library  ladies."  Eager  little 
boys  carry  in  the  box  of  books,  and  in  the 
short  visit  there  is  time  enough  to  suggest 
the  reading  of  certain  books  and  to  tell  a 


story  to  the  babies  of  the  class.  The  books 
of  the  school  libraries  are  not  books  of 
supplementary  reading  nor  so-called  ref- 
erence books ;  these  are  doubtless  neces- 
sary, and  every  teacher  has  the  privilege 
of  drawing  them  from  the  library  upon 
her  teacher's  card,  and  if  she  wants  so 
many  that  she  can't  carry  them  a  messen- 
ger takes  them  for  her  to  the  nearest  read- 
ing room,  where  some  kind  farmer  is  sure 
to  pick  them  up  and  deposit  them  at  the 
schoolhouse  door ;  but  the  best  of  the  chil- 
dren's books  are  selected  and  books  of 
time-honored  literature.  From  the  first 
it  was  determined  that  no  odor  of  text- 
book should  penetrate  these  library  boxes, 
but  that  they  should  be  a  mine  of  pleasure 
to  the  child  who  might  delve  into  them, 
inciting  his  imagination,  inspiring  a  real 
taste  for  literature,  a  love  for  history  and 
art  that  may  perhaps  be  to  him  a  re- 
source and  an  influence  through  life.  The 
country  child  is  blessed  in  his  leisure  dur- 
ing the  long  winter  months ;  he  is  spared 
the  cheap  distractions  of  city  life,  spared, 
too,  perhaps,  the  thousand  and  one  titles 
of  the  children's  department ;  he  has  time 
to  read  and  time  for  the  real  books,  time 
also  to  think  about  them  and  to  read  them 
over  again. 

In  choosing  the  books  for  a  country 
school  collection  two  rules  might  well  be 
observed,  the  one  is  that  no  juvenile  book 
should  be  selected  that  could  not  be  read 
with  sympathy  by  any  properly  consti- 
tuted grown-up  person,  and  the  other  that 
no  adult  book  should  be  added  that  would 
not  bear  a  second  reading  with  pleasure 
and  profit.  The  statistics  of  the  use  of 
these  volumes  do  not-  begin  to  show  how 
much  they  are  appreciated,  for  often  the 
record  is  imperfectly  kept  and  many, 
many  times  the  books  are  read  by  every 
member  of  the  family  before  they  are  re- 
turned to  the  school  for  exchange.  One 
teacher  told  us  that  her  children  came  to 
school  early  and  stayed  late  and  they  were 
allowed  to  read  the  books  after  they  had 
their  lessons,  for  many  of  them  had  so 
much  woi'k  at  home  that  they  could  not 
read  after  school  was  over. 

Following  the  visit  to  a  little  school 
perched  in  the  woods  at  the  top  of  a  hill 
where  the  children  had  been  told  how  they 
could  obtain  more  books  by  joining  the  Li- 
brary through  the  Troutdale  reading  room, 
on    that   same    afternoon    two   little    boys 
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trudged  the  three  or  four  miles  down  the 
steep  hill  to  the  reading  room  to  demand 
the  tickets  which  the  "Library  ladies" 
said  thej'  might  have.  They  went  back 
happy  with  many  application  blanks, 
which  were  distributed  through  the  school 
and  in  the  neighborhood,  and  now  to  ex- 
change the  books  for  that  community  is 
one  of  the  commissions  that  falls  to  the 
lot  of  the  farmer  whose  business  calls 
him  to  Troutdale.  Over  in  the  western 
end  of  the  county  the  box  for  the  hill 
school  was  left  by  mistake  at  the  school 
in  the  valley.  The  children  knew  it  was 
not  their  box,  but  the  temptation  was  too 
strong  to  be  resisted,  the  cover  flew  off, 
the  books  were  divided  among  them  and 
taken  home  for  the  night  and  brought 
back  and  repacked  and  sent  on  their  way 
the  next  morning.  Anecdote  might  be 
multiplied  and  all  proving  the  new  inter- 
est that  can  be  aroused  and  the  pleasure 
that  can  be  given  by  one  small  box  of 
books. 

The  number  of  deposit  stations  in  the 
county  has  been  shifting,  as  the  service  is 
voluntary ;  there  are  now  14.  They  con- 
sist of  cases  of  50  books  placed  wherever 
can  be  found  the  public-spirited  citizen 
imbued  with  a  love  for  books  and  the  de- 
sire to  encourage  this  love  in  his  neigh- 
bors. Many  of  them  are  in  country 
stores  in  connection  with  the  post  ofiice, 
several  in  schoolhouses,  one  in  the  board- 
ing house  of  a  logging  camp,  two  or  three 
near  Grange  halls,  and  the  rest  in  farm- 
houses. One  of  the  most  interesting  and 
best  patronized  of  the  stations  is  in  the 
home  of  a  Danish  sea  captain.  This  old 
sailor  and  several  of  his  compatriots  have 
built  homes  along  the  breezy  Columbia, 
perhaps  in  memory  of  the  Arctic  winds 
they  breasted  for  so  many  years.  They 
were  more  than  delighted  to  have  the  care 
of  a  station,  and  the  little  group  of  people 
gathered  about  and  fingered  the  books 
with  an  anticipation  that  was  touching. 
Finally  some  one  asked  diffidently,  "Have 
you  'Farthest  North'  in  the  Library?  But 
you  wouldn't  let  such  an  expensive  book 
go  out?"  But  we  had  and  we  did,  and  the 
next  Saturday  one  of  them  drove  to  town 
on  the  special  mission  to  bear  home  in 
triumph  the  longed-for  volumes.  For  four 
months  they  had  been  saving  their  money 
to  purchase  the  book,  and  one  can  imagine 
how  eagerly  it  was  read  and  what  splen- 


did yarns  they  told  over  it  about  the  win- 
ter's fire. 

In  the  fii'st  station  boxes  were  included 
books  on  the  local  industries,  fruit  farm- 
ing, dairying,  poultry  raising,  etc.,  but  as 
time  has  gone  on  and  reading  rooms  have 
been  established,  and  the  way  to  them  and 
to  the  Central  Library  has  been  learned, 
the  same  distinction  has  been  made  in 
these  boxes  as  with  the  school  collection, 
only  books  of  general  interest  are  sent 
except  on  request.  But  insistently  and 
everywhere  in  the  Grange,  in  station,  in 
schoolroom,  through  country  papers,  by 
public  notice,  the  useful  books  of  the 
library  are  advertised,  and  every  man  in 
the  county  knows  where  he  can  turn  for 
information  he  may  need.  It  is  often  the 
receipt  of  this  information  that  makes 
him  the  friend  of  the  Library  for  life,  for 
the  country  man  is  very  much  like  the 
city  man  in  this  particular,  "he  wants 
what  he  wants  when  he  wants  it." 

It  was  such  an  experience  that  led  to 
the  establishing  of  the  first  reading  room. 
Several  times  emissaries  from  the  Library 
had  sat  in  the  editor's  ofiice  of  the  little 
country  town  begging  his  influence  for  at 
least  a  deposit  station,  and  finally  consent 
was  reluctantly  given  to  place  the  books 
in  the  window  where  they  fared  as  best 
they  might.  One  day  the  machinery  of 
the  newspaper  broke  down,  the  linotype 
was  out  of  order.  Post  haste  the  editor 
sent  to  town  for  books  that  would  help 
him  in  the  crisis,  they  were  promptly  de- 
livered and  the  repairs  made.  After  that 
there  was  no  more  ardent  supporter  of 
the  Library,  in  season  and  out  of  season 
he  told  of  his  experience  and  the  $50  that 
the  Library  had  saved  him,  and  soon  after 
the  deposit  station  was  transformed  into 
a  thriving  reading  room.  There  are  now 
seven  reading  rooms  through  the  county ; 
some  have  grown  from  deposit  stations, 
others  have  been  established  in  the  sub- 
urbs, one,  the  Troutdale  Library  had  been 
supported  for  some  years  as  a  subscrip- 
tion library  by  the  women  of  the  village. 
These  rooms  are  maintained  by  the  coop- 
eration of  the  residents  of  the  locality 
with  the  Library,  the  former  providing  the 
room  heated  and  lighted,  while  the 
Library  is  responsible  for  the  salary  of 
the  custodian  and  furnishes  the  books  and 
magazines.  The  rooms  are  open  five  hours 
during  the  afternoon  and  evening,  and  in 
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addition  each  custodian  is  required  to 
spend  one  morning  each  week  at  the 
Central  Library  for  instruction  and  sug- 
gestion. A  small  group  of  reference  books 
has  been  placed  in  each  reading  room  and 
several  hundred  circulation  books.  These 
are  kept  fresh  by  weekly  exchanges  and 
weekly  delivery  of  "request"  books  sup- 
plements this  deposit  collection.  ■  There 
is  much  local  pride  in  these  small  rooms 
and  a  friendly  rivalry  that  does  not  come 
amiss.  They  ai'e  simply  furnished,  but, 
as  a  rule,  in  good  taste  and  are  well 
lighted  and  attractive  with  growing  plants 
and  gay  bulletins.  One  good  picture  at 
least  is  hung  in  each  room,  and  these  are 
occasionally  exchanged  for  variety's  sake. 
The  I'ooms  are  well  patronized  by  old  and 
young,  but  the  juvenile  circulation  ex- 
ceeds the  adult  everywhere.  Perhaps  this 
is  not  to  be  deplored,  for  these  future  citi- 
zens may  so  weld  the  bonds  of  the  reading 
habit  that  it  will  last  till  life  is  done,  and 
if  not  they  will  have  the  melancholy  pleas- 
ure that  many  of  us  have  to-day  of  re- 
membering the  books  they  read  when  they 
were  young,  "Sorrow's  crown  of  sorrow 
is  remembering  happier  things."  Some- 
times, however,  is  not  too  much  stress 
placed  upon  the  children  and  their  needs? 
We  remember  with  reproach  one  Library 
evening — Library  evenings  are  very  pop- 
ular in  the  reading  rooms — when  the  rep- 
resentative from  town  had  dwelt  with 
glowing  eloquence  upon  the  advantages  of 
the  Library  for  the  young  people  and  the 
fascination  of  those  books  upon  the  juve- 
nile shelves.  When  she  had  concluded 
her  remarks  a  little  old  lady  timidly  arose 
and  asked  "Aren't  there  any  books  for  old 
people  in  this  Library,  are  they  all  for 
children?" 

Much  of  the  success  of  the  Library  in 
its  county  work  has  been  due  to  its  pleas- 
ant relations  with  the  Grange.  Member- 
ship in  this  body  has  permitted  the 
attendance  of  meetings  all  over  the  county, 
giving  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  farmers 
and  their  families  socially  as  well  as  for- 
mally from  the  platform.  These  meetings, 
which  are  so  friendly  and  informal,  have 
given  an  insight  into  the  conditions  ^n 
different  sections  which  could  hardly  be 
obtained  otherwise,  and  have  oftentimes 
been  the  means  of  interesting  people  to 
whom  books  are  neither  a  habit  nor  a 
necessity.     They  are  always  followed  by 


many  applications  for  library  membership, 
and  what  is  even  more  satisfactory,  visits 
to  the  library  in  turn  by  county  members 
in  search  of  information  on  practical  sub- 
jects or  with  suggestions  for  books  to  be 
included  in  the  next  box.  To  carry  a 
small  portion  of  the  Library  out  into  the 
country  is  well  and  good,  but  even  a 
greater  service  may  be  rendered  by  lead- 
ing the  county  members  to  make  use  of 
the  larger  resources  of  the  main  Library. 
This  year  study  libraries  have  been  sup- 
plied each  month  to  the  ten  granges  in 
Multnomah  County  to  be  used  in  connec- 
tion with  the  topics  assigned  for  the 
monthly  program  by  the  state  lecturer. 
Those  of  us  who  deal  in  statistics  know 
how  futile  they  are,  but  after  all  they  are 
the  straws  which  shoAV  the  way  the  wind 
is  blowing.  In  1905,  the  first  year  of 
county  work,  the  circulation  of  books 
through  reading  room  and  deposit  station 
was  3955,  in  1906  it  grew  to  13,358,  in 
1907  to  37,521,  and  in  1908,  still  main- 
taining its  rate  of  growth,  it  reached 
58,169. 

This  is  but  an  outline  of  the  work  of 
the  county  department,  now  one  of  the 
busiest  departments  of  the  Library.  It 
is  also  one  of  the  most  satisfactory,  for 
here  men  and  women  can  be  dealt  with 
as  individuals  in  contrast  to  the  daily 
round  in  town  where  we  meet  with  people 
in  such  large  numbers  that  results  are 
necessarily  lost  sight  of  except  as  statis- 
tics prove  them.  Its  work  can  be  com- 
pared with  that  of  the  teacher  who  in 
town  presides  over  50  children  of  the 
fourth  grade,  in  the  country  she  teaches 
John  and  Mary. 

County  Library  System  in  Sacramento 
County. 

Lauren  W.  Ripley. 

You  are  asked  to  listen  to  the  story  of 
an  experiment  in  library  extension.  An 
experiment  so  far  as  California  is  con- 
cerned, the  venture  has  been  a  marked 
success  elsewhere,  notably  in  Maryland. 
Ohio  and  Oregon.  The  tale  will  be  told 
in  simple  words  and  few  lines. 

I  am  somewhat  reluctant  to  speak  of 
this  small  venture  of  ours  when  we  have 
Miss  Isom  with  us  to  tell  us  of  the  great 
work  she  is  conducting  in  Multiiomah 
County,  but  our  library  is  an  experiment 
for  the  benefit  of  you  all,  and  like  Audrey, 
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"  'tis  a  poor  thing,  gentlemen,  but  oui- 
own." 

Last  October  an  account  appeared  in 
"Neios  Notes  of  California  Libraries,  re- 
garding tlie  County  Free  Library  about  to 
be  organized  in  Sacramento  County.  It  is 
not  always  well  to  announce  the  great 
things  you  are  about  to  do  and  to  describe 
the  methods  to  be  employed  to  accomplish 
them,  yet  the  account  as  published  is  still 
a  correct  one  of  the  methods  of  work  and 
a  fair  expression  of  aims  and  ideals. 

The  county  free  library  is  planned  to 
do  for  residents  outside  of  cities  all  that 
city  libraries  do  for  their  people,  subject 
to  such  limitations  as  arise  from  the  ele- 
ments of  time  and  distance.  It  does  all 
that  the  traveling  library  can  do,  and  goes 
further  in  striving  to  supply  material  for 
individual  needs,  whenever  and  wherever 
those  needs  are  manifest. 

The  Sacramento  County  Free  Library 
was  undertaken  by  the  Sacramento  Public 
Library  in  accordance  with  an  agreement 
with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county 
of  Sacramento  based  on  the  section  of  the 
municipal  library  law  of  1901  permitting 
such  contracts.  While  the  law  is  plain  as 
to  permitting  such  contracts,  it  is  strangely 
silent  regarding  the  matter  of  paying 
the  bills.  Confident  that  the  omission  was 
a  mere  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  law- 
makers and  that  they  certainly  intended 
that  the  money  should  be  spent  for  this 
purpose,  our  board  of  supervisors  agreed 
to  pay  to  the  library  each  month  out  of 
the  general  fund  the  sum  of  $300.  And 
this  they  did  faithfully  for  five  long 
months,  and  then  the  fountain  ceased  to 
flow,  not  because  some  unkind  hand  had 
shut  off  the  tap,  but  because  the  head 
waters  had  gone  dry  ;  the  county  general 
fund  was  "burst."  The  money  received, 
however,  $1500,  was  carefully  used  and 
enough  was  laid  by  to  continue  the  work 
begun  until  July  1st,  when  the  fountain 
will  tinkle  again. 

The  first  station  was  opened  in  Novem- 
ber, 190S.  The  Sacramento  County  Free 
Library  now  includes  ten  deposit  stations 
supplied  with  from  one  to  four  collections 
of  50  volumes  each,  the  number  of  collec- 
tions in  each  station  being  determined  by 
the  number  of  borrowers  in  the  station. 
The  total  number  of  collections  in  use  at 
present  is  15.  More  could  be  used  to  ad- 
vantage if  we  were  able  to  buy  them  ;  ad- 


ditional stations  are  needed,  but  must 
wait  the  allowance  of  more  money. 

At  three  of  the  stations  i-eading  rooms 
are  maintained  by  local  organizations.  To 
each  of  these  reading  rooms  the  library 
supplies  a  number  of  periodical  subscrip- 
tions. The  allowance  of  books  at  a  sta- 
tion may  be  increased  by  use  of  the 
privileges  which  each  borrower  enjoys  of 
calling  upon  the  Central  Library  for  spe- 
cial books  or  for  material  on  particular 
topics.  These  books  are  allowed  to  be 
retained  at  the  station  as  long  as  there 
are  readers  who  want  them,  subject  to  re- 
call to  the  Central  Library  after  one  loan- 
term,  if  needed  there.  In  estimating  the 
probable  expense  of  the  system  provision 
was  made  for  the  need  of  additional  copies 
of  many  books  to  supply  special  requests 
and  such  copies  have  been  purchased. 

The  library  is  operated  on  what  is 
known  as  the  open  shelf  system.  Collec- 
tions are  made  up  from  the  stock  on  hand, 
and  hereafter  the  requests  of  the  users  of 
the  station  to  be  supplied  will  be  consid- 
ered in  selecting  the  books  for  the  station. 
Lists  of  available  stock  will  be  sent  to  the 
station  for  selections  to  be  made.  The 
building  up  of  a  strong  central  collection 
is  a  feature  of  the  plan. 

The  collections  thus  far  have  included 
both  new  books  and  books  from  the  sur- 
plus stock  of  the  Public  Library,  but  when 
possible  only  books  specially  bought  for  the 
county  library  will  be  sent  as  part  of  the 
deposit  collections.  Books  have  been  se- 
lected from  the  view  point  of  the  general 
reader,  and  while  not  exercising  an  undue 
censorship  the  Central  Library  has  in- 
cluded in  the  collections  only  books  that 
have  some  excuse  for  being.  It  has  been 
said  that  there  are  only  about  2500  books 
suitable  for  traveling  librai'ies ;  whether 
the  books  we  have  selected  are  all  in  this 
chosen  sisterhood  I  can  not  say  ;  the  num- 
ber is  suflaciently  large  to  allow  some  lati- 
tude in  choosing. 

When  estimating  the  probable  expense 
of  conducting  the  county  free  library,  as 
established  in  Sacramento  County,  the  fol- 
lowing items  were  considered :  Books, 
labor,  printing,  cases  and  boxes,  supplies 
and  stationery,  freight  and  express,  post- 
age, binding,  and  custodians'  fees.  Ta 
these  the  item  of  periodicals  has  since 
been  added,  and  under  one  or  another  of 
these  heads  all  expense  of  the  system  has 
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been  entered.  The  original  estimate  was 
about  .$150  for  establishing  and  maintain- 
ing a  station  for  one  year,  with  50  books 
to  be  changed  three  or  four  times,  the 
books  to  be  partly  new  and  partly  Central 
Library  surplus,  and  including  an  allow- 
ance of  $30  per  year  for  the  custodian. 
This  estimate  has  proved  ample  and  has 
allowed  the  addition  of  subscriptions  to 
periodicals  for  the  reading  rooms.  The 
uncertain  elements  in  estimating  the  ex- 
pense of  carrying  on  a  county  free  library 
planned  as  this  is  are  the  number  of  du- 
plicates needed  to  meet  special  requests 
and  the  express  or  freight  charges  for 
cai-rying  special  request  shipments.  All 
other  items  may  be  determined  by  a  com- 
parison with  general  library  expenditures. 
The  account  books  of  the  Sacramento 
County  Free  Library  are  open  to  libra- 
rians and  others  who  may  desire  to  ac- 
quaint themselves  with  the  exact  figures, 
and  information  will  be  cheerfully  af- 
forded. Remember  that  this  is  an  experi- 
ment for  your  benefit. 

The  county  free  library  act  as  now  in- 
corporated in  the  law  of  the  state  has 
been  fully  explained  to  you.  It  opens  to 
the  public  libraries  of  the  state  a  new 
field  and  a  broad  one  for  progressive  en- 
deavor. If  the  libraries  do  not  reach  out 
and  occupy  the  field,  the  county  free 
library  will  grow  outside  their  influence 
and  an  opportunity  for  development  will 
be  missed.  In  counties  where  one  large 
public  library  predominates,  it  is  the  duty 
of  that  library  to  undertake  the  work  of 
the  county  free  library.  Such  manage- 
ment should  benefit  both  the  public 
library  and  the  county  library.  In  counties 
in  which  there  are  several  small  munici- 
pal libraries,  it  is  probable  that  it  would 
be  to  the  advantage  of  all  if  they  could 
be  brought  under  one  management  and 
conducted  as  branches  of  a  county  system. 
The  law  is  elastic,  and  no  library  or  town 
can  be  forced  to  act  against  its  wishes  in 
the  matter.  But  the  possibilities  in  the 
law  should  receive  full  consideration  from 
all  libraries.  An  opportunity  is  offered  to 
California  libraries  for  advance  in  the  di- 
rection of  that  cooperation  and  coordina- 
tion that  are  urgently  demanded  by  the 
best  library  thought. 

Do  rural  residents  want  library  facili- 
ties? 

When  the  Commission  on  Country  Life 


held  a  meeting  in  Sacramento  there  was 
expressed  by  the  rural  residents  who  ap- 
peared before  the  commission  a  strong  de- 
sire for  better  and  greater  opportunities 
for  education.  If  this  need  is  real  and  ac- 
tive, then  here  is  a  chance  for  the  public 
library  in  its  character  as  an  educational 
institution  to  play  the  leading  part.  That 
the  desire  for  books  is  as  strong  without 
as  it  is  within  the  limits  of  cities,  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Sacramento  County  Free  Li- 
brary, experimental  and  insufiicient  as  it 
has  been,  should  be  evidence  enough  to 
convince  any  one  ;  and  when  the  extent  of 
the  work  in  other  states  is  considered,  the 
case  is  proven  beyond  cavil. 

The  question  of  the  establishment  of 
county  free  libraries  will  be  answered  in 
different  counties  in  different  ways ;  what 
is  best  for  one  may  not  be  advisable  for 
another.  By  discussion  we  may  arrive 
at  some  idea  of  what  may  be  suitable  in 
each  case,  and  as  a  basis  for  discussion 
the  following  points  seem  to  summarize 
the  question  with  some  completeness : 
(1)  Should  library  privileges  be  extended 
to  county  residents?  (2)  Should  the  mu- 
nicipal libraries  undertake  the  work? 
(3)  Will  the  interests  of  the  small  mu- 
nicipal library  be  best  served  by  merger 
with  a  county  library  system?  (4)  Should 
the  county  system  of  libraries  entirely 
supersede  the  municipal  libraries? 

Elk    Grove    Station    of  the    Sacramento 
County    Library.

For  the  last  several  months  our  hearts 
have  been  bursting  with  pride  in  the 
thought  that  Elk  Grove,  little  Elk  Grove, 
of  which  most  of  you  have  never  before 
heard,  had  at  last  found  a  place  on  the 
map ;  and  that,  too,  not  because  of  the 
number  of  eggs  we  ship,  for  you  know  we 
are  second  only  to  Petaluma  in  that ;  not 
because  we  can  beat  the  Japs  at  Florin  in 
the  earliness  of  our  strawberries ;  or  the 
ranchers  at  Lodi  in  the  redness  of  our 
Tokays.  Rather  does  Elk  Grove  bid  for 
a  place  on  the  map  because  of  one  of  the 
most  compelling  forces  in  favor  of  the 
sober,  serious  recognition  of  any  place,  the 
fact  that  we  are  Sub-station  Number  One 
of  the  Sacramento  County  Free  Library. 
And  I  am  supposed  to  be  here  to  tell  you 
how  it  all  happened. 

When  I  think  back  of  how  beautifully

the  dreams  for  a  reading  room  have  been 
realized,  it  makes  me  feel  that  perhaps 
there  is  some  truth  in  the  Ladies'  home 
journal  recipes  for  making  a  stunning  cos- 
tume out  of  your  last  winter's  coat.  You 
know  how  it  goes,  rip  a  few  seams  here, 
take  in  a  few  there,  put  on  some  buttons 
or  braid,  as  the  case  may  be,  put  on  your 
head  a  new  waste  basket  such  as  the  mil- 
liners are  trying  to  hypnotize  you  into 
calling  liats,  and  you  are  ready  for  Easter 
Sunday. 

So  we  went  to  work,  backwards,  for 
first  we  had  to  get  our  braid  and  buttons 
in  the  shape  of  books  and  magazines,  for 
without  them  it  would  onlj'  be  another 
case  of  "Hamlet  left-  out."  So  when,  in 
response  to  an  inquiry,  Mr  Gillis  wrote 
that  branch  libraries  could  be  secured 
from  Sacramento,  we  felt  as  though  our 
poverty  had  at  last  gone,  and  we  were  to 
have  buttons  and  braid  to  our  heart's  con- 
tent. 

During  the  winter  months  the  books 
were  lodged  in  the  high  school,  where  the 
teachers,  assisted  by  some  of  the  pupils, 
had  charge.  But  those  quarters  were  soon 
outgrown,  and  fortunately  what  we  wanted 
was  just  at  hand  ;  in  fact,  next  door,  in 
the  shape  of  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  hall,  which 
some  years  ago  outlived  its  natural  pur- 
pose and  ever  since  has  been  the  dumping 
ground  of  rehearsals,  elections,  and  any- 
thing that  could  possibly  leave  it  a  little 
more  untidy  than  it  was  before.  Its  trans- 
formation resolves  itself  into  another  of 
those  miraculous  Home  Journal  stories. 
The  few  surviving  members  of  the  Tem- 
perance Union  discovered  that  they  had 
enough  money  to  put  the  liall  into  really 
good  shape,  and  now  fresh  paper,  paint, 
"burlap,  and  a  massive  craftsman  table 
greet  you  where  once  caricatures  grinned, 
plaster  yawned,  and  chairs  collapsed  with 
a  look. 

At  last,  one  bright  March  day,  we  were 
ready  for  the  opening  program  and  recep- 
tion. The  sunshine  seemed  at  first,  how- 
ever, only  to  mock  us,  for  with  it  came  a 
•stiff  north  wind  that  by  two  o'clock  was 
blowing  a  gale.  We  felt  sure  though  that 
the  library  was  appreciated  when  about 
100  people,  some  from  several  miles  out, 
hlew  in  to  help  us  celebrate.  So  the  weather 
<lid  not  bother  us.  We  appreciated  the  old 
lady"s  feelings  when  Southey  met  her  one 
windy   day   and  said,   "Isn't  this   terrible 


weather?"  "Well,"  remarked  the  old  lady 
philosophically,  "I'd  ruther  have  this  kind 
of  weather  than  none  at  all." 

The  plan  of  conducting  the  library  is 
very  simple.  It  is  open  every  week-day 
for  three  hours,  three  days  in  the  after- 
noon and  three  in  the  evening.  In  the  aft- 
ernoon different  ladies  of  the  community 
have  their  definite  time  of  service ;  even- 
ings it  is  cared  for  by  the  high  school 
teachers.  In  addition  to  this,  if  any  one 
wishes  to  exchange  a  book  outside  of  regu- 
lar hours,  he  may  call  at  the  high  school, 
where  he  will  receive  attention  from  one 
of  the  student  assistants ;  for  the  library 
has  been  accepted  by  the  school  as  one  of 
its  regular  activities,  and  is  provided  for 
by  the  constitution  of  the  High  School 
Association. 

It  seems  almost  trite  for  me  to  presume 
to  tell  you  how  much  good  we  have  already 
received,  and  expect  to  get,  from  the 
library.  Imagine,  if  you  can,  anything  like 
success  in  attempting  to  conduct  a  high 
school,  with  scarcely  400  books  of  ref- 
erence, all  told,  and  you  will  appreciate 
what  a  boon  the  books  are  to  us  as  teach- 
ers and  pupils.  We  have  had  access  to 
something  like  200  volumes  of  histories, 
some  of  which  we  liave  been  allowed  to 
keep  the  entire  time  since  the  library 
opened.  Our  reference  books  for  English 
and  science  have  also  been  many,  and  only 
through  access  to  them  have  I  been  able 
to  carry  out  successfully  a  fixed  plan  for 
definite  home  reading  by  the  pupils.  So  I 
can  not  say  too  forcefully  that  the  library 
has  been  an  immense  help  to  a  high  school 
not  able  to  have  upon  its  own  shelves  all 
the  books  necessary  for  the  successful  con- 
duct of  its  work. 

But  the  mere  benefits  to  a  school  would 
not  alone  suffice  to  justify  the  existence 
of  the  county  library.  I  must  then  tell 
you  what  it  has  done  for  the  community, 
and  what  it  also  may  do.  There  are  at 
present  nearly  200  borrowers,  a  good 
share  of  whom  have  their  cards  in  con- 
tinual use.  The  books  which  are  re- 
quested are  uniformly  of  high  order.  The 
personal  contact  afforded  the  teachers 
makes  abundant  opportunity  for  guidance 
in  the  selection  of  books,  as  in  nine  cases 
out  of  ten  the  applicant  will  be  guided 
entirely  by  the  advice  of  the  person  in 
charge.  The  only  really  light  book  called 
for  so  far  is  "Beulah,"  and  I  was  fortu- 
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uate  enough  to  create  an  adverse  senti- 
ment sufficient  to  keep  it  from  being  called 
for  again.  We  sent  it  back  to  Sacramento 
this  week  for  the  librarians  there  to  use. 
Most  of  the  other  books  requested  are 
standard  works.  The  magazines  have 
been  coming  only  a  little  over  a  week ;  so 
the  place  has  not  been  used  extensively  as 
a  reading  room  yet.  But  the  interest  is 
steady,  and  the  magazines  are  sui-e  to  be 
well  thumbed.  The  school  hopes  soon  to 
give  another  reception,  in  order  to  spread 
the  interest  and  have  the  people  come  to 
see  for  themselves. 

And  the  library  promises  to  shed  its  be- 
nign influence  even  farther.  The  remarks 
of  several  parents  and  boys,  too,  that  they 
were  glad  there  was  some  place  now  in 
town  for  the  "young  men  to  go  to  besides 
the  saloons,"  has  already  developed  into 
an  expression  of  hope  from  many  that  a 
permanent  organization  might  be  effected, 
a  sort  of  neighborhood  club,  to  interest 
itself  in  the  various  activities  of  the  vil- 
lage, including  the  library,  and  to  have 
one  social  evening  a  week  in  the  reading 
room.  This  would  be  simply  fine  for  the 
community,  and  that  is  the  definite  goal  of 
those  most  interested  in  the  growth  for 
good.  So  the  little  beam  becomes  am- 
bitious to  shed  its  light  afar. 

You  remember  how  Huck  Finn's  pal 
Jim  thought  it  mighty  queer  that  there 
were  people  on  earth  who  didn't  talk  his 
language.  So  it  is  with  me ;  there  is  no 
chance  for  a  discussion  on  the  subject. 
I  am  sure  every  one  must  talk  my  lan- 
guage, the  language  of  enthusiasm  for 
library  extension  work. 

I  sometimes  tell  my  pupils,  when  they 
leave  beautiful  roses  lying  carelessly  about, 
that  they  can  not  possibly  feel  the  thrill 
of  pleasure  which  comes  to  a  less  favored 
son  or  daughter  of  the  frozen  north,  when 
he  sees  the  prodigal  growth  of  California's 
beautiful  flowers.  And  I  say  to  you,  that 
you  can  not.  after  having  been  for  years 
associated  with  the  books  and  magazines 
that  we  all  love  best,  you  can  not  know 
the  thrill  of  joy  that  came  welling  up  in 
my  heart  when  the  first  case  of  books 
arrived  from  Sacramento.  I  am  not 
ashamed  to  tell  you  that  my  hand  crept 
out  in  caresses,  as  it  would  seek  the  face 
of  a  long-unseen  friend.  I  am  sure  I  had 
all  the  joy  combined  of  a  Milton  who 
loved  to  "hear  the  lark  begin  its  flight," 


or  a  Jonson  who  drinks  to  his  Celia's 
eyes,  or  a  Shakespeare  who  exults  in  the 
charms  of  Silvia. 

A  few  days  ago,  when  I  was  talking  to 
a  ranchman,  who  has  been  a  steady  bor- 
rower from  our  little  sub-station,  I  told 
him  I  was  to  give  a  talk  here  on  our 
county  library  work  and  he  said,  "Well, 
be  sure  to  give  them  fellows  in  Sacra- 
mento that  got  it  for  us  a  good  send-off." 
So  here's  to  "them  fellows  in  Sacra- 
mento," Mr  Gillis  and  Mr  Ripley.  May 
the  good  work  they  have  so  nobly  begun 
in  Sacramento  County  be  taken  up  with 
enthusiasm  all  over  our  state,  till  every 
little  way-station,  and  out-of-the-way- 
station,  has  been  gladdened  as  little  Elk 
Grove  has  been. 

Book-plates. 

William  A.  Brewek. 

It  is  hardly  necessary,  in  addressing  an 
audience  of  librarians,  to  define  the  word 
"book-plate,"  for  it  is  altogether  probable 
that  every  person  whom  I  am  addressing 
this  morning  knows  just  what  a  book- 
plate is.  But  in  order  to  get  well  started, 
I  shall  quote  here  the  definition  of  a  book- 
plate with  which  Mr  Sheldon  Cheney  pref- 
aced the  catalog  of  the  first  exhibition  of 
the  California  Book-Plate  Society,  held  in 
San  Francisco  last  fall :  "A  book-plate  is 
a  name  label,  usually  made  with  a  deco- 
rative design.  It  Js  pasted  inside  the 
front  cover  of  a  book  to  denote  owner- 
ship." 

Another  name  for  "book-plate"  is  "ex 
libris."  These  two  Latin  words  mean 
"from  the  books  of,"  and  they  are  to  be 
found  on  nearly  all  book-plates,  preceding 
the  name  of  the  owner.  Thus,  "Ex  libris 
John  Smith"  translated,  means  "From  the 
books  of  John  Smith."  It  is  natural, 
therefore,  that  the  name  "ex  libris" 
should  be  applied  to  any  bits  of  paper 
used  as  book-labels.  I  use  the  pronuncia- 
tion ex  libris  (long  "i")  upon  the  author- 
ity of  Webster  and  of  "The  Century  dic- 
tionary." 

Book-plates  are  not  a  new  invention. 
The  1.5th  century  pioneers  in  bookmaking 
and  book-collecting  had  some  notion  of 
book  values,  and  they  considered  their 
books  worthy  of  book-plates.  The  first 
book-plates  come  within  the  years  14.50- 
1500,  and  to  Germany  belongs  the  honor 
of  originating   these  marks   of  book   pos-

session.  There  are  the  Hildebrand  Bran- 
denburg and  the  Wilhelm  von  Zell  plates, 
which  were  certainly  made  before  the  year 
14S0.  Albrecht  Diirer,  who  was  born  in 
1471,  and  who  was  the  first  to  discover 
in  wood-engraving-  a  mode  of  artistic  ex- 
pression, was  a  designer  of  book-plates. 
Indeed,  he  is  called  "Father  of  book- 
plates." There  are  his  Hieronimus  Ebner 
plate,  his  famous  Pirckheimer.  the  Dr 
Hector  Pomer,  the  Behaim  von  Schwartz- 
bach,  and  about  20  others.  "He  most  de- 
cidedly set  a  definite  fashion  in  the  com- 
position of  these  tokens,  one  that  has  had 
a  lasting  influence.  Nor  was  he  singular 
in  his  estimation  of  an  ex  libris  as  a  fit 
subject  for  the  artist's  graver.  Holbein 
did  not  disdain  it  altogether;  Lucas 
Cranach,  Hans  Sebald  Beham,  Virgil 
Soils,  Jost  Amman,  and  many  other  'little 
masters'  have  left  their  marks  on  numer- 
ous authenticated  book-plates,  and  in  this 
department  have  firmly  established  that 
'old  German  style'  which  is  felt  in  Ger- 
man work  in  this  daj'."  (Castle.) 

In  France  the  first  known  oook-label  is 
dated  1574.  Italy  did  not  take  kindly  to 
the  book-plate  before  the  17th  century. 
Sweden  has  a  plate  dated  1-575,  Switzer- 
land has  one  bearing  the  figures  1607. 

"The  earliest  dated  plate  England  can 
boast  was  owned  by  no  less  a  personage 
than  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  and  bears  the 
date  1574.  But  earlier  by  something  like 
half  a  century  is  the  plate  that  once 
graced  the  books  of  Cardinal  Woolsey,  a 
gorgeous  ecclesiastical  affair,  but  having 
no  date. 

"In  England  the  book-plate  has  been 
more  generally  used  than  anywhere  else, 
and  its  examples  have  been  studied  more 
than  those  of  any  other  country.  Lord 
de  Tabley  originated  the  division  into 
styles  which  still  obtains  among  collectors, 
and  which  is  likely  to  endure,  with  few 
changes,  as  long  as  book-plates  are  col- 
lected, exhibited,  written  of,  and  talked 
about.  What  is  known  as  the  'Early  Eng- 
lish' style  is  chiefly  characterized  by  the 
arrangement  of  the  mantling,  which 
usually  is  made  to  envelop  the  shield  of 
arms,  spreading  out  at  the  sides  like  a 
mass  of  foliage.  These  plates  were  in 
use  previous  to  the  ISth  century.  From 
about  1700  to  1745,  the  prevailing  style 
was  very  conventional  in  decoration,  and 
was    remarkable    for    its    solidity    rather 


than  its  gracefulness.  The  two  sides  of 
the  shield  exactly  coincided,  and  the  whole 
arrangement  was  rather  stiff  and  formal. 
It  resembled  the  furniture  of  the  day ;  it 
was  massive,  wooden,  imposing  from  its 
very  weight.  This  style  is  known  as  the 
'Jacobean.' 

"The  'Chippendale'  style  came  in  with, 
the  new  ideas  in  upholstery  and  furniture 
making,  which  the  famous  T.  Chipi^endale 
introduced  into  England.  The  decorative 
art  of  the  day  was  greatly  influenced  by 
his  ideas,  and  the  book-plate,  which  is,  in 
all  countries,  exceedingly  susceptible  to 
the  changes  of  style,  at  once  lost  much  of 
its  old  stiffness,  and  took  on  some  of  the 
grace  and  lightness  of  Chippendale's  cab- 
inets and  chairs  and  coverings.  After  this 
had  held  sway  long  enough,  there  came 
into  use  a  plate,  less  abundant  in  decora- 
tion, relying  principally  upon  a  ribbon 
and  a  wreath  or  spray  of  palm  or  holly 
for  its  effect.  The  shield  of  arms  was 
plain  in  design,  and  was  placed  over  a 
ribbon  which  carried  the  motto,  while  on 
either  side  there  rose  sprays  of  holly  tied 
with  a  ribbon  in  a  big  bow-knot  at  the 
bottom.  This  is  called  the  'Ribbon  and 
Wreath'  style.  After  this  came  the  'Plain 
Armorial,'  which  discarded  all  attempts  at 
decoration,  and  was  an  unadorned  coat 
of  arms.  All  along,  with  these  various 
styles,  there  ran  the  pictorial  plates,  the 
allegorical,  the  library  interior,  the  liter- 
ary, the  portrait,  the  book-pile,  and  the 
trophy,  all  of  which,  unless  it  be  the  last, 
are  sufficiently  explained  by  their  very 
names.  The  trophy  plate  is  one  in  which 
the  principal  decoration  is  supplied  by  the 
introduction  and  careful  disposal  about 
the  shield,  of  any  number  of  military  ac- 
coutrements, such  as  flags,  cannon,  mus- 
kets, drums,  and  similar  implements. 
Ladies'  plates  are  now  a  distinct  branch, 
and  a  goodly  number  of  lady  designers 
are  now  making  plates."  (Introduction  to 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  Exhibition,  1898.) 

Charles  Dexter  Allen  states  that  the 
earliest  known  dated  book-plate  in  Amer- 
ica, within  the  borders  of  the  United 
States  at  least,  was  owned  by  Governor 
Dudley  and  bore  the  following  inscrip- 
tion :  "His  Excellency,  Joseph  Dudley, 
Esqr.,  Governor  of  New  England.  1702." 
The  plates  of  William  Penn  and  Thomas 
Page  (the  last  being  from  Virginia)  are 
dated   1703,    and  in   the   next   year   there 
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are  two,  those  of  Thomas  Price  and  the 
Society  for  Propagating  the  Gospel  in 
Foreign  Parts,  which  is  perhaps  not  right- 
fully claimed  as  American,  though  the 
copies  so  classed  were  certainlj'  used  in 
the  American  Colonies. 

These  labels  and  others  like  them  intro- 
duce us  to  two  very  interesting  groups  of 
American  book-plates,  the  Colonial  plates, 
and  the  Early  American  plates.  Many  of 
the  Colonial  book-plates  were  made  in 
Liondon  and  came  to  America  with  the 
books  of  the  earliest  voyagers  to  Virginia 
and  Massachusetts.  Later,  those  who 
were  accumulating  books  had  book-plates 
engraved  by  engravers  on  this  side  of  the 
waters.  Nathaniel  Hurd,  born  in  Boston 
in  1730,  engraved  about  50  plates.  He 
was  a  good  engraver  but  lacked  ability  as 
a  designer.  Paul  Revere  engraved  half  a 
dozen  plates,  and  prints  of  his  book-plates 
bring  high  prices  in  the  book-plate  mar- 
ket. Joseph  Callender,  another  Boston- 
iau,  deserves  mention  here.  Amos  Doo- 
little  of  Connecticut,  Alexander  Anderson 
of  New  York  (sometimes  called  "The 
American  Bewick" ) ,  Peter  Rushton 
Maverick,  William  Rollinson,  John  Boyd, 
Abraham  Goodwin,  Smithers,  Sparrow  of 
Annapolis,  Thackara,  these  are  the  names 
of  some  of  the  American  engravers  of  the 
earlier  years. 

After  the  war  of  1812  very  few  book- 
plates were  engraved  until  about  1850. 
Interest  in  the  gentle  art  then  revived,  and 
the  book-plates  of  the  years  following  are 
called  "middle-aged."  The  plates  made 
since  1S90  may  be  roughly  classed  as 
"modern  book-plates." 

As  I  have  already  intimated,  the  book- 
plates of  today  are  of  all  sorts.  The  col- 
lector who  begins  by  grasping  every  book- 
plate within  reach  soon  finds  that  he  has 
preferences.  His  opportunities  for  com- 
parison lead  him  to  distinguish  the  cheap 
and  vulgar  designs  from  those  that  have 
genuine  artistic  value.  Before  long  he  has 
favorite  engravers,  and  devotes  much 
time  to  securing  complete  sets  of  the  work 
of  distinguished  artists.  Almost  always, 
too,  he  is  interested  in  ,the  book-plates  of 
his  own  state  or  of  his  own  community, 
and  in  the  designers  and  engravers  of 
book-plates  who  work  near  by.  California 
is  by  no  means  backward  in  its  interest 
in  book-plates.  The  only  publication  de- 
voted to  book-plates  in  the  United  States 


is  printed  in  Berkeley.  The  only  book- 
plate society  in  the  United  States  has  its 
headquarters  in  Berkeley,  and  the  ma- 
jority of  its  members  are  Californians. 
To  Mr  Sheldon  Cheney,  editor  of  the 
Boole-plate  booklet  and  secretary  of  the 
California  Book-plate  society,  much  credit 
is  due  for  his  excellent  contributions  to 
the  literature  of  the  subject.  If  you  will 
read  his  article  entitled  "Book-Plates  East 
and  West,"  published  in  the  Overland 
monthly,  for  August,  1908,  or  his  article 
entitled  "CaUfornia  Book-Plates,"  pub- 
lished in  Sunset  magazine  of  February, 
1907,  you  will  not  fail  to  be  impressed 
with  the  activity  that  California  artists 
are  taking  in  this  branch  of  illustration. 
In  these  articles  you  will  find  mentioned 
the  names  of  Mrs  Albertine  Randall 
Wheelan,  who  is  considered  one  of  the 
best  book-plate  designers  that  we  have ; 
Mr  E.  J.  Cross,  Xavier  Martinez,  Gordon 
Ross,  C.  Chapel  Judson,  Morgan  Shepard, 
Florence  Lundborg,  Gelett  Burgess,  Miss 
Mary  Curran,  Miss  Helen  Coan,  Arthur 
F.  Matthews,  Isabelle  Percy,  Sydney  Ar- 
mer,  Mrs  A.  B.  Hooper,  and  others. 

There  are  a  good  many  collectors  who 
are  devoting  especial  attention  to  Cali- 
fornia book-plates,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  before  long  a  fairly  complete  list  of 
the  book-plates  used  in  California  prior  to 
1890  may  be  published.  To  accomplish 
this,  the  cooperation  of  all  librarians  is 
greatly  desired,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
those  librarians  who  find  old  California 
plates  in  the  books  that  rest  upon  their 
shelves  will  report  their  discoveries  to  the 
secretary  of  the  California  Book-Plate  So- 
ciety. 

A  discussion  or  a  study  of  book-plates 
may  be  undertaken  from  any  one  of  the 
several  points  of  view.  For  instance,  an 
individual  may  desire  to  have  a  book-label 
or  a  book-plate  for  the  books  in  his  own 
librarj^  He  may  desire  a  simple  label, 
printed  from  type,  or  his  taste  and  in- 
clination may  call  for  a  design  of  some 
sort,  suggesting  some  hobby  or  emphasiz- 
ing some  personal  ambition  or  achieve- 
ment. There  is  no  doubt  that  a  great 
many  book-lovers  would  desire  to  have 
book-plates  printed  or  designed  for  them- 
selves if  they  felt  that  they  had  suflicient 
knowledge  of  the  subject,  or  if  they  could 
secure  the  cooperation  and  advice  of  those 
who  would  be  capable  of  helping  them. 
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The  book-plate  collector,  on  the  other 
hand,  takes  an  entirely  different  sort  of 
interest  in  the  subject.  He  usually  has  a 
book-plate  of  his  own,  but  his  interest  is 
centered  in  the  book-plates  of  other  per- 
sons. These  bits  of  paper  he  gathers  to- 
gether, securing  them  by  exchanging  with 
friends,  by  haunting  the  secondhand  book 
shops  and  purchasing  any  old  volumes 
that  chance  to  contain  labels,  by  attend- 
ing auctions  of  book-plates,  or  sending  in 
his  bids,  or  by  making  purchases  from 
dealers  in  book-plates.  The  book-plate 
collector  may  be  an  antiquarian,  pure  and 
simple,  a  man  who  cares  nothing  what- 
ever for  the  artistic  value  of  the  book- 
plates that  he  is  collecting,  but  whose  in- 
terest bears  upon  the  historical  or  per- 
sonal interest  of  the  labels  that  come  into 
his  possession.  There  are  collectors  of 
other  sorts,  however,  and  many  of  those 
who  are  now  taking  an  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject are  prompted  to  do  so  solely  because 
of  the  artistic  value  that  many  book- 
plates, especially  those  of  to-day,  possess. 
Some  collectors  are  interested  solely  in 
plates  of  a  certain  style,  others  collect 
book-plates  of  a  certain  era,  others  con- 
fine their  interest  to  the  book-plates  de- 
signed by  certain  artists.  In  other  words, 
there  are  all  kinds  of  book-plate  collectors. 

I  speak  of  book-plate  collecting,  because 
it  is  my  own  opinion  that  every  library  in 
the  countrj',  whether  large  or  small, 
should  begin  a  collection  of  book-plates. 
Such  a  collection,  even  if  it  is  extremely 
modest  in  numbers,  or  even  mediocre  in 
quality,  is  likely  to  be  of  greatest  help  to 
patrons  of  the  library.  As  time  goes  on, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  general  in- 
terest in  book-plates  will  increase  and  that 
many  persons  will  desire  to  have  a  label, 
no  matter  how  homely  it  may  be,  for  the 
books  on  their  home  shelves.  A  small 
book-plate  collection  in  the  town  library 
will  enable  those  who  are  seeking  such  a 
label  to  know  something  of  the  subject 
and  to  choose  with  discrimination  a  suit- 
able design. 

It  is  the  easiest  thing  in  the  world  for 
a  library  to  begin  its  collection.  Let  the 
library  secure  from  its  own  books  one  ex- 
ample of  each  of  the  labels  used  during  the 
library's  existence.  These  can  be  fastened 
to  cards,  with  hinges  or  with  a  touch  or 
two  of  paste,  and  the  cards  can  be  ar- 
ranged alphabetically,  and  kept  in  a  filing 


case  or  drawer.  Among  the  books  of 
every  library  other  labels  may  be  found, 
and  examples  of  these  can  be  easily  re- 
moved and  added  to  the  collection.  Prom- 
inent libraries  in  the  East,  which  have 
very  beautiful  book-plates,  are  always 
ready  to  exchange,  and  thus  many  addi- 
tions can  be  made  to  the  collection.  The 
slight  attention  of  one  of  the  assistants  to 
this  matter  will  serve  to  establish  in  a 
very  short  time  a  modest  collection  of 
book-plates,  and  it  is  needless  to  say  that 
the  collection  will  never  grow  less.  The 
cards  that  are  used  for  this  purpose  are 
usually  about  G%  x  9  inches  in  size. 
Notes  in  regard  to  the  designing  and  en- 
graving of  the  book-plates  may  be  written 
on  the  card  below,  and  on  the  back  his- 
torical and  antiquarian  information  in  re- 
gard to  the  owner  of  the  book-plate  may 
be  noted  at  any  time.  Thus  the  collection 
takes  on  an  added  value  from  day  to  day, 
and  the  time  soon  comes  when  it  may  be 
counted  as  one  of  the  interesting  features 
of  the  library. 

But  I  am  perhaps  making  a  mistake 
when  I  assume  that  a  book-plate  is  worth 
while,  either  for  an  individual  or  for  a 
library.  Let  us  consider  the  question  for 
a  moment.  Should  we  encourage  those 
who  own  books  to  affix  a  label  to  their 
books?  It  seems  to  me  that  such  a  cus- 
tom is  altogether  worth  while.  A  book- 
label  brings  many  stray  books  home  again. 
It  does  not  bring  them  all  home,  as- libra- 
rians well  know,  but  it  is  an  excellent 
safeguard  in  general,  whether  for  a  pri- 
vate library  or  a  public  librarj'.  But 
aside  from  this  utilitarian  argument  on 
behalf  of  the  use  of  book-plates,  it  seems 
to  me  that  a  tasteful  book-plate  gives  an 
added  value  to  any  book.  A  person  who 
doesn't  see  the  use  of  having  a  book-plate 
will  doubtless  fail  to  see  the  desirability  of 
a  tasteful  design  for  a  book  cover.  He 
will  probably  be  willing  to  go  a  step  fur- 
ther, and  admit  that  the  question  of  print- 
ing isn't  a  very  important  question  ;  that 
it  is  hardly  worth  while  to  bother  about 
the  style  of  type  or  the  size  of  type  or  the 
make-up  of  the  page  or  the  quality  of  the 
paper.  For  him  a  book  is  to  be  read  and 
tossed  aside  like  a  squeezed  orange.  We 
all  know  that  there  are  many  persons  of 
this  sort  in  the  world,  but  I  hardly  think 
that   we   can    find   many    of   them   in    the 
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ranks  of  the  librarians  of  the  country. 
Badly  printed  books,  and  books  printed  on 
poor  paper,  and  books  that  are  poorly 
bound,  and  books  that  have  ugly  covers, 
are  to  be  found  on  the  shelves  of  every 
library.  We  have  to  have  them,  because 
we  have  to  have  books.  But  the  fact  that 
we  have  to  have  them  does  not  argue  that 
we  want  to  have  them  or  that  we  ought 
to  have  them.  As  time  goes  on,  let  us 
hope  that  vulgarity  and  cheapness  in  the 
making  of  books  will  gradually  disappear. 
Vulgarity  and  cheapness  in  the  making  of 
books  will  surely  disappear  when  the  read- 
ing world  in  general  comes  to  realize  the 
value  of  the  thoughts  and  records  that 
books  contain.  And  when  the  owner  of  a 
book  takes  the  trouble  to  place  upon  its 
inside  cover  a  carefully  printed  or  a  taste- 
fully designed  label,  he  is  proclaiming  to 
all  the  world  a  certain  high  valuation  that 
he  sets  upon  the  contents  of  the  book.  He 
is  proclaiming  his  own  high  standard  of 
what  a  book  should  be.  and  the  more  taste- 
ful his  book-plate  the  more  marked  the 
contrast  will  be  if  he  is  obliged  to  paste  it 
in  a  badly  printed  book.  These  are  some 
of  the  reasons  why  it  seems  to  me  wise  for 
every  public  library  to  encourage,  on  the 
part  of  those  who  patronize  it,  the  making 
of  book-plates.  Everj^  library  can  begin 
the  good  work  now.  A  few  cents  spent 
for  cards  of  the  right  sort,  a  verj'  few 
hours  spent  in  gathering  the  book-plates 
that  may  be  had  in  the  library  itself,  will 
afford  a  beginning.  Such  an  association 
as  the  California  Library  Association, 
working  with  the  California  State  Library, 
could  easily  arrange  a  traveling  exhibition 
of  book-plates,  which  could  be  exhibited  in 
the  course  of  a  year  at  many  of  the  libra- 
ries in  the  State.  In  this  way  high  stand- 
ards would  be  set,  and  an  excellent  cause 
would  be  encouraged  and  promoted. 

But  it  all  depends  upon  the  value  that 
you  set  upon  the  books  upon  j'our  shelves. 
If  you  don't  care  for  books,  you  will  not 
care  for  book-plates.  If  you  love  books, 
you  will  be  interested  in  book-plates,  and 
the  more  you  love  j'our  books  the  more 
willing  you  will  be  to  spend  time  and 
money  to  secure  a  suitable  Ijook-label. 

This  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of 
two  practical  questions :  First,  how  can  I 
secure  a  book-plate  and  second,  how  much 
ought  I  to  pay  for  it?     Unless  the  person 


who  is  choosing  a  book-plate  is  himself  an 
artist,  two  persons  are  usually  involVed  in 
the  production  of  a  book-plate,  the  owner 
and  some  artist.  The  person  desiring  a 
book-plate  usually  has  some  notions,  even 
if  they  be  crude  ones,  as  to  the  design.  It 
is  the  artist's  part  to  secure  as  definite  an 
idea  as  possible  of  what  is  wanted,  and 
then  to  embody  the  idea  in  a  set  design. 
The  old-time  English  book-plates  were 
heraldic,  and  extremely  conventional.  A 
shield,  bearing  the  family  coat  of  arms,  a 
motto,  a  crest,  these  have  been  the  chief 
elements  in  the  making  of  English  book- 
plates from  the  earliest  times.  Many  of 
the  earlier  American  plates,  brought  over 
by  our  first  ancestors  from  England,  bore 
the  same  conventional  stamp;  but  we 
Americans  began  to  break  away  from  this 
general  style  of  book-plates  a  good  while 
ago,  and  at  the  present  day  Americans 
who  design  book-plates  for  themselves  or 
for  others  permit  themselves  to  be  con- 
trolled by  no  habits  or  customs  of  the 
past.  Americans  make  book-plates  to 
please  themselves.  The  result  is  that  the 
modern  book-plate  appears  in  many  dif- 
ferent styles.  Some  families  retain  the 
coat  of  arms,  but  with  embellishments 
that  show  a  wide  departure  from  English 
standards.  Others  portray  a  favorite  cor- 
ner of  the  home  library.  Others  reveal 
the  hill  or  valley,  river,  or  lake,  that  may 
be  seen  from  a  favorite  window.  Others 
show  the  symbols  of  favorite  sports  or 
occupations.  The  book-plates  of  Ameri- 
cans to-day  are  sometimes  crude,  some- 
times lacking  in  good  taste  ;  but  they  are 
never  smug,  and  they  always  breathe  the 
spirit  of  freedom  that  finds  such  wide  ex- 
pression in  our  modern  literature. 

If,  therefore,  you  want  to  have  a  book- 
plate, you  must  consider  well  what  you 
want  to  put  into  it.  Then  you  must  get 
an  artist  who  will  help  you  to  put 
your  ideas  into  proper  shape.  When  the 
design  is  finished  it  can  be  reproduced  on 
zinc  by  any  of  the  numerous  photographic 
processes  for  a  very  small  sum.  The  en- 
tire cost  of  such  a  plate  will  range  from 
.$10  to  .$50,  according  to  the  value  that  the 
artist  sets  upon  his  services.  There  are 
many  who  like  to  have  their  design  en- 
graved upon  copper  or  upon  steel.  Cop- 
per or  steel  engraving  is  more  expensive, 
but  the  effects  produced  are  pleasing  and 
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satisfying.  The  demand  in  this  country 
during  the  past  20  years  for  book-plates 
engraved  or  etched  upon  copper  has  called 
into  existence  a  new  and  very  brilliant 
school  of  copper  engravers.  Among  these 
may  be  mentioned  the  late  Edwin  Davis 
French,  the  late  J.  W.  Spenceley,  C.  W. 
Sherborn  of  London,  G.  W,  Eve  of  Lon- 
don. Sydney  L.  Smith  of  Boston,  C.  D. 
Garrett  of  Boston,  W.  F.  Hopson  of  New 
Haven,  and  many  others.  Their  work 
has  been  greatly  admired,  and  some  of 
these  artists  have  been  given  high  jjlace 
among  the  engravers  of  the  world.  The 
cost  of  book-plates  engraved  on  copper 
varies  from  $60  or  .$75  to  .$175  or  even 
$200. 

The  difficulty  with  engravings  on  cop- 
per a  hundred  years  ago  was  that  the  cop- 
per quickly  wore  out,  so  that  only  a 
limited  number  of  clear  impressions  could 
be  taken.  The  invention  of  a  process  by 
which  the  copper  plate  may  be  steel  faced 
has  removed  this  objection  to  the  use  of 
copper  in  book-plate  engraving.  The  cost 
of  steel  facing  is  very  slight,  and  makes 
the  plate  practically  indestructible.  For 
large  libraries  it  is  possible  to  make  elec- 
trotypes from  the  copper,  thus  reducing 
the  cost  of  reproduction. 

It  may  be  well  to  raise  one  more  ques- 
tion in  this  connection,  and  that  is,  what 
sort  of  a  book-plate  should  be  provided  for 
a  public  library.  My  opinion  is  that  the 
book-plate  of  a  public  library  should  be, 
first  of  all,  in  good  taste.  It  would  be 
much  more  desirable  to  have  a  tasteful 
typographic  label  for  a  public  library  than 
to  have  a  pictorial  book-plate  of  vulgar  or 
cheap  design.  The  question  of  expense  is 
almost  always  a  difficult  one  in  public 
libraries.  It  is  very  seldom  that  a  board 
of  library  trustees  is ,  willing  to  spend 
any  money  for  a  book-plate,  and  after  a 
librarian  has  spent  months  or  years  in 
bringing  his  trustees  to  a  proper  appre- 
ciation of  a  handsome  book-plate  he  only 
finds  that  the  funds  of  the  library  are  in 
such  shape  that  the  trustees  can  not  get 
the  money  that  they  would  be  willing  to 
spend.  But  patience  and  persistence  ac- 
complish wonders.  Sooner  or  later  some 
patron  of  the  library  can  be  appealed  to 
and  the  funds  will  be  forthcoming,  and  in 
the  mean  time  book-plates  of  simple  de- 
sign but  of  true  artistic  proportion  may 
be  used. 


Many  persons  of  fine  literary  taste  and 
discrimination  are  terribly  shocked  when 
informed  that  a  book-plate  may  cost  $150 
or  $200,  Your  board  of  trustees  will  tell 
j'ou  that  that  sum  would  bu.y  a  great 
many  books,  and  that  a  book-plate  so  ex- 
pensive would  be  sheer  extravagance,  I 
think  that  that  all  depends  upon  the  valu- 
ation that  one  places  upon  one's  books.  It 
is  a  question,  too,  of  relative  values.  One 
thinks  at  once  about  the  Cost  of  cigars, 
or  about  the  amount  one  puts  in  the  con- 
tribution plate  on  Sunday.  Sometimes  the 
Sunday  contribution  is  small  because  the 
giver  is  poor.  Sometimes  the  Sunday  con- 
tribution is  small  because  of  the  value 
that  the  giver  sets  upon  his  religious  and 
spiritual  privileges  and  opportunities.  It 
is  the  Same  with  book-plates.  Only  a 
few  weeks  ago  I  was  told  that  a  woman 
of  wealth  and  fashion  desired  to  order  a 
book-plate  of  the  best  sort  from  her  sta- 
tioner. When  she  was  confronted  with 
the  somewhat  heavy  cost,  she  declared 
that  she  could  not  think  of  spending  more 
than  $15  in  all.  She  was  doing  her  shop- 
ping in  a  $.5000  automobile.  I  should  not 
dare  to  say  how  much  she  had  paid  the 
artist  who  designed  her  new  hat,  or  how 
many  hats  she  had  in  her  hat  collection. 
I  do  know  that  not  long  afterwards  she 
gave  a  reception  that  cost,  perhaps,  $3000. 
As  I  have  said,  it  all  depends  upon  how 
much  our  books  are  worth  to  us. 

The  book-plate  art  has  been  vastly  en- 
couraged by  book-plate  exhibitions.  New 
York  and  Boston  have  held  many  impor- 
tant exhibitions  in  recent  years.  During 
the  past  few  months  the  work  of  the  late 
J.  W.  Spenceley  has  been  on  exhibition 
at  the  Lenox  Library,  New  York,  and 
next  week  a  remarkably  complete  collec- 
tion of  the  engravings  of  the  late  Edwin 
Davis  French  will  be  exhibited  at  the 
Grolier  Club,  New  York. 

California  has  had  a  good  many  exhibi- 
tions of  book-plates.  Mrs  Wheelan's  work 
has  been  exhibited  frequentl.y  in  San 
Francisco,  and  Mr  J.  C.  Rowell,  librarian 
of  the  State  University,  deserves  great 
credit  for  his  continued  interest  in  the 
subject,  and  for  the  many  opportunities 
that  he  has  given  the  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  to  inspect  at  their 
leisure  the  best  examples  of  the  book-plate 
art.  The  most  notable  exhibition  of  book- 
plates ever  given  in  the  West  was  that

held  at  the  Century  Club,  San  Francisco, 
last  fall,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Book-Plate  Society.  It  is  expected 
that  another  exhibition,  under  the  same 
auspices,  will  be  held  next  September. 

If  I  were  asked  for  the  best  book  upon 
the  subject  of  book-plates,  for  general 
use  in  a  library,  I  should  mention  Charles 
Dexter  Allen's  "American  book-plates." 
The  volume  is  not  expensive,  and  contains 
an  American,  an  English,  and  a  French 
bibliography,  besides  a  complete  descrip- 
tive list  of  1000  early  American  book- 
plates. 

Note. — Following  Mr  Brewer's  paper, 
29  lantern  slides  representing  various 
types  of  book-plates  were  shown,  Mr 
Brewer  commenting  briefly  on  each.  These 
slides  are  the  property  of  the  State  Library 
and  may  be  borrowed  through  the  Refer- 
ence Department.

There  are  many  more  books  which  treat 
of  various  phases  of  the  subject  as  "Chil- 
dren's book-plates,"  "Ladies'  book-plates," 
"Masonic  book-plates,"  "Medical  book- 
plates" and  special  volumes  on  English. 
German,  French,   Swedish,  Belgian  book- 


plates and  many  others.  There  is  a  guide 
of  book-plate  collectors  and  a  bibliography 
of  book-plate  literature  published  in  Italy. 
If  one  wishes  to  spend  $8  to  $10  on  books 
on  the  subject,  numbers  1,  2,  10,  11  and 
13  are  recommended  for  first  purchase, 
then  adding  either  numbers  6  or  7.  Al- 
mack"s  little  book  is  of  no  use  to  Ameri- 
can collectors  and  Gade's  is  hardly  worth 
while  until  you  have  the  others.  Number 
5  is  practically  indispensable  to  the  col- 
lector of  old  plates,  but  its  price  (§15) 
places  it  beyond  the  reach  of  many.  Num- 
ber 12  refers  in  many  places  to  book- 
plates and  book-collecting.  It  is  an  excel- 
lent book  for  collectors  to  have.

Pictures    in    Libraries. 

Anna  McC.  Becklet. 

Several  weeks  ago  I  had  one  of  the  most 
delightful  experiences  of  my  library  life. 
I  was  invited  to  visit  a  school  where  the 
children's  work  in  drawing  and  color  was 
being  put  in  shape  for  exhibition  at 
the  Alaska-Yukon-Pacific  exposition.  The 
work  was  a  revelation  and  the  comments 
and  explanations  of  the  bright-eyed  teacher 
filled  me  with  enthusiasm  and  encourage- 
ment. Such  work  means  that  our  chil- 
dren are  learning  space  composition,  color 
values,  modeling  and  brush  work,  and  we 
maj'  hope  to  do  away,  through  them,  with 
the  absurd  emotional  idea  that  to  appre- 
ciate pictures  one  need  not  understand 
technique ;  and  this  little  teacher  is  lay- 
ing the  right  foundation.  These  children 
are  growing  into  an  understanding  of  art. 
and  I  will  venture  to  say  that  those  in  the 
higher  grades  can  tell  me  why  a  picture  is 
good,  better  than  half  those  who  have  the 
unconscious  misfortune  to  sit  under  one  of 
our  hysterical  "apostles  of  culture,"  who 
appeals  to  his  audiences  by  making  them 
believe  that  he  is  giving  them  the  soul  of 
art  and  that  technique  is  a  byword  and  a 
jest. 

In  a  few  years  from  now  the  little 
teacher's  pupils  will  be  able  to  appreciate 
the  lovely  curves  in  the  "Madonna  of  the 
Magnificat"  and  will  realize  that  those 
same  curves  can  be  exaggerated  and  multi- 
plied until  the  exquisite  comparison  to  the 
petals  of  an  opening  rose  would  be  an 
absurdity.     Let     them     continue     to     be 
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taught  the  technical  side  of  art  aud  they 
will  know  why  Velasquez  placed  his  stately 
figures  as  he  did,  with  "everything-  in  the 
right  place  and  of  the  right  force,"  why 
the  vast  shadowed  canopy  of  "Las 
Meninas"'  and  Rembrandt's  "Supper  at 
Emmaus"  are  full  of  meaning.  They  will 
detect  the  difference  and  purpose  in  quali- 
ties and  quantities  of  light,  Avill  catch  the 
snappy  touches  and  sparkling  vivacities  of 
Rubens  and  know  why  Giotto  used  "large- 
boned  and  massive  types."  The  soul  looks 
through  the  body  of  the  matter  as  handled 
by  the  artist,  and  in  proportion  to  our  un- 
derstanding of  that  matter  do  we  catch 
the  soul  and  the  intellectual  conception. 

The  library,  through  the  picture  collec- 
tions and  the  art  books,  must  emphasize 
what  the  schools  are  teaching.  However 
intelligent  aud  enthusiastic  the  teachers  of 
drawing  may  be,  it  is  possible  to  place  a 
serious  handicap  on  their  work  by  a  selec- 
tion of  pictures  for  schoolrooms  and  for 
the  libraries  over  which  they  have  no  con- 
trol. "Pharoah's  horses,"  "Can't  you 
talk?"  "A  Madonna  of  the  streets,"  stare 
at  you  from  the  walls  of  unfortunately 
many  of  our  schoolrooms,  wretched  por- 
traits of  Lincoln  were  disseminated  dur- 
ing the  Centenary,  pictures  without  the 
slightest  value  beyond  being  faint  images 
of  the  great  President.  Teachers  who 
know  nothing  of  the  artistic  value  of  pic- 
tures should  be  restrained  in  the  selection 
of  those  that  are  to  decorate  their  chil- 
dren's rooms ;  and  librarians  must  know, 
especially  if  they  are  limited  in  their  ex- 
penditures, what  to  select  and  why.  If 
the  teacher  or  librarian  does  not  know 
why  a  picture  is  good  or  bad,  he  should 
consult  seriously  with  those  who  do  know 
before  attempting  to  purchase,  and  help 
may  always  be  found  if  sought.  A  visit- 
ing librarian  told  me  of  the  valiant  and 
finally  successful  efforts  made  in  one  of 
our  eastern  cities  to  control  the  selection 
of  pictures  for  schoolrooms :  the  task  was 
delegated  to  an  expert,  and  we  may  look 
for  great  things  from  that  corner  of  the 
United  States. 

The  demand  for  good,  clear  copies  of 
pictures  is  becoming  more  and  more 
urgent,  and  I  am  hesitating  as  to  the  ad- 
visability of  recommending  copies  which, 
though  sufiiciently  clear  for  purposes  of 
recognition,  are  so  cheap  as  to  do  away 


with  the  possibility  of  bringing  out  the 
real  value  of  the  subject  for  purposes  of 
study. 

I  think  I  spoke  last  year  of  the  value  of 
magazine  pictures,  especially  those  taken 
from  Scribner,  Harper,  and  Century,  aud 
I  would  emphasize  this  again.  Before  our 
funds  admitted  of  a  picture  appropriation 
we  clipped  the  discarded  magazines, 
mounted  the  pictures,  labeled,  numbered 
and  filed  them ;  for  years  they  did  gallant 
service  and  to-day  fill  in  gaps.  The 
Timothy  Cole's  will  never  lose  their  charm 
aud  value. 

The  University  prints,  though  dim  and 
unsatisfactory  for  purposes  of  detailed 
study,  are  none  the  less  invaluable  to  the 
beginner  in  the  study  of  art  who  has  not 
access  to  large,  well  classified  and  cata- 
loged collections,  as  the  greatest  care  has 
been  displayed  in  the  attributions,  schools, 
and  locations  of  the  pictures.  New 
methods  of  criticism  have  been  followed  in 
every  case  and  these  prints  are  accom- 
panied by  excellent  text-books. 

I  wish  that  every  small  library  could 
set  aside  money,  if  only  a  few  dollars, 
every  year  for  the  purchase  of  one.  two,  or 
half  a  dozen  pictures  of  real  value  in 
bringing  out  the  quality  of  the  original. 
The  Braun,  Clement  photographs  and  the 
Berlin  photogravures  are  so  thoroughly 
satisfactory  that  I  wish  to  speak  of  my 
own  experience  with  these  pictures  in  lec- 
ture work  aud  hoAV  we  select  and  use  them 
for  wall  decorations,  after  which  I  will 
touch  on  the  subject  of  color  processes  and 
their  value  in  art  study. 

I  spoke  not  long  ago  on  Velasquez  and 
his  influence  in  modern  art.  and  used  these 
pictures  for  purposes  of  illustration.  As 
I  placed  the  "Moenippus"  beside  a  Manet 
I  suddenly  realized,  from  the  faces  before 
me.  that  my  listeners  had  caught  the 
meaning  and  value  of  the  original  through 
these  adequate  aud  accurate  vehicles  of  re- 
production. 

We  have  huug  many  of  these  pictures 
on  our  walls,  and  the  longer  I  work  with 
such  copies  the  more  I  am  convinced  that 
the  satisfaction  gained  warrants  the  con- 
siderable expenditure  of  money.  I  am 
hoping  to  secui'e  in  the  coming  year  the 
whole  series  of  the  Sistine  chapel ;  the 
great  vault,  the  "Last  Judgment,"  and 
that  group  by  other  artists,  dwarfed  and 
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crushed  by  the  stupendous  Titans  above, 
but  marvelous  and  glorious  examples  of 
the  older  traditions  in  conception  and 
execution.  With  the  approval  of  our 
Board,  I  hope  to  add  Mantegna's 
"Triumph  of  Caesar,"  the  Stanze  of 
Raphael,  and  many  others  by  v^^hich  the 
study  of  art  in  our  schools,  classes,  and 
clubs  may  become  of  real  and  permanent 
value.  Tactile  values,  modeling,  rhythm 
of  movement  and  line,  character  and 
beauty  of  facial  expression  may  be  shown 
through  this  class  of  photograph.  Com- 
pare the  face  of  Perugino's  Madonna,  be- 
fore you,  in  one  of  these  reproductions 
with  the  small  and  cheap  photographs  be- 
side it,  and  the  difference  is  so  striking 
that  one  feels  that  probably  only  color  is 
lacking  to  make  it  for  practical  purposes 
of  study  very  near  the  original. 

We  are,  in  Los  Angeles,  as  you  know, 
without  a  building  of  our  own  for  library 
purposes,  and  consequently  without  the 
equipment  and  environment  necessary  to 
a  proper  display  of  our  books  and  pic- 
tures, but  we  have  made  an  experiment  on 
a  small  scale  in  the  children's  room.  The 
Principal  of  the  Juvenile  department  has 
determined  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  chil- 
dren's minds,  through  their  eyes,  by  means 
of  good  pictures.  She  believes  that  the 
time  has  come  when  illustrations  of  child 
life  should  be  chosen  from  Del  Sarto,  Van 
Dyke,  Velasquez,  Manet,  Israels,  Dagnan- 
Bouveret  and  others.  If  a  genre  subject 
is  to  be  represented,  let  the  children  see 
the  best  that  the  art  world  holds ;  if  a 
portrait  is  to  be  shown,  let  it  be  a  por- 
trait that  possesses  the  necessary  qualities 
that  characterize  the  best  portraits ;  if  a 
religious  subject,  one  that  preserves  the 
traditional  and  religious  feeling. 

The  Children's  Librarian  told  the  chil- 
dren the  story  of  Don  Baltazar  Carlos, 
how  all  the  palace,  from  nobles  to  kitchen 
boys,  welcomed  his  birth,  how  he  .was 
loved  by  his  father,  how  Velasquez  painted 
him,  now  with  dog  and  gun  and  again 
mounted  as  they  see  on  his  pony,  and  the 
end  when  the  funeral  procession  wound 
up  to  the  rocky,  wind-swept  Escorial,  of 
his  tomb  in  the  crj^pt,  and  they  listened 
with  eager  little  faces  to  the  story  of  this 
boy  of  long  ago.  Later  I  heard  a  wee 
girl,  not  more  than  seven  years  of  age, 
telling  the  story  to  one  who  had  come  too 
late  to  hear  it  all.     "And  that  happy  little 


boy,  who  was  a  prince  in  Spain,  died  and 
was  buried,  but  you  just  think  of  him, 
when  you  look  at  that  picture,  as  if  he 
wasn't  dead  at  all."  As  long  as  those  chil- 
dren live,  Velasquez's  little  prince  gallop- 
ing toward  them  will  be  a  vivid  memory. 

The  splendid  "Laughing  Cavalier" 
shines  from  one  wall,  and  the  "Blue  Boy," 
graceful  and  sweet,  looks  out  a  gallant  lit- 
tle figure  from  another  corner.  I  feel  that 
our  children's  librarian  is  beginning  right. 
An  impression  of  the  best  is  as  easy  to 
make  on  a  child's  mind  as  the  impression 
of  the  mediocre.  The  subject  of  working 
with  children  is  endless  in  its  suggestive- 
ness  and  I  must  pass  to  the  topic  of  color 
reproduction. 

You  are  undoubtedly  familiar  with  the 
Arundel  prints.  They  are  quite  beyond 
our  means  at  present,  though  I  am  living 
in  hopes  that  we  may  have  another  op- 
portunity such  as  we  were  foi'ced  to  let 
slip  the  other  day,  when  H.  Sotheran  &  Co. 
advertised  a  list  of  these  prints  framed, 
which  included  many  of  the  most  beauti- 
ful of  the  chromolithographs.  The  Medici 
prints  are  excellent,  and  I  have  been 
particularly  pleased  with  Lorenzo  di 
Credi's  "Annunciation,"  Fra  Filippo  Lip- 
pi's  "Madonna"  and  Luini's  "Head  of  the 
Blessed  Virgin"  after  the  originals  in 
tempera,  Titian's  "Madonna  of  the  Cher- 
ries" and  Bellini's  "Madonna  of  the  Two 
Trees"  from  the  original  oil  on  tempera 
panels.  I  have  placed  them  before  you 
and  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  rich 
crimson  of  the  hanging  behind  the  Ma- 
donna in  the  Titian,  the  delightful  render- 
ing of  the  peculiar  green  screen  in  the 
Bellini,  and  the  details  of  the  four,  the 
flesh  tints  and  the  coloring  of  the  robes. 
I  am  sure  that  the  time  is  near  at  hand 
when  the  demand  will  be  for  colored  re- 
productions ;  but  be  careful,  the  process  is 
in  an  evolutionary  stage  and  I  have  seen 
atrocities  on  the  market.  I  remember  a 
copy  of  Whistler's  "Mother"  and  of  Van 
Dyke's  "Lord  Philip  Wharton"  which 
were  brought  to  me  for  inspection.  The 
coloring  was  inaccurate,  the  details  mean- 
ingless blots. 

I  had  an  interesting  talk  with  the  rep- 
representative  of  one  of  our  large  photo- 
graphic firms  and  he  showed  me  colored 
reproductions  of  certain  pictures.  I  re- 
member two  copies  of  the  same  picture. 
One  was  colored  directlj^  from  the  origi- 
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nal,  a  hard,  bright,  almost  shadowless 
light  flooded  a  room  in  which  bright  reds, 
decided  greens,  and  defined  yellows  pre- 
dominated ;  the  other,  toned  down  to 
please  eyes  that  preferred  the  softer 
shades ;  yet  for  purposes  of  illustration  of 
this  artist's  peculiar  style,  the  first  only 
was  worth  while. 

The  Braun,  Clement  company  have  re- 
produced in  color,  one  of  Ghirlandajo's 
charming  half  length  portraits  of  a  Flor- 
entine lady,  which  I  wish  I  could  show  as 
an  example  of  satisfactory  work ;  the 
apricot  of  cheek,  the  pale  ivory  of  fore- 
head, the  corn  of  hair,  and  the  warm  red 
glow  of  rich  corded  dress,  the  accessories, 
ai"e  exquisitely  carried  out ;  if  you  can 
secure  a  few  pictures  that  give  an  idea 
of  the  coloring  of  the  original,  do  so  by 
all  means. 

Every  library  that  has  the  room  should 
make  a  specialtj'  of  exhibitions.  Show 
the  public  from  time  to  time  what  you 
have  that  is  worth  Avhile.  Do  you  know 
that  we  have  had  the  rare  good  fortune, 
fortune  so  rai'e  that  sometimes  I  think  I 
have  dreamed  it  all,  to  secure  a  few 
Japanese  prints  from  the  Mossin  collec- 
tion that  was  broken  up  a  year  ago? 
There  are  .iust  26  of  these  prints  but  of 
such  surpassing  excellence  that  but  for 
the  recognition  of  their  value  and  beauty 
by  our  Librarian  and  Board  they  would 
have  left  our  city  to  grace  a  large  library 
or  museum  in  the  East  or  been  swallowed 
up  in  a  private  collection.  We  have  ex- 
amples of  Harunobu,  Kiyonaga,  Shunsho, 
ITtamaro.  Yeishi,  Yeizan,  Toj^okuni,  Hok- 
usai.  and  Hiroshige  II. 

These  prints  are  to  be  framed,  listed 
with  descriptive  texts  and  exhibited.  An 
expert  who  knows  Japanese  prints  as 
Berenson  knows  Carlo  Crivelli,  declares 
them  to  be  gems  and  congratulates  us  on 
our  wisdom  in  securing  them.  Amateurs 
will  be  able,  even  from  this  small  number 
of  prints,  to  recognize  what  is  best  in  this 
form  of  art,  and  will  catch  the  difference 
between  these  fine  old  examples  and  the 
modern  Japanese  print.  Such  quality  in 
the  paper  of  these  gems,  such  soft  and 
melting  tones  in  the  colors ! 

If  you  have  a  sufficient  number  of  re- 
productions of  Velasquez's  works  you  cm 
arrange  j^our  pictures  to  represent  the 
diffei'eut  phases  of  his  artistic  develop- 
ment.    You  can,  with  a  good  collection  of 


Botticelli  photographs,  have  a  shadow  of 
the  Uffizi  room.  You  can,  in  fact,  with 
even  a  very  limited  number  of  pictures 
give  a  systematic  idea  of  any  period  of 
architecture,  sculpture  or  painting. 

Perhaps  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to 
speak  at  this  point  of  a  collection  of  water 
color  pictures  of  California  wild  flowers 
that  we  are  placing  in  our  library.  These 
pictures  are  not  only  accurate  from  a 
botanist's  standpoint  but  are  artistic. 
Miss  Hutchinson,  of  our  city,  who  is  col- 
lecting our  wild  flowers  and  giving  them 
permanent  form,  aims  to  cover  the  flora 
of  the  state.  We  have  had  an  exhibition 
of  these  pictures  in  the  school  department 
and  they  have  proved  a  charming  and 
instructive  attraction. 

The  town  or  city  that  owns  a  real 
library  with  ideal  rooms  has  enviable 
opportunities  for  expansive  and  telling 
work.  Set  a  room  aside,  where  informal 
talks  may  be  given  on  subjects  of  interest 
to  patrons.  Speaking  of  the  botanical 
plates  suggests  the  subject.  Not  a  day 
passes  but  a  tourist,  or  a  citizen  wanders 
into  our  library,  especially  in  the  flower 
season,  seeking  information  regarding  our 
flora.  With  Miss  Hutchinson's  water 
color  studies  before  us,  we  can  tell  the 
inquirer  where  the  flower  grows,  how  it 
grows  and  when  it  blooms ;  we  could  give 
little  talks  on  pictures  in  the  same  way 
and  I  know  that  real  live  work  could  oe 
accomplished.     Try  it  some  time. 

We  have  a  little  plan  that  I  hope  may 
work  out  satisfactorily,  only  all  these 
little  plans  cost  .big  money,  but  I  will 
sketch  it  for  you  very  briefly.  We  wish 
to  frame  a  few  of  our  best  reproductions 
in  photographs,  photogravures,  engrav- 
ings and  color  prints  in  frames  modeled 
after  the  original  setting.  These  pictures, 
so  dressed  and  set  off,  we  plan  to  circulate 
in  homes,  public  and  private  schools. 
Sunday  schools  and  settlements,  just  as 
we  circulate  books  and  by  this  means 
rouse  an  active  and  intelligent  interest 
and  appreciation  in  good  art.  We  would 
have  designs  submitted  by  various  picture 
dealers  of  frames  that  would  fit  the  uni- 
form sizes  of  other  pictures,  choose  an 
artistic  and  simple  form,  fit  pictures  to 
these  frames  and  circulate  them  in  the 
same  way. 

We  are  glad  to  loan  our  photographs 
to  clubs,  schools  and  libraries  in  outlying 
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towns  and  those  who  have  asked  for  the 
pictures  have  found  them  invaluable  in 
their  work. 

I  think  that  many  of  you  remember 
Mr  I.  B.  Richman's  remarkable  address 
before  you  last  year.  He  dwelt  on  the 
work  done  in  different  states  by  means  of 
inter-library  loans  and  expressed  his  in- 
terest in  the  extensive  and  successful 
efforts  made  in  this  state,  but  criticised 
us  on  one  point,  the  lack  of  a  picture  loan 
system.  Could  not  the  Picture  Committee 
devise  some  method,  with  the  approval  of 
the  President  of  the  C.  L.  A.,  by  means  of 
which  a  loan  system  could  be  set  into 
active  operation  using  pictures  from  all 
libraries  in  the  state? 

Note. — Miss  Beckley's  paper  was  illus- 
trated by  reproductions  of  pictures  which 
were  shown  during  Mrs  Whitbeck's  read- 
ing of  the  paper. 

DISTRICT    MEETINGS,    JANU- 
ARY-MARCH, 1909. 


First  District  Meeting. 

The  fourth  meeting  of  the  First  Dis- 
trict, California  Library  Association,  was 
held  at  the  Alameda  Free  Public  Library, 
on  Friday  evening,  January  15,  1909,  in 
the  new  Smoking  Room,  which  was  beau- 
tifully decorated  and  lighted  for  the  occa- 
sion. 

Miss  Huntington,  the  President,  intro- 
duced Sheldon  Cheney,  of  Berkeley,  who 
read  a  paper  on  "Book-plates."  He  first 
defined  them  and  then  presented  their  ar- 
tistic, antiquarian,  utilitarian,  sentimental 
and  humorous  aspects.  He  spoke  of  noted 
engravers  and  designers,  especially  com- 
mending the  English.  He  said  that  na- 
tional art  is  shown  in  book-plates.  He 
scored  public  libraries  for  their  inartistic 
book-plates.  As  a  book-plate  is  to  last  for 
all  time,  the  work  on  it  should  be  first 
class.  It  should  combine  beauty,  dignity 
and  individuality.  Mr  Cheney  described 
book-plates  of  famous  men,  citing  that  of 
George  Washington  as  being  the  most 
sought  for  by  collectors.  He  spoke  of  the 
exchange  of  book-plates,  also  of  their 
value  to  genealogists.  A  list  of  books  on 
book-plates  was  given,  Allen's  "American 
book-plates"  being  recommended  to  those 
who  can  not  afford  the  more  expensive 
ones. 


Charles  S.  Greene,  Librarian  of  the 
Oakland  Free  Library,  gave  a  talk  on  the 
library  legislation  to  be  considered  at  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Edward  K.  Taylor,  Mayor  of  Alameda, 
made  a  few  well-chosen  remarks. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  the  Trus- 
tees, the  Librarian  and  the  Staff  of  the 
Alameda  library  for  their  hospitality,  and 
the  meeting  adjourned,  the  members  to  be 
further  entertained  in  a  social  way.

Sixth  District  Meeting. 

The  Sixth  District  C.  L.  A.  met  at  San 
Pedro,  March  3,  1909.  A  reception  com- 
mittee composed  of  three  members  of  the 
San  Pedro  Woman's  Club  and  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  met  the 
delegates  on  their  arrival  and  conducted 
them    to    the    Public   Library. 

Mr  H.  Baly  gave  an  address  of  wel- 
come, to  which  Miss  N.  M.  Russ,  district 
president,  responded.  Miss  Russ  urged  the 
importance  of  membership  in  the  C.  L.  A. 
and  of  attendance  at  district  and  state 
meetings.  The  nainutes  of  the  November 
meeting  were  accepted.  The  roll  call 
showed  the  presence  of  66  delegates,  24 
libraries  of  the  district  being  represented. 

Theodore  J.  Irwin  read  a  paper  on 
"Music  in  public  libraries."  Professor  E. 
L.  Larkin  and  Miss  Bertha  Kumli  briefly 
addressed  the  meeting,  the  latter  announc- 
ing the  annual  meeting  of  the  C.  L.  A.  at 
Oakland  April  15-17.  After  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  morning  session  the  visitors 
were  the  guests  of  the  San  Pedro  Chamber 
of  Commerce  at  a  luncheon  served  in 
Eagles'  Hall. 

At  2 :15  p.  M.  the  programme  was  re- 
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sumed  in  the  assembly  room  of  the  Sau 
Pedro  higli  school.  Music  was  furnished 
by  the  high  school  orchestra  and  chorus. 

Miss  Helen  E.  Haines  I'ead  a  paper  on 
"Fiction  in  public  libraries,"  discriminat- 
ing- between  different  types  of  novels  and 
giving  examples  of  each  type  with  its  vari- 
ations. 

F.  W.  Faxon,  after  announcing  the  com- 
ing A.  L.  A.  convention  in  the  "White 
mountains,  proceeded  to  the  subject  of 
"Periodical  sets ;  what  to  get  and  what 
not  to  get."  Mr  Faxon  emphasized  the 
value  of  periodicals  for  refei-ence  work, 
stating  that  with  sets  of  even  two  good 
periodicals,  such  as  LittelVs  living  age  and 
Harpers  monthly,  material  on  almost  any 
subject  asked  for  might  be  found  with  the 
aid  of  "Poole's  index"  and  "Readers' 
guide."  Have  a  definite  plan  at  the  be- 
ginning. Get  magazines  that  are  listed  in 
"Readers'  guide."  Do  not  get  unindexed 
magazines  unless  they  are  bought  for  a 
special  purpose.  Get  whole  sets  at  once. 
Harper,  Century,  McClure's,  Scrilmer  and 
Forum  may  be  obtained  from  the  begin- 
ning in  bound  form  at  smaller  cost  than 
the  sets  in  numbers  with  the  added  cost  of 
binding  would  amount  to.  Beware  of  fill- 
ing a  part  of  a  gap.  As  some  numbers 
are  easy  to  get  and  some  difiicult,  by  tak- 
ing those  that  are  easy  to  get  when  offered 
you  may  have  to  duplicate  them  in  order 
to  obtain  the  others.  Do  not  duplicate  in 
one  subject  at  first.  Beware  of  American 
reprints  of  English  reviews,  such  as  the 
Quarterly  review  and  the  Edinhurg  re- 
meiv.  as  they  may  be  paged  differently. 
After  ISSS  the  two  are  identical.  In 
binding  see  that  the  volumes  are  num- 
bered as  they  are  in  the  index.  These 
are  some  of  the  points  Mr  Faxon  empha- 
sized. 

Miss  M.  M.  Oakley,  State  historical  so- 
ciety library,  Madison,  Wis.,  followed  with 
"A.  L.  A.  reminiscences,"  recalling  the 
founders  of  the  A.  L.  A.,  naming  some 
present  day  leaders  in  library  work,  in 
every  case  making  the  personality  behind 
the  name  stand  out  with  greater  distinct- 
ness. 

A  motion  was  introduced  by  Miss 
Jeanette  McFadden  of  Santa  Ana,  duly 
seconded  and  carried  unanimously,  that  an 
invitation  be  extended  to  the  American 
Library    Association    to    hold    its    annual 


meeting  for  the  year  1910  in  Los  Angeles 
or  vicinity. 

Miss  Sweetman,  principal  of  the  San 
Pedro  high  school,  read  a  paper  on  "The 
benefit  of  the  public  library  to  the  com- 
munity." 

Resolutions  were  adopted  cordially 
thanking  the  library  board  of  San  Pedro, 
Miss  Royce  and  her  assistant,  the 
Woman's  club,  the  Board  of  trade.  Miss 
Sweetman,  the  orchestra  and  chorus  of 
the  high  school,  and  the  speakers  of  the 
day,  for  their  hearty  cooperation  in  mak- 
ing this  meeting  in  the  highest  degree 
profitable  and  enjoyable.

Mr.  Bruncken 
has  been  sent  east,  especially  to  Wisconsin 
and  New  York,  while  their  Legislatures 
are  in  session,  to  obtain  full  information 
on  these  subjects.  His  inquiries  will  also 
include  municipal  administration  and  inci- 
dentally all  other  departments  of  library 
work. 

Miss  Kumli  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  Sixth  District,  C.  L.  A.,  held  in  San 
Pedro,  March  3.

STUDENT   ASSISTANTS. 

Library  development  in  this  state  has 
reached  a  point  where  better  trained  work- 
ers are  urgently  needed ;  and  no  one 
realizes  this  fact  more  strongly  than  the 
librarians  and  assistants  themselves.  We 
had  hoped  that  the  Legislature  would  ap- 
propriate money  for  a  library  school ;  and 
when  that  failed  to  carry,  that  the  Uni- 
versity would  immediately  take  up  the 
work.  (See  report  of  C.  L.  A.  Committee 
on  Training  School  for  Librarians,  p.  252.) 
The  school  will  doubtless  come  in  the 
next  few  years ;  meanwhile,  however,  the 
State  Library  feels  that  an  effort  should 
be  made  sooner  to  give  some  help  to  those 
already  engaged  in  library  activities. 
Hence  it  has  been  decided  that,  dating 
from  October  15,  1909,  for  a  period  of 
from  three  to  six  months,  the  State  Li- 
brary will  take  into  its  staff  ten  persons 
already  engaged  in  library  work  in  Cali- 
fornia and  give  them  instruction  and  work 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  library. 
Realizing  that  many  librarians,  and  pos- 
sibly the  very  ones  who  would  be  most 
benefited  by  the  term  of  work  and  study, 
are  not  able  financially  to  employ  substi- 
tutes during  their  absence  and  to  stand 
the  expense  of  their  residence  in  Sacra- 
mento, the  State  Library  will  pay  $25.00 
per  month  to  each  of  the  ten  while  taking 
the  course. 

The  term  begins  October  15,  1909,  and 
ends  April  15,  1910.  All  candidates  must 
come  October  15,  and  may  stay  three  or 
six  months.  All  applications  must  be  sent 
in  by  September  15.  Application  blanks 
will  be  furnished  on  request.

Law  Department. 

Milton  J.  Ferguson,  in  charge. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
psedias  and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  i-eference  purposes. 


State  oflBcers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books, 
and  private  individuals  are  accorded .  the 
same  privilege  upon  presentation  of  an 
order  signed  by  a  Supreme,  Appellate  or 
Superior  Judge.  Books  may  be  kept  three 
weeks,  and  will  be  once  renewed  for  two 
weeks.  All  books  are  subject  to  recall,  if 
required  by  a  state  officer. 

The  Law  Department  has  in  hand  two 
pieces  of  work  which,  it  is  felt,  will  be 
of  much  use  to  two  classes  of  individuals. 
The  first  is  a  compilation  of  the  library 
laws  of  California,  which  are  in  force 
at  the  present  time  ;  it  appears  elsewhere 
in  this  April  number  of  News  Notes  of 
California  Libraries.  The  demand  among 
library  workers  for  this  compilation  has 
become  unusually  strong,  because  of  the 
many  changes  made  in  the  law  during  the 
3Sth  session  of  the  Legislature. 

The  other  undertaking  is,  so  far, 
mainly  to  be  done  ;  and  is  a  printed  index 
to  the  more  than  4000  volumes  of  Su- 
preme and  Courts  of  Appeals  records 
already  on  the  shelves  of  the  library. 
This  total  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of 
between  thirty  and  forty  volumes  per 
quarter,  and  forms  possibly  the  most  used 
set  of  books  to  be  found  in  the  state. 
It.  has  grown  greatly  in  importance  and 
value  to  the  lawyers  and  judges  of  Cali- 
fornia since  the  great  fire  of  April,  190G, 
which  destroyed  the  sets  of  records  in 
San  Francisco.  The  value  of  a  printed 
index  may  be  seen  wdien  one  recognizes 
the  fact  that  a  lawyer  out  of  Sacramento, 
who  wants  to  use  a  record,  must  each  time 
write  to  the  State  Library  to  find  out 
whether  or  not  the  transcript  and  briefs 
wanted  are  in  our  collection.  For  while 
great  care  is  being  taken  to  get  hold  of 
all  printed  records,  some  in  times  past 
were  not  secured.  Besides,  original  cases 
whose  records  were  not  printed  have  no 
papers  in  our  bound  set ;  the  lawyer  want- 
ing a  transcript  may  not  be  aware  that 
it  was  not  printed,  and  depends  upon 
citing  it  in  his  case  until  he  finds  that 
it  may  not  be  had.  With  a  printed 
index  in  hand  he  could  tell  at  once 
whether  or  not  any  record  could  be  bor- 
rowed from  the  State  Library. 

An  index  to  the  court  records  was  pub- 
lished in  1892.  Between  1892  and  the 
present  time  the  index  has  been  kept  on 
cards,  which  now  number  several  thousand 
and  are  constantly  growing  more  un- 
wieldy in  bulk.     Consequently  the  printed 
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index  will  be  a  relief  to  the  Law  Depart- 
ment as  well  as  a  satisfaction  to  the 
lawyer  and  jurist. 

Recently  the  department  has  begun  the 
collection  of  the  typewritten  briefs  in 
cases  of  original  jurisdiction.  For  such 
papers  we  must  rely  upon  the  courtesy 
of  the  attorneys ;  so  far  we  are  finding 
them  very  much  disposed  to  aid  us  in 
building  up  such  a  collection.  We  are 
also  beginning  to  gather  transcripts  and 
briefs  in  those  cases  in  the  federal  courts 
which  originated  in  California ;  here 
again  we  find  the  attorneys  willing  to 
contribute  copies  of  their  papers. 

Sociological  Department. 

Ernest  Bruncken,  in  charge. 

The  Sociological  Department  aims  to 
furnish  information  on  all  subjects  con- 
nected with  the  administration  of  public 
affairs  to  officials,  both  state  and  local, 
as  well  as  to  all  others  interested. 

The  Sociological  Department  of  the 
State  Library  is  becoming  an  integral 
part  of  the  machinery  of  legislation  in 
this  state.  This  was  very  evident  during 
the  session  just  passed,  although  the  pos- 
sibilities of  this  kind  of  work  are  not  by 
any  means  exhausted.  At  the  next  ses- 
sion, the  Department  expects  to  be  very 
much  better  equipped,  and  consequently 
to  enlarge  its  usefulness  greatly. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  session, 
much  of  the  time  of  the  staff  was  taken 
up  with  drawing  bills,  and  more  than  a 
hundred  of  these  were  prepared,  at  the 
request  of  members,  and  occasionally  of 
outsiders.  The  experience  of  the  library 
is  that  very  many  men  elected  to  legisla- 
tures are  at  a  loss  how  to  get  the  bills 
they  wish  to  introduce  drawn  in  proper 
form.  Often  they  are  assisted  by  some 
lawyer  in  their  home  town,  who  may  or 
may  not  be  competent  to  do  so  ;  for  by  no 
means  every  lawyer  has  the  special  knowl- 
edge and  experience  necessary  for  such 
work.  Other  members,  often  with  assist- 
ance of  some  committee  clerk,  attempt  to 
draw  their  own  bills.  Still  others  are 
ready  to  pay  out  of  their  own  pockets  for 
such  work,  and  retain  some  attorney  to 
do  it.  To  all  these,  the  Sociological  De- 
partment evidently  offers  highly-desired 
relief.  Even  experienced  members,  who 
would  be  entirely  competent  to  draw  bills 
themselves,  often  find  that  they  can  save 


much  time  by  letting  the  Department  do 
it  for  them.  Although  many  members 
come  to  the  opening  of  the  session  with 
their  bills  ready  to  present,  a  great  many 
additional  measures  suggest  themselves 
during  the  progress  of  legislation,  and 
these  especially  have  largely  been  left  to 
the  Department  to  put  into  proper  form. 
The  great  comprehensive  bills,  such  as  the 
primary  elections  act,  the  juvenile  court, 
the  banking  law  and  the  various  railway 
bills,  were  mostly  prepared  beforehand  by 
voluntary  or  official  committees  with  the 
assistance  of  experts.  But  the  greater 
part  of  the  bills  introduced  refer  to  mat- 
ters of  comparatively  unimportant  detail. 
It  is  matters  of  this  character  which  are 
usually  left  to  be  wrestled  with  by  the 
unassisted,  individual  members,  and  here 
the  services  of  the  Department  are  most 
in  demand.  The  percentage  of  bills  -pre- 
pared in  the  Department  is  much  larger 
than  would  appear  on  the  surface.  Dur- 
ing the  recent  session  two  thousand  six 
hundred  and  ninety-four  bills  were  intro- 
duced in  the  two  houses,  besides  a  num- 
ber of  resolutions  and  constitutional 
amendments.  But  of  these  at  least  one- 
third  are  represented  in  duplicate,  identi- 
cal bills  being  introduced  in  each  house. 
Then  there  were  several  hundred  "code 
bills,"  that  is,  bills  prepared  by  the  code 
commissioner,  for  the  purpose  of  correct- 
ing errors  or  placing  the  provisions  of 
existing  general  laws  in  their  proper  places 
in  the  codes.  Then  there  was  a  batch  of 
nearly  a  hundred  bills  prepared  by  the 
Commonwealth  Club  and  another  by  the 
San  Francisco  Bar  Association.  Deduct- 
ing these,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Depart- 
ment drafted  a  considerable  number  of  the 
measures  introduced. 

The  drawing  of  bills  was  but  one  of  the 
activities  of  the  Department,  and  by  no 
means  the  principal  one.  Most  important 
is  the  supplying  of  quick  and  accurate  in- 
formation to  be  used  in  the  framing  of 
bills  or  their  discussion  in  committee  or  on 
the  floor.  Several  of  the  hold-over  sena- 
tors had,  after  the  close  of  the  preceding 
session,  left  standing  orders  to  be  kept 
posted  on  anything  that  might  be  pub- 
lished in  regard  to  certain  subjects  which 
they  expected  they  would  have  to  deal 
with  at  the  coming  session.  In  conse- 
quence, references,  and  when  necessary, 
the  reading  matter  itself,  were  from  time 
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to  time  sent  out  to  these  senators  on  pri- 
mary elections,  direct  legislation,  railway 
rates,  and  several  other  subjects.  Sim- 
ilarly, several  private  persons  interested 
in  prospective  legislation  were  supplied 
with  information.  This  form  of  service 
by  the  State  Library  can  be  much  ex- 
tended. Any  person  in  California,  who 
for  serious  purposes  desires  to  be  kept 
posted  on  what  may  appear  in  print  re- 
garding some  matter  of  public  concern, 
will  from  time  to  time  be  supplied  with 
references  relating  thereto,  if  he  will  make 
a  request  therefor  at  the  State  Library. 
The  book,  pamphlet,  or  article  so  called 
to  his  attention  will  be  sent  to  him  on 
application  in  the  usual  way. 

An  important  part  of  the  work  during 
the  session  was  the  preparing  of  briefs  on 
questions  of  law  arising  during  debate. 
Much  of  this  was  of  course  done  by  the 
lawyer  members  themselves,  for  which 
purpose  the  Law  Department  of  the  State 
Library  was  at  their  disposal.  But  many 
such  questions  were  turned  over  to  the 
staff.  Especially  many  of  the  members 
who  were  not  themselves  lawyers  were 
glad  for  this  opportunity.  One  question 
especially  was  of  daily  recurrence :  What 
statutes  are  there  on  this  subject  in  other 
states  and  countries?  Thanks  to  the  "In- 
dex of  Legislation,"  published  annually  by 
the  New  York  State  Library,  and  to  its 
own  collection  of  reference  cards,  the 
Department  was  enabled  to  answer  these 
questions  quickly,  and  in  many  cases 
could  add  information  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  such  statutes  had  worked  in 
other  states,  or  the  arguments  by  which 
they  were  upheld  or  attacked  there.  This 
form  of  service,  also,  is  of  course  not  con- 
fined to  legislators  during  the  session,  but 
will  be  rendered,  in  person  or  by  corre- 
spondence, for  any  applicant. 

The  special  collections  brought  together 
by  the  Department  were  found  of  great 
use  and  convenience.  For  instance,  the 
large  number  of  clippings,  pamphlets  and 
references  to  magazine  articles,  in  addi- 
tion to  a  book  or  two,  which  dealt  with 
primary  elections,  were  turned  over  to 
the  chairman  of  the  committee  before 
which  these  bills  were  pending,  and  stayed 
in  his  possession  till  the  bill  was  finally 
passed,  being  placed  by  him  at  the  dis- 
posal of  all  the  members. 

Sometimes    the    speed    with    which    the 
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Department  could  work  was  put  to  a 
severe  test,  when  during  some  debate  on 
the  floor  messenger  after  messenger  came 
with  qeustions  about  some  data  to  be 
used  immediately.  _  The  system  of  bibli- 
ographies and  card  indexes  at  the  disposal 
of  the  staff  were  the  only  means  of  satis- 
fying this  demand.  The  largest  amount 
of  such  work  done  was  during  the  debates 
on  the  several  anti-Japanese  measures, 
when  it  seemed  that  nearly  every  speaker 
spoke  on  the  spur  of  the  moment  and 
trusted  for  definite  facts  to  the  ingenuity 
of  the  library  staff. 

The  work  of  the  Sociological  Depart- 
ment in  supplying  the  wants  of  speakers 
after  information  on  public  affairs  is  by 
no  means  ended  when  the  Legislature 
adjourns.  It  is  true  that  a  large  amount 
of  its  energy  and  time  must  during  the 
interval  between  sessions  be  spent  in 
preparation  for  the  next  campaign.  But 
in  the  meantime  it  is  still  ready  to  give 
its  services  to  all  who  are  interested  in 
the  legislative  proposals  to  be  submitted 
to  the  laAvmakers  Svheu  they  meet  again. 
Especially  the  numerous  civic  associations 
engaged  in  the  laudable  task  of  bringing 
reforms  and  progressive  measures  of  all 
sorts  to  the  attention  of  the  public  are 
invited  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facili- 
ties of  the  Department  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent. The  willingness  of  the  State  Li- 
brary to  serve  the  public  is  measured 
only  by  its  ability.  And  it  should  be 
particularly  borne  in  mind  that,  while  the 
headquarters  of  the  Sociological  Depart- 
ment are  of  necessity  in  Sacramento,  it 
is  an  institution  belonging  to  the  people 
of  the  entire  state,  and  desires  to  supply 
information  to  applicants  even  from  the 
remotest  town.  All  correspondence  is  at 
once  answered  and  desired  information 
furnished  if  it  can  be  found.  The  needs 
of  the  local  ofiicials  and  citizens  specially 
interested  in  municipal  problems  are 
looked  after  with  particular  care. 

Just  now,  one  particular  need  can  be 
supplied  very  conveniently  by  the  Depart- 
ment. The  method  of  publication  of  new 
laws  in  this  state  is  not  as  perfect  as  it 
might  be.  In  fact  one  might  say  that 
the  newly  passed  statutes  are  not  pub- 
lished at  all  until  the  bound  volume  of 
session  laws  is  ready  for  distribution, 
which  of  necessity  will  not  be  for  several 
months.      In   many   other  states   the   acts 
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of  the  Legislature  are  published  in  an 
official  state  paper  day  by  day,  as  they 
are  passed  and  approved,  but  this  is  not 
the  custom  in  California.  As  a  conse- 
quence a  period  elapses,  during  which  it 
is  difficult  to  know  what  the  law  is,  and 
yet  everybody  is  presumed  to  know.  Any 
inquiry  from  lawyers  or  private  citizens 
regarding  any  new  legislation  will  be 
promptly  answered  by  the  State  Library. 

Even  if  the  new  statute  is  at  hand,  it 
will  often  happen  that  citizens  wish  to 
study  the  reasons  for  its  adoption,  the 
manner  iu  which  it  works  elsewhere,  and 
generally  familiarize  themselves  with  its 
scope  that  may  not  always  be  apparent 
from  the  text.  Such  questions  the  De- 
partment will  be  glad  to  answer,  and 
often  it  will  be  possible  to  supply  inter- 
esting material.  A  few  examples  will 
illustrate   this  point. 

One  of  the  most  important  laws  passed 
this  session,  although  it  was  rarely  men- 
tioned in  the  newspapers,  not  being  a 
controversial  measure,  is  the  Juvenile 
Court  law.  This  act  is  beyond  question 
the  most  perfect  of  its  kind  on  the  statute 
book  of  any  state  or  country.  It  is  the 
beginning  of  far-reaching  changes  in  our 
penal  procedure  and  the  entire  attitude 
of  society  towards  criminals.  To  the 
traditional  punishments  and  the  more 
modern  attempts  at  reforming  the  crim- 
inal, it  now  adds  a  serious  endeavor  to 
prevent  crime.  The  law  applies  to  all 
counties  in  the  state,  and  is  obligatory 
upon  them,  while  former  juvenile  court 
laws  referred  only  to  the  large  cities. 
In  effect,  it  takes  all  children  under  18 
years,  and  in  some  cases  under  21  years, 
no  matter  what  they  have  done,  from 
under  the  sway  of  the  criminal  law  and 
turns  them  over  to  the  parental  care  of 
a  judge  and  his  probation  officers.  The 
law  can  be  properly  administered  only 
if  the  public  supports  its  policy.  There- 
fore all  persons  interested,  and  especially 
the  judges  of  the  juvenile  courts  and 
members  of  the  probation  committees  to 
be  appointed,  are  invited  to  send  to  the 
State  Library  for  some  of  the  many 
pamphlets,  technical  and  popular,  which 
explain  the  purpose  and  methods  of  juve- 
nile courts. 

Although  much  discussiou  was  held  dur- 
ing the  session  on  the  difficult  problem 
of   controlling    the    Sacramento    and    San 


Joaquin  rivers,  only  a  few  measures  of 
minor  importance  were  passed.  The  ques- 
tion, however,  will  recur  at  the  next  ses- 
sion, and  in  the  meantime  the  State  Li- 
brary offers  to  all  persons  interested  a 
collection  of  pamphlets,  clippings  and 
books  by  which  it  may  be  studied  in  all 
its  phases.  The  library  will  also  send, 
free  of  charge,  its  bulletin  entitled  "River 
improvement  laws  in  foreign  states  and 
countries,"  to  any  applicant,  till  the 
supply  is  exhausted. 

Another  very  important  law  is  the  new 
bank  act.  This  statute  regulates  in  con- 
siderable detail  the  internal  management 
of  banks  and  trust  companies,  and  pro- 
vides for  more  efiicient  supervision  by 
establishing  a  state  banking  department 
with  a  superintendent  at  its  head,  in  place 
of  the  former  bank  commissioners.  The 
State  Library  has  much  material  to  aid 
in  the  study  of  banking  from  its  economic, 
legal  and  technical  sides. 

Supplementary  to  the  bank  act,  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  will  be  submitted 
to  the  people,  allowing  the  Legislature  to 
classify  the  cities  and  towns  for  the  pur- 
pose of  regulating  banks.  The  crop  of 
proposed  constitutional  amendments  is 
smaller  this  time  than  for  some  sessions 
past.  Besides  the  amendment  mentioned 
there  are  the  following :  Relative  to  the 
separation  of  state  and  county  taxes,  to 
exempting  mortgages  from  taxation,  relat- 
ing to  the  duties  of  the  judges  of  Superior 
Courts,  and  protecting  the  rights  of  the 
people  to  fish  in  public  waters.  Material 
for  studying  the  questions  involved  iu 
these  amendments,  especially  the  two  re- 
lating to  taxation,  may  be  obtained  from 
the  State  Library. 

The  great  questions  of  primary  elec- 
tions and  railway  regulation,  which  took 
up  so  much  time  at  the  recent  session, 
will  probably  continue  to  occupy  the  pub- 
lic mind.  On  each  of  them  the  State 
Librarj'  has  an  extensive  special  collec- 
tion. 

A  law  of  great  importance  to  the  rural 
population  of  the  state  is  Chapter  26, 
which  adds  an  entire  new  title  to  the  Civil 
Code,  and  deals  with  the  formation  of  co- 
operative associations  for  the  purpose  of 
packing  or  marketing  of  agricultural,  viti- 
cultural  or  horticultural  products,  with- 
out offending  against  the  anti-trust  law. 

A  number  of  laws  were  passed  designed 
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to  make  frauds  regarding  the  state  lands 
more  difficult.  The  most  important  of 
these  is  known  as  Chapter  398. 

Labor  unions  will  be  glad  to  hear  that 
from  now  on  it  is  a  misdemeanor  to  repre- 
sent one's  self  falsely  as  a  union  member 
by  fraudulently  producing  a  union  card, 
or  wearing  a  union  button.  See  Chapters 
331  and  392  of  the  new  laws. 

The  beginning  of  a  comprehensive  sys- 
tem of  state  highways,  Governor  Gillett's 
favorite  measure,  is  made  by  Chapter  383, 
which  provides  for  submitting  to  the  peo- 
ple the  question  of  issuing  bonds  for  that 
purpose. 

•■Joy  rides''  by  chauffeurs  are  prohib- 
ited by  Chapter  358. 

A  measure  of  great  importance  to  the 
oil  industries  is  Chapter  356,  designed  to 
prevent  waste  and  infiltration  of  water 
into   oil-bearing   strata. 

The  provisions  relating  to  high  schools 
were  overhauled  and  improved  in  many 
details  by  Chapter  311. 

Chapter  267  establishes  a  standard  form 
of  fire  insurance  policy.

In  this  connection  we 
are  pleased  to  announce  that  Wells- 
Fa  rgo's  Express  Co.  has  generously 
granted  a  one-half  merchandise  rate  on 
all  books  sent  from  and  returned  to  the 
State    Library. 

For  the  benefit  of  any  of  our  readers

Catalog  Department. 

Mary  L.  Sutliff,  in  charge. 
■  The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
IS  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  :  the 
cataloging  of  the  regular  additions  of  new 
books,  and  the  recataloging  of  much  ma- 
terial needing  a  fuller  treatment  than  it 
has   heretofore   received. 

As  reported  last  time  the  catalogers 
are  recataloging  the  books  in  the  Art  De- 
partment as  fast  as  possible  while  they 
keep  up  with  current  accessions. 

During  January,  February  and  March 
1384  volumes  were  cataloged,  adding  4413 
cards  to   the  catalog. 

California  Department. 

EuDORA  Garoutte,  in  charge. 

The  California  Department  of  the 
State  Library  was  inaugurated  about  five 
years  ago.  Prior  to  that  time  all  books 
pertaining  to  the  state  were  placed  in 
the  general  collection,  and  no  special  effort 
was  made  to  give  them  prominence  or 
make  them  an  attractive  feature  of  the 
library. 

Several  years  before  the  Department 
was  established  the  bound  files  of  Cali- 
fornia newspapers  were  gathered  together 
and  a  newspaper  index  started,  the  object 
of  this  index  being  to  make  available 
historical  material  contained  in  the 
papers.  The  extent  and  importance  of 
this  work  will  be  spoken  of  later.  After 
this  index  had  progressed  far  enough  to 
be  used  by  students  who  were  studying 
along  special  lines,  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  supplement  ihe  newspaper  ac- 
counts with  other  material ;  thus  it  was 
that  all   books  relating  to  the  state  were 
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taken  out  of  the  general  collection  and 
placed  in  what  was  then  known  as  the 
Newspaper    Room. 

In  order  that  the  readiest  use  might 
be  made  of  the  books  in  the  California 
collection  a  dictionary  catalog,  which  is 
a  duplicate  of  the  cards  of  California 
authors  and  subjects  contained  in  the 
general  catalog  was  made.  The  advan- 
tage of  the  two  catalogs  lies  in  the  fact 
that  the  reader  on  California  subjects 
finds  at  hand  a  list  of  the  books  of  special 
interest  to  him  ;  while  the  reader  in  the 
general  reference  department  may  find 
in  the  larger  catalog  a  list  of  all  the 
books  in  the  library — except  those  on 
law — whether  or  not  they  may  be  shelved 
in   special   collections. 

As  work  on  this  catalog  progressed,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  secure  full  names 
of  California  authors,  also  dates  for  the 
catalog  cards.  Thus  the  idea  was  con- 
ceived of  sending  out  biographical  cards 
to  all  authors.  As  these  cards  were  re- 
turned their  great  value  for  reference 
purjjoses  was  recognized,  and  similar 
cards  were  sent  to  California  artists, 
musicians,  state  officials,  pioneers  and 
early  settlers. 

The  work  of  gathering  in  rare  material 
and  securing  donations  then  became  a 
feature,  and  so  the  work  has  expanded 
until  today  we  have  a  Department  that 
is  being  used  by  students  and  writers 
from  all  sections  of  the  country,  and 
whose  value  is  recognized  by  both  insti- 
tutions and  individuals. 

We  will  now  give  a  brief  outline  of 
what  the  collection  contains. 

Newspapers. 

The  files  of  state  papers  are  both  rare 
and '  valuable,  covering  the  entire  period 
of  newspaper  history.  There  are  over 
40lX)  volumes  on  the  shelves,  and  all  are 
accessible  to  the  public. 

Complete  files  of  the  Calif oriiian,  the 
first  paper  published  in  the  state ;  the 
California  Star,  first  San  Francisco 
paper ;  the  Placer  Times,  first  Sacra- 
mento paper,  and  numerous  other  old  and 
rare  specimens  make  this  collection  of 
papers  one  of  the  very  best  possessed  by 
any  state. 

The  Department  receives  regularly  127 
California  newspapers.  At  stated  times 
these  are  bound  and  placed  on  the  shelves, 
consequently  the  collection  is  growing 
very  rapidly. 


Newspaper   Index. 

The  newspaper  index  is  in  both  card 
and  printed  form.  The  card  part  covers 
the  period  from  1846  to  ISSS  and  from 
1902  to  1905,  and  contains  about  100.000 
cards.  The  ]3rinted  index,  covering  the 
years  1894  to  1903,  is  in  five  volumes  and 
was  made  by  the  San  Francisco  Call. 
The  edition  of  this  work  was  very  small, 
and  almost  all  the  copies  except  the  one 
belonging  to  the  State  Library  were  de- 
stroyed in  the  great  fire  ;  hence  it  is  now 
of  great  value  and  among  the  rarest  of 
books. 

With  this  aid  newspaper  articles  on 
all  important  events  can  be  easily  located. 
It  is  hard  to  estimate  its  value  to  his- 
torians and  to  those  who  are  desirous  of 
fixing  certain  dates  or  in  tracing  the 
careers  of  those  who  have  passed  from  the 
memory   of   this  generation. 

Periodicals. 

The  files  of  California  magazines  are 
the  best  extant.  All  of  the  old  as  well 
as  the  new  sets  are  practically  complete, 
and  when  their  contents  is  made  available 
by  the  magazine  index  now  being  pre- 
pared by  the  California  Library  Associa- 
tion, through  its  Committee  on  Coopera- 
tion Among  Libraries,  their  value  and 
usefulness  will  be  greatly  enhanced. 

Current  periodicals  to  the  number  of 
50  are  received  regularly. 

Books,    Pamphlets,    Etc. 

There  are  approximately  4000  bound 
volumes  in  the  collection.  These  cover 
such  subjects  as  history,  description,  re- 
sources and  industries  of  the  state,  as 
well  as  the  works  of  California  authors  in 
all  branches  of  literature.  There  are 
also  bound  sets  of  State  Reports,  Legisla- 
tive documents,  directories  and  great  reg- 
isters of  counties. 

Aside  from  these  are  to  be  found  many 
valuable  pamphlets,  manuscripts,  early 
account  books,  scrapbooks,  autograph  let- 
ters, ballots  and  all  kinds  of  ephemeral 
publications. 

The  above  material  is  all  classified, 
and  can  be  readilj^  used  by  the  student. 

Maps. 

A  much  used  section  of  the  Department 
is  that  devoted  to  maps.  State  and 
county  maps  are  kept  up  to  date,  and 
constitute  the  special  feature  of  the  col- 
lection.    Aside   from   these,   however,   are 
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rare  old  maps,  also  maps  of  the  United 
States   and  many  other   countries. 

These  maps  are  arranged  in  a  case, 
each  section  being  numbered  so  that  the 
map  wanted  can  be  located  without  diffi- 
culty. 

Pictures. 

A  request  for  a  photograph  accompa- 
nies each  biographical  card  sent  out.  In 
consequence  many  hundreds  of  pictures 
of  pioneers,  authors,  musicians  and  offi- 
cials are  now  on  file. 

Pictures  of  historical  places  are  also 
being  secured,  together  with  reproductions 
of  the  principal  works  of  our  California 
artists. 

The  picture  feature  is  a  new  one,  but 
the  results  have  been  most  gratifying, 
and  its  usefulness  has  been  demonstrated. 

Music. 

The  compositions  of  California  musi- 
cians are  being  most  generously  donated 
by  members  of  the  profession,  and  in  time 
this  section  will  be  greatly  appreciated. 
Many  of  our  composers  have  not  as  yet 
had  their  work  published,  but  in  time  this 
will  be  done,  and  then  the  collection  will 
become  a  most  important  feature. 

In  conclusion  the  California  Depart- 
ment promises  much  for  the  future.  Work 
on  the  newspaper  index  is  to  be  resumed 
and  its  completion  hastened  as  much  as 
possible. 

A  systematic  effort  is  being  made  to 
locate  material  now  in  the  hands  of  pri- 
vate individuals,  and  to  secure  it  for  the 
Department. 

Letters  of  inquiry  regarding  California 
subjects  will  be  promptly  answered.  All 
students  and  readers  visiting  this  Depart- 
ment will  be  given  every  aid  possible. 

Documents  Department. 

Alice  J.  Haines,  in  charge. 

Since  the  January  issue  of  News  Notes 
of  California  Libraries  a  Documents  De- 
partment has  been  established.  There 
are  two  reasons  for  the  creation  of  this 
department.  The  first  is  that  the  docu- 
ment collection,  federal,  state  and  foreign, 
has  become  so  large  that  it  demands  more 
attention  in  order  to  complete  sets,  and 
to  make  this  material  more  readily  avail- 
able by  better  arrangement  and  indexing. 

The  second  reason  is  that  during  the 
recent   session    of   the    Legislature   a    law 


was  enacted  placing  the  distribution  of 
California  state  publications,  except  the 
laws  and  journals  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  court  reports,  in  the  hands  of  the 
State  Librarian.  Some  special  provision 
seemed  necessary  in  order  to  do  this 
work. 

Plans  in  detail  have  not  yet  been  formu- 
lated for  the  department,  but  announce- 
ments will  be  made  later.  It  may  be 
worth  while  to  call  the  attention  of  libra- 
rians to  Section  409,  paragraph  7.  of  the 
law.  which  says  that  public  libraries  must 
apply  to  be  put  on  the  mailing  list  for 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  state  publications 
issued.  It  is  likewise  important  to  warn 
the  smaller  libraries  that  they  will  not 
need  all,  but  that  they  should  make  care- 
ful selection  of  such  publications  as  will 
be  of  service  to  them.  The  small  library 
which  attempts  to  shelve  a  complete  file 
of  California  state  documents  will  soon 
find  its  space  taken  up  by  material  not 
of  interest  to  its  readers.  The  Documents 
Department  will  give  suggestions  and  as- 
sistance in  selecting  the  publications  of 
particular  value  to  any  library  which 
may  desire  such  help. 


Extension  Department. 

Laura  Steffens,  in  charge. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  department  was  established 
in  1903,  and  began  work  in  December  of 
that  year  by  sending  out  traveling  libra- 
ries to  communities  without  library  facili- 
ties. The  department  now  has  three 
separate  divisions:  (1)  Traveling  Libra- 
ries; (2)  Public  Libraries;  (.3)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

The  books  for  study  clubs  and  granges 
go  out  almost  entirely  from  the  general 
collection,  and  so  that  work  has  been 
transferred  entirely  to  the  Reference  De- 
partment. 

Traveling    Libraries    Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries,  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained  an 
additional  three  months.  Circular  and 
application  blank  are  sent  on  request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
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December  14,  1903.  There  are  now  440* 
communities  in  California  that  have 
formed  library  associations,  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  state  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows  :  Alameda  6,  Al-

Imperial  co.  ;  Norwalk  and  Wil- 
mington, Los  Angeles  co.  ;  Brush  Creek 
District,  Mendocino  co. ;  Eagleville,  Mo- 
doc CO.  ;  Bella  Vista,  Shasta  co. ;  Hilt 
and  Macdoel,  Siskiyou  co.  ;  Pleasant 
Grove,  Sutter  co. ;   Simi,  Ventura  co. 

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for  the 
169  libraries  returned  during  January, 
February  and  March  was  5086,  and  the 
circulation  15,245,  as  follows :  9209  fic- 
tion ;  4187  juvenile ;   1849  miscellaneous. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  Public  Libraries  Division  aims  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  all  of  the  libra- 
ries of  the  state,  and  since  November, 
1905,  library  organizers  have  been  kept  in 
the  field  to  encourage  the  establishment 
of  libraries,  to  visit  those  already  estab- 
lished, and  to  give  advice  and  assistance 
to  libraries  throughout  the  state  in  re- 
gard to  library  methods,  library  build- 
ings, etc. 

*Of  these  440,  there  are  now  263  bor- 
rowing, 32  having  been  returned  because 
a  public  library  has  been  established,  the 
local  library  no  longer  needs  the  help,  or 
the  community  has  now  become  a  deposit 
station  in  a  county  system,  and  145  re- 
turned because  of  decrease  in  interest, 
lack  of  some  one  to  take  proper  care  of 
library,  etc. 


Library  reports  and  bulletins,  library 
periodicals,  plans  and  exterior  and  in- 
terior views  of  California  library  build- 
ings, etc.,  are  all  kept  on  file  iu  this 
division,  and  will  be  loaned  under  the 
same  conditions  that  hold  for  the  Refer- 
ence Department. 

Books   for   the    Blind    Division. 
Mabel  R.  Gillis,  in  charge. 

Embossed  books  in  four  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaued  to 
any  public  library  that  can  vouch  for  at 
least  5  borrowers,  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Circu- 
lar and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip  postal, 
or  with  Library  trustees'  application 
blank  will  be  sent  on  request.  Writing 
appliances  and  games  for  the  blind  are 
loaned  as  samples  to  those  wishing  to 
buy  such  articles,  so  that  the  different 
kinds  can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered. 
Addresses  of  firms  supplying  all  articles 
loaned  will   be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  insti- 
tution distributing  embossed  literature  are 
carried  free  through  the  mails. 

The  first  book  was  loaued  June  13, 
1905.  There  are  now  312  blind  borrow- 
ers, 17  borrowers  having  been  added  dur- 
ing January,  February  and  March.  Total 
accessions  are  894,  as  follows  :  New  York 
point  books  301 ;  New  I'ork  point  music 
43 ;  American  Braille  books  120  ;  Ameri- 
can Braille  music  47 ;  Moon  books  302 ;

Reference  Department. 

Susan  T.  Smith,  in  charge. 

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
books  relating  to  all  subjects  not  cov- 
ered by  the  work  of  the  other  depart- 
ments, answers  questions  briefly  by 
letter,  and  sends  out  specially  prepared 
libraries  to  Granges  and  Clubs  of  all 
kinds  for  purposes  of  study.  The  borrower 
pays  the  cost  of  transportation  on  these 
books  both  ways.  In  this  connection  we 
are  pleased  to  announce  that  Wells- 
Fargo's  Express  Co.  has  generously 
granted  a  one-half  merchandise  rate  on 
all  books  sent  from  and  returned  to  the 
State    Library. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of 
Clubs  and  Granges  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  offer  made  by  the  State  Library 
to  furnish  them  with  books  relating  to 
the  year's  program  subjects.  Already 
many  requests  have  been  received  for  lists 
of  available  material  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Reference  Department  is  planning 
to  devote  the  summer  mouths  to  working 
up  these  collections,  in  order  to  have  them 
ready  for  use  early  in  the  fall.  Now  is 
the  time  for  Clubs  to  make  known  their 
wants.  The  program  of  study  will  be  of 
much  assistance  in  selecting  the  books  to 


be  sent,  and  to  avoid  duplicating  the  ma- 
terial at  hand,  either  in  the  local  library 
or  among  the  books  of  the  Club,  a  list  of 
such  books  should  be  included  with  the 
request.  Two  new  features  have  been 
introduced  into  the  work,  one  the  abolish- 
ing of  the  fee.  (After  July  1  all  study 
collections  will  be  loaned  free  of  charge.) 
The  other  feature  is  the  purchase  of  four 
Underwood  stereopticon  travel  sets,  to 
accompany  the  books.  If  these  pictures 
prove  of  value,  they  will  be  added  to 
every  travel  collection. 

Many  new  books  treating  of  the  various- 
phases  of  agriculture  have  been  added  to 
collections  for  the  use  of  the  Granges 
throughout  the  state.  Selections  from 
these  sets  are  made  to  suit  the  needs  of 
each  particular  Grange,  and  are  not  re- 
stricted to  farm  subjects.  Other  books 
desired  will  be  included,  provided  the  Li- 
brary is  able  to  spare  them  for  three 
months. 

Librarians  can  be  of  great  assistance 
to  us  in  promoting  this  work  with  the 
Clubs  and  Granges,  by  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  their  borrowers  to  our  offer  to 
supplement  the  books  in  the  local  libra- 
ries with  others  on  the  subject.

Documents  Department. 

Alice  J.  Haines,  in  charge. 

A  Documents  Department  has  recently 
been  established.  There  are  two  reasons 
for  the  creation  of  this  department.  The 
first  is  that  the  document  collection,  fed- 
eral, state  and  foreign,  has  become  so 
large  that  it  demands  more  attention  in 
order  to  complete  sets,  and  to  make  this 
material  more  readily  available  by  better 
arrangement  and  indexing. 

The  second  reason  is  that  during  the 
recent  session  of  the  Legislature  a  law 
was  enacted  placing  the  distribution  of 
California  state  publications,  except  the 
laws  and  journals  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  court  reports,  in  the  hands  of  the 
State  Librarian.  Some  special  provision 
seemed  necessary  in  order  to  do  this  work. 

Plans  in  detail  have  not  yet  been  formu- 
lated for  the  department,  but  announce- 
ments will  be  made  later.  It  may  be 
worth  while  to  call  the  attention  of  libra- 
rians to  Section  409,  paragraph  7,  of  the 
law,  which  says  that  public  libraries  must 
apply  to  be  put  on  the  mailing  list  for 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  state  publications 
issued.  It  is  likewise  important  to  warn 
the  smaller  libraries  that  they  will  not 
need  all,  but  that  they  should  make  care- 
ful selection  of  such  publications  as  will 
be  of  service  to  them.  The  small  library 
which  attempts  to  shelve  a  complete  file 
of  California  state  documents  will  soon 
find  its  space  taken  up  by  material  not 
of  interest  to  its  readers.  The  Documents 
Department  will  give  suggestions  and  as- 
sistance in  selecting  the  publications  of 
particular  value  to  any  library  which  may 
desire  such   help.

Extension  Department. 

Lauka  Steffens,  in  charge. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  department  was  established 
in  1903,  and  began  work  in  December  of 
that  year  by  sending  out  traveling  libra- 
ries to  communities  without  library  facili- 
ties. The  department  now  has  three 
separate  divisions:  (1)  Traveling  Libra- 
ries; (2)  Public  Libraries;  (3)  Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling    Libraries   Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries,  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained  an 
additional  three  months.  Circular  and 
application  blank  are  sent  on  request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14,  1903.

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WHAT    IT    IS. 

The  county  library  system  is  a  library 
system  which  when  established  in  Cali- 
fornia will  mean : 

1.  Equal  library  privileges  for  every 
resident  in  the  state,  whether 

a.  A  city  resident ;  or 

b.  A  country  resident. 

2.  Complete  library  privileges  at  the 
smallest   expense   to  the  taxpayer. 


How  equal   privileges? 

1.  The  plan  calls  for  the  headquarters 
of  each  county  library  system  in  the 
county  seat,  and  branches  and  deposit 
stations  placed  about  the  county  accord- 
ing to  its  needs. 

Then 

a.  Each  resident  in  the  county 
makes  his  want  known  at  the  near- 
est branch  or  deposit  station ; 

h.  If  the  want  is  not  at  the  branch 
or  deposit  station,  it  will  be  sent  out 
to  that  branch  or  deposit  station 
from  the  county  headquarters  at  the 
county  seat ; 

c.  If  the  want  is  not  at  the  county 
headquarters  at  the  county  seat,  it 
will  be  sent  to  the  county  from  the 
State  Library ; 

d.  If  the  want  is  not  at  the  State 
Library,  it  will  be  purchased  imme- 
diately or  borrowed  from  the  Library 
of  Congress. 

2.  The  plan  is  that  the  State  Library 
pay  transportation  charges  to  and  from 
the  county  system,  and  the  county  sys- 
tem pay  transportation  within  its  own 
limits,  so  the  want  will  reach  the  county 
resident  free  of  transportation  charges, 
whether   the   resident   be 

a.  A  city  resident ;  or 
6.  A  country  resident. 

Conclusion: 

The  supply  from  which  each  resident 
draws  being  the  same,  and  the  books 
reaching  each  resident  free  of  transporta- 
tion, the  library  privileges  for  all  resi- 
dents in  the  state  are  equal. 

Why  smallest  expense  to  the  taxpayer? 

The  following  many  items  naturally 
bring  the  conclusion  that  the  county 
library  system,  while  it  means  complete 
and  equal  library  privileges  to  every  resi- 
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dent  of  the  county,  also  means  the  small- 
est expense  to  the  taxpayer: 

1.  A  smaller  tax  and  a  larger  income. 

a.  By  levying  the  smallest  tax  in 
a  larger  district  like  a  county,  a 
fair  sum  will  be  raised  and  the  tax 
not  felt  by  the  taxpayer. 

The  sum  raised  will  be  large 
enough  to  support  a  good-sized  in- 
stitution. 

6.  While  a  large  tax  in  a  town  is 
felt  by  the  taxpayer  and  still  the 
sum  raised  is  not  enough  to  support 
the  smallest  of  institutions. 

2.  More  books  at  a  lower  cost. 

a.  By  buying  books  for  a  whole 
county  from  one  center — the  county 
seat — and  in  large  quantities,  it  will 
be  possible  to  buy  at  a  much  lower 
figure. 

6.  In  buying  for  a  larger  district 
like  the  county,  it  will  be  possible  to 
buy  better  and  more  expensive  books 
as  the  books  will  reach  more  people 
and  so  the  expense  will  b6  war- 
ranted. 

3.  The  best  library  administration  at 
a  lower  cost. 

a.  By  centralizing  in  the  county 
seat  the  book-buying,  classifying, 
cataloging,  etc.,  it  will  be  possible  to 
hire  the  best  trained  librarians  for 
the  technical  part  of  the  work,  and 
so  have  a  perfectly  administered 
libi-ary  at  a  comparatively  low  cost. 

Note. — Progressive  librarians  the  world 
over  have  all  agreed  that  the  solution  of 
the  greatest  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
library  progress  would  be  overcome  if  a 
system  of  perfect  co-operation  could  be 
established.  The  county  system  when 
developed  will  be  a  system  of  perfect  co- 
operation. 

d.  The  librarians  in '  charge  of  the 
smaller  stations  will  then  have  more 
time  to  devote  to  the  interests  of 
their  patrons. 

4.  Cost  of  distributing  books  minimal. 

a.  The  majority  of  books  that  will 
be  needed  will  be  available  at  the 
county  seat,  and  as  the  distances  to 
and  from  any  point  in  the  county 
are  not  great,  the  cost  of  transpor- 
tation to  the  county  will  be  compara- 
tively small. 

In  many  cases  the  county  already 
owns   wagons    or   automobiles   which 


may  be  used  to  distribute  the  books 
and  supplies. 

In  other  cases,  the  county  will  be 
able  to  get  a  greatly  reduced  rate 
from  express  companies,  stage  com- 
panies, etc.,  and  send  their  books  and 
supplies  that  way  at  a  small  cost. 

6.  The  State  Library  will  be  re- 
lieved from  furnishing  traveling 
■  libraries  to  counties  with  county 
library  systems,  and  by  saving  the 
great  expense  of  this  traveling  libra- 
ries service  will  not  only  be  able  to 
pay  all  transportation  charges  on 
books  loaned  to  county  systems,  but 
will  also  be  able  to  buy  more  books 
and  so  more  completely  and  promptly 
supplement  the  libraries  of  the 
counties. 

At  present  libraries  borrowing 
from  the  State  Library  are  obliged 
to  pay  transportation  both  ways. 

At  present  the  State  Library  pays 
transportation  on  traveling  libraries 
sent  to  communities  without  libra- 
ries. The  cost  of  this  transportation 
is  great.  It  is  not  an  economical 
arrangement,  as  such  books  as  must 
be  in  the  traveling  libraries  could 
well  remain  in  different  parts  of  a 
county  for  their  entire  existence. 
Still,  they  must  at  present  be  sent 
back  and  forth  to  the  State  Library 
because  there  is  no  other  head- 
quarters. 

With  the  county  library  system  we 
will  have  in  California  fifty-seven 
county  headquarters  beside  the  main 
headquarters  of  the  state— the  State 
Library. 

WHAT       THE       ALREADY        EXISTING 
PUBLIC    LIBRARY    GAINS. 

The  municipal  library  that  already 
exists,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  a  part  of  the 
county  library  system,  makes  the  follow- 
ing gains : 

1.  The  use  of  an  exhaustless  supply  of 
books  through  the  county  supply  at  the 
county  seat,  and  from  there  the  state 
supply  at  the  State  Library,  and  from 
there  the  Library  of  Congress,  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 

2.  Relief  from  all  technical  problems 
and  work,  such  as  book-buying,  acces- 
sioning,   classifying,    cataloging    and    pre-

paring  the  books  for  circulation,  rebinding, 

repairing,  etc. 

Of  course  any  library  which  keeps 
its  income  frona  the  town  in  addition 
to  the  county  support,  can  if  it  pre- 
fers continue  to  buy  its  own  books, 
etc.,  but  the  more  economical  plan 
would  be  to  have  all  books  bought  by 
the  one  center. 

3.  All  difficulties  being  removed,  the 
one  interesting  problem  will  be  left  to 
the  library, — that  of  seeing  that  all  the 
people  of  the  community  get  ail  the 
books  they  want  and  need  and  get 
them    promptly. 

4.  Advice  and  expert  assistance  will  al- 
ways be  at  hand  as  any  question  which 
arises  in  the  mind  of  the  local  librarian 
can  be  answered  promptly  by  consult- 
ing with  the  staff  of  the  county  system 
at  the  county  seat. 

Conclusion: 

The  municipal  library,  which  becomes  a 
part  of  the  county  system,  loses  nothing, 
and  gains  everything  which  it  needs  to 
make  it  a  success. 

WHAT  THE  SCHOOL  GAINS. 

The  school  libraries  naturally  (see 
School  law,  Pol.  Code,  sections  1715  and 
1716,  quoted  below*)  becomes  a  part  of  a 


*  §  1715.  Libraries  may  be  maintained 
under  the  control  of  the  district  board  of 
trustees  or  city  board  of  education,  and 
in  such  case  shall  be  open  to  the  use  of 
the  teachers,  pupils  and  all  residents  of 
the  district.  Wherever  practicable,  the 
library  shall  be  kept  open  during  vaca- 
tion and  non-school  days.  Whenever  the 
county  in  which  a  district  is  situated  shall 
maintain  a  county  library,  the  board  of 
school  trustees  or  city  board  of  education 
may  agree  with  the  proper  authorities  of 
such  county  to  make  the  school  library  a 
branch  of  such  county  library.  In  such 
event,  such  board  of  school  trustees  or 
city  board  of  education  shall  turn  over 
the  books  and  other  property  of  the  dis- 
trict library  to  the  county  library,  and 
shall  annually  transfer  to  such  county 
library  its  library  fund,  as  soon  as  it  is 
available,  to  be  kept  and  expended  as 
other  funds  of  such  county  library.  The 
said  county  library  shall  thereupon  make 
such  district  library  a  branch  library, 
managed  and  maintained  according  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  established  by  the 
authorities  of  the  county  library.  [Amend- 
ment approved  March   10,   1909.] 


county  library  system  when  established 
in  a  county  and,  as  with  the  municipal 
library,  here,  too,  is  a  case  of  all  gain  as 
follows : 

1.  By  having  the  books  bought,  acces- 
sioned, classified,  cataloged,  prepared  for 
circulation,  etc.,  by  the  county  library 
staff,  the  technical  part  of  the  school 
libraries  section  of  the  system,  will  not 
only  be  a  model,  but  will  be  uniform  with 
all  public  libraries,  and  so  will  be  an 
education  to  children  from  their  earliest 
years  in  the  use  of  libraries  and  books. 

2.  Each  school  will  naturally  become 
a  branch  or  deposit  station  of  the  county 
system  and  will  have  not  only  the  books 
necessary  for  the  school  work  and  the 
supplementary  reading,  but  will  also  have 
good  books  along  other  lines  of  enter- 
tainment and  education ;  consequently  the 
school  will  be,  much  more  than  it  is  now, 
a  real  educational  center  for  the  com- 
munity. To  the  book  collection  at  the 
school  the  adult  as  well  as  the  child  will 
go  for  the  book  he  wants. 

3.  The  teachers,  having  ever  at  hand 
the  staff  of  trained  workers  at  the  county 
seat,  will  oe  able  to  call  upon  it  for 
assistance  in  making  up  reading  lists,  for 
advice  and  assistance  in  the  directing  of 
the  pupils'  reading,  etc. 


§  1716.  The  board  of  school  trustees 
of  a  district  maintaining  its  own  library 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  teacher  or 
other  proper  person  librarian  of  the  dis- 
trict library.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such 
librarian  to  manage  such  library  as  effi- 
ciently as  possible,  and  whenever  expedi- 
ent request  the  advice  and  assistance  of 
some  person  experienced  in  the  art  of 
managing  libraries.  Whenever  a  district 
library  shall  have  become  a  branch  library 
as  provided  in  section  1715  of  this  code, 
the  provisions  of  subdivision  2  of  section 
1712,  and  of  section  1717  of  this  code, 
shall  not  apply  to  them;  but  in  all  such 
cases  the  county,  or  city,  or  county  and 
city,  superintendent  of  schools  may  draw 
a  warrant  for  the  whole  amount  of  the 
district  library  fund,  payable  to  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  county  library, 
upon  the  filing  with  him  of  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
district,  or  city  board  of  education,  em- 
bodying the  agreement  made  with  such 
county  library,  which  copy  shall  be  duly 
certified  as  correct  by  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict, or  other  proper  officer.  [Amend- 
ment  approved   March   10,   1909.] 
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Conclusion: 

By  bringing  the  school  and  other  pub- 
lic libraries  into  one  system,  the  two 
educational  institutions  of  greatest  im- 
portance—the school  and  the  library — 
will  work  together  and  each  help  the 
other. 

WHAT      THE      TEACHERS'      LIBRARY 
GAINS. 

The  teachers'  library  located  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  county  superintendent  of 
schools,  will  also  naturally  (see  last  part 
of  section  1656  of  Political  Code,  as 
quoted  below*)  get  the  benefits  of  the 
county  library  system : 

1.  The  entire  management  of  the  tech- 
nical part  of  the  teachers'  library  can  be 
turned  over  to  the  county  library.  This 
will  be  welcome  relief  to  the  county  super- 
intendent and  the  teachers. 

2.  The  teachers'  library  being  located 
in  the  same  place,  any  book  in  the  county 
system  need  not  be  duplicated  in  the 
teachers'  library  section  and  the  entire 
income  raised  for  the  teachers'  library 
can  be  used  for  books  along  special  lines 
needed  by  the  teachers. 

3.  Those  books  of  special  interest  to 
teachers  will  also  be  within  reach  of  the 
general  public  of  the  county  when  not 
needed  by  the  teachers  and  so  will  give 
more  results  for  money  spent  than  at 
present. 

WHAT    THE    COUNTY     LAW     LIBRARY 
GAINS. 

The  county  law  library,  like  the  teach- 
ers' library,  is  located  in  the  county  seat, 
and  so  will  also  naturally  get  the  bene- 
fit of  the  county  library  system  : 


*.  .  .  The  county  superintendent  may 
act  as  librarian  thereof,  but  whenever 
in  any  county  there  is  a  county  library, 
the  county  superintendent  may  require 
the  county  treasurer  to  credit  all  moneys 
payable  to  the  teachers'  library  fund  to 
the  county  library  fund,  and  may  trans- 
fer to  the  county  library  all  books  and 
other  property  belonging  to  the  teachers' 
library,  and  thereupon  the  county  library 
shall  administer  the  teachers'  library  as 
part  of  itself;  but  all  funds  received  from 
the  county  superintendent  in  accordance 
with  this  section  shall  be  expended  exclu- 
sively for  the  purchase  and  maintenance 
of  books  of  professional  interest  to  teach- 
ers. [Amendment  approved  February  20, 
1909.] 


1.  The  entire  management  of  the  tech- 
nical part  of  the  county  law  library  can 
be  turned  over  to  the  county  library. 

2.  The  county  library  section  being 
thus  arranged  according  to  the  usual 
library  methods,  the  general  public  will 
be  better  able  to  look  up  ordinary  law 
questions  for  itself  and  so  easily  become 
better  informed  on  legal  questions  of  gen- 
eral interest. 

3.  The  county  law  library,  like  the 
teachers'  library  and  the  school  library, 
will  be  able,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  a  part 
of  the  county  library  system,  to  spend 
all  of  its  income  on  strictly  law  books  as 
the  county  library  system  will  furnish  all 
other  books  needed. 

4.  The  law  library,  by  becoming  a  part 
of  the  library  system  will,  on  the  other 
hand,  be  a  help  to  the  county  library 
system  as  its  law  books  will  be  available 
to  the  county  resident  who  wishes  infor- 
mation that  can  be  found  only  in  law 
books. 

THE  LAW  FOR  THE  COUNTY  LIBRARY 
SYSTEM,  WITH  EXPLANATORY 
NOTES. 

The  notes  of  explanation  on  the  law 
have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
opinion  of  the  Attorney  General. 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  supervisors 
of  the  several  counties  shall  have  power 
to  establish  and  maintain,  within  their 
counties,  county  library  systems  in  the 
manner  and  with  the  functions  prescribed 
in  this  act. 

As  will  be  seen  by  section  1,  the  estab- 
lishing of  a  county  library  system  is  a 
power  given  to  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  a  county.  According  to  section  2,  the 
board  may  call  an  election,  and,  if  car- 
ried, adopt  an  ordinance  establishing  a 
county  library  system : 

Sec.  2.  The  board  of  supervisors  of 
any  county  may  submit  the  question  of 
establishing  a  county  library  system  to  a 
vote  of  the  electors  of  such  county  in  tlie 
following  manner: 

They  shall,  not  less  than  fourteen  days 
before  the  annual  election  of  school  trus- 
tees, send  notices  to  the  board  of  trustees 
of  each  school  district  in  the  county,  de- 
claring that  a  vote  on  the  question  of 
establishing  a  county  library  will  be  taken 
at  the  coming  election  of  school  trustees. 
The  trustees  shall  post  such  notice  in 
three    public    places    within    the    district. 
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The  board  of  supervisors  shall  thereupon 
prepare  two  sets  of  ballots,  one  reading 
"for  a  county  library"  and  the  other 
"against  a  county  library,"  and  send  a 
sufHcient  number  of  them  to  the  board  of 
school  trustees  in  each  school  district 
in  the  county.  These  ballots  shall  be  kept 
on  hand  at  the  place  where  said  election 
is  held,  and  each  elector  voting  at  such 
election  may  use  one  of  these  ballots  to 
express  his  wishes  regarding  the  estab- 
lishing of  a  county  library.  Such  election 
for  the  establishment  of  a  county  library 
shall  be  conducted  substantially  In  the 
manner  prescribed  for  the  election  of 
school  trustees,  except  that  the  result 
shall  be  certified  to  the  county  board  of 
supervisors,  instead  of  the  county  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

In  cities,  where  no  election  for  school 
trustees  is  held  on  the.  day  when  such 
elections  are  held  in  other  school  districts 
of  the  county,  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors may  order  a  special  election  on  the 
question  of  establishing  a  county  library, 
to  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  in  the 
school  districts  outside  of  such  city,  and 
be  conducted  substantially  as  elections 
for  the  issue  of  county  bonds  are  now 
conducted. 

After  the  certificates  of  the  election 
officers  have  been  received  by  the  county 
board  of  supervisors,  the  said  board  shall 
canvass  and  declare  the  result,  and  there- 
after if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  are 
for  a  county  library,  must  pass  an  ordi- 
nance establishing  a  county  library  as 
herein  provided. 

If  a  town  does  not  wish  to  become  a 
part  of  the  county  library  system,  and 
to  enjoy  its  benefits,  the  law  provides  in 
section  3,  that  that  town  can  notify  the 
board  of  supervisors  to  that  effect  five 
days  before  the  election  is  to  be  held  and 
will  thereby  be  exempted : 

Sec.  3.  Not  less  than  five  days  before 
any  election  regarding  the  establishing  of 
a  county  library,  as  provided  in  section 
two  of  this  act,  the  board  of  trustees, 
common  council,  or  other  legislative  body 
of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  in  the 
county,  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  any 
library  district,  may  notify  the  board  of 
supervisors  that  such  city,  town,  or  library 
district,  does  not  desire  to  participate  in 
the  county  library  system,  and  thereafter 
such  city,  town,  or  library  district  shall 
not  participate  in  such  election,  and  its 
inhabitants  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  such  county  library  system 
when  established,  and  the  property  within 
such   city,    town,    or  library   district   shall 


not  be  taxed  for  county  library  purposes. 
But  such  notice  may  at  any  time  be  with- 
drawn by  such  city,  or  library  district. 

Provision  has  also  been  made  (see  last 
sentence  in  section  3)  for  the  town  which 
later  changes  its  mind  and  wants  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  benefits  of  the  county 
library  system.  The  town  may  withdraw 
its  notice  "at  any  time,"  and  by  being 
assessed  with  the  rest  of  the  county  at 
the  next  assessment,  participate  in .  the 
benefits  from  that  time  on,  or,  if  it  does 
not  wish  to  wait  until  the  next  tax  levy, 
it  can  probably  pay  immediately  into  the 
county  library  fund,  the  amount  which 
would  have  been  its  share  for  the  rest  of 
the  time  until  the  next  tax  levy  is  made. 

The  law  provides  that  a  committee 
made  up  of  three  members  of  the  board 
of  county  supervisors  have  general  super- 
vision of  the  system  and  elect  the  county 
librarian,  the  business  and  professional 
management  being  turned  over  to  the 
county  librarian  as  soon  as  he  is  elected, 
as  outlined  in  sections  4,  5,  6,  and  7, 
following : 

Sec.  4.  The  county  library  shall  be 
under  the  general  supervision  of  a  com- 
mittee of  three  selected  annually  by  the 
county  board  of  supervisors  from  among 
its  own  members.  The  said  committee 
shall  elect  a  county  librarian,  who  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  sub- 
ject to  prior  removal  for  cause,  after  a 
hearing,  by  the  library  committee.  The 
cause  of  such  removal,  together  with  all 
proceedings  therefor,  shall  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes  of  such  committee.  The  said 
county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of 
the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
California  at  the  time  of  his  election. 
Prior  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  such  county  librarian  shall  file  with 
the  county  clerk  the  usual  oath  of  office 
and  a  bond,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  with  sufficient 
sureties  approved  by  a  judge  of  the 
superior  court,  in  such  sum  as  may  be 
determined  by  the   county  board. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for 
the  office  of  county  librarian,  unless  he 
has  received,  prior  to  his  election,  from 
the  State  Librarian,  or  from  the  librarian 
of  the  University  of  California,  or  the 
Leland  Stanford  Junior  University,  a  cer- 
tificate to  the  effect  that  in  the  opinion  of 
such  librarian  he  is  well  qualified  for  the 
office.  If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  es- 
tablished by  law  in  this  state  a  system  of 
certification    of    qualified    librarians,    each 
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county  librarian  elected  thereafter  for  a 
first  term  must  hold  a  proper  certificate 
provided  by  such  system,  in  place  of  the 
certificate  above  mentioned  in  this  section. 
The  salary  of  the  county  librarian  shall, 
in  the  counties  of  the  first  to  tenth  classes, 
be  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars  per 
annum;  in  the  counties  of  the  eleventh  to 
twenty-ninth  classes,  two  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum;  in  counties  of  the  thir- 
tieth to  fortieth  classes,  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum;  in  counties  of 
the  forty-first  to  fifty-fourth  classes, 
one  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  and  in 
counties  of  the  fifty-fifth  to  fifty-eighth 
classes,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
per  annum.  The  county  librarian  shall 
also  be  allowed  his  actual  and  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  traveling  on  the 
business  of  his  office. 

Sec.  6.  The  library  comrnjttee  ap- 
pointed by  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors, as  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  to 
make  general  rules  and  regulations  re- 
garding the  policy  of  the  county  library, 
and  to  determine  the  number  and  kind  of 
employees  of  such  library.  But  the  ap- 
pointment and  dismissal  of  such  em- 
ployees, and  the  management  of  the 
business  of  the  library,  including  the 
determination  of  what  books  shall  be  pur- 
chased, shall  be  entirely  within  the  power 
of    the    county   librarian. 

Sec.  7.  The  county  librarian  shall, 
subject  to  the  general  rules  adopted  by 
the  library  committee,  build  up  and  man- 
age, according  to  accepted  principles  of 
library  management,  a  library  for  the  use 
of  the  people  of  the  county.  He  shall 
co-operate  in  every  expedient  manner 
with  the  librarians  of  other  public  libra- 
ries within  the  county,  including  the 
county  law  library,  and  render  such  as- 
sistance to  all  as  will  tend  to  increase 
their  efficiency,  and  may  establish  delivery 
stations  and  branch  libraries  within  the 
county.  For  this  purpose,  he  may  employ 
such  assistants  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  library  committee;  provided,  that 
where  such  services  are  rendered  to  a 
library  belonging  to  any  municipal  corpo- 
ration not  taxed  for  the-  county  library 
system,  such  services  shall  be  paid  for  at 
a  fair  rate  of  compensation  by  such  li- 
brary, pavable  into  the  county  library 
fund   established  by  this   act. 

As  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  is  at  the  head  of  tlie  state 
school  system,  so  the  law  provides  that 
the  State  Librarian  be  the  head  of  the 
library  system,  with  much  the  same  duties 
of  supervision,  as  outlined  in  sections 
S  and  9,  following : 


Sec.  8.  The  county  library  systems  of 
the  state  shall  be  under  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  State  Librarian,  who  shall 
from  time  to  time,  either  personally  or  by 
one  of  his  assistants,  visit  the  libraries  in 
each  county  and  inquire  into  their  condi- 
tion. The  actual  expenses  of  such  visits 
shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  state  library 
fund.  The  State  Librarian  may  annually 
call  a  convention  of  county  librarians,  to 
assemble  at  such  time  and  place  as  he 
shall  deem  most  convenient,  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  questions  pertaining  to  the 
supervision  and  administration  of  the 
public  libraries,  the  laws  relating  thereto, 
and  such  other  subjects  affecting  the 
welfare  and  interest  of  the  county  libra- 
ries as  shall  properly  be  brought  before 
it.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  the 
county  librarians  to  attend  and  take  part 
in  the  proceedings  of  such  convention 
when  it  is  called.  The  actual  expenses 
of  the  county  librarians  attending  the 
convention  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
county   library   fund. 

Sec  9.  The  county  librarian  shall  on 
or  before  the  15th  day  of  July  in  each 
year,  report  to  the  county  board  of  super- 
visors on  the  condition  of  his  library 
system  for  the  year  ending  June  30th  pre- 
ceding. Such  reports  shall,  in  addition  to 
other  matters  deemed  expedient  by  the 
county  librarian,  contain  such  statistical 
and  other  information  regarding  the 
county  library  system  as  may  be  deemed 
desirable  by  the  State  Librarian.  For  this 
purpose  the  State  Librarian  may  send  to 
the  several  county  libraries  instructions 
or  question  blanks,  so  as  to  obtain  the 
material  for  a  comparative  study  of 
library  conditions  in  the  state.  At  the 
time  of  making  his  annual  report,  the 
county  librarian  shall  send  a  copy  thereof 
to   the  State  Librarian. 

As  is  of  course  reasonable,  only  that 
part  of  the  county  which  is  assessed  for 
the  county  library  system  has  the  use  of 
the  county  library,  as  given  in  section  10 : 

Sec.  10.  The  county  libraries  estab- 
lished under  this  act  shall  be  free  to  the 
use  of  the  public;  provided,  that  only 
residents  of  the  county  outside  of  cities, 
towns,  and  library  districts  not  taxed  for 
county  library  purposes  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  drawing  books  therefrom  for 
use  outside  of  the  rooms  of  the  library. 
Persons  violating  any  of  the  reasonable 
rules  established  by  the  library  author- 
ities may  be  excluded  from  the  use  of  the 
library. 

The  county  library  system  money  is 
managed  just  as   any   other  county  fund 
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raised    for   special    purpose,    as    given    in 
section  11 : 

Sec.  11.  The  county  board  of  super- 
visors, after  a  county  library  has  been 
established,  shall  annually  levy  in  addi- 
tion to  all  other  taxes  levied  by  them,  a 
tax  not  to  exceed  one  mill  on  the  dollar 
of  assessed  valuation  for  the  purpose  of 
purchasing  property  for,  and  maintaining 
the  coimty  library.  County  bonds  may 
lie  issued,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
section  4088  of  the  Political  Code,  for 
the  erection  and  equipment  of  library 
buildings  and  the  purchase  of  land  there- 
for. The  county  board  of  supervisors  is 
authorized  to  receive,  on  behalf  of  the 
county,  any  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  the 
county  library.  The  title  to  all  the  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  county  library  shall 
be  vested  in  the  county.  All  funds  of  the 
county  library  system,  whether  derived 
from  taxation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  in 
the  custody  of  the  county  treasurer. 
They  shall  constitute  a  separate  fund, 
called  the  county  library  fund,  and  shall 
not  be  used  for  any  purposes  except  those 
of  the  county  library  system.  No  money 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  said  county 
library  fund,  except  on  an  order  signed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  library  committee, 
and  countersigned  by  the  county  librarian 
or  his  assistant.  The  said  chairman  shall 
sign  no  order  upon  the  library  fund,  until 
a  proper  vourher  for  the  claim  upon 
which  surh  order  is  based  is  filed  and 
until  such  claim  has  been  duly  audited 
and  allowed  by  the  library  committee. 
The  fact  that  such  claim  has  been  audited 
and  allowed  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the 
voucher  and  attested  by  the  signatures  of 
at   least   two   members  of  the   committee. 

In  case  any  county  prefers  to  make 
some  start  toward  a  county  library  sys- 
tem earlier  than  can  be  accomplished  by 
calling  an  election,  adopting  an  ordinance 
and  making  provision  for  it  in  the  next 
tax  levy,  section  12  was  placed  in  the 
law. 

If  there  is  time  to  make  a  special  as- 
sessment for  the  county  library  purpose, 
the  board  of  supervisors  is  authorized 
to  do  so,  but  if  the  tax  levy  for  the  year 
has  already  been  made,  the  board  of 
supervisors  simply  sets  aside  a  part  of  the 
.general  fund  as  a  county  library  fund  and 
pays  this  amount  to  the  public  library  in 
the  county  seat,  the  public  library  agree- 
ing to  loan  its  books  free  to  all  county 
residents  and  to  assume  all  other  func- 
tions of  a  county  library. 

Sacramento  County  has  at  present  a 
county    library    system    according    to   sec- 


tion 12,  the  contract  having  been  made 
with  the  Sacramento  Public  Library.  The 
residents  of  Sacramento  County  are  very 
enthusiastic  over  the  experiment,  and  the 
board  of  supervisors  has  increased  the 
appropriation   for  the  coming  year. 

Sec.  12.  Instead  of  establishing  a  sep- 
arate county  library,  the  county  board  of 
supervisors  may  enter  into  a  contract  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  section 
with  any  city  or  incorporated  town  main- 
taining a  free  public  library;  and  the 
board  of  library  trustees,  or  other  author- 
ities in  charge  of  such  free  public  library 
of  any  such  city  or  town,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  such  a  contract.  The 
said  contract  may  provide  that  the  public 
library  of  such  city  or  town  shall  assume 
the  functions  of  a  county  library  within 
the  county  with  which  such  contract  is 
made,  as  provided  in  this  act.  The 
county  board  of  supervisors  may  agree 
to  pay  annually  into  the  library  fund 
of  such  city  such  sum  as  may  be  agreed 
upon.  Either  party  to  such  contract  may 
terminate  the  same  by  giving  six  months' 
notice  of  intention  to  do  so. 

Provision  is  also  made  to  discontinue  a 
county  library  system  if  there  is  some 
good  reason  for  doing  so : 

Sec.  13.  After  a  county  library  sys- 
tem has  been  established,  it  shall  not  be 
discontinued  except  by  the  two  thirds 
vote  of  the  electors  of  the  county  voting  at 
a  special  election  called  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  determining  whether  such  library 
shall  be  discontinued.  Such  election  shall 
be  carried  on  substantially  in  the  manner 
now  prescribed  for  the  election  on  the 
issuing  of  county  bonds.

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2.  The  law  makes  provision  not  only 
for  the  establishing  of  a  permanent 
county  library  system  (according  to  sec- 
tion 2),  but  also  for  the  establishing  of 
an  experimental  system  (according  to 
section  12). 


HOW  TO  PROCEED  IN  THE  ESTAB- 
LISHMENT OF  A  COUNTY  LIBRARY 
SYSTEM    ACCORDING    TO   SECTION 

12. 

Since,  for  the  permanent  establishment 
of  a  county  library  system,  a  vote  of  the 
electors  must  be  taken  (see  section  2), 
the  temporary  arrangement  of  a  con- 
tract between  the  board  of  supervisors 
and  a  city  library  is  the  plan  most  im- 
mediately effective  and  tangible.  Under 
this  arrangement  the  board  of  supervisors 
may  proceed,  according  to  section  12  of 
the  County  Library  Law,  in  the  follow- 
ing manner : 

1.  Appoint  a  committee  to  consult  with 
the  librarian  of  the  public  library  at  the 
county  seat,  so  as  to  ascertain  the  amount 
necessary  to  support  the  county  library 
system  for  a  year.  The  expenses  will 
necessarily  include  the  following,  as  well 
as  other,  items : 

a.  Purchase  of  books  to  supple- 
ment the  collection  of  the  public 
library. 

h.  Bookcases   for   the  sub-stations. 

c.  Shipping  boxes. 

d.  Custodians'  salaries  at  the  dif- 
ferent sub-stations. 

e.  Carriage  of  books  back  and 
forth  between  the  public  library  and 
the  county  sub-stations. 

f.  Magazines  for  the  reading 
rooms. 

g.  Stationery,  postage,  rubber 
stamps,  cards,  blanks,  and  other 
supplies. 

h.  Maintaining  reading  rooms 
whenever  necessary  and  advisable. 

2.  Make  a  county  library  fund  in  one 
of  two  ways  : 

a.  If  there  is  time  to  include  pro- 
vision for  the  county  library  system 
in  the  tax  levy,  add  to  the  assess- 
ment enough  to  support  the  county 
library  system,  creating  a  county 
library  fund  to  be  paid  over  as  soon 
as  collected  to  the  public  library  that 
is  to  carry  on  the  work. 


h.   If  too  late  to  include  the  county 
library  system  item  in  the  tax  levy, 
vote    from    the    general    fund   a    sum 
sufficient  to  cover  the  expense  of  the 
system,  as  agreed  upon  with  the  pub- 
lic library,  which  sum  may  be  paid 
over  to  the  public  library  as  in  a. 
3.  Pass  resolution  and  draw  up  a  con- 
tract with   the   board  of  trustees   of  the 
public  library. 

SUGGESTION  FOR  A  FORM  OF  CON- 
TRACT. 

The  following  is  a  blank  form  of  reso- 
lutions and  contract,  which  may  be  used 
in  drawing  up  an  agreement  between  the 
board  of  supervisors  and  the  boajd  of 
trustees  of  the  public  library  which  is  to 
carry  out  the  county  library  system  for 
the  county.  The  form  has  received  the 
approval  of  the  Sacramento  County  and 
City  officials,  the  librarian  of  the  Sacra- 
mento Public  Library,  who  is  acting  as 
county  librarian  for  the  county,  and  of 
the  State  Librarian.

There  are  about  768  of  these  and 
each  receives  each  week  in  ijamphlet 
form  the  Official  Gazette  of  the  U.  S. 
Patent  Office,  which  comprises  upward 
of  325  pages. 

The  law  allows  that  one  copy  of  the 
Gazette  be  furnished  to  eight  such  pub- 
lic libraries  as  may  be  designated  by 
each  senator,  representative,  and  dele- 
gate in  congress. 

The  Official  Gazette  is  sent  to  the  de- 
pository libraries  only  by  additional 
designation.  Designation  as  a  deposi- 
tory does  not  carry  with  it  the  Official 
Gazette.  As  it  is  expensive  it  should 
be  sent  only  to  those  libraries  that  have 
a  special  need  for  the  information 
which  it  is  designed  to  supply.  Each 
number  contains  the  text  of  the  first 
five  claims  and  illustrations  of  all 
original,  reissued,  and  design  patents 
granted  during  the  week ;  illustrations 
of  the  essential  features  of  all  trade- 
marks published  and  a  list  of  those 
subsequently  registered ;  a  list  of  prints 
and  labels  registered ;  disclaimers  filed, 
and  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  paten- 
tees and  inventions ;  also  decisions  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Patents  and  of  the 
United  States  courts  in  patent  cases.

Second  District  Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  Second  District  of  the 
California  Library  Association  was  held 
in  the  California  Redwood  Park  (Big 
Basin),  Santa  Cruz  County,  September 
11-12,  1909. 
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On  Saturday  afternoon  an  informal 
conference  was  held  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people  from  the  neighboring  country  who 
could  not  remain  for  the  evening  meeting. 

The  opening  session  was  called  to  order 
at  8  o'clock  by  the  District  President, 
Miss  Anne  Hadden  of  Palo  Alto.  J.  L. 
Gillis,  State  Librarian  and  President  of 
the  California  Library  Association,  was 
introduced  and  gave  an  interesting  and 
instructive  address  on  the  new  County 
Library  law.  He  told  how  California 
came  to  have  this  law,  and  gave  a  brief 
account  of  the  work  of  the  State  Library, 
also  what  it  has  accomplished  along  ex- 
tension lines  in  sending  out  traveling  li- 
braries. The  need  for  a  less  expensive 
system  of  loaning,  which  would  reach  the 
most  remote  districts  of  the  State,  has 
long  been  felt.  Finally,  through  the  ef- 
forts of  the  State  Library,  this  County 
Library  law  wa.s  framed  and  passed.  Mr 
Gillis  explained  the  law  and  told  of  its 
benefits. 

Miss  Eddy,  the  County  Library  Organ- 
izer, then  spoke  on  the  law  and  its  rela- 
tion to  the  school  and  the  community. 
She  presented  her  subject  in  a  most  pleas- 
ing manner,  giving  concrete  examples  of 
her  own  experiences  in  country  schools 
and  out-of-the-way  places  'where  the  peo- 
ple are  so  anxious  to  have  library  privi- 
leges. 

Miss  Walker  of  Palo  Alto  read  Edward 
Rowland  Sill's  poem  "Under  the  red- 
woods," which  was  very  much  enjoyed  by 
those  present. 

As  the  hour  was  lat6,  the  Round  Table 
in  charge  of  Miss  Kumli  was  omitted,  but 
ample  opportunity  was  given  in  the  next 
day  or  two  for  individual  discussion  of 
library  problems  with  Miss  Kumli.  It 
is  planned  to  have  Miss  Kumli's  talk  and 
the  Round  Table  on  library  problems  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Second  District. 

On  Sunday  morning  the  convention  had 
the  great  privilege  of  gathering  at  the  foot 
of  one  of  the  most  ancient  trees  in  the 
forest,  to  hear  Professor  Dudley  of  Stan- 
ford University  tell  of  the  history,  geology, 
and  plant  life  of  the  Big  Basin,  a  privi- 
lege which  no  one  who  heard  him  will 
forget. 

In    the    afternoon    a    walk    was    taken 


through  the  wonderful  forest  with  Pro- 
fessor Dudley,  Mr  Pilkington,  the  first 
warden  of  the  park,  and  Mr  Creed,  the 
present  foreman. 

S.  B.  Mitchell,  of  Stanford  University 
Library,  acted  as  master  of  ceremonies  at 
the  Sunday  evening  camp  fire.  Miss 
Cole  of  the  Santa  Cruz  library  read 
Henry  Van  Dyke's  "God  of  the  open  air," 
and  the  meeting  closed  with  story  telling 
and  songs. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  the  first  of 
a  series  of  annual  outings  for  the  Second 
District  to  which  all  library  workers  in 
California  will  be  invited.

Talk     Given     at     First     District 
Meeting  by  Charles  S.  Greene. 

There  are  three  main  matters  that  I 
want  to  report  on  concerning  my  trip  to 
the  Conference  of  the  American  Library 
Association.  The  first  is  on  the  prospect 
of  securing  for  California  a  meeting  of 
the  A.  L.  A.  in  1910  or  1911. 

The  Bretton  Woods  Conference,  as  you 
know,  changed  the  constitution  of  the 
A.  L.  A.  so  that  such  matters  as  determin-

ing  the  place  of  meeting  and  the  like  are 
no  longer  in  the  hands  of  the  Council,  but 
are  vested  in  the  Executive  Committee. 
Before  that  change  was  made,  however, 
I  had  an  opportunity  of  appearing  before 
the  Council  in  the  matter  of  the  Califor- 
nia invitation.  The  line  of  argument  I 
used  was  that  California  can  offer  the 
A.  L.  A.  all  the  things  it  requires  for  a 
successful  meeting.  We  have  at  several 
points  in  the  State,  as  at  Pasadena,  Del 
Monte,  and  elsewhere,  large  hotels  that 
do  not  suffer  greatly  even  in  comparison 
with  the  beautiful  million-dollar  Mount 
Washington  Hotel,  where  the  Conference 
met.  It  can  be  arranged  so  that  the  Con- 
ference will  have  the  hotel  largely  to  it- 
self^ a  thing  it  greatly  likes.  As  to 
beautiful  and  interesting  things  to  see. 
there  is  no  lack  of  these  in  California ; 
and  furthermore,  almost  any  scenery  on 
the  continent  can  be  taken  in  on  a  Cali- 
fornia trip  without  additional  expense,  if 
the  routing  is  planned  for  it.  But  the 
real  argument  lies  in  the  library  situa- 
tion. California's  attempt,  by  the  new 
County  Library  law.  to  solve  the  problem 
of  giving  library  privileges  to  all  the  peo- 
ple in  the  large  and  sparsely  settled  re- 
gions is  attracting  much  attention  and 
interest  in  the  East.  Many  persons  at 
Bretton  Woods  came  to  me  to  learn 
more  about  it  than  was  contained  in  Mr 
Gillis's  paper  on  the  subject,  which  I  had 
the  honor  to  read  at  a  general  session. 
And  furthermore,  our  compact  State  li- 
brary system  also  attracts  attention.  The 
meeting  of  the  National  Association  of 
State  Libraries  spent  much  of  its  time  in 
a  discussion  of  the  functions  of  a  State 
Library,  and  Mr  Wyer,  speaking  for  the 
advantages  of  consolidation  of  library  in- 
terests, had  much  the  best  of  the  argu- 
ment. For  these  reasons  we  have  some- 
thing of  interest  to  offer  for  study,  and  a 
great  need  of  the  professional  stimulus 
that  a  Conference  of  the  A.  L.  A.  would 
bring.  The  only  other  active  applicant 
was  Colorado,  and  there,  though  Mr  Dud- 
ley's work  in  Denver  is  admirable  and 
has  resulted  in  a  fine  library  in  a  beauti- 
ful Carnegie  building,  the  general  situa- 
tion is  not  so  interesting  nor  hoi^eful. 
Moreover,  Denver  had  a  session  in  1895, 
four  years  later  than  the  San  Francisco 
Conference,  so  it  seems  that  California 
should  have  another  turn  first. 
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As  to  the  time,  it  seems  likely  that  the 
Brussels  International  Conference  in  1910 
will  attract  a  number  of  the  leaders  in 
that  direction,  and  they  would  not  cross 
the  Atlantic  and  come  to  California  in 
the  same  year.  If  that  is  the  case,  and  it 
is  a  matter  to  be  determined  by  actual 
canvass,  we  would  much  prefer  to  wait 
until  1911.  We  want  the  California  Con- 
ference to  be  a  brilliant  one,  in  order 
that  it  may  have  its  full  effect  on  our  local 
campaign,  and  we  want  its  keynote  to  be 
the  professional  character  of  library  work. 

The  second  matter  I  want  to  speak  of 
is  the  Bretton  Woods  Conference  itself. 
It  was  a  very  successful  and  inspiring 
meeting,  held  in  surroundings  delightful 
in  every  Avay.  We  were  some  650  of  us 
housed  in  the  beautiful  Mount  Washing- 
ton hotel,  and  about  a  hundred  more  at 
the  Mount  Pleasant,  half  a  mile  across 
the  valley.  It  was  like  a  great  family 
gathering.  The  formal  papers  and  pro- 
ceedings you  will  be  able  to  get  from  the 
report,  but  the  informal  meetings,  the 
meetings  at  table,  in  the  hotel  corridors, 
on  the  long  walks  about  the  country,  every 
day  and  all  day  long,  these  can  never  be 
reported  and  they  are  the  pleasantest 
and  most  profitable  part  of  a  Confer- 
ence.    *     *     * 

The  hour  is  late  and  I  must  pass  to  the 
third  matter  of  which  I  wished  to  speak, 
the  museum  situation.  As  many  of  you 
know,  Oakland  is  to  have  a  municipal 
museum,  to  be  housed  at  first  in  the  old 
Stanford  residence  on  the  Willows  prop- 
erty, acquired  by  the  city  in  buying  the 
land  for  a  park.  It  seemed  good  to 
Mayor  Mott  to  use  this  house  for  a  pub- 
lic museum,  and  it  has  been  put  under  the 
control  of  the  Library  Trustees.  In  view 
of  this,  I  made  a  special  study  of  the  mu- 
seum situation  on  my  trip,  and  visited 
most  of  the  great  museums  of  the  coun- 
try. I  want  to  report  on  it,  not  because 
many  of  you  will  have  museums  to  man- 
age, but  because  the  museum  development 
has  proceeded  on  so  many  lines  analogous 
to  library  development  and  has  changed 
so  much  of  recent  years  that  it  will  in- 
terest you  to  hear  of  it.  The  old  idea 
of  a  museum  as  a  collection  of  fossils 
kept  by  a  fossil  for  fossils  is  as  obsolete 
as  the  idea  of  a  library  as  a  place  of 
bookworms     kept     by     a     bookworm     for 


bookworms.  The  modern  museum  is 
thoroughly  alive.  Its  activities  take  three 
main  directions,  differing  from  each  other 
in  material,  method  and  purpose.  The 
first  is  the  work  for  scientists.  The  ma- 
terial for  this  is  gathered  from  the  ends 
of  the  earth,  but  it  is  not  stored  in  glass 
cases  for  the  public  to  see.  It  is  rather 
stored  in  small  vault-like  rooms,  dust- 
proof,  vermin-proof,  and,  of  course,  fire- 
proof. In  each  room  is  put  in  the  smallest 
compass  all  the  material  from  a  certain 
district  or  pertaining  to  a  certain  subject. 
It  is  carefully  labeled  with  all  the  data  a 
student  wishes  to  know.  Into  this  room 
the  scientist  is  permitted  to  go  and  handle 
and  measure  and  study  the  objects  just 
as  if  he  had  them  in  his  private  room. 
The  public  does  not  see  these  collections, 
but  gets  its  benefit  from  them  in  the 
books  and  monographs  that  students 
write.  The  second  branch  of  museum 
work  is  more  the  time-honored  one  of  ex- 
hibits in  glass  cases  for  the  public  to  see. 
The  practice  in  this  matter  has  under- 
gone a  change.  At  the  great  museum  of 
natural  history  in  New  York,  Dr  Bumpus, 
the  director  took  me  into  a  very  large  hall 
containing  in  glass  cases  about  the  room  a 
stuffed  specimen  of  every  monkey  known. 
There  were  hundreds  of  them,  but  he 
said  that  he  would  never  do  the  thing  in 
that  v.'ay  again,  it  was  wasteful  of  space 
and  money  and  did  not  thoroughly  accom- 
plish its  purpose.  Rather  he  would  stow 
those  monkey  skins  away  in  a  vault  for 
the  scientist  to  handle  and  study  at  close 
range,  and  for  the  public  would  select  not 
over  a  dozen  groups  of  the  most  striking 
varieties  of  monkey  and  have  them 
mounted  in  as  many  cases,  showing  the 
species  in  its  habitat,  so  that  the  casual 
beholder  would  see  that  monkey  family, 
father,  mother,  and  young,  in  character- 
istic surroundings  and  attitudes,  and 
learn  at  a  glance  how  it  lived,  how  it  got 
its  food,  or  defended  itself  from  its  ene- 
mies. In  that  way  a  look  often  showed 
things  that  a  volume  of  printed  matter 
could  not  so  clearly  convey.  That  mu- 
seum spends  sometimes  as  much  as 
$25,000  on  a  single  setting. 

The  third  main  branch  of  museum  ac- 
tivity is  the  directly  didactic  for  the  young. 
For  this  work  duplicate  collections  are 
made  and  freely  loaned  to  the  schools.     If 
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a  teacher  wants  to  have  a  lesson  on  birds, 
a  collection  of  stuffed  birds,  a  robin,  an 
oriole,  a  blue  jay,  and  so  on,  is  sent  to  the 
schoolroom,  and  these  specimens  are 
passed  up  and  down  the  aisles  so  that  the 
pupils  can  see  and  handle  them.  Of 
course,  they  get  worn  out  in  the  process, 
but  the  modern  museum  director  does  not 
mind  that  any  more  than  we  mind  it  that 
our  books  sent  to  schools  come  back  di- 
lapidated,— he  simply  gets  more  to  re- 
place them.  In  this  work  also  lectures 
with  lantern  slides  are  freely  used.  At 
the  American  Museum,  of  which  I  have 
spoken,  they  have  no  less  than  35,000 
lantern  slides  for  this  use.  A  teacher 
may  ask  for  lantern  slides  on  any  sub- 
ject, place,  industry,  people,  science,  or 
art  that  she  may  wish,  and  they  will  be 
ready  for  her.  She  may  have  a  lec- 
ture room  with  a  lantern  and  operator, 
and  herself  talk  about  the  slides  to  the 
class,  or  the  museum  will  provide  a  lec- 


turer also  to  explain  the  slides.  The  most 
interesting  museum  I  saw  from  the  per- 
sonal point  of  view  was  the  Children's 
Museum  at  Bedford  Park,  Brooklyn. 
That  was  because  it  was  housed  in  an  old 
residence,  just  as  ours  will  be  for  awhile, 
and  I  was  amazed  to  find  how  much  could 
be  crowded  into  it.  Even  the  secretary's 
little  office,  hardly  bigger  than  this  table, 
had  in  addition  to  her  desk  a  wireless  tele- 
graph receiving  station,  and  a  dozen 
groups  of  bright  boys  came  there  to  send 
and  receive  messages.  I  think  you  will 
agree  with  me  that  the  modern  museum 
is  thoroughly  alive.  The  strongest  state- 
ment I  have  seen  of  that  point  is  in  an 
article  in  the  Lihrary  Journal  for  July, 
1907,  by  Henry  L.  Ward,  curator  of  Mil- 
waukee Public  Museum,  in  which  he 
objects  to  having  a  library  control  a  mu- 
seum, on  the  ground  that  a  museum  is  so 
live  a  thing  that  it  is  a  pity  to  tie  it  to 
anything  so  dead  as  a  library !

Law  Department. 

Milton  J.  Ferguson,  in  charge. 

The  Law  Department  is  fully  equipped 
with  the  latest  reports,  digests,  encyclo- 
paedias and  text-books,  and  is  entirely 
free  to  the  public  for  reference  purposes. 
State  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books, 
and  private  individuals  are  accorded  the 
same  privilege  upon  presentation  of  an 
order  signed  by  a  Supreme,  Appellate  or 
Superior  Judge.  Books  may  be  kept  three 
weeks,  and  will  be  once  renewed  for  two 
weeks!  All  books  are  subject  to  recall,  if 
required  by  a  state  officer. 

The  records  of  cases  decided  during  a 
long   series    of   years   furnish   the    lawyer 
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the  best  sort  of  material  from  which  to 
work  up  briefs  in  his  current  practice ; 
for  not  only  do  they  contain  forms  and 
precedents,  but  they  also  are  the  work 
of  the  keenest  minded  lawyers,  many  of 
whom,  through  a  lifetime  of  busy  practice 
found  no  time  for  writing  text-books  or 
articles.  The  best  evidence  of  the  truth 
of  this  statement  is  found  in  the  loan 
records  of  the  Law  Department,  showing- 
how  frequently  the  Supreme  and  Appel- 
late court  records  are  asked  for.  and  how 
nearly  they  reach  every  city  and  town 
in  the  State  where  courts  are  held. 

The  State  Librarj^  collection  of  such 
records  now  numbers  more  than  4000 
thick  volumes :  covering,  however,  only 
the  State  Supreme  and  Appellate  courts. 
Of  late  lawyers  have  asked  for  the  records 
of  cases  which  have  gone  from  the  State 
courts  to  those  of  the  United  States.  In 
order  to  meet  this  demand,  and  to  make 
more  nearly  complete  the  information 
concerning  such  cases,  the  State  Library 
is  trying  to  arrange  to  receive  the  records 
of  all  California  cases  which  have  been 
transferred  to  courts  of  final  authority. 

Sociological  Department. 

Era^est  Beukcke><-,  in  charge. 

The  Sociological  Department  aims  to 
furnish  information  on  all  subjects  con- 
nected with  the  administration  of  public 
affairs  to  officials,  both  state  and  local, 
as  well  as  to  all  others  interested. 

During  the  next  few  years  it  is  reason- 
ably certain  that  a  number  of  new  ques- 
tions will  be  prominently  in  the  public 
mind.  The  public  libraries  would  do  well 
to  prepare  themselves,  not  only  by  acquir- 
ing the  necessary  books,  so  far  as  their 
means  will  allow,  but  especially  by  mak- 
ing the  material  on  hand  accessible. 
While  many  small  libraries  may  not  be 
able  to  print  reading  lists  of  their  own, 
they  might  at  least  prepare  typewritten 
ones  for  the  benefit  of  their  patrons.  Or 
what  is  to  prevent  their  utilizing  the  lists 
issued  by  the  Library  of  Congress  and 
other  large  libraries,  by  marking  therein 
such  books  and  magazine  articles  as  the 
library  possesses,  and  making  these 
marked  lists  accessible  to  the  public? 

Whenever  a  librarian  has  reason  to 
expect  that  material  on  a  given  subject 
will  be  called  for  repeatedly,  she  will 
save   time   by   noting   down   the   material 


found  on  her  first  investigation,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  next  comer. 

Among  the  questions  sure  to  agitate  the 
public  mind  considerably  in  the  near  fu- 
ture are  the  following : 

The  proposed  income  tax  amendment 
to   the   constitution   of   the   United   States. 

The  popular  election  of  United  States 
senators,  and  in  connection  therewith,  the 
calling  of  a  convention  to  revise  the 
federal   constitution. 

Further  revision  of  the  customs  tariff. 

Shipping  subsidies. 

Revision  of  tlie  monetary  laws,  and  in 
connection  tlierewith  tlie  establishment  of 
a  central  bank  of  issue. 

The  conservation  of  natm-al  resources: 
Irrigation,  forestry,  protection  of  water 
powers  from  private  monopolization,  re- 
form of  the  public  land  laws. 

Questions  of  specially  California  in- 
terest are : 

The  regulation  of  the  San  Joaquin  and 
Sacramento  rivers. 

Road  building,  and  especially  the  bond 
issue  proposed  by  the  last  legislature  on 
the  advice  of  Governor  Gillett. 

On  all  these  subjects  a  very  large 
amount  of  information  will  be  found  in 
the  United  States  documents. 

Does  every  library  get  the  Monthly  cat- 
alogue, L^.  S.  Public  Documents?  If 
not,  write  for  it  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents  at  Washington.  Then  write 
for  current  publications  of  use  to  your 
patrons  to  the  department  or  your  repre- 
sentative, as  the  case  may  be.  You  need 
not  necessarily  wait  for  the  monthly  cata- 
logue, but  if  you  find  the  newspapers 
mention  the  issuing  of  an  interesting  doc- 
ument, send  for  it  at  once.  Do  not 
depend  on  the  sheep-bound  set,  for  you 
know  that  it  is  long  in  coming. 

Reference  Department. 

Susan  T.  Smith,  in  charge. 

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
books  relating  to  all  subjects  not  cov- 
ered by  the  work  of  the  other  depart- 
ments, answers  questions  briefly  by 
letter,  and  sends  out  specially  prepared 
libraries  to  Granges  and  Clubs  of  all 
kinds  for  purposes  of  study.  The  cost  of 
transportation,  both  ways,  is  paid  by  the 
borrower,  except  for  the  special  collec- 
tions loaned  to  Clubs  aud  Granges.  These 
are  sent  entirely  free  of  any  cost.  On 
account  of  the  Wright  law,  passed  at  the 
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last  session  of  the  legislature,  Wells- 
Fargo  Co.  has  had  to  modify  its  offer 
of  a  one  half  merchandise  rate  on  all 
books  sent  from  and  returned  to  the 
State  Library.  Now  the  half  rate  ap- 
plies only  to  books  being  returned  to  the 
library. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of 
Clubs  and  Granges  have  taken  advantage 
of  the  offer  made  by  the  State  Library 
to  furnish  them  with  books  relating  to 
the  year's  program  subjects.  Already 
many  requests  have  been  received  for  lists 
of  available  material  for  the  ensuing  year. 

There  is  still  time  for  Clubs  to  make 
known  their  wants  to  the  Reference  De- 
partment. 

The  program  of  study  will  be  of  much 
assistance  in  selecting  the  books  to  be 
sent,  and  to  avoid  duplicating  the  ma- 
terial at  hand,  either  in  the  local  library 
or  among  the  books  of  the  Club,  a  list  of 
such  books  should  be  included  with  the 
request. 

Some  of  the  Underwood  stereopticon 
views  have  been  purchased  to  be  used 
with  the  more  popular  travel  courses 
of  study.  If  these  pictures  prove  of 
value  they  will  be  added  for  other  sub- 
jects   of   study. 

Many  new  books  treating  of  the  various 
phases  of  agriculture  have  been  added  to 
collections  for  the  use  of  the  Granges 
throughout  the  state.  Selections  from 
these  sets  are  made  to  suit  the  needs  of 
each  particular  Grange,  and  are  not  re- 
stricted to  farm  subjects.  Other  books 
desired  will  be  included,  provided  the  Li- 
brary is  able  to  spare  them  for  three 
months. 

Librarians  can  be  of  great  assistance 
to  us  in  promoting  this  work  with  the 
Clubs  and  Granges,  by  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  their  borrowers  to  our  offer  to 
supplement  the  books  in  the  local  libra- 
ries with  others  on  the  subject. 

Catalog  Department. 

Mary  L.   Sutliff,  in  charge. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines  :  the 
cataloging  of  the  regular  additions  of  new 
books,  and  the  recataloging  of  much  ma- 
terial needing  a  fuller  treatment  than  it 
has  heretofore  received. 

During    July,    August    and    September 
1-501    volumes    were    catalogued,    addin 
4614  cards  to  the  catalog. 


California  Department. 

EuDOKA  Gaboutte,  in  charge. 

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of  books 
on  the  history  and  description,  resources 
and  industries  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  California  authors  in  all  de- 
partments of  literature.  These  are  made 
accessible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains about  4000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will   be  assisted  in   their  work. 

Pioneers  and    Early  Settlers. 

Benjamin  Hayes,  a  native  of  Baltimore, 
arrived  in  California  in  1850,  and  settled 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  State,  where 
he  lived  until  the  time  of  his  death,  1877. 
Mr  Hayes  was  a  lawyer  of  ability,  and 
held  several  public  offices,  among  them 
that  of  District  Judge  and  member  of 
the  legislature. 

The  "Hayes  Collection"  of  rare  and 
valuable  documents  pertaining  to  the  his- 
tory of  the  State  is  now  in  the  Bancroft 
Library.  Mr  Hayes  spent  much  time  in 
collecting  this  material  and  presented  it 
to  Mr  Bancroft  at  the  time  the  latter 
was  compiling  his  historical  works. 

Captain  George  Alonzo  Johnson  was 
one  of  the  first  to  establish  a  coast  line 
of  steamers.  He  was  also  among  the 
first  to  navigate  the  Colorado  River.  In 
18.59  he  was  married  at  San  Diego  (Old 
Town)  to  Estefana  Alvarado,  niece  of 
both  Governor  Alvarado  and  Governor 
Pico.  This  wedding  was  one  of  the 
largest  as  well  as  the  most  unique  ever 
celebrated  in  the  State.  Two  hundred 
and  fifty  guests,  residents  of  the  coast 
towns,  were  taken  to  San  Diego  on  the 
steamers  belonging  to  Captain  Johnson. 
Six  hundred  other  guests  arrived  at  the 
Alvarado  rancho  from  all  over  the  coun- 
trJ^  The  festivities  lasted  for  several 
days,  during  which  time  the  visitors  were 
lavishly  entertained  by  the  Alvarados  and 
on  board  the  captain's  ships.  Captain 
Johnson  was  a  member  of  the  legislature 
in  1865.     He  died  in  San  Diego  in  1903. 

One  of  the  early  Spanish  settlers  was 
Don  Caspar  Oreiia.  He  arrived  in  Santa 
Barbara  in  1841,  where  his  uncle,  Don 
Jose   Antonio    de   la    Guerra,    had   served 
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as  Commandante  of  the  Presidio.  Later 
Don  Gaspar  married  his  cousin  Maria 
Antonia  de  la  Guerra.  He  engaged  ex- 
tensively in  the  cattle  business,  and  ac- 
quired large  tracts  of  land. 

A  carefully  prepared  biographical  sketch 
of  Thomas  Cunningham  has  been  received. 
Mr  Cunningham  was  Sheriff  of  San  Joa- 
quin County  for  twenty-seven  years,  and 
the  State  never  had  a  more  fearless  and 
efficient  officer.  His  death  in  1900  was 
deeply  regretted  by  all  law-abiding  citi- 
zens. 

Of  the  many  other  cards  received  we 
will  mention  those  of  Warren  C.  Kimball, 
J.  W.  McBride  and  P.  A.  Chalfant,  pio- 
neers who  have  been  active  in  public 
affairs.

Newspaper  Index. 

The  Index  covers  the  following  periods : 
August  15,  1846,  to  Oct.  20,  1887;  also, 
January,  1894,  to  March,  1905. 

Work  on  the  newspaper  index  is  pro- 
gressing in  a  most  satisfactory  manner. 
The  work  was  practically  at  a  standstill 
for  many  months,  but  it  is  now  being 
carried  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

Catalog. 

The  California  catalog  has  been  in- 
creased by  the  addition  of  368  cards. 

Donations. 

A  large  amount  of  material  has  been 
received  during  the  last  three  months,  the 
greater  part  of  which  has  not,  as  yet, 
been   listed. 

This  material  consists  principally  of 
books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  magazines, 
ballots,  autograph  letters,  programs  and 
a  few  manuscripts. 

Several  valuable  additions  have  been 
made  to  the  newspaper  files,  among  them 
being  the  first  four  years  of  the  Sacra- 
mento Union.  The  Library  now  has  a 
complete  file  of  this  very  valuable  paper. 
Nineteen  volumes  of  the  Georgetown  Ga- 
zette have  also  been  received. 

Mrs  Mary  M.  Bowman,  of  Los  Angeles, 
has  gotten  out  a  game  entitled :  "Cali- 
fornia History  Cards."  A  set  has  been 
sent  to  the  California  Department.  The 
game  is  played  somewhat  like  authors, 
and  covers  the  principal  events  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  State.  It  should  be  widely 
circulated,  as  it  is  both  instructive  and 
entertaining. 

Pictures. 

The  picture  section  is  building  up  very 
rapidly.  Of  the  many  pictures  received 
recently  we  will  only  mention  a  large 
crayon  portrait  of  Don  Jose  Jesus  Pico 
and  two  hundred  postal  cards,  views  of 
California.  These  cards  were  donated  by 
Col.  Harris  Weinstock,  and  were  carried 
by  him  on  his  trip  around  the  world. 
Colonel  Weinstock's  journey  covered  a 
period  of  eighteen  months,  and  the  cards 
were  shown  to  hundreds  of  i)eople  who 
were  interested  in  seeing  and  hearing  of 
the  wonders  of  California. 

Documents  Department. 

Alice  J.  Haines,  in  charge. 

A  Documents  Department  has  recently 
been  established.  There  are  two  reasons 
for  the  creation  of  this  department.     The 
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first  is  that  the  document  collection,  fed- 
eral, state  and  foreign,  has  become  so 
large  that  it  demands  more  attention  in 
order  to  complete  sets,  and  to  make  this 
material  more  readily  available  by  better 
arrangement  and  indexing. 

The  second  reason  is  that  during  the 
recent  session  of  the  Legislature  a  law 
was  enacted  placing  the  distribution  of 
Califoi'nia  state  publications,  except  the 
laws  and  journals  of  the  Legislature  and 
the  court  reports,  in  the  hands  of  the 
State  Librarian.  Some  special  provision 
seemed  necessary  in  order  to  do  this  work. 

It  may  be  worth  while  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  librarians  to  Section  409,  para- 
graph 7.  of  the  law.  which  says  that 
public  libraries  must  apply  to  be  put  on 
the  mailing-  li^t  for  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
state  publications  issued.  It  is  likewise 
important  to  warn  the  smaller  libraries 
that  they  will  not  need  all,  but  that  they 
should  make  careful  selection  of  such 
publications  as  will  be  of  service  to  them. 
The  Documents  Department  will  give 
suggestions  and  assistance  in  selecting  the 
publications  of  particular  value  to  any 
library  which  may  desirfe  such  help.

Extension  Department. 

Laura  Steffens,  in  charge. 

The  Extension  Department  aims  to  do 
the  work  which  in  many  states  is  under 
the  supervision  of  a  public  library  com- 
mission. The  department  was  established 
in  1903,  and  began  work  in  December  of 
that  year  by  sending  out  traveling  libra- 
ries to  communities  without  library  facili- 
ties. The  department  now  has  three 
separate  divisions:    (1)   Traveling  Libra- 


ries;   (2)    Public   Libraries;    (3)    Books 
for  the  Blind. 

Traveling    Libraries   Division. 

Traveling  libraries  are  made  up  of 
fifty  volumes  each,  and  are  sent  to  any 
community  without  a  public  library  on 
the  application  of  five  resident  taxpayers. 
There  is  no  charge  for  the  use  of  these 
libraries,  and  the  transportation  both 
ways  is  paid  by  the  State  Library.  A 
library  may  be  kept  three  months,  and 
by  special  permission  may  be  retained  an 
additional  three  months.  Circular  and 
application  blank  are  sent  on  request. 

The  first  traveling  library  was  sent  out 
December  14.  1903.  There  are  now  4.54=^ 
communities  in  California  that  have 
fornied  library  associations,  and  have  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  state  traveling 
libraries.  These  associations  are  divided 
by  counties,  as  follows :  Alameda  S.  Al- 
pine 1.

The  total  number  of  borrowers  for  the 
1.51  libraries  returned  during  July.  Au- 
gust and  September  was  4094,  and  the 
circulation  12,056.  as  follows :  7-390  fic- 
tion ;   2883  juvenile ;    1774  miscellaneous. 

Public  Libraries  Division. 

The  Public  Libraries  Division  aims  to 
keep  in  close  touch  with  all  of  the  libra- 
ries of  the  state,  and  since  November, 
1905.  library  organizers  have  been  kept  in 
the  field  to  encourage  the  establishment 
of  libraries,  to  visit  those  already  estab- 


*Of  these  454,  there  are  now  2  63  bor- 
rowing, 37  having  been  returned  because 
a  public  library  has  been  established,  the 
local  library  no  longer  needs  the  help,  or 
the  community  has  now  become  a  deposit 
station  in  a  county  system,  and  154  re- 
turned because  of  decrease  in  interest, 
lack  of  some  one  to  take  proper  care  of 
library,  etc. 
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lishecl,  and  to  give  advice  and  assistance 
to  libraries  throughout  the  state  in  re- 
gard to  library  methods,  library  build- 
ings, etc. 

Library  reports  and  bulletins,  library 
periodicals,  plans  and  exterior  and  in- 
terior views  of  California  libi'ary  build- 
ings, etc..  are  all  kept  on  file  in  this 
division,  and  will  be  loaned  under  the 
same  conditions  that  hold  for  the  Refer- 
ence Department. 

In  September  the  two  library  organ- 
izers began  work  investigating  the  con- 
ditions in  the  different  counties  in  prep- 
aration to  the  establishing  of  county  li- 
brary systems.  For  some  time  to  come 
almost  their  entire  attention  will  be  given 
to  this  work.  The  county  library  system 
will  for  the  present  be  established  under 
section  12  of  the  law  providing  county 
library   systems. 

"The  County  Library  System  for  Cali- 
fornia ;  What  it  is.  How  to  proceed  in 
establishing  it,  etc.,"  as  printed  in  the 
front  part  of  this  issue,  has  also  been 
reprinted  in  circular  form  and  will  be 
mailed  to  any  one  who  requests  it. 

Books   for  the    Blind    Division. 

Mabel  R.   Gillis,  in  charge. 

Embossed  books  in  five  different  types 
are  sent  to  any  blind  resident  of  Cali- 
fornia upon  application,  and  collections 
of  from  10  to  25  books  will  be  loaned  to 
any  public  library  that  can  vouch  for  at 
least  5  borrowers,  on  application  of  its 
trustees  and  upon  agreement  to  loan  the 
books  free  to  any  blind  applicant.  Circu- 
lar and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip  postal, 
or  with  Library  trustees'  application 
blank  will  be  sent  on  request.  Writing 
appliances  and  games  for  the  blind  are 
loaned  as  samples  to  those  wishing  to 
buy  such  articles,  so  that  the  different 
kinds  can  be  tried  before  they  are  ordered. 
Addresses  of  firms  supplying  all  articles 
loaned  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  insti- 
tution distributing  embossed  literature 
are  carried  free  through  the  mails.
